ful for resident students this upcoming year. 
However, as time went on and the summer 
passed, the parking situation began less 
favorable for students. Keith McCarten of 
Parking Services agrees that it is “not as 
good as expected, but it will get better." 

Stout undertook many projects this sum- 
mer. One was to renovate parking lot 34 
located behind the Applied Arts building. 
Previously a gravel lot, it is being renovated 
to fit more cars. McCarten regrets to tell stu- 
dents, however, that this lot will not be open 
for use until mid-October. There is enough 
space for students living on North Campus, 
though the spaces are filling quickly, but the 
space for South Campus students is limited. 

The lot sits on a hill and to create more 
spaces using the hillside, a retaining wall was 
to be put in this summer. Things did not go as 
planned. It turned out that the soil under the 
parking lot was too damp to hold the wall. 
McCarten anticipates that the lot will be fin- 
ished by mid-October. Students will then be 
able to use the 250 spaces it will provide. 

In the mean time, what are students sup- 
posed to do? McCarten explained that until 
lot 34 is finished, all the students who had 
permits for the spaces in the lots will be 
moved to the off campus lot. The students 
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Parking/ limited space problematic 


who had permits for the off-campus lot are 
being put on a waiting list. As parking spaces 
become available in both lot 34 and the off- 
campus lot, students on the waiting lists will 
be given notification. 

Until lot 34 is finished, Parking Services 
is urging students who don’t have a permit to 
leave their cars at home. Students who park 
without a permit in regulated lots will receive 
a citation. McCarten also asks students to be 
careful if they decide to park on the streets. 

Campus lots are police patrolled, well 
lit, and have students around. These are 
conditions that are often not found on the 
city streets. It is also common for cars that 
are parked on the road for extended periods 
of time to be broken into. 

Security tips can be found in the Parking 
Services parking Guidelines brochure. The 
first recommended tip, McCarten said, is to 
"lock your doors, always." Also do not leave 
valuables in the car. If your car is broken into 
in a campus lot, the first thing to do is call the 
Stout Police at extension 2222, or for off-cam- 
pus calls dial 232-2222.

Enhancing education 
through international studies

Stout's Office of International Programs 
(OIP) is taking big steps in order to provide 
its current students, faculty and other abroad 
students the opportunity to become more 
aware of cultural similarities and differences. 

According to the International Education 
2000-2001 report, ever since establishment in 
1981, the OIP has strived towards the "pro- 
motion, recruitment, advisement and orienta- 
tion for study abroad and international stu- 


dent exchange programs." 


"Such programs help to increase one's 
awareness of what a small world it is,” says 
Robert Sedlak, Vice Chancellor of 


Dr. 
Academic and Student Affairs. 


diverse world, we hope to provide eye open- 
ing opportunities for our students and staff." 

True to his word, Stout has been avidly 
promoting such opportunities. "Each year, 
we set aside $10,000 to encourage faculty to 
become more involved in international edu- 
cation,” says Sedlak. Last year's report cited 
59 international activities involving 49 differ- 
ent faculty and staff members. This is the 
highest these numbers have been since peak- 
ing during the 1992-1993 school year. 

Some areas faculty have been involved in 
include publishing international articles that 
pertain to cultural issues, attending global 
conferences, and working with international 
issues while on sabbatical.

This summer, Justin 
Fjeldstad and Matt Bichanich 
made several court appear- 
ances in the alleged rape of a 
Stout student last January. 
The two accused were stu- 
dents at UW-Stout. 

Bichanich appeared in 
court on May 25, 2001. At 
this appearance he plead no 
contest to both a felony 
charge and a misdemeanor. 
The plea agreement also 
stated that if Bichanich suc- 
cessfully completes proba- 
tion, Judge Rod Smeltzer of 
the Dunn County Circuit 
Court would dismiss the 
felony, Bichanich was 
found guilty of fourth 
degree sexual assault after 
third degree sexual assault, 
was put in prosecution 
deferred status, PDS. 
Prosecution deferred status 
means that the charge of 
third degree sexual assault 
has. not been resolved and 
will be reviewed in one 
year. Upon conviction of 
fourth degree sexual assault 
on June 22, Bichanich was 
sentenced on July 27 to six 
months in jail, 24 months

probation, and 25 hours of 
community service. 
Fjeldstad had his first 
appearance on July 13. At 
this appearance the victim 
told her story to the judge 
and it was determined that 
there was probable cause 
and that Fjeldstad would go 
to trial. He was scheduled 
for an arraignment on 
August 10 at which he plead 
not guilty to third degree 
sexual assault. He also had a 
motion hearing Thursday, 
September 6, in which both 
the prosecution and defense 
filed and argued motions. 
Bichanich and Fjeldstad, 
juniors at the time, are 
accused of raping a student 
on January 23, 2001. They 
were arrested and charged 
the Class D felony charge, 
third degree sexual assault. 
The maximum conse- 
quences of being found 
guilty of a third degree D 
felony are five years in 
prison and/or a $10,000 
fine. Also, if convicted, 
offenders are registered as 
sex offenders and must noti- 
fy the local police when 
moving to new areas, and 


.the conviction shows up on 


the offender’s criminal 
record making it more diffi- 
cult to find a job.

Fieldhouse. The system will 
be run off of five or six anten- 
nas. Wahl said that the sys- 
tem will not be able to sup- 
port a large number of users, 
but at least students will have 
outdoor access to the internet. 

Stout has been looking 
for a solution to the problem 
of limited internet access for 
four or five years. The net- 
work system that was in 
place last year was designed 
to help students in the laptop 
initiative to be able to con- 
nect to the internet anywhere 
on campus. It was refined 
this year to incorporate a free 
software program run on 
Unix operating system. 

The new system elimi- 
nates many problems for stu- 


dents. Students can use their 
computer anywhere on cam- 
pus and there is a massive 
reduction in complications 
due to human error. With the 
old system, students recorded 
their MAC addresses on a 
form, which was sent to the 
Residence Life office. Some 
students did not know how to 
correctly locate the address 
number, and oftentimes the 
number was mis-entered into 
the computer system. 
Without the correct number 
entered for each student, stu- 
dents were unable to access 
the internet until the numbers 
were corrected. These prob- 
lems have been eliminated 
thanks to the new system in 
place this year.

in recruiting students from 
Venezuela. "The 
Venezuelan government 
has cooperated by provid- 
ing their residents with 
forgivable loans to help 
cover the costs of attend- 
ing a _ university in 
America," says Sedlak. 
After graduating, the stu- 
dents can return to 
Venezuela where they will 
enter the work force. For 
each working year, their 
government forgives a per- 
centage of the loan. 

Last year, there were 
149 students studying 
abroad at Stout. From six 
continents, they represent- 
ed 32 countries. Korea, 
Thailand, and Taiwan had 
the largest representation. 

Stout has also encour- 
aged its students to 
become more culturally 
aware; 168 students stud- 
ied abroad last year. They

tying a school record. 

Bundgaard will be com- 
plemented in the backfield 
by junior running back Mike 
Etim, who has been said to 
have a Barry Sanders-type 
running style. Senior full- 
back Eric Baker, who also 
has outstanding pass catch- 
ing ability, will be leading 
the way with key blocks for 
the running backs.

The offensive line that 
will be blocking for the backs 
lost a few players and will 
have gel quickly in order to 
be productive. Sophomores 
Ben Knepper and Clint

eleven games last season at 
guard and is considered the 
veteran of the group. “We 
must learn to work together," 
said Towner. "Last year most 
of the o-line had been togeth- 
er for some time and knew 
each other’s instincts. This 
year we have to form that 
bond again.” 

Overshadowed by such 
a powerful running game, 
the receiving core was over- 
looked much of last season. 
Receivers such as red shirt 
freshman Julio Vargas and 
senior Mark Bergman look to 
make a name for themselves 
this season. Senior tight end 
Brian Johnson, who is con- 
sidered by some as one of the 
best tight ends in the league, 
is ready to continue where 
he left off last season. 
Johnson scored four touch- 
downs and had 225 receiv- 
ing yards. “I want to contin- 
ually get better each week 
and by doing so then the 
team gets better,” said 
Johnson. 


The Blue Devils quarter- 
back position is like a three- 
headed monster for now. 
Junior Matt Lonergan, fresh- 
man Nick Ohman and jun- 
ior Adam Moiles will alter- 
nate playing time through- 
out the season. Ohman 
looked especially good in 
the game against Lakeland 
and Lonergan finished with 
155 yards passing. " These 
quarterbacks have a role on 
this team like everyone else 
and they have a job to do," 
said Naatz, “All are very 
capable quarterbacks in this 
offense.” 

Each member of the 
team seems to understand 
that last season is over with 
and that now they must 
focus on this season. The 
season is different, but same 
goals are there, a lot of the 
same players and coaches 
are there, along with a 
strong drive to repeat, 
Meierkort said.

Stout granted 
$2 million 


Grant allows 
ASPIRE to con- 
tinue assisting 
students

The University of 
Wisconsin Stout recently 
received two grants totaling 
over $2 million to assist first- 
generation students, students 
with disabilities and students 
with limited _ financial 
resources. The Department of 
Education awarded UW-Stout 
these grants to allow it to con- 
tinue programs and services 
that work at retaining students 
from these backgrounds. 

The ASPIRE program 
received $1.3 million in a 
five-year grant to continue 
programs that help students 
from low-income families 
and first-generation stu- 
dents (students whose par- 
ents did not earn a four-year 
degree) get through college. 

This grant is usually 
given in a four-year term. 
UW-Stout’s ASPIRE program 
is different since it has been 
given a five-year grant. 
ASPIRE has also been named

a national model program. 
According to Andrew Cseter, 
director of Student Support 
Services-ASPIRE and 
Disability Services, this is due 
to UW-Stout’s superior rate of 
student success that has 
resulted from the services 
offered through ASPIRE and 
the quality of the program. 

Stout also received a 
$795,000 grant to help retain 
students with disabilities. 
Cseter said in a news release 
that this four-year grant was 
issued to help graduate stu- 
dents with attention deficit 
disorder, and students with 
physical, learning or emo- 
tional disabilities. 

Deb Shefchik, of Student 
Support Services and coordi- 
nator of Disability Services, 
said the recently-awarded 
grants are important to 
ASPIRE because it allows the 
office to provide "academic 
support [that] will allow stu- 
dents to continue from 
semester to semester." In a 
news release Cseter said, 
“Our bottom line is to ensure 
these students stay in college 
and graduate. We make sure 
they understand what it 
takes to be successful in col- 
lege and get them connected 
to all the supportive services 
they need."

The ASPIRE program 
targets certain students on 
campus for assistance. The 
office helps first-generation 
students, students from low- 
income families and stu- 
dents who received the Pell 
Grant. The Pell Grant is a 
grant through the 
Department of Education to 
help families put students 
through college who do not 
have the financial resources. 
ASPIRE also helps students 
who need academic assis- 
tance and who are uncertain 
about college. 

Without these grants, the 
services and staff of Student 


Support Services would sim- 
ply not exist. UW-Stout has a 
limited budget and would 
not be able to take up the 
slack if the Student Support 
Services office did not receive 
grants, said Shefchik. UW- 
Stout’s budget can only do so 
much. This is why these 
grants are so important. "It’s 
a great opportunity for stu- 
dents to get some consistent 
individual help," said Cseter. 

The Student Service 
office is open to any student 
who is academically strug- 
gling. Students can go to the 
office and talk with a coun- 
selor one-on-one. Cseter 


views the services offered by 
the office as protection of an 
investment. Many students 
who go through the Student 
Support Services office have 
received federal or state 
grants to help them get 
through college. The 
Student Support Services 
office works at helping stu- 
dents be successful, thus 
protecting and enriching the 
investment that has been put 
into these students.

Time has probably 
become the most squan- 
dered commodity for all 
who wander the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout campus. 
As everyone scrambles from 
class to class and concerns 
themselves with different 
ways of managing time, 
some glance at the trusty 
tower of Bowman Hall, and 
more often than not, a baf- 
fled freshman can be spot- 


ted. Some run in fear that 
they are off schedule, some 
analyze their wristwatch 
with confusion, while oth- 
ers already know from some 
source that the Bowman 
clock tower is not function- 
ing properly. 

The displayed time on 
the clock tower has not been 


working since second 
semester of last year. 
Despite those rumors 


spreading around campus, 
the clock tower was not 
struck by lightning or dam- 
aged by basketball-sized 
hail. Ironically, the problem 
lies within time itself. The 
intricacies of the situation 
pertain to the gears and 
drive units of the clock 
hands just getting old. 


According to Mike 


Abrihmson of the Physical 
Plant on campus, the clock 
has withstood the hands of 
time for hundreds of years, 
until recently when the 
gears that function to move 
the hands of the face simply 
wore out. The clock hands 
and the bells operate by dif- 
ferent mechanisms which is 
why the bells still chime but 
the hands do not move on 
the face of the clock. 

To remedy this situation, 
service technicians from the 
Cincinatti, Ohio-based 
Verdin Company arrived on 
the UW-Stout campus on the 
first official day of classes, 
September 4. They proceed- 
ed to remove the drive units 
and gears from behind the 
face of the clock in order to 
start repairs. 


The mission to repair 
the clock has a drawback, 
which pertains to time once 
again. Because the clock is 
so old, the gears are no 
longer manufactured. 
Therefore, it may take some 
more of this precious com- 
modity until these parts can 
be custom-produced for the 
Bowman clock tower 
Abrihmson plans to call the 
manufacturers in the 
upcoming weeks to assess 
the state of the situation and 
to see how much longer the 
clock will be inoperable.

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Exotic virus 
poses risk to

They really bite. 

Like most insects, mos- 
quitoes have been viewed as 
nothing more than a mere 
nuisance — until now. 

Our pesky blood-loving 
insects, aedes triseriatus, are 
now communicable disease 
carriers. They have infected 
birds and mammals, includ- 
ing humans, with the West 
Nile, Tree Hole and Tire 
encephalitis viruses. 

Such virus-transferring 
mosquitoes have infected vic~ 
tims in at least eighteen states 
across the country, and may 
even be in the vicinity. 

"It’s no longer exotic. It’s 
part of our lifestyle now," said 
Robert McLean, Director of 
the United States Geological 
Survey’s National Wildlife 
Center in Madison, Wisconsin, 
quoted from USA Today. 

Encephalitis causes the 
brain to swell. It is marked

Shattered windows 

3. A student reported on 
September 5 that while in her 
room, the window suddenly 
shattered.

Two 
students from Menomonie 
High School, as well as. two 
children were affected. 
None of the local cases were 
fatal. Pierce and St. Croix 
counties have also seen 
cases in children. 

So how can we fight 
these disease-carrying 
pests? "The key is eliminat- 
ing their habitat and where 
they breed," Bergeson said. 
The Tree Hole and Tire mos- 
quitoes are attracted to drift 
less land. They lay larva in 
small containers with water 
and inside empty tires. 

"People need to be aware

of such habitats and elimi- 
nate them. In Ellsworth, we 
found a site that had been a 
tire dump since the 1950's," 
Bergeson said. "Areas like 
that make great habitats." 
These mosquitoes are 
found only in wooded areas. 
They do not travel more than 
six feet from any tree. Thus, 
unless transported by 
humans, or other animals 


they will not migrate from 
the woods. 

“We just want people to 
be aware of the risks. In 
wooded areas, long clothing 
and bug spray containing 
DEET should protect you," 
Bergeson said. "But if you 
start experiencing symp- 
toms, contact your doctor 
and the health department 
immediately.”

Gen-X to fight for the mistakes of their fathers 


The possibility of war is 
reality for one of the strongest 
nations in the world. Our 
nation, our United States of 
America. Our country that 
has not faced severe political 
conflict since the cease-fire 
ended the Persian Gulf War in 
1991. In 1991, students who 
are now 18 were 8 years old. 

Our generations’ concept 
of war stems from “Saving 
Private Ryan” and what we 
Jearned in history class about 
General Grant and Lee and 
the Battle of Gettysburg. What 
is war? An amazing movie 
with breathtaking special 
effects? An old war story told 
by grandpa? The Memorial 
Wall we saw on a field trip to 
Washington DC.? 

For this generation, war 
has always been synonymous 
with history, and definitely 


not something that would 
ever directly involve us. Open 
your eyes, because war is now 
the present. 

In the last 48 hours, war 
has forced itself to the fore- 
front of our very being. The 
attacks on our nation on 
September 11 are described 
as an “act of war” (Sen. 
McCain, R-AZ). An act that 
can only be met with solid 
and immediate retaliation. 

“We're going to find out 
who did this and we're going 
after the bastards.” (Sen. 
Hatch, R-UT). Our innocent 
and naive generation will 
actually have to affirm the 
true meaning of war. 

This retaliation is not 
comparable to actions taken 
following the 1995 tragedy in 
Oklahoma City, or the 1993 
bombing of the World Trade 
Center . These events should- 
n’t even enter our minds in 
comparison, yet sadly 
enough these are the most 
dramatic events that we can 
recall. As horrific as the casu- 
alties were, the loss of 168 
men, women, and children in 
the bombing of the Murrah 


Federal Building far from 
compares to the death toll 
from Tuesday’s attacks. 

Yet these two numbers 
still pale in comparison to the 
number of casualties in the 
Vietnam War (57,500) or 
WWII (295,000). The conse- 
quences that our nation now 
faces are far more serious, and 
far more alien than our gener- 
ation ever fathomed. 

Any remotely accurate 
conception of war that we do 
have is exclusively from an 
offensive perspective—the 
U.S. has been involved in 
wars resulting in the physical 
destruction of nations in 
Europe and Asia, but never of 
our home land. The last war 
with a significant amount of 
battle played out on 
American soil was the Civil 
War, and few of us were 
around for that experience. 

Do we have any compre- 
hension of a war on home 
turf, with the security and 
safety we have forever taken 
for granted at risk? Not at all. 

The number of American 
casualties resulting from 
Vietnam and WWII are cata- 


strophic, but strictly military. 
Weare blind to civilian casual- 
ties, and have no understand- 
ing of bomb-shelters and air- 
sirens. These are foreign terms 
tous, a part of our history, but 
a part that is starting to shat- 
ter the glass ball we have 
existed in. 

Another issue brought to 
light is the possibility of a 
draft, as the magnitude of 
such a war would require an 
enormous amount of man- 
power. Even with U.S. forces 
mobilized to full extent, our 
numbers are not enough. A 
2001 draft would see the end 
of college exemption. 

That places a heavy bur- 
den on many males walking 
campus grounds. Without col- 
lege as a shield from battle, a 
draft is an intense existence in 
their lives. 

Whether these issues are 
a reality will be decided, but 
in the wake of this tragedy, 
they can no longer be ignored. 
We cannot live as an impene- 
tratable force. As college stu- 
dents, we must sober up and 
accept that war war that is no 
longer a stranger among us. 
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It was never supposed to 
happen. We were supposed 
to be the country that dishes 
out the punishment, not 
teceives it. 

“The U.S. isn’t supposed 
to be the target.” 

“We live our whole lives 
in this bubble away from all of 
this. I can’t believe it.” 

“1 feel like I this is a bad 
dream that I can’t wake up 
from.” 

“What if this happens 
again tomorrow?” 

All very valid comments. 
Are they from top govern- 
ment officials? No. Are they 
from top administration offi- 
cials at UW-Stout? No. They 
are the voice of our own stu- 
dent body. 

Not too bad coming from 
a generation of students who

From apathetic to self-cen- 
tered, we have been denied 
our voice and a chance to tell 
the world what we think.

11, that all changed. In a

Dean 
of Students Alicia Chavez 
gave the following comments 
as she addressed 1,100 cam- 
pus community members and 
others at an interfaith gather- 
ing in the Library Mall.

Martin Luther King, Jr. 

“Our scientific power has 
outrun our spiritual power.

“Business as 
usual” despite 
emotional gamut 
placed before 
campus

As Tuesday’s events 
unfolded and students, fac- 
ulty and staff began to fully 
recognize the horror of the 
attack on the World Trade 
Center and the Pentagon. 
The university was under 
pressure to get information 
out to students and help 
students and faculty cope 
with the disaster. 

As soon as the news 
broke, the administration 
got together to figure out 
how to deal with the crises. 

“We did a number of 
things,” said Vice Chancellor 
Bob Sedlak, “We set up listen- 
ing and counseling sessions 
for any students, faculty or 
staff who wanted to talk 
about the incident.” 

One major question was 
whether or not to continue 
classes on Tuesday. “One 
decision was made to contin- 
ue classes,” said Dean of 
Students Pinckney Hall. 
“Faculty was encouraged to

provide opportunities for dis- 
cussion in class.” According 
to Hall, one of the reasons 
classes were not canceled was 
because the administration 
was worried that if classes 
were canceled students would 
think the University would 
not accommodate their needs. 
Although, some Wisconsin 
universities and Minnesota 
universities closed for the day, 
UW-Stout “didn’t deem it 
appropriate,” said John Enger 
of University Relations. 
Instead of closing facul- 
ty were encouraged to talk 
with students. Faculty on 
campus handled the situa- 
tion in different ways. Dr. 
Amanda Lubell of the Math, 
Statistics and Computer 
Science department said, 
“business went on as 
usual.” Her students 
seemed not to be distracted 
any more than unusual 
about the attack; whereas 
Dr. Daniel Riordan of the 
English and Philosophy 
department cancelled his 
class. Riordan sent out an e- 
mail to his students 
announcing the cancella- 
tion. Some students still 
showed up. “We talked 
about it for a brief amount 
of time and then they left.” 
Enger said, “It is very, very 
difficult to know how to 
respond to things like this.” 
Students agreed that the 
situation was handled well.

Candlelight vigil falls through the cracks

On the eve of what was 
the most horrific moment in 
United States history by most 
accounts, many in this nation 
held together in a silent vigil 
through the darkness of the 
night on Tuesday. In a sign of 
undeniable faith in this coun- 
try and sorrow for the losses 
everyone experienced, cam- 
puses across the nation and 
across the state held fast and 
grieved together, 

The most remarkable 
instance of these vigils came 
at the University of 
Wisconsin-LaCrosse where 
the organizational efforts of 
student governance President 
Adam Miller along with his 
staff created a vigil that was 
attended by 2,000 students. 

4 “We started at 10:30 am 


with the idea that we just 
had to scrap all our normal 
business,” said Miller. “An 
event of this magnitude 


needs to be addressed 
immediately.” 
With that feeling of 


urgency, Miller canceled all 
meetings for the student gov- 
ernment and skipped all his 
classes to organize the vigil. 

“We approached the 
chancellor about canceling 
class, but that was denied,” 
said Miller. “But I just 
couldn’t focus.” 

In addition to this vigil, 
others were held to varying 
magnitude at campuses 
around the state. 

At the University of 
Wisconsin-Oshkosh, a mes- 
sage was quickly sent out via 
e-mail from Chancellor Wells 
informing students of a vigil 
to be held at the Newman 
Club, a campus Catholic 
organization. The vigil was 
attended by 500 students and 


a campus-wide “teach-in” 
took place at 4 p.m. on 
Wednesday. A teach-in is an 
extended session for discus- 
sion dealing with a controver- 
sial issue such as the terrorist 
attacks that took place on 
Tuesday morning. 

While a teach-in is also 
planned for the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout campus, a 
candlelight vigil was never 
truly organized by the UW- 
Stout student governance 
(SSA) until late on 
Wednesday. All universities 
carried out vigils organized 
by student governance 
groups in the UW system 
with the exceptions of UW- 
Stout and UW-Whitewater. A 
prayer vigil was held on 
Tuesday night that was 
organized by Campus 
Crusade for Christ and was 
attended by 70 students. 

When asked why the 
vigil was not held on 
Tuesday, SSA President Rome 


much more to deal with. 
Administration has been 
working hard at contacting 
students who are studying 
abroad. The University e- 
mailed all students abroad to 
make them aware of any 
plans and to make sure they 
were safe, 

Another effort UW- 
Stout has been making is 
contacting the Red Cross to 
see what kind of help is 
needed. UW-Stout has vol- 
unteered to hold a blood 
drive on campus and possi- 
ble monetary donations. 

The campus now needs 
to focus on coping with this 


tragedy. Hall said, “One of 
the ways to cope is to talk to 
other people. We're hoping 
people will take the oppor- 
tunity to do that.” Sedlak 
commented “as _ people 
learn about friends and 
loved ones, they may need 
support for quite a while.” 
Counselors will be available 
to students for as long as 
they are needed. 

“T think we’re all in 
shock here,” said Enger, 
“We need to work together 
as a campus and a commu- 
nity to get past this.”

Pentagon tragedy strikes home 


Many people spent Tuesday worried and terrified, not knowing 
whether their loved ones were alive or dead due to the sudden terrorist 
attacks in New York City and Washington, D.C. 

I was one of those people. My sister, Amy, works for the Department of 
Defense within the Pentagon, the federal building where one of the hijacked 
planes crashed. 

To say the least, Tuesday, September 11, 2001, will be a day I will never, 
ever forget. 


8:15--I arise before my alarm begins to ring which is particularly unusu- 
al and I head off to the shower. 


$:25--As I enter my room in my bath towel, my roommate, sounding a 
bit hesitant, says: "Tiff, a plane just flew into the World Trade Center." 
Shocked and alarmed, I quickly get dressed as I keep one eye on the televi- 
sion for further details on the tragedy. 


§45--I sat munching on Honeycombs when my ears heard something 
horrible: The Pentagon in Washington, D.C. has been attacked. My mouth 
dropped. My eyes widened. Questions were flooding my mind: Is my sister 
alive? Did she make it outside? Where is she right now? Is someone with 
her? Will I ever see her again? What will I do without her? What kind of evil 
person would want to kill my innocent sister? 


9:10--After watching the news on the Pentagon attack, I call my mom to 
find out if she knows anything regarding the whereabouts of my sister. She, 
too, is terrified and distraught not knowing where Amy is. "I will call you 
as soon as I hear something from her. Just go to class and try to concentrate 
on school," my mom says. 


9:40--Sitting through histo- 
ty class is not aneasy task. The 
class briefly discusses the trag- 
ic attacks making my eyes 
water. While history is flutter- 
ing through the back of my 
mind, I continue to imagine my 
sister on a stretcher burnt, bat- 
tered, bruised, or worse. Ineed 
some kind of comfort-some 
type of security that she is safe. 


11.05-I return home to 

find a message blinking from

A hijacked plane crashed into the Amy called a little while ago. 

Pentagon, engulfing it in flames. All she said was that she was 

inside when the plane hit, but 

she made it out okay. She is fine and you can call her later tonight. Call me 

later-I love you." God heard to my prayers; she is alive and unharmed! Once 
again, my eyes start to fill with tears. 


1:25--Determined to continue my day in a somewhat normal manner, I 
attend classes and go to work at the Stoutonia office where many issues were 
developing with the week's paper. 


8:30 pm--While taking a break from work, I call my sister. This is her 
story from inside the Pentagon: 

"I was having a good morning talking with colleagues in their office 
when we got news of the attack on the World Trade Center. We were dis- 
cussing how to protect the people of New York and of the rest of the coun- 
try from the attack. All of a sudden, we heard a big boom. We just thought 
it was the construction men working on the renovation and didn't think any- 
thing of it. Soon, we heard commotion from the hall. Generals were telling 
everyone to evacuate. Then we heard another explosion, and I started to get 
scared. They escorted me outside, close to the building; I felt like we were 
pretty much open targets. A military man pushed me under a tree as men 
started yelling 'TAKE COVER.’ Thank God it was a false alarm. There was 
no way I was going to stay around there any longer. As soon as it was safe, 
one of my colleagues and I walked across the interstate and caught the last 
train to his house. I returned home around 5 p.m. with 21 messages on my 
machine. I don't even know if my office is still in one piece; I was in a dif- 
ferent wing when the attack occurred. Work should be interesting tomor- 
row. Now I just want to go to bed; it has been an extremely long day.” After 
tandom conversation, we said 'I love you' and hung up. 


{200 am—I go to bed and pray for the well-being of my loved ones, the 
families of the victims, and every citizen effected by this horrific disaster. 


The Stoutonia 


With a heavy heart and hopeful 
spirit I write this from the Dalkeith 
House in Scotland. I am a senior at 
Stout studying abroad through the 
Wisconsin in Scotland program 
where myself, 71 other UW- 
Wisconsin students, faculty, and 
employees of our house are, like 
you, dealing with the tragedy of yes- 
terday’s events. I’d like to share with 
you the impact that being out of the 
United States of America holds for 
us during this troubled time. 

I had just finished my two 
o'clock class on Monday when my 
roommate Jenny and I heard from a 
fellow student that two planes had 
just crashed into the World Trade 
Center. Our heads swung towards 
each other in confusion and I won- 
dered what in the world he meant by 
such a statement. We ran from the 
hallway to a TV/eating room called 
Willie’s Café, joining a few others 
who were already watching the 
burning towers in disbelief. I sat like 
a statue in the rain, trapped, cold, 
and wishing that the reality before 
me was imaginary. I instantly felt as 
though we were a billion miles away 
from the United States; all we could 
do was sit and hear unfamiliar 
media tell us the breaking news of 
terrorist attacks in our country. 

Many of us crammed together in 
Willie’s Café as shock and some 
tears were shared. Stout student, 
Nicole Frost said Tuesday night, "It 
was very overwhelming to watch 
the attacks and I wasn’t sure how to 
react. It’s hard to deal with some- 
thing so far away from home; know- 
ing our families are there and we're 
here. Not knowing what to expect is 
really uncomfortable." 

Among our feelings of sorrow 
and confusion, communicating back 
to the States was very difficult. 
Many people were trying to phone 
the house, and many here were try- 
ing to phone out. With limited 
phones and computers, the house 
was busy with people waiting and 
fingers typing away. Our Resident 
Director, Russ Phillips, made sure 
that phone calls were being delegat- 
ed and that everyone was doing 
alright. 

Another hardship for us was not 
getting the same media coverage as 
in the States. Many of us felt frus- 
trated that we weren’t back home 
possibly getting more accurate and 
updated coverage. We also had to 
keep remembering that we are six 
hours ahead of central standard time 
while we were figuring out the 
events of the day. We all got first 


hand knowledge of how another 
country handles their media. Back 
home I could have turned the TV for 
example to various stations to get 
coverage, yet here the British 
Broadcasting Company (BBC) domi- 
nates a small market. We discussed 
Tuesday night how the BBC cover- 
age was quite unlike coverage in the 
States where more speculation arises 
and the competition to attract the 
most viewers with overdone drama 
is quite often the norm. 

Looking back on Tuesday’s 
events, I recall feeling as though my 
heart felt not only intertwined with 
those in the room and across the 
ocean to home, yet also with my new 
neighbors of the United Kingdom 
and the rest of the world. I felt more

British Prime Minister Tony 
Blair promises the British peo 
ple will stand behind the U.S.

Since the attacks we have also 
received the utmost support from 
citizens of Scotland. People from 
town have stopped by the house to 
see how we're doing, a local school 
called to let us know they are think- 
ing of us, Church’s have told us we 
are welcome if we need support, and 
so on. Russ’s wife, Nancy Phillips, 
dropped her children off at school 
on Wednesday and a Scottish 
woman handed her flowers, hugged 
her, and said, "I’m thinking of you. 
We are shoulder to shoulder; our 
country and yours." 

We are planning a candlelight 
vigil and will unite with each other, 
our host families, and people in the 
community. Like you, we will be 
hoping for the best for our country 
and though we are far, our thoughts 
of home are close at heart.

In the heat of a pennant 
race, stadiums and ballparks 
stood empty. The cheering 
crowds and tailgating fans 
are gone. The importance of 
the game suddenly doesn’t 
seem so important anymore. 
The world of sports, like the 
rest of the country, was tar- 
nished by the tragedies that 
occurred on Tuesday. 

The terrorist acts forced 
Major League Baseball to

Tuesday through 
haps even more. The 
announcement from Major 
League Baseball came only 
three hours after the attacks 
began. The league is still 


scrambling to evaluate the, 


risks to players and fans 
attending the upcoming 
games. Some team officials 
have said that they expect 
future games to be cancelled 
as well, although no official 
decision has been made. 

The last time Major 
League Baseball cancelled a 
whole day of games was on 
June 6, 1944, That day hap- 
pened to be D-Day, the day 
that Allied Forces invaded 
France in World War II. 
This act by baseball speaks 
volumes about the signifi- 
cance of this tragic event. 
The commissioner of base- 
ball, Bud Selig issued a state- 
ment: “ In the interest of 
security and out of a sense of 
deep mourning for the 
national tragedy that has 
occurred, all Major League 
Baseball games will be can- 
celled. I will continue to 
monitor the situation on a 


daily basis and make ongo- 
ing decisions accordingly.” 

Baseball wasn’t the only 
league or sports association 
to react to the tragedies, the 
NCAA has already post- 
poned Thursday’s schedule 
of games, and Ohio State has 
postponed their Saturday 
game with San Diego State 
until Oct. 20. More games 
are likely to be postponed as 
the weekend approaches, the 
conference commissioners 
will decide. 

The PGA Tour cancelled 
the World Golf 
Championship in St.Louis 
along with all of their other 
minor tournaments. 

The Major League Soccer 
postponed four games that 
were scheduled for 
Wednesday and is not know 
when they will continue. 

NASCAR officially can- 
celled qualifying for the 
New Hampshire 300, but it 
has been decided that they 
will still hold the race on 
Sunday. 

The National Football 
League was mulling over 
whether to postpone this 
weekend’s schedule. The 
earliest decision will be 
made late Thursday, and 
teams will continue to pre- 
pare as usual. The NFL is 
not new to this dilemma, as 
the league was greatly criti- 
cized for playing games only 
two days after the assigna- 
tion of President Kennedy. 
Many players of the NFL 
have expressed that they 
don't not want to play this 
weekend. 

Quarterback Vinny 
Testaverde, of the New York 
Jets was quoted, "Our team 
doesn't want to fly across the 
country to Oakland, a lot of 
us are scared." 

Although some high 
ranking officials and Senator 
John McCain of Arizona sug- 
gested that the NFL should 
play on Sunday. “We have to 
let the terrorist know that 
they haven't won,” said 
McCain. 

As Sunday rolls around, 
whether the NFL games go 
on or not, the feeling around 
the country will be of sad- 
ness and grief. Most people, 
even the most avid fans, will 
realize that who wins or 
loses doesn’t matter as much 
as it use to. Sports aren't life 
or death , like some fans 
make them out to be. 

The families and friends 
of the victims of this horren- 
dous series of events are the 
ones who truly lost.

Three bomb threats, 
two fires, and three 

false fire alarms put 
students on edge

The residents in Antrim-Froggatt are 
well-acquainted with evacuation procedures 
due to fire alarms and bomb threats. 

There have been three police-reported 
false fire alarms, two small fires and three 
bomb threats, all of which have happened 
since Labor Day of this year. Two additional 
false fire alarms occurred in August. 

What started off as seemingly innocent 
prank alarms have now escalated to bomb 
threats that have police, administration, staff 
and residents worried. 

“There are a lot of people that are con- 
cerned of what will happen next,” said senior 
resident Jennifer Marin. 

Concerns have been about the false 
alarms and threats that are endangering the 
safety of the residents in the halls. Actions 
are being taken by the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout police and surrounding 
agencies to catch the perpetrator(s) and to 
instill the continuing safety and well-being of 
UW-Stout residents. 

On Sept. 9 and 12, fires were set to posters 
on third floor of Froggatt Hall. The fires and 
false alarms have happened between the hours 
of four and seven a.m. 

On Friday, Sept. 14, around 10:30 a.m., stu- 
dents heard the sound of a different alarm. 
Residents were asked to leave the building due

For the 
most recent alarms and 
threats, police and cooperat- 
ing AF staff conducted a 
systematic room check. 
Officers went to each room 
and knocked on the doors, if 
no one answers, the room 
was opened to make sure all 
residents were out. 

Residents are now asked 
to report to the Memorial 
Student Center during 
alarms and bomb threats. 

Most residents are upset 
and frustrated by the recent 
occurrences. 

Sophomore Melissa 
Damico, a business retail 
major, said in regard to the 
first bomb threat, “This is 


destruction of property, but 
[causing] people to feel 
unsafe; we can’t tolerate that,” 
John Enger, Director of 
University Relations at UW- 
Stout said. “As a university 
we need to ensure the safety 
[of the students].” 

Many actions have been 
taken to aid in the capture of 
the perpetrator(s), and to fur- 
ther protect to residents of AF. 

Starting with a 24-hour 
lock-down, residents are 
required to show identifica- 
tion upon entering the 
building. They are allowed 
to use the north and south 
main exits only. All guests 
need to be accompanied by 
a resident and signed in 
upon entering. 

Additional night securi- 
ty staff have been hired to 
patrol the building between 
midnight and 7:00 a.m. 
Additional faculty and staff 
who have also volunteered 
to walk the building at vari- 
ous times throughout the 
days and evenings. 

Once the perpetrator(s) 
are apprehended and 
assume responsibility for all 
occurrences, they will face 
five counts of false fire 
alarms, a class A misde- 
meanor (up to $10,000 fine 
and/or up to nine months

Counselors help 
students direct 
anger in post 
tive direction

“Now is the time to 
embrace others, not to 
embrace hate,” said Michael 
Hagar, a former University 
of Wisconsin-Stout student, 
at the campus community 
meeting in the Great Hall on 
Friday, Sept. 14. 

Staff, students and 
members of the community 
gathered to share their 
thoughts and feelings on the 
terrorist attack. 

One of the most promi- 
nent points of the gathering 
was how to deal with one’s 
anger. 

“We need to show emo- 
tion... but we must not let 
our emotions get out of con- 
trol,”said Chancellor 
Charles Sorensen. 

Robin Swain of the coun- 
seling center spoke at the 
assembly. She said that the 
emotions the students and 
staff of UW-Stout are going 
through right now are very 
normal for this kind of event, 
and that it is important that 
these emotions be expressed. 

According to Swain, it is 
when emotions are not 
expressed at the correct time 
that violence can ensue. 

“Anger has energy,” said 
Swain, “and that energy can 
be destructive.” 


According to Swain, 
under the anger that many 
are feeling is some other 
emotion, usually hurt or 
vulnerability. One way to 
overcome this anger is to 
put it toward constructive 
activities. 

Swain said another way 
to relive the anger is to “iden- 
tify with the helpers [who are 
in New York.] Feel their 
strength and their courage.” 

Swain also said that the 
UW-Stout community may 
be connecting this event to a 
past trauma. 

“This is normal,” said 
Swain. 

Students and staff need 
to be careful to not allow 
themselves to slip into 
depression. If their emo- 
tions are stronger or lasts 
longer than the emotions of 
others around them, this 
may be a sign that they 
should talk to a counselor, 
minister or any other appro- 
priate person. 

Swain said, “Sometimes 
people are looking for sig- 
nals, this is a trigger to see 
someone.” 

“We're going to feel this 
more now as time goes on,” 
said Swain. “As the shock 
wears off, and there is a con- 
tinuing sense of stress and 
anxiety around the country, 
students are feeling it more.” 

The UW-Stout campus 
is feeling a cloud over it, 
similar to the cloud of dust 
and ash that hovered over 
New York, said Swain, 

“We all have the poten- 
tial to let this cloud sit on top 
of us,” Swain said. “It is 
hard to see your way. We 
have to do something about 
this cloud.” 


Vigil /campus assembles in hope on 
North Campus 
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yet still energetic, the student 
body assembled for each 
other, for the communit, and 
for the nation. 
Some silences are awk- 
ward, some are deafening. 
Thursday’s was neither. 
It was so still that a pin 
dropping would not only 
have been audible, it would 
have shattered the harmoni- 
al balance between those 
gathered and their purpose. 
“We have students in 
our building with family still 
unaccounted for,” said Amy 
Rand, the Fleming Hall 
Director and vigil organizer. 
“It's just natural for them 
to get emotional. This was an 
appropriate way to help peo- 
ple deal with their 


feelings,”said Rand. 

One of Thursday’s 
speakers, Father Tom Krieg 
said, “After the unspeakable 
violence witnessed on 
Tuesday, it is hard to know 
how to cope. It’s OK to be 
angry, and natural to want 
revenge, but I hope the 
response we choose serves 
for long time peace.” 

Thursday’s activities 
were noticeably spiritual; 
they included prayer, 
hymns and Bible verses. 
“It’s not often that you'll see 
such a large group of stu- 
dents gather for a spiritual 
opportunity to acknowl- 
edge a higher power,” Dean 
of Students Pinckney Hall 
said. “Especially not on a

tiple explanations for this: 
Immediately after 


Tuesday’s incidents, two of 
the largest oil companies, 
Exxon Mobil and BP, imple- 
mented price freezes on their 
product. Both companies 
promised an even distribu- 
tion of product, and guaran- 
teed that the only possible 
place for a shortage would be 
in New York City. 

According to Richard 
Tyson, UW-Stout Economic 
Professor, laws prohibit the 
increase of gas prices more 
than once a day. Since 
prices usually change 
immediately in the morn- 
ing, most companies would 
not have had the opportuni- 
ty to change the price after 
Tuesday's events occurred. 

Goods such as corn, 
wheat, oil and other such 
items are called commodi- 
ties. If the price is right, the 
producer will sell a product, 
promising to produce a 
product at a certain date. 

For example, let’s look at 


farmer Joe. Joe produces 
thubarb and when Joe 
checked the going price of 
thubarb on Thursday, he saw 
that the price was $2 more 
than it had been three weeks 
ago. Guessing that this is the 
highest the price will climb, 
he agrees to supply Pie-Maker 
Jeb with forty pounds 
rhubarb in four months. 

This is a monetary 
game, since neither Joe nor 
Jeb know what the price 
will be in four months. If 
the price is higher, Jeb wins 
because he bought his 
thubarb for less. 

If the price is lower Joe 
wins, because he was able to 
sell ata higher rate. This sce- 
nario can be applied to how 
the oil market works. 

Since the market was 
closed Tuesday, prices 
remained the same. 

“The event did nothing to 
change demand. If anything, 
the lack of jets in the air 
would decrease demand. 
Therefore, prices should nat-

urally remain constant or fall 
a couple cents,”Tyson said. 

In addition to the law 
prohibiting more than one 
change in gas per day, the 
attorney generals of many 
states also issued warnings 
stating that any rise in gas 
price, or price gouging, 
would be prosecuted. 

One of the only local 
stores to increase prices, the 
Kwik Trip in Eau Claire, 
was caught. 

“It’s simply bad publici- 
ty,” Tyson stated. “The pub- 
lic will remember that that 
particular station tried to 
take advantage of the 
tragedy in order to make a 
little extra money.” 

Most students did not 
know about the price freeze. 
“T wouldn't have gotten gas 
tonight, but I saw everyone 
else doing it, and I guessed I 
better too," junior Melanie 
Henke said. 

For the time being, it 
seems that all the worrying 
was for nothing.

As for those with com- 
plaints, thank you for 
responding.

So, after getting dressed 
and meeting up with friends, 
party-goers head to the 
streets to start the hike to the 
house of the night. 

Unless the exact destina- 
tion is known, some house 
parties can be hard to find, 
for the hosts have learned 
that if they do not want their 
party busted by the 
Menomonie police they 
must camouflage the scene. 
If the hosts of the party 
know what they are doing, 
the blaring music will not be 
heard from the streets. 

Most entrances are hid- 
den, and windows may be 
sealed or covered, so as not 
to attract too much attention 
from nosy neighbors and 
scouting police officers. 

Upon entering there will 
be someone around to collect 
money and hand out the 
flimsy plastic cups that will 
bring you to and from the 
kegs for an (almost) endless 
stream of beer, It is a cheap 
way to have a good time.

can start to add up. 

"It gets kind of expensive 
[if] you go night after night,” 
says freshman Katie Bintner. 

The biggest party nights 
at University of Wisconsin- 
Stout are Wednesday and 
Thursday because many stu- 
dents go home on weekends. 

Most houses limit the 
partying to the basement 
and barricade off the rest of 
the house. This way they 
can control the partiers and 
ensure that nothing of value 
gets broken or stolen. 

Kegs will be tapped 
from a corner in the base- 
ment or at a bar. There are 
usually five to six kegs at a 
given party-sometimes as 
many as ten, but with many 
people swarming to refill 
their cup with cold beer, the 
kegs can quickly cash out. 

Then the hosts start kick- 
ing people out, but does this 
mean the party is over? 

Maybe for the people 
who don’t know the host, 
but the friends of the house 
may get to stay when they 
pull out that extra keg they 
were saving and tap into 
another round. Houses can 


spend $400-500 on kegs, and 
make $500 or more in profits. 

Not all parties make it as 
far as the after-party. The 
police can find even the most 
well hidden party. Officer 
Steve Chronis of the 
Menomonie police volun- 
teered his time to explain 
what happens on a bust. 

First, the officer(s) get 
the cooperation of the own- 
ers of the house, and then 
they ask the people to leave 
in an orderly manor; upon 
leaving the officers take a 
head count of people leaving 
the party; they then issue a 
citation to the one who 
assumes responsibility of the 
party, or it goes directly to 
the owner of the house. 

The intoxicated that are 
leaving the party need to 
calmly and steadily walk 
home, because patrol cars 
and officers on bikes are out 
looking for people causing 
trouble. They will proceed to 
administer a breathalyzer, 
and those who are under 21 
and have alcohol in their sys- 
tem will be issued a minor 
consumption citation. 

"If you are not doing 


anything to draw attention 
to yourself, you should be 
fine." says Officer Chronis. 

Police are not the only 
people that a drunk person 
should worry about. The 
night staff at dorms or an RA 
can call the police if there is a 
person that is creating trouble. 

“The people that come 
back [into the dorms] and 
cause problems are the ones 
I will stop," says Lowe.

Without hyperbole, the 
nation was shocked and dis- 
mayed by the events on the 
East Coast. The reactions at 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout were typical of other 
educational institutions. 

Individual reactions to 
these tragic events were 
almost identical. Faculty and 
students expressed feelings 
of disgust, shock, sadness 
and anger. The similarities in 
the reactions breached age, 
gender, race and profession. 

"I was amazed and 
shocked," said Jason 
Albrecht, a junior at UW- 
Stout majoring in computer 
science. Professor Robert 
Horan, English department 
member and head of the 
Honors Program at UW- 
Stout, was lost for words, as 
were many others. 

For some students, the 
mere act of believing and 
accepting what happened 
was a challenge. 

"It was pretty unbeliev- 
able what happened,” said 
Seth Gebauer, a junior 
majoring in business man- 


agement. "It is very tragic 
and saddening," 

The next obvious ques- 
tion that UW-Stout and the 
nation are facing, is what to 
do next? For many, this 
involves dealing with the 
‘why and how’ this destruc- 
tion could have taken place. 

"It’s a question of what 
this nation is coming to," 
pointed out Melanie Wolfe, 
a junior in Dietetics. 

"It's scary," said Brooke 
Uttley. "It’s nothing that we 
thought would ever happen 
in our time.” 

Professor Timothy 
Shiell, Director for the 
Center for Ethics, points out 
that America as a whole has 
values and policies that are 
considered evil to a number 
of people in the world. 

"I think Americans are 
very naive about the way 
the rest of the world views 
us," said Shiell. 

Peder Hamm, a social 
sciences professor at UW- 
Stout who has studied 
events like these in the past. 
He takes a different perspec- 
tive on this issue. 

"I’m not that surprised, 
and that is what frightens 
me,” said Hamm.

tions to Tuesday's attacks. 
“People who have family or 
friends in D.C. or New York 
responded in an even differ- 
ent way. Every student's 
response is different.” 

This lack of emotion 
could be caused by the infinite 
ways films and television 
have portrayed death and 
destruction. Movies exagger- 
ate destruction by blowing up 
buildings, skylines or even 
whole cities at a time. Watch 
any “Die Hard” movie and 
see Bruce Willis fighting to 
stay alive as a bomb destroys 


buildings in New York. 
“There were some stu- 
dents who commented it was 
‘like a movie’ but they were 
distinguishing between the 
fiction and reality,” said 
Gregg Hoffmann, senior lec- 
turer in Journalism and Mass 
Communications at the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Milwaukee commented on 
the media's effect on students. 
The computer-generat- 
ed bombing scene during 
the recently released film 
“Pearl Harbor” has been 
compared to the real life 


attack on the World Trade 
Center. Regardless if the 
comparison is correct, it will 
continue to linger because 
there has never been anoth- 
er attack of this stature in 
the United States. 

“Pearl Harbor is an 
obvious analogy because it 
was an attack; however, it is 
not the same. Pearl Harbor 
was an overt act of aggres- 
sion on our military ships 
while the attacks in New 
York and Washington are on

In local news, the Mall 
of America was closed early 
on Tuesday. After hearing 
of the sudden terrorist 
attacks, it was decided to 
evacuate and shut down the 
mall for security purposes. 

The Walt Disney 
Company, creator of the 
American symbol Mickey 
Mouse, announced Tuesday 
that it was closing all theme 
parks and retail stores 


nationwide in response to 
the presumed _ terrorist 
actions against the United 
States. This was only the sec- 
ond time in the resorts’ 30- 
year history that such actions 
were taken, but the compa- 
ny’s website announced 
Tuesday evening that all 
operations have reopened. 
“Due to unimaginable 
events,” the Second Annual 
Latin Grammy Awards show, 
as well as all affiliated pro- 
grams, were canceled by CBS 
and the Recording Academy. 
“Who wants to be in a 
public place with thousands 
of people under these cir- 
cumstances?” said one Latin 
music executive. Ironically, 
the glamorous music event 
had just been moved from 
Miami to Los Angeles for 
security reasons regarding 
the fears of anti-Castro 
demonstrations protesting 
the presence of Cuban artists. 
Sunday’s 53rd Annual 
Primetime Emmy Awards 
have also been postponed 
indefinitely “out of respect 
for the victims, their families 
and our fellow citizens,” said 
Jim Chabin, president of the 
Academy of Television Arts 
and Sciences. The ceremony 
was to be held at the Shrine 
Auditorium in Los Angeles. 
Though Los Angeles is 
the nation’s entertainment 


capital, entertainment is not 
isolated there. Naturally, 
New York City’s scene was 
also shut down. The typi- 
cally bustling Times Square 
was quiet. Broadway the- 
aters have cancelled three 
shows thus far. It’s hard to 
tell how long New York will 
be closed. 

On Tuesday, MTV aired 
coverage of the events 
instead of it’s regular pro- 
gramming. Again on 
Wednesday it substituted 
news coverage for their 
usual loud and rowdy 
“Total Request Live” pro- 
gram. The always-airing , 
“QVC” also stopped airing 4 
for a brief period of time. 

Tuesday’s attacks came |) 
at one of New York City’s 
busiest weeks of the year, as 
far as entertainment is con- 
cerned. MTV’s Video Music 
Awards, as well as Michael 
Jackson’s 30th anniversary 
concerts had just- wrapped 
up. Also postponed was 
Mercedes Benz's Fashion 
Week, which was to end on 
Friday. Crowds were being 
expected to converge on the 
city later in the week for the 
CMJ Music Marathon and 
Film Fest. 

“We pray for the people 
of this great City, our Nation 
and the World,” said CMJ 
Chairman Robert K. Haber.

UW-Stout infected with Nimda worm

Beginning Wednesday 
Sept. 19, students were 
unable to retrieve e-mail 
from their University of 
Wisconsin-Stout inboxes. 
This is due to all UW-Stout 
web servers being attacked 
by the Nimda worm virus. 

The worm was_ first 
noticed in student e-mail 
servers and then attacked the 
faculty system. The faculty 
servers were hit the worst 
and were moved to a back- 
up system while the primary 
server was restored. 

“The main problem is 
that the systems were hit 
before there was a cure,” said 
Doug Wahl Assistant Director 
of Telecommunications and 
Networking department. 

Many students were con- 
cerned about not receiving 


their e-mails. 

“T thought my brother 
was in town, and the person 
he was staying with was going 
to let me know by e-mail. I 
was really upset that I couldn’t 
check my mail to find out. It 
was frustrating,” said UW- 
Stout student, Teal Robillard. 

“Some of my classes were 
cancelled and they were going 
to e-mail us the homework. 
So we couldn’t get the assign- 
ment to do it,” said Callie 
Neuville, a UW-Stout student. 

The worm infected Minda 
Calkins’ personal computer. 

“Tt got into all of my 
Microsoft programs wreck- 
ing saved files. I lost a paper 
that I had completely fin- 
ished and had to start all 
over. I lost everything 
because I had to reformat my 
entire system,” said Calkins. 

“I was trying to set up a 
meeting with my advisor and 
it didn’t work out because we 


couldn’t get in touch with 
each other fast enough,” stu- 
dent Jamie Lahti said. 

“Tf you don’t have virus 
protection, you should defi- 
nitely get some; especially in 
this day and age. It will catch 
everything except the newest 
viruses and protect you from 
the old ones that are still out 
there,” Wahl said. This is one 
step to help solve the problem. 

Students who do not 
have a virus protection pro- 
gram can download free pro- 
tection by going to 
www.download.com and 
typing “virus protection” as 
a search query. 

Virus protection is a very 
important step to safe guard 
documents. While anti-virus 
software cannot protect 
against new viruses, it can 
protect against old. The fewer 
viruses a computer has to 
combat, the better off it and its 
user will be.

New partnership 
worth $25 mit 
lion to bring in 
laptops for fall 
2002 semester

The laptop program at 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout became solidified this 
past Monday when a contract 
was signed partnering the 
university with the Compaq 
Computer Corporation and 
Vanguard Computers. 

“This marks the begin- 
ning of the transformation of 
our campus to a digital cam- 
pus, said Chancellor 
Charles Sorensen. 

UW-Stout is paying 
Compaq $25 million over the 
the next seven-year period. 
The contract gives Compaq 
the rights to sell and lease 
laptops to the incoming 
freshman students beginning 


in the fall 2002 semester. 

“We are going to be 
equipping the incoming 
freshmen with cutting-edge 
technology,” Bob Weaver, 
Vice President of Sales for 
Compaq Computer 
Corporation said. “Education 
should not be limited to 
wires.” 

The plan to make UW- 
Stout a wireless campus has 
been slowly coming to 
fruition and will face its first 
real test as the new freshmen 
arrive in the fall of 2002. 

“On behalf of the stu- 
dents at UW-Stout, we are 
proud to take the role of inno- 
vation,” said SSA President 
Rome Cagle. 

Many technical questions 
still remain unanswered by 
university and newly-part- 
nered companies. The head 
of the Laptop Initiative, Vic 
Mincoff, was unavailable for 
comment regarding these 
issues. 

Also, present at the his- 
torical signing was Wisconsin

What do Americans know 
about Osama Bin Laden? 

After two weeks of con- 
stant media coverage, many 
Americans still know rela- 
tively little about the infa- 
mous terrorist. 

“I know he really doesn’t 
like Americans and he has a 
whole bunch of followers all 
over the world ready to 
attack on command,” said 
freshman Kendra Mueller. 

“What I know about him 
Ilearned through my family, 
a few newspaper articles and 
my teachers,” junior Scott 
McKinney added. 

After a decade of terror- 
ist attacks, even American 
history books give little 
explanation about Bin 
Laden and tension with the 
Middle East. 

“Textbooks do an atro- 
cious job explaining the cir- 
cumstances effecting why 
many people in the Middle 
East dislike the US,” said 
Alec Kirby, professor of 
American history. 
“Understanding this would 
tequire us to remember parts 
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of our history that we are not 
proud of.” 

Kirby, like other profes- 
sors, has done his best to 
explain the history of 
American relations in the 
Middle East to his students. 
Still, he guesses that few of 
his students would have rec- 
ognized Bin Laden’s name 
before Sept. 11. 

“My sense now is that 
students have more ques- 
tions than answers. By refer- 
ring to him vaguely as a third 
world terrorist, the media is 
obscuring more than it is 
revealing,” said Kirby. 

Bin Laden, a 44-year-old 
native to Saudi Arabia now 
residing in Afghanistan, is the 
leader of Al-Qaida, an extreme 
Islamic Terrorist group. He 
was not always a foe to the 
United States; during the Cold 
War he was an ally. 

When the Soviet Union 
attacked Afghanistan in the 
early 1980s, Bin Laden was 
quick to fight. He received 
funding and training from the 
American Central Intelligence 
Agency. After 10 years, he 
succeeded in driving the 
Soviets out of Afghanistan. 

Returning home to Saudi 
Arabia in 1989, Bin Laden

tried to discourage King Fahd 
from allowing American 
troops to be stationed in their 
country. The troops moved in 


during 1992, occupying 
Mecca and Medina, holy cities 
where the prophet 


Muhammad lived and died. 
Outraged, Bin Laden became 
even more vocal. 

After being arrested in 
1992 for criticizing the monar- 
chy, Bin Laden moved to 
Sudan with other military 
generals from the Afghan war. 
Here, he formed the Al-Qaida. 
Under pressure from the 
American government, Sudan 
asked him to leave in 1996. 

Also during 1996, he 
made his first decree of jihad, 
or holy war, against the 
United States for occupying 


the holy lands of Mecca and 
Medina. He promised fol- 
lowers a special place in 
heaven for joining the jihad 
and claimed that their 
rewards would double when 
specifically fighting the 
United States. 

Since then, he has 
resided in Afghanistan. 
Under the protection of the 
Islamic Taliban, he created 
numerous terrorist training 
camps in Afghanistan and 
around the world. 

In 1998, he made his sec- 
ond declaration of jihad, this 
time promising to move the 
war to United States soil. 

Bin Laden claims that the 
United States has declared 
war on Muslims, and that the 
US, not his organization, pro- 


motes terrorism. His griev- 
ances against the United 
States include: occupying the 
holiest territories of the lands 
of Islam for more than seven 
years, causing economic 
downfalls in Saudi Arabia 
and hoarding its oil, imposing 
culture upon the Middle East, 
threatening Islamic countries, 
starving Iraqi children, with- 
holding arms to Bosnian 
Muslims while they fought 
Christian Serbs and dropping 
atomic bombs on Japan. 

With personal assets esti- 
mated at $300 million, Bin 
Laden has plenty of potential 
to create chaos. If he strikes 
again, hopefully Americans 
will have a better under- 
standing of the circumstances 
surrounding the attack.

Governor Scott McCallum. 
“This is a step towards to 
keep our best and brightest 
where they belong; right here 
in Wisconsin,” Governor 
McCallum said. 
As Chancellor Sorensen and 
Vice President Weaver signed 
the historical _ contract, 
Sorensen said, “It’s a rare 
occasion to see history being 


made; it’s being made today.” 
With the deal completed, 
Vice President Weaver 
answered a few questions as 
to the merit of Compaq to 
recieve this lucrative deal. 
While Compaq 
Computer Corporation has 
vast experience in the com- 
mercial markets, this will be 
the first time they attempt 


such a program at an educa- 
tional institution. 

“We don’t anticipate any 
problems,” said Weaver. 

In order to combat the 
steep technology curve in 
today’s market, Compaq is 
offering upgrades to all the 
computers that are leased 
through this program. 

Also, if a computer were 


to need repair, a loaner pro- 
gram will be established to 
allow the owner of the 
faulty product to have a 
computer to use while the 
Tepairs are conducted. 

From here the program has 
precious few months to 


develop and mature into the 
deal it is now signed into. 
With anticipated bugs, hope 


fully they can all be resolved. 

It is hard to say just what

As Americans dig 
through the remains of recent 
terrorist attacks, the initial 
shock is being accepted and 
many now are questioning 
the affects on our economy. 

Many students on cam- 
pus voice concerns about the 
affects on the job market. 
Diana Petersdorf from the 
Economics Department at 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout thinks our country has 
suffered an initial blow but 
shows more concern for the 
“ripple effects.” These 
effects pertain to unemploy- 
ment rates, airlines and 


hotels, extending to the 
tourism industry in this 


country. 


All have seen the 
tragedy through the media, 
and it is quite obvious that 
there is, and soon will be, a 
growing number of unem- 
ployed in our country due to 
the collapse of many busi- 
nesses. Even before the ter- 
rorist attacks, layoffs were 
seen especially in the com- 
puter industry. 

Should graduating stu- 
dents be concerned about the 
job market? “Yes,” says 
Petersdorf, “but it all 
depends on the industry.” 

“Employers say they will 
hire 19.7 percent less college 
graduates in 2001-02,” 
according to the August 2001 
National Association of 
Colleges and Employer 
NACE Special Report. 

The report also indicates 
that of midwest employers, 
26.4 percent plan to increase 
college hiring, while “40.9 
percent plan to maintain [hir- 
ing] and 32.7 percent plan to 
reduce college hiring from 
last year’s levels.” 

“Forty-four and a half 
percent of employers say 
they are cutting back on the 
number of campuses they 


recruit at,” according to the 
report. 

Of course students enter- 
ing the tourism or airline 
industry should be cautious, 
but many fields, especially 
math, science and special 
education teaching positions, 
are still in high demand. 

Many show fear associ- 
ated with the word reces- 
sion, which is identified by 
two quarters of slow growth 
in our economy. As the 
media spurts percentages 
and statistics of our fragile 
economy, including the 
strikingly low Dow Jones 
Industrial Average, many 
Americans find a lack of 
assurance in markets. 

For those people out 
there who are not economies 
experts but are concerned for 
America’s well-being, just 
understand that the basis of 
our economic system lies 
with the individual con- 
sumer. Do not let the fear of 
terrorism freeze your confi- 
dence as a consumer. 

The holiday season this 
year will be a critical point in 
respect to our economy. Two- 
thirds of all buying is attributed

cut UW-Stout 
Escort Service

This fall there has been 
a change in the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout Escort 
Service—it doesn’t exist. 

Besides the shuttle serv- 
ice that operates on limited 
hours Friday and Sunday to 
and from lot 5, the campus 
offers no other escort servic- 
es on or off campus. 

Some students may be 
wondering why a service like 
this would be cut since it 
seemed many students took 
advantage of it. 

“The Stout Escort Service 
is gone due to budget cuts 
and program changes,”Lisa 
Walters of Police and Parking 
Services said. 

The reason the service 
was funded to begin with 
was because of a program 
called COPS-MORE, which 
allowed civilians, which con- 
sisted of mostly students, 
instead of police officers to 
be hired to escort students to 
and from campus locations. 


Every year the program 
grants less and less money to 
universities, so eventually 
the primary funding has to 
come from somewhere else. 
For this reason, UW-Stout no 
longer has the escort service. 

Two years ago, UW- 
Stout first tried a walking 
escort service, but that was 
not very effective. Walters 
said that even though stu- 
dents may not have felt safe 
walking alone at night, a 
small percentage of students 
actually used the service. 

Last year, Parking 
Services tried out the driving 
escort service. Students could 
get picked up in a van to go to 
and from campus and limited 
places off-campus. Many stu- 
dents agreed that this service 
was a very good idea, espe- 
cially in the winter when the 
weather was bad. 

The trek from North to 
South Campus can get long 
during those blustery cold 
winter months, and students 
seemed disappointed when 
they heard the service was no 
longer available.

“I used the escort service 
1-2 times a week in the winter 
for school related activities,” 
said Levi Johnson, a sopho- 
more resident in Hovlid Hall.

the taxpayers and students a 
significant amount of money. 

Personally, I have always 
been one to go about things 
using the following rule:

In high school, the only 
time one ever used computers 
was for a typing and word- 
processing class. All subjects 
were taught using nothing 
more than a pencil (pens were 
strongly discouraged and, in 
many cases, not allowed), 
paper and a blackboard.

Moving off-campus and 
living on your own is some- 
thing that all college stu- 
dents begin to think about 
around this time of year. For 
many, one or two years of 
sharing a small cramped 
room with another person 
and a bathroom with 25-30 
people provide enough 
memories and experiences 
for a lifetime. 

Sometimes college stu- 
dents are in such a hurry to 
get their “own” place they 
forget about all the things 
that need to be looked into 
and considered before they 
sign the dotted line. 

Knowing what you are 
getting yourself into before- 
hand can save you from a lot 
of trouble in the end. The 
first thing that needs to be 
determined is with whom 
you want to live. Take into 
consideration that you will 
be spending the next 12 
months with these people, 
seeing them almost every 
day. 

When contemplating 
this you also want to consid- 
er things like study habits, 
use of alcohol and cigarettes, 
cleanliness and _ partying 
habits. These many seem 
like little things now, but it’s 
the little things that will be 


the difference. 

Next, you and your fel- 
low roommates need to 
determine the place you will 
live. It is a good idea to sit 
down and make a list of 
things like how much you 
can afford to pay, the size of 
your potential house or 
apartment and your desired 
distance from campus. 
When you have figured 
these things out, it is time to 
start looking for the perfect 
place. 

Housing can be found all 
around Menomonie. Start by 
talking to friends who live 
off campus. Then continue to 
look at newspapers, and call 
around to real estate agen- 
cies. Don’t settle for the first 
place you see, look around 
and compare prices. 

“Students usually start 
signing leases by Nov. 1st 
and an average house can 
range from $165-$250 a 
month between four peo- 
ple,” says Emily Wiess 
owner of American Edge, a 
local rental agency. 

When checking out 
places, make sure that it fits 
your other needs. Ask if the 
unit is furnished or unfur- 
nished, are you able to do 
your laundry on premises, is 
parking available, are pets 
allowed and who is responsi- 
ble for repairs? Consider the 
sort of neighborhood you are 
looking at.

One thing that students need to realize is that living off-campus, they will be sad 
dled with extra responisbilities, like lawn-work, somethitng no-one likes. 


Be smart about signing a 
contract. Read all the fine 
print. Look at simple things, 
like which utilities are 
included and which utilities 
will you have to pay out of 
your pocket? Read all the 
small print carefully like the 
landlords’ rights, tenants’ 
tules and obligations, main- 
tenance, damage by casualty 
and any extra rules that 
might not be on the lease, but 
in the tenant's handbook. 

While looking at these 
places, take into considera- 


tion all of the “extra” 
expenses that will go along 
with your rent, Don’t forget 
about electricity, cable, 
phone and food. On the 
average electric will be about 
$15-$20 a month for four 
people. Phone cost will 
depend on the company that 
you choose. An average plan 
is about $7-$12 just for the 
monthly service charges. All 
long distance calls then have 
to be added on. 

You may want to think 
about cable. Depending on 


the package that you choose 
cable could run anywhere 
from $7 a month and up 
depending on the number of 
people in the house. 

One of the biggest 
expenses of all is food. Most 
students do not consider this 
to be a big problem until 
they move out and start 
shopping for themselves. 

But is getting your 
“own place really worth it? 

There are many pros and

UW-Stout has its own “ghost buster”

Late at night, the eerie 
sound of copper pennies 
scraping on the ceiling can 
be heard from inside sopho- 
more Sarah Hutton’s seem- 
ingly peaceful dorm in South 
Hall. “We've heard rumors 
our dorm is haunted,” says 
Sarah. “The girls who lived 
her last year even showed us 
a picture taken here of a blur- 
ty ghost-like image.” 

So whom can you call 
when you suspect the unex- 
plained is in your presence? 
The University of Wisconsin- 
Stout has its very own ghost 
buster. Chad Lewis is grad 
student studying psycholo- 
gy. He has also been 


researching the paranormal 


for nearly 10 years. 

With positions as the 
Wisconsin state director for 
the Mutual UFO Network 
and investigator for the 
American Ghost Society, 
Lewis’s technique of careful- 
ly interviewing witnesses, 
measuring radiation and 
investigating actual sites has 
lead him to some interesting 
findings. 

Though Lewis is a self 
described skeptic, he claims 
to have heard first hand 
knocking noises from inside 
tombstones, witnessed three 
crop formation sites and 
even caught a UFO on tape 
in the summer of 1999.

* If alcohol is being 
passed around do not accept 
it 

* Only drink from bot- 
tles, cans, beer directly from 
the tap, or drinks you have 
seen come directly from the 
bottle. 

* Never leave your 
drink, if you do dump it out 
and get another drink. 

* If your drink suddenly 
tastes funny, dump it out, 
(some say GHB has a salty 
taste) 

« Never accept a drink 
from someone you don’t 
know. 

* Don’t take drinks from 


a pitcher you didn’t see 
poured 

° Never leave a party 
without trusted friends, and 
never let you r friends leave 
with someone you don’t 
know. 

¢ Know your and your 
friend’s limits 

¢ Trust your instincts, if 
you feel ill get help immedi- 
ately

pered with; leave. If you feel 
you have been sexually 
assaulted contact the campus 
police and they will get you 
the help you need; their

One disc is enough to 
learn the game and discs 
last a very long time. 

Learning the game is 
easy if you have an under- 
standing of the following 
terms: “birdie,” “par,”

etc. “Par” is the number of 
throws it should take to get 
your disc into the "hole." 
Anything like “bogie,”

many to count Bogie is 
what it usually takes. 

Just like in golf, there 
are different discs for all 
the types of throws 
encountered during a 
round. As in golf clubs a 
driver is used to tee off and 
should go farther than all 
other discs. A putter is 
used on shorter throws at 
the "hole.”

out on the course. 

Now that you know 
how to play, you need a 
place to play.

Natural gas 
leak causes 
evacuation 


Gas line struck 
while digging for 
city street light

At 11:30 am. on 
Monday, Oct. 1, gas shot out 
of the ground at the intersec- 
tion of Broadway and’ 13th 
Avenue West. 

The gas line was severed 
when a sub-contractor was 
drilling a hole to pour 
cement for the new stoplight 
at that intersection, said Fire 
Chief of Menomonie, Chuck 
Vind. While drilling, the 
contractor hit a two-inch gas 
line, rupturing the pipe and 
causing the leak. 

The leak was located 
about three feet from the 
door of Dairy Queen. 

David Ellefson, part 
owner of Dairy Queen on 
Broadway, was on duty when 
the pipe was punctured. 

“Tt was spraying up about 
seven feet,” said Ellefson. 
“You could hear it, it sounded 


like a low flying plane.” 
According to Vind the 
pipe was miss-labeled by 
Digger's Hotline, a national 
company that marks all gas, 


electric and water lines 
before drilling in an area. 
Jeffery Martens, Vice 


President of Operations at 
Digger's Hotline for 
Wisconsin, refused to com- 
ment on the possibility of the 
gas pipe being miss-marked. 
“At the site [of a leak] 
there is a lot of emotion and 
there are a lot of things hap- 
pening at once, and some- 
times the exact investigation 
or the exact story doesn’t 
come out for a couple 
weeks,” said Martens. 
According to Vind, fol- 
lowing the rupture of the 
pipe, the Menomonie fire 
department came to the scene 
to take action in correcting the 
leak. The area surrounding 
the leak was evacuated. 
Johnson Field House, South 
Hall, Dairy Queen, Bonkers 
and several residences were 
evacuated in case an explo- 
sion were to occur. Vind said

Bomb threats continue in Antrim-Froggatt

Residents: of Antrim- 
Froggatt Halls were ready 
and excited to return to the 
normal security hours on 
Tuesday, Oct. 2. All of that 
was changed on Sunday 
night when the fourth bomb 
threat was called in breaking 
the eleven-day stretch of 
having no late night “meet- 
ings.” 

AF residents have been 
living under a strict security 


code after the multitude of 
fire drills and bomb threats. 
They could only enter the 
North and South exits and 
were required to show ID 
upon entering the building. 

The call was placed just 
before 8:00 p.m., and due to 
the nature of the call, 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout police decided not to 
warrant an evacuation. 
Police were stationed on 
each floor, but residents were 
not formally notified. 

Some students feel that 
the bomb threats are not 


being taken with enough 
caution, but the police are 
still rigorously investigating 
the threats and fires. 

“We have to trust the 
[the police] are going to do a 
good job,” says Junior Katie 
Commings, a resident of 
Froggatt. 

On Saturday night all 
residents of HKMC were 
evacuated near midnight 
due to a fire set to a bulletin 
board on second floor Keith; 
police are investigating the 
fire and if it is connected to 
the incidents at AF, but are 


releasing no further informa- 
tion at this time. HKMC stu- 
dents were all required to 
remove all flammable door 
decorations and are now 
required to enter through the 
main doors and show an ID 
from 7:00 p.m. to 7:00 am. 
indefinitely. 

Police are still asking stu- 
dents for any information 
regarding any of the fires, 
false alarms, or bomb 
threats. There is an anony-

A sinking wall and a 
shortage of funding have 
caused major delays in the 
completion of parking lots 18 
and 34. The parking lots 
located behind the Jarvis, 
Micheels and Applied Arts 
buildings, should have been 
paved and finished with gut- 
ters, curbs and lights when 
this semester started. 

Renovations to the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout parking lots began 
after classes ended last 
spring. They were intended 
for student use this semester. 

After the retaining wall 
between the two lots was 
completed in early July, it 
immediately began sinking. 
During a two-week surveil- 
lance period, the wall sunk 
six inches -- five inches 
more than normal, accord- 
ing to Keith McCarten of 
UW-Stout Parking Services. 

Miscalculations by the 
architect's contractor led to 
the wall’s demise. 

“They didn’t take the soil 
bearings directly under 
where the wall was being 
built,” said Gerald Drier, the 
Associate Director at the UW-

Seven to nine feet below 
the topsoil is a layer of peat. 
Acting like a sponge, the 
peat absorbed the weight of 
each of the 78 pound bricks 
used in the 150-foot long 
retaining wall. 

After a couple weeks of 
retaking core samples and 
analyzing various plans to 
correct the problem, it was 
decided to move the wall far- 
ther back. 

The bricks were taken . 
Geotech, the netting between 
the soil and bricks responsi- 
ble for retaining the wall’s 
structure, was ripped apart. 
The dirt behind the wall was 
moved to a mound farther 
back. 

This mound of dirt has 
become a sore spot for some 
nearby residents. 

“T live right across the 
street from that lot, and I'll 
tell you one thing, I’m sick 
of looking at that pile of 
dirt,” said Tim Wohlever, a 
senior. “It’s been there for 
most of the summer, and it’s 
a mound of crap.” 

Budget limitations kept 
the new plans from fully 
being carried out. 

“We don’t have any extra 
money; the funding is tight,” 
Drier said.

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The estimated cost to fix 
the wall is $200,000, a fifth of 
the original cost of the 
$950,000 project. Labor and 
new geotech were the main 
expenses, since the bricks 
were reusable. Luckily, the 
Wisconsin Department of 
Facilities Development 
teleased $30,000, thus 
enabling construction to 
resume before the October 
meeting. 

Since the contractor hired 
by the architecture firm was 
negligent, the firm has agreed 
to pay a large sum of the 
additional cost. The amount 
has yet to be disclosed. 

Upon completion, com- 
muter lot 34 will lose 20 to 
25 spaces and hold approxi- 
mately 245 vehicles, while 
resident student lot 18 will 
gain 20 to increase capacity 
to 265. 

Commuters may cur- 
rently experience traffic con- 
gestion on South Campus, 
but McCarten said that there 
are currently enough spaces 
in which to park. 

“When we issue com- 
muter permits, we promise 
a spot to park, not a spot in 
a specific lot,” said 
McCarten. “Students claim 
that there are no spots. Well, 
we have staff that monitor

the capacity levels in the 
lots, and there are always 
open spots in the lot by the 
sports complex. It’s just that 
everyone wants to park 
behind Jarvis, as close to the 
classroom as possible.”

there were strong odors of 
natural gas in the field house 
and slight odors in the lower 
level of South Hall. 

The fire department 
responded to the leak and 
arrived about 15 minutes 
after the initial rupture of the 
line occurred. 

“Fifteen minutes went by 
before someone came down 
and directed people out of the 
there,” said Ellefson. “The 
construction company that 
hit the pipe should have come 
in the Dairy Queen to tell us 
they hit a pipe.” 

Both Ellefson and Eric 
Albers, a South Hall RA, com- 
mented that students did not 
take the situation seriously. 

“I don’t think they [stu- 
dents] took it very seriously 
over here,” said Albers. “The 
staff understood more about 
it than the students.” 

Ellefson said, “[Students] 
were walking through the 
scene smoking cigarettes.” 

While the fire depart- 
ment was evacuating people 
from surrounding buildings, 
another crew was working 
on turning the gas off. 

“We had to dig up the 
street a little bit to turn the 
gas off,” said Vind. 

The gas was turned off 
at about 2:00 p.m. Monday. 
Gas was coming out of the 
ground during the entire 
time before it was turned off, 
said Ellefson. The gas 


“At this time, our nation 
is being tested.

Gas /risk of explosion 


remained off for about three 
hours, according to Vind. 

The main concern 
involved in a gas leak of this 
sort is the risk of explosion. 

“Gas is dangerous because 
of its explosive nature,” said 
Dean Sankey of Administrative 
Program Manager of UW- 
Stout Risk Management. 

The Menomonie fire and 
police departments were on 
the scene to assist in evacua- 
tions. The Menomonie police 
also brought in a second shift 
of officers. If an explosion 
had occurred, there would 
have been enough rescue 
workers, said Vind. 

Ruptured gas lines, or 
any other lines in the ground, 
are not very common, 
according to Martens. 

“We are one of the few 
states that doesn’t have acci- 
dents like that [very often,]” 
said Martens. “We have a 
really good damage preven- 
tion program in Wisconsin.” 

However, a question 
that arises is, “Who will pay 
for the damages?” 
According to Martens, if the 
line was miss-labeled, it 
would have to be deter- 
mined who miss-labeled it 
and insurance will deter- 
mine who will have to pay. 

“A lot of issues need to 
be investigated before an 
insurance claim can be made 
or a blame claim [can be 
made],” said Martens.

Guinea pig speaks out

To whom it may concern: 


I just want to say that I 
agree with the University of 
Wisconsin Stout in that change 
is good and improving tech- 
nology is good. I do not agree 
with the way that it is being 
handled on campus, though. 

Being one of the universi- 
ty’s “guinea pigs” in the lap- 
top program, I know first- 
hand what it is like. In the 
summer of 2000, we were 
mailed a letter which 
informed us of an additional 
$1,500-$3,000 that we would 
have to come up with to pur- 
chase a Macintosh laptop 
computer. It was a require- 
ment that we either accepted 
or chose another major that 
had not yet adopted the lap- 
top program. We did not have 
much choice in the matter. For 
my major, it was between 
three different laptop comput- 
ers, all of which were 
Macintosh. I am not saying 
that there is anything wrong 
with Macintosh computers, 
but I think we should have 
had at least one other option 
besides Macintosh. After all, 
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we were paying the full 
amount for the computers. 

For me, coming up with 
the additional money meant 
almost depleting my savings 
account. I have been working 
since I was 16 and have 
learned the value of money 
better because it was not just 
handed to me. Seeing that 
amount of money go toward 
something that I did not really 
want was upsetting to me. I 
knew that I still had a long 
way to go in paying my 
tuition for college. I did not 
know what the future held, 
but I hoped that the benefits 
of buying my laptop were 
going to be worth my money. 

Upon entering my first 
year of classes with my lap- 
top, I learned that it was not 
going to be an easy task 
adjusting to this new piece of 
technology. I had to purchase 
additional equipment that 
other students not involved in 
a laptop program did not 
have to. I also had to drag my 
heavy computer along with 
all my books to my classes. I 
did not think that was fair! 
With all the adjustments that 
come with college freshman 
year, I did not understand 
why they were putting this 
upon us also. 

The worst part about 
being the “guinea pigs” was 
that nothing worked in the 
beginning! Every class we 
went to, there had to be “tech- 
nology guys” to try to fix 
what was not working and 
figure out how to work what 
was. None of the teachers 
were prepared for the laptops 
and did not know how to use 
the technology in front of 
them. Everything was so 
inconsistent and I felt like I 
was not learning as much as 
students in non-laptop class- 
es. Everyone kept saying that 
it would be better once they 
got the “bugs” out, once they 
figured out how to work 
everything, but what about 
the students that had to put 
up with it in the meantime? 
The students that did not even 
have a choice in the matter! In 
addition to this, we don’t even 
have any options for classes to 
take this year that incorporate 
the laptop computers. Did we 
buy them for one year’s use? 

Since the beginning of the 
laptop program, I can say that 
Stout has come a long way. 
Many things are more consis- 
tent, and many of the instruc- 
tors have been trained with 
how to use the new technolo- 
gy- I compliment Stout for this 
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and am happy that the laptop 
students down the road do 
not have as many obstacles as 
we did last year. My question 
is, now that Stout has signed a 
$25 million deal with Compaq, 
how are they going to handle 
it? One rumor is that they will 
lease the computers and allow 
the students to upgrade each 
year. I think this would be the 
best method, providing the 
prices are not too high. Then 
what about us, the ones that 
have the old Macintosh lap- 
top computers? Will we have 
an option to lease? Will we be 
reimbursed any of the money 
that we were forced to pay to 
purchase a laptop and be 
guinea pigs for the campus? 
Or will we just be left in the 
dust with newer and better 
technology replacing us? 
These questions need to be 
answered, but when and by 
whom? Does Stout even care 
about the students’ opinions 
or what they want, or is it 
what is best for the university 
and it’s image?

According to a 1998 sur- 
vey by the respected sexual 
heath authority Planned 
Parenthood, if you are 
between the ages of 18-24 
and sexually active, odds are 
one out of three of the people 
have a sexually transmitted 
disease (STD). Abstinence 
from any sexual contact is 
the only 100% safe way to 
protect yourself from con- 
tracting a STD. However,

abstinence is not the choice 
for many college students. 

According to the Alan 
Guttmacher Institute, 85% of 
males and 77% of females 
become sexually active by 
age 19, just in time for the 
hectic and unsupervised 
lifestyle that is college. So if 
you are currently sexually 
active, or have been sexually 
active in the past, how posi- 
tive can you be that you are 
not the one in three? 

There are over 30 differ- 
ent kinds of STD's. They 
range from the incurable and 
deadly HIV virus to the most 
frequently reported infec- 
tious disease, chlamydia, 
according to the National 


Prevention Information 
Network. Though a stigma 
of promiscuity and even 
being called "dirty" is often 
associated with the diagnosis 
of an STD, this is a miscon- 
ception and not true of most 
common cases. 

Planned Parenthood 
reports, "the stigma and 
shame that result may lead 
people to neglect taking good 
care of their sexual health." 

The truth is that STD's 
are a natural physical conse- 
quence that can occur to the 
body when the genitalia are 
exposed to certain strands of 
bacteria or viruses. 

"All plants and animals 
that reproduce sexually may 


develop a sexually transmit- 
ted infection," said Planned 
Parenthood. 

An STD is not uncom- 
mon throughout nature and 
therefore is nothing to be 
ashamed or scared of. So 
should you be concerned 
about screening yourself for 
an STD? 

“Anyone engaged in 
celavaemel: ob aralsexual 
contact with or without a 
condom should be tested for 
an STD,” said Kathy Green, 
one of the friendly registered 
nurse clinicians at the uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Stout's 
own health care center. 

The 1999 profile for 
Dunn County documented 


chlamydia as the number 
one reported STD in the 
county, followed by herpes 
and gonorrhea. All three of 
these can occur for extended 
lengths of time without any 
symptoms according to the 
National Prevention 
Information Network. Your 
body cannot be relied upon to 
tell you something is wrong. 

"In a single act of unpro- 
tected sex with an infected 
partner, a teenage woman 
has a 1% risk of acquiring 
HIV, 30% risk of getting gen- 
ital herpes, and a 50% chance 
of contracting gonorrhea." 
according to the Alan

The worst is gone for the 
residents of Antrim-Froggat, 
(AF) or so it would seem. 

Almost a week has 
passed since the last bomb 
threat. However disturbing 
the incidents were, they 
touched something far deep- 
er inside residents. 

As the recent terror 
attacks on New York 
shocked the nation, the resi- 
dents of AF were also terror- 
ized. The timing couldn't 
have been worse. 

Over the course of a 
month, the residents of AF 
have been subjected to five 
fake fire alarms, two real 
fires and four bomb threats. 

These continuing 
pranks originally frightened 
people. Now the pranks 
have become a constant nui- 
sance. 

“Do they bother me?” 
said Nick Flugger, a graduate 
student from AF, “a little bit.” 


At any rate, the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout's administration went 
out of its way to accommo- 
date the residents. The stu- 
dent center was opened up, 
long-distance phone bills 
were paid for students wish- 
ing to call their parents and 
showers were set up for 
those who were bathing 
when the evacuations 
began. 

The continued pranks 
soon became commonplace 
and after two false bomb 
threats, the building was not 
even evacuated when fur- 
ther threats were called in. 

Student Personnel 
Manager Heather Knowlton 
echoed the cries of many 
residents when she asked, 
“When will this all stop?” 

At this point the UW- 
Stout community was noti- 
fied of what was happening. 
An e-mail was sent out by 
the Chancellor, detailing the 
recent events. 

New security precau- 
tions were put into place. 
Then the pranks seemed to

stop. In the face of severe 
threats, the culprit seemed 
to lose interest. 

That did not mean that 
AF was likely to forgive and 
forget any time soon. 

Rigid security precau- 
tions are in place. Normal 
night security all over cam- 
pus has become 24-hour 
supervision at AF. Residents 
must show their ID’s upon 
entering the building and all 
guests must sign in at the 
front desk all day long. 

The two front doors that 
allow entrance to the dorm 
are the only ways in or out. 
An alternative exit from 
Froggat hall, normally open 
during the day, has been 
taped off and locked. 

At night, the security 
personnel has been doubled 
and rounds have been 
upped to every 15 minutes. 
All reports go from night 
security workers to the desk 
worker and from there a RA 
is notified.

spilled milk is not to be 
touched; it must be reported.

She added that 
the security measures

Why isn’t it 
feasable for big 
name bands to 
perform at 
UW-Stout?

Why does “big name” 
entertainment not come to 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout campus? Factors like 
location, venues, costs and 
labor all affect the campus’s 
ability to attract nationally 
known artists and events. 

This town, due to its 
location between Eau 
Claire, Wis. and 
Minnesota’s Twin Cities, 
does not have a thriving arts 
and entertainment scene. 


The population of 
Menomonie could fit inside 
the Minneapolis’ Target 


Center, a popular concert 
venue, with room to spare. 

In other words, “big 
namers” play for crowds the 
size of cities. To be success- 
ful here, the entire city 
would need to turn out for 
an event. 

“A lot of tours will have 
requirements of [seating 
for] 5,000 people or we can’t 
even get them here,” said 
Benjamin Licht, program- 
ming director of the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Eau Claire’s University 
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Too poor for good music phe 


Activities Committee. 

In November, UW-Eau 
Claire will be hosting a 
Smash Mouth concert in 
their Zorn Arena. The 
Arena is a gymnasium that 
accommodates about 3,500 
people — a concert-worthy 
amount, assuming all seats 
are sold. 

It will cost $40,000 just 
to get the band to walk in 
the door. Add production, 
advertising and hospitality 
costs, divide by 3,500, and a 
ticket price of approximate- 
ly $25 results. 

At UW-Stout, the largest 
indoor venue is Johnson 
Fieldhouse. It seats about 
2,000 and to hold a concert 
in it would be an acoustical 
battle. To produce a show 
of “big name” magnitude in 
Johnson Fieldhouse would 
require the renting of gener- 
ators to create enough 
power, thus increasing pro- 
duction costs. 

“We don’t trust the 
Stout student body to show 
up,” said UW-Stout’s 
Student Service Coordinator 
Darrin Witucki. 

At the recent comedic 
event featuring the talents of 
Steve Byrne and Dustin 
Diamond, 776 people filled 
the Great Hall. This showing 
of approximately 10% of 
UW-Stout’s population was 
uncharacteristic of many 
past campus events. 

In the past, large shows 
were brought to UW-Stout 
because of the joint efforts of

said Witucki. 

New this year is the 
Blue Devil Lounge, the 
organization’s latest joint 
effort, which is foreshadow- 
ing next academic year’s 
official merger of CMP and 
FYE. This union will give 
UW-Stout a stronger force 
working for on campus 
entertainment. An increase 
in staff will ease the load on 
current employees and 
make organizing larger 
events less time consuming. 

What kind of entertain- 
ment does the student body 
want to see? A new web- 
based survey is currently 
under development. But 
there are not many common 
grounds as of yet. 

One band very popular 
among college students is 
the Dave Matthews Band. 
Assuming UW-Stout would 
be attractive to such a popu- 
lar group, all resources of 
CMP and FYE would be 
exhausted in the effort, leav- 
ing no funds for the rest of 
the year. 

“We have a responsibili- 
ty to give diverse entertain- 
ment to all our students,” 
said Witucki.

Two fires blazed in Antrim- 
Froggat Hall Tuesday. 

Both of the fires, located in the 
laundry room of AF, were inten- 
tionally set, according to 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
Police Chief Lisa Walters. 

According to the incident report, 
the fire set off the smoke detectors at 
6:35 p.m. and students were evacu- 
ated from the building. Students 
were required to report to a room 
divided by a temporary wall in the 
back area of the Terrace. 

“It’s frustrating for us,” said 
Senior Anita Paulmen. “We thought 
it was just a fake one. We were tak- 
ing our time, putting on our shoes, 
getting ready to go out.” 

This fire was far from fake. 

Fire Captain Spielman of the 
Menomonie Fire Department 
responded to the fire. In the report, 
Spielman said smoke was smelled 
outside of the room and reflections of 
the flames were seen from outside 
the door. 

Spielman put the fires out with a 
fire extinguisher. Once the fires were 
extinguished, the smoke was 
pumped out of the building with pos- 


itive pressure fans. The building was 
back in service at 7:40 p.m. Damage 
estimates are currently at $300. 

“Tt had been quite a long time 
since we had disturbances,” said 
Todd Olson, a 4th year student 
majoring in vocational rehabilitation. 
“T enjoy living here and I like my 
floor, but it’s just sickening that ‘it 
wor’ t stop.” 

Residents of AF were held in the 
Terrace under the orders of Walters. 
If students tried to leave the desig- 
nated area in the Terrace, they 
would be charged with disobeying a 
direct order from a police officer. 

Anna Jacobson, a junior in Early 
Childhood Education, was one stu- 
dent who was concerned about the 
nature of this last incident. 

“All T could do was cry,” said 
Jacobson. “I’m terrified of being 
here. But I’m not going to let this 
psycho chase me out of my home.” 

Other students were more frus- 
trated with the fires. 

“T still feel safe,” said Paulmen. 
“I just wish that they [the perpetra- 
tor(s)] would be apprehended.” 

Paulmen is more concerned with 
loss of time for homework and relax- 
ation than her personal safely. 

Another frustration that many 
students face is the lack of knowledge 
of the status of the investigation. 
However, residents understand the 
importance of keeping the investiga- 
tion confidential. 

“They can’t let us know if they’re 
making progress in finding these 
people,” said Olson. “I’m just hop- 
ing and praying that no one will be 
hurt with these pranks.”

Bright fires illuminated the 
clear Afghan night sky as the 
United States and Britain began the 
first wave of counter attacks on 
Osama bin Ladin’s al Qaeda and 
the Taliban regime. 

On Sunday at 12:30 EST, early 
Monday morning Afghan time, 15 
land-based bombers, 25 Navy air- 
craft and various ships and sub- 
marines launched approximately 50 


Tomahawk® cruise missiles and 
other weapons. They were aiming 
at two to three dozen targets, 
including antiaircraft sites, Taliban 
combat aircraft and terrorist sites 
located in numerous cities through- 
out the country. Meanwhile, two 
Air Force C-17 planes airdropped 
37,500 humanitarian ration packets 
and medical supplies to refugees 
within Afghanistan. 

In a press release, Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld said 
that Monday’s initiatives succeeded 
in creating “conditions for sustained 


anti-terrorist and humanitarian 
relief operations in Afghanistan.” 

The depletion of aircraft sites 
removed the threat of air defenses 
and Taliban aircraft, giving the 
United States easier access to other 
terrorist targets in Afghanistan. 

Rumsfeld denied Taliban allega- 
tions that 100 civilians were killed in 
the bombings. 

“The targets were carefully 
selected,” he said. “Any people who 
were around those targets were

[there] because they were part of the 
al Qaeda and the Taliban military.” 

There were no British or 
American casualties, and all the par- 
ticipating B-1B’s, B-2’s and B-52’s 
returned to their bases safely. 

“I was honored to act in the 
service of my country for defend- 
ing freedom for all people,” said 
Vinnie, a participating B-1 offen- 
sive systems officer, according to a 
press release. 

Another Air Force bomber 
agreed. It was “like being a football 
player at the Super Bowl.” 

In addition to this success, 
President George W. Bush also 
arranged an agreement lacking quid 
pro quo with Uzbekistani President 
Islom Karimov allowing the United 


States to use an undisclosed airfield, 
Uzbek air space for cargo aircraft, 
their crews and search and rescue 
personnel. Since Uzbekistan is locat- 
ed along Afghanistan’s northern 
boarder, the country carries a strate- 
gic importance to the United States. 
“Uzbekistan has been witness- 
ing the inhumane face of terror,” 
Karimov said ina press release. “We 
cannot afford standing aside.” 
Special operations troops the 
use of Uzbek territory for land oper- 
ations against Afghanistan was for- 
bidden by the Uzbek leader. “We 
are not ready for that,” he said. 
Bush commented in a White 
House press release, “Terrorism is a 
cancer on the human condition and 
we intend to oppose it wherever it 


is. We are supported by the collec- 
tive will of the world.” 2 

In addition to the firing of mis- 
siles, the United States also dropped 
the first wave of 37,000 daily rations 
of food to Afghan refugees. 

“This is our way of saying that, 
while we firmly and strongly oppose 
the Taliban regime, we are friends of 
the Afghan people,” Bush said. 

Officials said, “War and drought 
have combined to drop the average 
yearly wage to under $800.” 

In utter poverty, an estimated 
two million Afghans are refugees in 
Pakistan, 1.4 million in Iran and mil- 
lions more are displaced within 
Afghanistan. The United States has 
pledged to send aid to all Afghan 
people in need, even to those in

other countries. 

Unlike previous food drops, 
these rations do not need para- 
chutes; their yellow plastic packag- 
ing allows them to float down from 
aircraft. In addition, the rations are 
‘culturally neutral,’ meaning that 
they are mostly vegetarian and can 
be eaten by people of all religions. 
The latter comes as a result of 
botched attempts to give meals con- 
taining beef to the starving 
Somalians and Kurdish refugees in 
northern Iraq; both are Muslim. 

Besides food, the United States 
is also providing pamphlets explain- 
ing the reasons for the counter 
attacks, medicine, blankets and shel- 
ter to the Afghan people. 

Even before the rations were 
dropped, the United States was the 
largest foreign aid donor to the 
Afghan people. According to the 
American Forces Information 
Service, the earliest numbers avail- 
able show that the United States pro- 
vided $70 million in humanitarian 
aid in 1997. 

On Oct. 5, Bush pledged an 
additional $320 million. With num- 
bers increasing so drastically over 
such a short period of time, one may 
wonder how much more the United 
States is planning on giving to the 
Afghan people. Rumsfeld hinted 
that this fight against terrorism 
could continue for years. 

If the fighting continues as long 
as he believes, the number of active 
United States forces employed could 
drastically increase. 

Although none of Wisconsin’s 
National Guard troops have been 
called upon, the possibility looms in 
the future. 

“J really haven't worried about 
it much,” Cody Uhrhammer, a UW- 
Stout sophomore in the Guard said. 
“1 don’t know what would happen 
with classes if I got called during the 
semester, but I know that my job is 
guaranteed -to be waiting when I 
return. Our training is more than 
adequate; we're on high alert.” 

According to a press release 
Gen. Richard Meyers, chairman, 
Joint Chiefs of Staff said, “We are in 
the early stages of ongoing combat 
operations, and our outstanding 
men and women in uniform are per- 
forming just as they’ve been trained 
to do — and that is to say, superbly.”

In the United States, 12 
million children live in house- 
holds where people have to 
skip meals or eat less to make 
ends meet. That means one in 
10 households in the United 
States are living with hunger 
or are at risk of hunger. 

“Real” people on a per- 
sonal level can alter this real- 
ity; Oct. 14 marks the day for 
the annual Crop Walk, which 
gives many the chances to 
help fight hunger. 

“As members of human- 
ity, we are called to help 
those in need,” said junior in 
Art Education Marie Gabert. 
“When opportunities like 
this arise, it is very important 
to take part. So little of us 
have enough time to really 
do something for those less 
fortunate, but this is one way 
that we can take part.” 

The Crop Walk is an 
awareness and fund-raising 
effort to combat world 
hunger. More than 800 mil- 
lion people in the world go 
hungry every year. 

The local annual Crop 
Walk began 18 years ago, and 
since that time has grown not 
only in numbers of partici- 
pants but in funds raised as 
well. The first year of the 
crop walk raised $3,000, and 
last year's event rose the 
amount of $13,500, according 
to Julie McNaughton, the 
local coordinator. 

Of the funds raised, 25% 


of the money is given to the 
local Dunn County 
Interfaith Food Pantry; the 
rest is distributed to other 
agencies including the 
Church World Service. 

Internationally, funds 
dually help developing coun- 
tries with food needs by help- 
ing stabilize agricultural areas 
and provide small business 
loans to stimulate growth. 

This year, in light of ter- 
rorist attacks, 15% of the 
funds will aid the victims of 
Sept. 11. 

Becoming a local walker 
is simple, and begins with 
getting sponsored. Campus 
sponsors include the 
Ministry to the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout, United 
Methodist Campus Ministry 
and the Society of Human 
Resources Management. 
One just needs to get a spon- 
sor record, an envelope from 
a sponsor and from there 
collect donations for Oct. 14. 

The day will begin at 
1:00 p.m. for registration at 
the Peace Lutheran Church 
located at 917 7th Street, 
Menomonie; this time can 
also be used if an individual 
spontaneously decides to 
come and give donations to 
walk. A kick-off speech will 
be given at 1:20 p.m. and the 
parade will begin at 1:30 
p-m. The walk event is com- 
ptised by an initial one-mile 
parade, followed by an 
optional six-mile walk.

thing to eat. That's what 
makes the crop walk impor- 
tant,” said Gabert.

On September 11, the 
United States of America 
was attacked.

There are more 
bacteria than human cells in 
the body, the majority of 
these aiding in everyday 
bodily functions. 

All humans _ harbor 
potentially harmful bacteria 
on or in their bodies. But 
thanks to a healthy immune 
system, they are able to fight 
off disease. Most bacteria 
are easily transferable via 
human-to-human contact, 
and can survive for hours on 
the skin enabling bacteria to 
relocate and multiply. 

In an independent study 
conducted by the Stoutonia 
on a _ University of 
Wisconsin-Stout dorm bath- 
room, the areas tested with 
the most bacteria growth 
were the toilet seat, the 
shower floor and the floor 
around the sink. Samples 
were taken from one bath- 
room, the day after cleaning, 
and incubated for 24 hours, 
and then colonies were 
counted from a representa- 
tive square centimeter on 
each petri dish. 

Sinks hold a surprising 
amount of bacteria growth. 
Bacteria thrive best in moist 
places, and what better than 
a porcelain castle that wash- 
es billions of different 
microorganisms off fecal 
contaminated hands? 

Millions of bacteria are 
released into the air with 
each flush of the toilet creat- 
ing an “aerosol” of fecal tox- 
ins. The floor possesses a 
multitude of different 
microorganisms including 
whatever is tracked in on the 
bottom of bathroom-bound 
shoes, shower water, toilet 
water and many other 
unknown bacteria. The 
shower floor holds even 
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Stout's pPacteria

more bacteria because the 
moist surface feeds the bac- 
teria that were washed from 
the people showering. 

Most bathrooms on cam- 
pus are cleaned three times a 
week with ammonia-based 
disinfectants and receive 
spot checks and cleaning 
everyday; showers are 
cleaned once a week. 

UW-Stout professor Dr. 


Nold, who assisted in the 
bathroom study, advises the 
use of shower shoes when in 
the bathroom to prevent seri- 
ous fungal, viral and bacteri- 
al foot infections. 

Avoid the bathroom at 
high traffic times (between 
classes) and exit the stall 
immediately after flushing to 
avoid the “aerosol.” When 
washing your hands, use 


soap and do not touch the 
basin of the sink, because 
that is where most of the bac- 
teria, including E. Coli, grow. 
Use paper towels if avail- 
able, to wipe hands dry and 
use to open the door. 

For students, the best 
defense against germs is a 
healthy immune system. 

“The best way to avoid 
microbial disease is to eat

good food, get plenty of 
sleep and exercise,” said 
Professor Nold. “Doing this 
will keep your immune sys- 
tem strong and ready to bat- 
tle invading pathogens.” 

In a classroom experi- 
ment conducted by 
Professor Nold, a student 
was asked to touch a bacte- 
ria-coated piece of candy 
and then touch fingers with 
the student next to him/her. 
The second student would 
touch fingers with the third 
and so on until all students 
had touched fingers. 

Students were then 
instructed to touch an agre- 
filled petri dish, which was 
then incubated. The original 
bacterium turned up on the 
last student's fingers. 

Bacteria can be very eas- 
ily picked up and spread to 
different environments. 
Public restrooms are a prime 
environment for dangerous 
pathogens to grow and 
infect its patrons. Most are 
the fecal-type microbes that 
derive from human waste. 

There are an estimated 
three trillion bacteria in 
human waste, according to 
Chuck Gerba, a professor of 
microbiology at the 
University of Arizona. 
Without proper disinfection, 
a bathroom can be a health 
hazard harboring such 
pathogens as Echerichia Coli 
(E. Coli), Tinea, Salmonella, 
Cryptosporidium, Staphylococcus, 
Yersinia, or many others. 

Gerba has been study- 
ing bacteria growth in bath- 
rooms for more than two 
decades. One of his findings 
shows that women’s bath- 
rooms have a higher bacte- 
tia count than men’s bath- 
rooms do, 

This is because women 
spend twice as much time in 
the bathroom as men do, 
and that women have to sit 
when going to the bath- 
room. Gerba found the 
“bacteria hot spots” to be 
sanitary napkin disposals, 
the floor and thé sink (in 
that order) to be the dirtiest. 

There is no need to live, 
in a plastic bubble for the 
rest of your life; each human 
has adapted to living with 
bacteria since birth. 

Bacteria and humans 
can peacefully coexist and 
serious infections can be 
prevented, if simple precau- 
tions are taken and proper 
hygiene is practiced.

Students at the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout can rest assured. They 
are very safe. 

And to whom do they 
owe their safety? To the men 
and women in the bright 
orange vests. 

From midnight through 
7 a.m., night security work- 
ers across campus guard the 
entrances to, and patrol their 
respective dorms. 

The night is broken 
down into two shifts. The 
first shift goes from midnight 
until 3:30 am. The second 
shift worker comes in at 3:15 
a.m. and stays until 7 a.m. 

During these times doors 
are to be locked and the only 
way into a dorm is by check- 
ing in at the front entrance. 
Some dorms do choose to 
leave their front doors 
unlocked, but students must 
still check in, 

The first shift receives 
the bulk of students checking 
in. The second shift is 
responsible for extra duties, 
in addition to checking in the 
few students who come back 
early in the morning. 

These duties include tak- 
ing out the garbage, vaccum- 
ing the front desk area, clean- 
ing out the pizza ovens and 
finally, unlocking the doors 
when they leave at 7 a.m. 

In addition to the desk 
workers, there are two 
rovers, one for south and one 
for north campus. Their job 
is to make their way around 
their respective campus 
twice and take the place of 
the desk worker at each 
dorm. The desk worker can 
then make rounds, which 
consists of walking through 
the dorm looking for any

security problems. 

This means each dorm is 
checked twice a night on the 
first shift. Rovers only work 
during the first shift, gener- 
ally starting at 12:30 and fin- 
ishing by 3:30. There are no 
second shift rovers, so sec- 
ond shift desk workers are 
responsible for making their 
own rounds as time allows. 

During these times, the 
dorms are entirely locked up 
and anyone wishing to enter 
must wait for the night secu- 
tity worker to return. 

Campus security is on 
call 24 hours a day, and is 
teady to be noti- 
fied of any prob- 


company during long shifts. 


lems. However, beyond reg- 
ular patrolling and watching 
the streets, no extra attention 
is paid to UW-Stout at night. 

Few real problems arise 
for night security. On occa- 
sion, a visibly drunk student 
will attempt to check in and 
if the night security worker 
decides that the student is 
endangering his or her own 
or someone else’s safety, an 
RA and/or Hall Director is 
then notified immediately. 

Fights have been known 
to break out. When this hap- 
pens, the same chain of com- 
mand is activated. 

Now and then a non- 
student will try to slip by 
security without check- 
ing in, in which

case an RA can be called as 
well. But these incidents are 
few and far between. 

“It's tough bing an 
authority figure among your 
peers,” said Theresa 
Eslinger, a Night Security 
rover. She stimates only 15% 
of the nights she’s worked 
has she had real security 
problems. Even rarer are 
instances in which Campus 
Security must be notified. 

Any kind of suspected 
drug use would bypass the 
residence hall system entire- 
ly and merit a call to the 
Menomonie Police 
Department. Fire alarms will 
bring in the fire department. 
When a real problem arises, 
the job of a night security 
person is to determine who 
must be notified.

album, “Nevermind.” 

A little while later Vig 
teamed up with another 
small band called Smashing 
Pumpkins and produced 
their breakthrough album 
“Siamese Dream.” Needless 
to say, the guy knows what 
he’s doing. 

So when it came time to 
create a band of his own, 
Vig knew what he wanted. 
Vig, who among other 
things plays the drums, sur- 
rounded himself with a core 
of aged musicians: Steve 
Marker on bass and Duke 
Erikson on guitar. 

The final component to 


the mix was the angelic looks 
and voice of the young and 
infectious Shirley Manson. 
In 1995, Garbage released 
their self-titled debut record 
to critical acclaim. 

Much has _ changed 
musically for Garbage since 
then. “Beautiful Garbage” 
is one of the most eclectic 
albums I’ve heard. Much of 
the album is very poppy 
sounding and might turn 
people off a bit. However, 
this album must be taken in 
patiently and its delicate 
balances and experiments 
must not be overlooked. 

For every pop song on 
the album there is a soothing 
deep reflective song to com- 
pensate. Musically, a lot of 
these songs are quite experi- 
mental and very different 
from sounds usually heard. 

Many of the tracks are 
so riddled with crunching 
guitar riffs, which when 
coupled with the arsenal of 
beats and loops create a 
great sense of controlled 
and composed chaos. 

The lyrics by Shirley 
Manson are a little simplis- 
tic at times, however she 
comes through as quite 
impressive with what she 
feels in this album. 

Her message is broad, 
but I think specifically she is 
frustrated with modern cul- 
ture. Her recurrent cries to 
break out from conformity 
are echoed in “Beautiful 
Garbage,” as well as her stop- 
and-smell-the-roses attitude.

Garbage has certainly 
opened another side of 
themselves on this album. 
Much of the LP doesn’t 
sound like the other two 
Garbage releases. The 
change is definitely sexy. 
The band seems to have 
made themselves more 
multi-dimensional with this 
new release. 

I liked the album and I 
challenge anyone to listen to 
it and not find at least one 
song they really like. I think 
that this record will prove to 
be a stepping stone for expan- 
tion and growth as a band. 

Look for the next 
Garbage release to be the 
biggest yet.

“Crap. We suck again.” 

Even though his team 
lost, Northside will take a 
lot away from this season. 
The team was the first intra- 
mural flag football team to 
ever play on Don and Nona 
Williams Field and win. An 
interesting side note on that 
game; they had four healthy 
guys and an injured center 
and still won the game 
playing against seven 
healthy guys. 

McLaughlin also thinks 
the new turf will affect the 
future of flag football in a 
positive way. “We will 
expect our numbers to 
increase because it intrigues 
new players to be able to 
play on the same turf as the 
pros,” McLaughlin said.

Along with a new play- 
ing surface comes the 
question of should a team 
stratagizes its game plan 
for this field? 

McLaughlin stated that 
the turf gives the advantage 
to the offensive runner 
because it's harder for the 
defense to adjust as com- 
pared to a grass field. 

Coaty felt that there 
were no advantages or 
disadvantages to special 
game planning for the new 
turf. “No, not really, we’re 
still really good no matter 
what field we play on,” 
said Coaty. 


Finally, there are the 
fans. Don and Nona 
Williams Stadium was cre- 
ated to seat more people 
with more comfort, and 
even though there are 
never more then 30 people 
at a flag football game, the 
new stadium might affect 
the crowd turnout. 

McLaughlin has already 
seen the affects of the new 
stadium. “Our RA came to 
the first game on the field 
and almost forced us to for- 
feit because of extreme lan- 
guage and excessive cheer- 
ing,”said McLaughlin. 

Team Jesus hasn’t seen a 
difference as of yet. “We 
don’t really have fans, but if 
we did, I guess they would 
like it,” Coaty said.

The laptop campus program that is 
scheduled to begin in the fall of 2001 will 
undoubtedly bring many new technical 
changes to the University of Wisconsin-Stout 
campus, but it now also appears to be paving 
the way for a large financial change as well. 

Since what seems to be the beginning of 
time, UW-Stout has operated on’ the tuition 
plateau concept. This plan calls for an increas-

ing tuition to be paid by students up to a cer- 
tain credit amount. Beyond that credit level, 
the tuition cost was held at a constant number. 

To the students, this meant that any full- 
time student (12 credits or more) paid the 
same amount per semester ($504) as long as 
they took between 12 and 18 credits. Taking 
more or less than this would either raise or 
lower the tuition cost respectively.

The Stout Student Association passed res- 
olution USS32-11.07 with a vote of 19 to eight. 
The motion reads “Whereas the USS of the 
SSA has the expressed duty to make tuition 
fair for all students.” This resolution calls for 
the change of the tuition scale from a plateau to 
a per credit system for the incoming freshmen. 

The new change will call for a strict per 
credit tuition model that has a set cost for 
each credit that a student is scheduled for. 
For example, in the plateau system if a stu- 
dent takes 12 credits, the student is charged 
the flat rate of $504. However, in the new per- 
credit system, the student is charged $416. 
Likewise, in the plateau system if the student 
is scheduled for 15 credits the student is 
charged $504, while in the new per-credit 
system the student would be charged $520. 

While to some students this may seem 
unfair since they will be charged more under 
the new system than the old tuition system, 
in the end it really is about the same. 

“The university is making the same prof- 
it after this,” said Financial Affairs Director of 
the Stout Student Association, David Hay. 
“For myself the decision came down to rev- 
enue neutrality.” 

This change may have many students 
worried that their tuition rising, but that will 
not happen. Any current students at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout will have the 
same plateau tution scheme that they have 
come to know. This grandfather clause will 
stay in effect for the next six years at which 
point all students will be under the per cred- 
it tuition system. 

No other university in the University of 
Wisconsin system is currently using the per 
credit system. It has been recommended by 
the UW system that a university attempt 
this new tuition scheme, but UW-Stout will 
be the first to attempt it. 

“Once again UW-Stout will be the inno- 
vator of the state institutions,” said Hay. “It’s 
just one more chance for us to lead the way.” 

Hay went on to say that if he were an 
incoming freshmen, he would still come to 
UW-Stout after this recent change. In his 
mind it means that he will be paying his “fair 
share” of his education. 
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Report details campus safety

Recently, the Annual 
Safety Report was made 
accessible to all students 
through the Jeanne Cleary 
Disclosure of Campus 
Security Policy and Campus 
Statistics Act. The report can 
be viewed on-line at 
http:/ / www.uwstout.edu/ 
police /csa.htm#stats. 

“7 encourage all of you to 
read the information in the 
attached Annual Crime 
Statistics report for 2001,” 


said Chancellor Charles 
Sorensen in the Annual 
Security Report. “In this 


teport, you will become 
familiar with...policies as they 
relate to security and safety 
along with national guide- 


lines set forth by the federal 


‘Crime Awareness and 
Campus Security Act.” 
The report delineates the 


crime statistics for 2000, as 
well as having a compilation 
of two years previous. The 
report specifies University 
Security Policies and 
Procedures, sexual assault 
policies, alcohol and drug 
abuse statements, crime 
reporting definitions, as well 
as the definitions of the loca- 
tions of what is considered 
on campus, non-campus and 
public property. 

The Cleary Act became a 
reality after the death of 
Jeanne Cleary on April 5, 
1986; she was raped and 
murdered in her dormitory 
room at Lehigh University in 
Bethlehem, Pa, The family 
was not given truthful statis- 
tics of the campus crime or 
told of the campus policies. 

“Our daughter died of 
what she didn’t know,” said 
Connie and Howard Cleary 
on the On-Campus Security 
web site. 


In comparing and con- 
trasting 1999 to 2000 crime 
statistics, interesting points 
can be made. From 1999 to 
2000, the total number of 
liquor law arrests fell from 
235 to 169. According to 
Police Chief Lisa Walter, it 
may be difficult to attribute 
this change to a specific factor. 

“It could have been a cul- 
tural change with less drink- 
ing, the new information and 
residence hall policies or just 
that less people are getting 
caught,” said Walter. “We 
will have to wait for this years 
report to look for trends.” 

Sorenson said, “With the 
release of this report, we chal- 
lenge all of you to become 
involved in building even 
safer...communities where 
you live, educate, work and 
learn. We pay tribute to those 
of you who have already 
taken personal responsibility 
for your communities to help 
reduce opportunities for and 
causes of crime. You are the 
person who can do the most 
for your personal safety.”

With changes to the 
Access Stout program, the 
chances of the computer sys- 
tem crashing as hundreds of 


students push the “submit” 
button for their desired 
schedule at the exact same 
moment are greatly reduced. 
This is because students are 
not only scheduled to regis- 
ter on a certain day accord- 
ing to the number of credits 
they have earned as of Oct. 1, 
but also at an assigned a spe- 
cific hour. 

Using this method, the 
number of students allowed 
to register on any given 
hour range from 60 to 122 
students, rather than many 
hundreds at a time as in 
past semesters. In the past,

an overload of students try- 
ing to register at the same 
time has caused the system 
to crash in the wee hours of 
the morning, resulting in 
many unhappy students 
trying to find classes or 
look up schedules. 

So how can UW-Stout 
students make this new 
upgrade a success? 

“The main concern is for 
students to be aware and 
find out the exact day and 
time of when they are sched- 
uled to register,” said Jeff 
Kirschling of Registration 
and Records. 


The word is getting 
around campus several dif- 
ferent ways. On Monday, 
Oct. 15, UW-Stout students 
received an email to their 
UW-Stout email account 
informing them about the 
day and time they can regis- 
ter, The email also includes 
other general information 
about registration. 

Another way students 
are being informed of regis- 
tering is by picking up their 
degree audit report through 
the Advisement Center or 
from a Program Director. 
Registration is set to 


begin Oct. 24. Beginning 
with the graduate students 
followed by students with 
the most credits and working 
down to end with freshmen’ 
who have no existing credits. 
Registration times have been 
assigned in random ordei 
according to the first letter of 
each student's last name. 

On each registration 
the first registration tim 
will start at 7 a.m. and the 
last assigned time will be:

Born in Dubuque, Iowa, 
he began working in his 
father’s lumber business at 
the age of 19.

Louis, Mo., where the coun- 
try’s first manual training 
school was built in 1880. 

Legend has it that Stout 
agreed to pay for a friend’s 
son to go through manual 
training (Interpreting the 
Dream — The 1st 100 Years). 
Thus, upon moving to 
Menomonie, he proposed 
plans for such an experi- 
mental school. He offered 
to provide equipment, 
building and staff - how 
could they refuse him? 

Stout's school opened on 
January 5, 1891. UW-Stout 


tragedies strike, whether it is 
a natural disaster, keeping 
order in a domestic situation 
or protecting the nation 
against terrorists such as the 
ones America saw on Sept.

began in a simple two-story 
frame building with a whop- 
ping three faculty members 
(1st 100 Years). 

As time passed, Stout 
funded the completion of 
more buildings to incorpo- 
rate more majors into the 
school. Feeling that “young 
people should be physically 
fit as well as intellectually 
educated,” he had a gymna- 
sium-natatorium built in 
1900. Including bowling 
alleys, dressing rooms, 
Turkish baths, club rooms 
and the state’s first indoor 
swimming pool; it was a 
state of the art facility (1st 
100 Years). 

Although he constantly 
provided funding for the 
school, his involvement 
with the school dwindled 
after being elected to the 
state Senate in 1894. As a || 
Senator, he served as the 
chairman of the Committee 
on Education. The position 
helped him bring an agri- 
culture and a normal school 
to Menomonie and intro- 
duced him to Lorenzo Dow 
Harvey, a leading educator 
in the state. 

After a seven-month 
fight against kidney dis- 
ease, Stout died in 1910. His 
home, known as Bundy 
Hall, now serves as a con- 
ference and banquette hall.

One significant concern for stu- 


dents is how they will deal with* 


being pulled out of school. Each stu- 
dent deals with this choice different- 
ly depending on the specific circum- 
stances, surrounding his or her situa- 
tion. Of all the students who have 
been called thus far, all have made 
the choice to withdraw from school. 
“At this point the university is 
being very accommodating,” said 
Thomas. “We are doing everything 
we can to be fair to students.” 
Students who choose to withdraw 
from school receive a full refund of 
tuition, according to Thomas. When 
they return from service, students 
generally pick up where they left off

in schooling. 

“We will be accommodating stu- 
dents after they return to the univer- 
sity,” said John Enger, Executive 
Director of University Relations. 

UW-Stout will expedite the read- 
mission process for students return- 
ing from the National Guard and 
other branches of the military. 

On the financial end of the spec- 
trum, federal loan payments are sus- 
pended until guard members return 
from service, according to Enger. 
The situation has not arisen that a 
student has had to deal with making 
arrangements for scholarships. 

As students leave campus to serve 
the United States, other students and 
faculty of UW-Stout also have to deal 
with their leaving. 

“The campus is behind the admin- 
istration in pursuit of this military 
action,” said Enger. 

The campus has been very sup- 
portive of those who have been 
called to duty and those who may be 
called in the future, said Enger It is 
the hope of the administration that 
this support will continue as long as 
the nation has the need for the serv- 
ices of the armed forces.

assigned time, they can do so any- 
time after the assigned time. 

“Students shouldn’t skip class 
or work to register; just go after- 
wards and do it when it’s conven- 
ient,” stresses Kirschling. 

The Registration and Records 
Office has been working on ways 
to eliminate the problems with reg- 
istering online, but even giving an 
exact hour for a certain number of 
students to register still makes it 
impossible to avoid conflict with 
all students’ schedules. However, 
this method should make registra- 
tion run more smoothly than it has 
in the past. 

“They used the hourly regis- 
tration system at UW-Whitewater 
and it worked well there, so I 
expect it to work well here 
too,"said Karla Kempf, a junior 
Dietetics major who is a transfer 
student from University of 
Wisconsin-Whitewater. 

Students registering 
online through Access Stout need 
to know their username and PIN, 
which has been sent to all stu- 
dents at the UW-Stout email 
account. Students who need to 
access their Stout email to set up 


their account should go to: 
http:/ /www.uwstout.edu/com- 
pute /emailfaq.html#q01. 

Another way for students to 
register is by the traditional 
walk-in registration at the 
Registration and Records Office. 
However, the walk-in system has 
changed as _ well. The 
Registration and Records Office 
will now provide on-site registra- 
tion instead of having students 
drop off program cards in the 
morning and pick up class sched- 
ules in the afternoon. 

Due to the amount of 
drop/add activity, the Records 
and Registration Office hours 
will also be extended on days of 
registration from 7:30 a.m. to 5:15 
p-m. However, students are still 
encouraged to use Access Stout. 

Even with the changes made 
to Access Stout this semester, 
more upgrades are continuing to 
be worked on. As more informa- 
tion can be accessed online 
through the UW-Stout homepage, 
the future looks bright not only 
for registration, but for many 
other on-line services for UW- 
Stout students.

Call x-1314 to 
make an appointment. 

But despite the clinic, 
there are other options for 
students seeking health care. 
If you have health insurance, 
check to see (by calling the 
number on the back of your 
insurance card) if you are 
covered within the 
Menomonie area. 


According to the UW- 
Stout Health services web 
page, “If you are not covered 
under your parent's policy 
or if you are involved in a 
health maintenance organi- 
zation (HMO) which would 
not pay in this city, you 
should consider other or 
additional health insurance. 
The Stout Student 
Association sponsors a 
health insurance program 
that can provide you with a 
variety of plans to meet your 
needs. Call Jeatran 
Insurance at 235-6131 and 
ask for Jack or Barb.”

By Friday, candidates 
must turn in a minimum of 
90 minutes of any chosen 
community service, and $25- 
$150 collection to be donated 
to the Dunn County humane 
Society.

The piece is Beethoven's 
final string quartet, com- 
posed in 1826 —a year before 
his death when he was 
entirely unable to hear his 
highly proclaimed music. 

Another member of UW- 
Stout’s English department, 
Dr. Robert Schuler, will give 
a reading of his essay enti- 
tled “The Mind’s Ear’s 
Beethoven at Work” to 
accompany the performance. 
The essay “combines a cele- 
bration of Beethoven’s music 
with an exploration of the 


tragic silence that went hand 
in hand with his art,” said 
Gjevre in a press release. 

Schuler has collaborated 
with many artists and musi- 
cians in the past and is 
author (with photographer 
Jerry Bowker) of “The Red 
Cedar Suite.” 

In addition to their busy 
concert schedule, members 
of LSQ are on the music fac- 
ulties of Midland College in 
Texas and the Interlochen 
Center for the Arts in 
Michigan. They have also 
been Artists in Residence 


with the Midland/Odessa 
Symphony and Chorale in 
western Texas since 1998. 
Members include Naomi 
Gjevre, violin; Javier Pinell, 
violin; Christina Winrich, 
viola; and Jeffery Noel 
Lastrapes, cello. Collectively, 
they hold four bachelor 
degrees, three masters, and 
one doctorate, all in music. 
The quartet, founded in 
1993, has been well recog-

Form a fictional cartoon 
anti-boy band and milk the 
charts dry. That's what Blur 
frontman Damon Albarn has 
done with his side band, 
Gorillaz. He just released 
their new album, “ECD”. 
The fictitious cartoon four- 
some consists of 2-D, 
Murdoc, Russel and Noodle. 

The music is very experi- 
mental and inventive, almost 
as much as the marketing 
strategy. The album touches 
on all sorts of musical styles. 
From hip-hop to techno, reg- 
gae to punk, this album has a 
lot of variety. 

Damon Albarn needed a 
vacation after the last “Blur” 
album which _ seriously 
lacked a lot of things, He 
teamed up with producer 
Dan Nakamura and away 
the two went recruiting voic- 
es for their cartoon creation 
along the way. 

Along the way they had 
a lot of fun. You can just tell 
when you listen to the music 
that they were truly enjoying 
themselves. The songs are 
tisky and extremely original. 

With the spotlight turned 
off and the pressure damp- 
ened, Albarn could write like 
a college band for a change.

Anthrax scare crosses nation 


Threats of anthrax 
create measures 
to protect the 
safety of United 
States citizens

"Since October 1, the 
Federal Bureau of 
Investigation has responded 
to more than 2,300 incidents 
or suspected incidents 
involving anthrax or other 
dangerous agents," said 
Robert Mueller, III, director 
of the FBI in a press confer- 
ence Oct. 16. 

Mueller went on to say 
that most of the incidents 
turned out to be pranks and 
false alarms. Most of them. 

On Oct. 22, The Centers 
for Disease Control 
announced a total of eleven 
confirmed anthrax cases in 
this most recent outbreak. Of 
these, two were in Florida, 
three were in New York, two 
were in New Jersey and four 
were in Washington, D.C. 

There are also two more 
cases under investigation: 
one in New York regarding a 
New York Post employee 
and, according to the New 
Jersey Department of Health 
Services, a New Jersey postal 
worker is also being tested 


for the infection. 

According to the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services, anthrax 
infections have been found in 
people from seven months to 
73 years since the beginning 
of the month. Letters post- 
marked as early as Sept. 18 
have been cited as the cause 
of most recent outbreaks. 

The primary targets 
seem to be nationally recog- 
nizable public figures such 
as NBC's Tom Brokaw and 
Senate Majority Leader Tom 
Daschle (D-S.Dakota). In a 
press release on Oct. 23, the 
FBI produced pictures of the 
infected envelopes. Those 
pictures showed that both 
letters had been postmarked 
in New Jersey. 

What is anthrax, and how 
can you protect yourself? 

According to the CDC, 
anthrax is a disease character- 
ized by several symptoms, 
ranging from blisters and

Bell memorializes Stout’s mission

Every 15 minutes stu- 
dents, faculty and staff at the 
University of Wisconsin 
Stout hear the infamous ring- 
ing of the Bowman Bell 
Tower. This prominent struc- 
tural tower has kept time at 
UW-Stout since 1897 when 
the original bell was 
installed. This fall, to pre- 
serve the history of the bell, a 
structure was built across 
from Micheel’s Hall display- 
ing the original bell. 


According to John 
Enger of University 
Relations, “The bell hadn’t 
rung since the 1930’s when 
the ringing mechanism wore 
out.” Back then it was tradi- 
tion for students to go up in 
the tower and beat the bell 
with sledge hammers after 
football games to celebrate 
victories, which is why the 
bell is now cracked. 

Other bells were used 
throughout the years after 
the original bell wore out, 
however, it still remained in 
the tower until it was 
removed in 1997. 


The bell was put into 
storage after it was removed 
from the tower until future 
plans to display it were 
made. From there a campus 
physical committee was 
formed to decide what to do 
with it. 

Ben Pratt, associate pro- 
fessor of Art and Design, was 
part of that committee. He 
was able to allow students of 
the spring 1999 Design 
Theory and Methods class 
have the opportunity to be 
part of a “real world” project.

There’s something about para- 
normal activity that has always cap- 
tivated me. As an adolescent, I spent 
countless hours'in front of the televi- 
sion watching the X-Files, transfixed 
on agents Scully and Mulder as they 
reached into the realm of the 
unthinkable, 

Despite my passion for the odd, 
the quirky and the-unexplainable, I 
never heard true stories. about evil 
spirits — until now. Welcome to 
Menomonie’s very own haunted 
house, 208 13th Ave. W. 

“T hated it from the time I walked 
in,” said Colleen Bruer, a prospective 
student resident. “I just got that funny 
feeling that something wasn’t right.” 
The rest of Colleen’s friends liked the 
place, but she was so adamant against 
it that they passed it by. 

“One of my friends, Emily, lived 
there by herself two summers ago,” 
Bruer said. “She found a piece of 
caution tape in the house. Doors and 
cabinets would open unexpectedly.” 

She further explained, “An Arab 
father tortured his son to death when 
the boy didn’t know his Koran les- 
sons. My friends know I’m psycho 
about ghosts.” 

Aside from the father-son part, 
Bruer’s tale is correct. In 1995, a 


revolting homicide case stung the 
community and drew the national

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spotlight; an Arab teen was tortured 
to death. 

On Oct. 19, 1995, the victim, 16, 
received facial injuries so severe 
that he could hardly squint out of 
the red and black grapefruits that 
most people call eyes. By Oct. 25, 
massive burns had been inflicted 
from his lower back up to his neck 
and right arm, Any remaining skin 
on his back was ripped off. He was 
dead by Nov. 5. 

The photographs taken by the 
torturers throughout the process tell 
the gruesome story. The autopsy pic- 
tures aren’t any prettier. Due to their 
intense graphic nature, these pictures 
are not printed, but are of public 
record at the police department. 

“{The victim] appeared to have 
been severely beaten and partially 
mutilated. . . His face had several 
pieces of flesh missing. . . The 
injuries were very numerous about 
the area of the head, shoulders, chest 
and both of the lower extremities,” 
said Officer Michael Mason of the 
Menomonie Police in a police report. 

Police confiscated a propane 
camping stove and electrical wires 
from the house. Both devices were 
used as torture methods. 

Although no single injury 
caused his death, medical examin- 
ers claim that wrongful death 
occurred because of the incidents. 
They speculated he died of compli- 
cations such as pneumonia or septic 
shock, the body’s response when it 
is overcome by massive infection. 

Unbelievably, the horrible peo- 
ple who inflicted these wounds 
were family members. 

According to police reports, 
Ahmed AlGahtani, 27, four family 
members, including a minor and the 
victim arrived with a family friend in

Hinrichs, a neighbor living in \ 
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the same building, said that she) 9)

Ahmed, who was the controller" 
of all these Saudi people.” 

Hinrichs, who occasionally ate 
with the men, noticed that AlGahtani 
controlled all the money and what 
activities the group did. She 
observed that [the victim] was treat- 
ed subserviently. At meals, he was 
not allowed to eat with the group, 
and like a dog, was only fed leftover 
table scraps. Upon death, the 5’6 teen 
weighed a mere 119 pounds. 

Also taking a road trip to Ohio 
with the group, Hinrichs witnessed 
AlGahtani beating the victim because 
when questioned about the Koran, the 
teen did not respond with the correct 
answers. While police do not think 
the victim was tortured in the name of 
the Koran, Investigator Frank 
Bammert stated in a police report that 
this “was an excuse to possibly physi- 
cally confront the victim because he 
wasn’t answering things correctly.” 

Police interviewed a Saudi stu- 
dent in St. Paul, Minn. who had been 
contacted by the six men when they 
first came to America. Wishing to 
remain anonymous for fear of ethnic 
persecution, he said that there was no 
place for physical discipline or tor- 
ture in their culture or the Koran. 

The student also noted that 
AlGahtani had mentioned that there 
were minors in their group, and that

AlGahtani claimed responsibility for 
them, their family and his God. 

“If [I fail, I] would be the one to 
take the blame,” said AlGahtani. 

As the leader and only mem- 
ber of the group actually proven to 
have hit the victim, AlGahtani took 
the bulk of the blame, but since the 
other adults knew about the 
injuries inflicted and failed to seek 
help, all four were charged with 
reckless homicide. The minor was 
placed in protective custody and 
charged with knowledge of abuse 
and failure to seek help. 

During the trial, coverage 
spread throughout the nation. 
There was a photographer from the 
New York Times, and a heated 
debate about how many cameras 
would be allowed. The front rows 
were filled with representatives 
from the Saudi Arabian Embassy, 
who were there to assure that the 
defendants received full legal rights. 

Today, the two story white 
house at 208 13th Ave. W. stands 
desolate and deprived. The exteri- 
or is falling apart, and the inside 
creaks like the floor is about to 
crumble underneath your feet. 

On a dreary overcast day I 
brought myself to see if anyone 
actually lived in the house where 
such horrible things had occurred. 
As I knocked on the door, the wind 
abruptly died, leaving me in 
silence with the stagnant house. 
Short of an empty beer can and two 
bundles of the Pioneer Press in the 
shaggy front lawn, I was alone. 

Yet, I couldn’t help but feel that 
there was something innately wrong 
with the place - something intangi- 
ble, something horrible. Though I'm 
still a non-believer, I think I’ve wit- 
nessed my first real X-File.

Students helped design 
a structure to display and 
preserve the bell. According 
to Pratt, “About half of the 
class was interested in doing 
the project, so from there, 

»the students that wanted to 
help design it began brain- 
storming with different 
ideas and sketches.” 

Working to refine dif- 
ferent models and proposals 
for possible structures, the 
class came up with several 
different concepts that were 
eventually presented to the 
Chancellor for approval and 
final decision-making. 
Once a concept had been 
chosen, an architecture firm 
was hired to detail and 
refine the design. 

Pratt was glad to be 
able to assist and help refine 
this “real world” design 
project that his students had 
the chance to work on. 

“I am happy the bell 
structure was able to be 
designed on campus by the 
students here at Stout,” 
said Pratt. 


The space across from 
Micheel’s hall was chosen 
for the location of the bell 
because it is a good central 
gathering place on the south 
end of campus. A local firm, 
Dell Construction, got the 
bid and began building the 
foundation this past sum- 
mer. However, they ran into 
various problems and it 
wasn’t until a few weeks 
ago that the final structure 
was finished. 

Now complete, the 
estimated $90,000 bell 
structure can be a gathering 
place for all students. The 
four stainless steel pillars 
represent honor, _ skill, 
learning and industry. Each 
word is engraved on one of 
the four benches surround- 
ing the bell. The red bricks 
on the foundation symbol- 
ize the building that the 
bell originally came from. 
This new bell structure, 
designed by UW-Stout stu- 
dents, is just another way 
to preserve a piece of histo- 
ry for years to come.

headaches to difficulty 
breathing and excessively 
rapid heart rate. It is catego- 
rized into three main types of 
infections: skin (cutaneous) 
anthrax, Pulmonary (inhaled) 
anthrax, and Gastrointestinal 
(ingestion) anthrax. 

The most benign and 
most easily curable type of 
anthrax is skin anthrax. This 
type of anthrax is treatable 
in most cases with antibi- 
otics. It takes one to five 
days after becoming infect- 
ed to begin exhibiting 
symptoms including blister- 
ing, headache, fever and 
malaise (that hazy I-don't- 
feel-well feeling.) With 
treatment, this encounter 
with anthrax can be over in 
two to three weeks. 

Pulmonary and inges- 
tion anthrax are much harder 
to treat. These types of 
anthrax have devastating 
symptoms for its victims. At 
least 95 percent of the people 
who contract these two types 
of anthrax will die.

starts by inhaling anthrax 
spores. In one to seven days, 
the victim shows flu-like 
symptoms. Then they seem 
to get better. In reality, the 
infection is only gearing up 
for its horrific finale. The vic- 
tims begin to suffer severe 
problems with their respira- 
tory system. 

They have difficulty 
breathing, suffer from an 
obstructed airway, and their 
heart rate quickens. Their 
complexion turns bluish in 
color and they sweat profuse- 
ly. Fifty percent of patients 
will develop meningitis. 
Finally, 24-36 hours later, the 
patient experiences a rapid 
onset of shock and dies. 

Ingestion anthrax also 
has a mortality rate of 95 per- 
cent. Though it does not 
have severe symptoms like 
Pulmonary and ingestion 
anthrax, it is just as deadly. 
The infected person will 
exhibit symptoms within 
two to five days. These 
symptoms will include nau- 
sea, vomiting, fever, and

abdominal pain. The end 
result in most cases is death. 

The USPS and the FBI 
have put together some 
guidelines to recognizing 
suspicious letters and pack- 
ages. You should be leery of a 
package if it has any of the 
following characteristics: has 
a powdery substance on the 
outside, is from someone you 
don't know, contains exces- 
sive postage, is poorly 
addressed, has lots of tape, is 
unusually heavy, or has 
strange odors or stains. 

If you suspect a contam- 
inated package, you should 
not touch it. Make sure it is 
not disturbed and do not let 
anyone near it. List all who 
have handled the mail and 
inform them to place any 
clothing that they were 
wearing around the mail in 
a plastic bag and to wash 
their skin with soap and 
water, Call local law 
enforcement and turn the 
bags of clothes and the list 
of those who have come in 
contact over to them.

A Homecoming comeback

With a little more than 
eight minutes left in the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout’s Homecoming game, 
freshman kicker —_‘Justin 
Zmyewski kicked what would 
amount to be the winning field 
goal for the Blue Devils. 

The team fought back 
from a 20-0 first quarter 
deficit to defeat the 
University of Wisconsin- 
River Falls 26-23. 

In the most highly antic- 
ipated game of the year, the 
Blue Devils got off to a 
rough start. On first series, a 
Blue Devils special team 
lapse allowed the Falcons to 
block a punt and return it 
for a touchdown.

better, as the Falcons scored 
14 unanswered points in the 
first five minutes of the 
game. One score came on a 
Blue Devils’ fumble as fresh- 
man quarterback Nick 
Ohman was sacked by the 
Falcons who picked it up and 
raced in for a touchdown. 

Coach Ed Meierkort then 
called a timeout to calm his 
players down and to remind 
them that they have plenty of 
time to get back into the 
game, and it worked. 

“I thought the players 
played with a great deal of 
composure after a disastrous 
start,” said Meierkort. 

Ohman quickly hooked 
up with senior wide receiver 
Tony Beckham for a 27-yard 
touchdown pass, then hit 
freshman wide receiver Julio 
Vargas with a 28-yard touch- 
down pass to cut the deficit 


to seven. 

“Ohman was a standout 
player for us, being an 18-year- 
old freshman he made some 
big-time plays,” said Meierkort. 

After a Blue Devils’ punt 
that pinned the Falcons deep 
in its own end, the Blue 
Devils defense turned up the 
intensity and shut the 
Falcons’ offense down. A 
good punt return by fresh- 
man Matt Kren gave the Blue 
Devils good field position. 

Then with five minutes 
left in the first half, the Blue 
Devils scored again, as senior 
full back Eric Baker rumbled 
in from one yard out. The 
Blue Devils had came back 
from 20 points to tie the 
game going into the half. 

In second half, 
Zmyewski kicked an amaz- 
ing 46 yard field goal, his 
first collegiate field goal,

During the week of 
Oct. 15, an eight-person 
team from the Malcolm 
Baldrige Award toured the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout campus in order to 
clarify the UW-Stout’s eligi- 
bility for this national quali- 
ty award. 

The team, broke apart 
into four teams of two, 
observed and questioned 
various faculty and adminis- 


tration to better understand 
the application that UW- 
Stout had submitted to the 
award committee several 
months earlier. 

A team also visited 
UW-Stout in a “site visit” 
last year, the only educa- 
tional institute to be visited 
by the Baldrige team. UW- 
Stout did not win the award 
last year. This year, UW- 
Stout is not the only educa- 
tional site to receive a visit, 
but the other sites were not 
being released by the 
Baldrige committee. 

“We had a much better 
team visit us this year,” said 
Bob Sedlak, University 
Provost. “We were much 
more organized and better 
prepared this year and we 
are very optimistic.”

An ‘island of happy days’: the other Stout

Two brothers inherited a 
fortune. One spent it on the 
good of the community, while 
the other bought an island. 

James H. Stout is a com- 


mon name to most 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout students. He started 


this campus and funded 
many libraries, conservation 


groups and even an insane 
asylum. Although he readily 
gave of himself, records show 
that he did not have a happy 
family life and died young. 

A name less frequented, 
Frank D. Stout, his brother, 
was quite the opposite. 

After Frank died at the 
age of 74, a historian 
observed, “Stout's epitaph 
might have read, ‘Frank D. 
had money and loved to 
spend it. He spent it on him- 


self, himself and himself: the 
only * God-fearing trinity 
Franklin D. Stout ever 
respected and obeyed’.” 
Quite the successful 
businessman, Frank’s assets 
were valued between $25 
and 30 million when he died. 
Most of the money Frank 
spent went directly into per- 
sonal expenditures. His first

house, the Richardsonian 
Romanesque in Dubuque, 
Towa, cost over three mil- 
lion dollars. The outside 
was finished in red sand- 
stone; the inside was fin- 
ished in rosewood and 
mahogany and contained a 
school for his children on 
the first floor. 

Upon moving his fami- 
ly to Chicago in 1902, he 
had a similar home built. 
As beautiful as it was, they 
only lived here when 
weather prevented them 
from visiting their paradise 
home near Mikana, Wis. 

Named “The Island of 
Happy Days,” the 26-acre 
complex was the epitome 
of fairy tale getaway places. 
Immense gardens and 
roaming vegetation 
engulfed the various bun- 
galows on the island. Rain 
poured off the roof and 
through the mouths of 
gigantic dragons mounted. 
at the ends of gutters. 

Originally constructed 
with indigenous lumber, 
the bark was left intact on 
the outside in order to cre- 
ate a more natural look. 
The look was effective, but 
it also trapped bugs. To 
cope with the insects, Frank 
had the buildings torn 
down and rebuilt. 


Rebuilt nine years later 
in cedar, the new lodge con- 
tained a wood floor four 
inches thick, an Italian carved 
marble fireplace, woodcarv- 
ings from Germany’s Black 
Forest, a bowling alley and a 
shooting range. There were 
also clay tennis courts and 
badminton nets. 

Since the only way to 
access the summer paradise 
was by boat, there was also 
a state-of-the-art boathouse. 

Unfortunately, the 
Stout’s had neighbors on 
adjacent islands that they 
didn’t like. Apparently, 
these people were too loud, 
thus disturbing the family’s 
haven. To solve the prob- 
lem, Frank had one of his 20 
servants on the island buy 
up all of the neighbor’s 
properties on the surround- 
ing islands so that the fami- 
ly could live in peace. 

Frank Stout may not 
have been the most giving 
person, but he sure knew 
how to get personal fulfill- 
ment out of life. 

“1 just find it ironic that 
one brother could give so 
much and have such an 
unhappy life, while the 
other gave only to himself 
and was happy,” Thorie 
said. “Maybe there’s a les- 
son to be learned.”

Forensics team travels 
through Midwest

The basis for forensics 
originated in Athens, 
Greece when people were 
forced to publicly speak, in 
a “legally binding way,” 
according to Steve Collie, 
the Assistant Director of 
Forensics at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout. 

Today, at a forensics 
tournament, competitors 
are offered 11 standard 
events, which range from 
public speaking to oral 
interpretation. 

Forensics is offered at 
the UW-Stout for practicum 
credit for up to four semes- 
ters for one elective credit 
each. This is similar to ath- 
letics teams in the credit 
aspect, but not similar when 
the forensics “season” is ana- 
lyzed. In reality, tourna- 
ments run from September 


to April nearly every week- 
end, although the team may 
not attend every tourna- 
ment. If any of the UW-Stout 
Forensics team qualifies for 
nationals, they will be sent to 
Rome, Georgia. 

The area that the team 
travels varies from the Twin 
Cities and Madison, to South 
Dakota and Iowa. UW-Stout 
has annually hosted a tour- 
nament for 37 years, occur- 
ring this year on December 
7th and 8th. 

The Forensics Team 
varies from semester to 
semester, but currently the 
team is composed of 15 indi- 
viduals, according to Collie. 

On the weekend of Oct. 
13, the UW-Stout Forensics 
team journeyed to Winona, 
Minn. Four students attend- 
ed the meet, including a fresh- 
man in Retail Merchandising, 
Jessica Gellings. 

The Winona trip marked 
Gellings’ first tournament 
and competition in the 
extemporaneous interpretive 
speech event. For this event 
Gellings was given a piece of 
prose and poetry, then 
allowed a half hour to pre- 
pare a seven-minute piece. 

“For my first competi- 


tion, I feel it went well in 
that I learned a lot from 
watching my competitors,” 
said Gellings 

There are a variety of 
events that an individual can 
participate in at any given 
tournament. Gellings says, 
“You can be in three or four 
different events at the same 
meet, which gives you the 
opportunity to keep learning 
and try new stuff, instead of 
just sticking with just one 
thing that you are good at.”

60 college credits and must 
go through a recruit acade- 
my to be certified in the 
state of Wisconsin. When 
Walter began training, only 
the 400-hour recruit acade- 
my was necessary, though 
she recently earned a 
Bachelor of Science. degree 
in Criminal Justice 
Administration. 

“Master's program is 
next,” she said. “But I’m tak- 
ing.some time off [from 
school] right now. I am a 
new home owner and am 
taking some time to take care 
of my home, get settled and 
just relax.” 

In 1993, Walter took the 
state test for Patrol Sergeant 
at UW-Stout and was hired 
that September. When 
Student Life Services reor- 
ganized about two years ago, 
the position of Director of 
Police and Parking Services 
was left open.

“I am in the process of

five female police chiefs. But 
Walter is accustomed to 
being a minority of sorts. 
She was the first female 
employed on the Dodge 
County force. “I did have 
one supervisor tell me that 
they didn’t think women 
belonged in law enforce- 
ment,” Walter said. 

The UW system tends to 
be more open-minded and 
willing to give anyone a 
chance, regardless of gender. 
Walter’s co-workers here 
hardly think twice about 
working with a woman. 

“Although I’m sure

involved in an educational 
capacity with the Menomonie 
community as a whole = like 
a police liaison officer would 
do in a high school. 
“Interacting with indi- 
viduals [and] knowing that 
your contact made a differ- 
ence in a decision that they 
make is huge,” said Walter. 
But a police force must, at the 
same time, enforce laws and 
regulations to protect the 
community that ultimately 
holds them responsible for 


their safety, despite individ-, 


uals reactions. 

“We like to see that we 
are making a difference in 
the lives of people within the 
Stout community,” Walter 
said. The UW-Stout campus 
force makes its mark through 
education and interaction, 
but that does not always 
seem to be enough. 

An on-campus trend 
this year is an increase in 
criminal damage to proper- 
ty in public areas. But there 
has also been a positive 
trend in that more people 
are reporting theft, burglary, 
and property damage to the 


UW-Stout authorities. 

“This is telling us that the 
community has confidence in 
us to report incidents, We can 
not always catch and charge 
the culprit, but reporting 
gives us a better perspective 
as to high risk locations and 
times,” Walter said. 

She also commented on 
the recent incidents in the 
Antrim-Froggatt residence 
halls. Because it is a criminal 
investigation, she is unable 
to disclose much of the infor- 
mation they have gathered 
but did offer some reassur- 
ance in these times of height- 
ened security on all levels. 

“T hope that people have 
the understanding and the 
faith in us that we are doing 
all that we possibly can do to 
catch whomever is doing this. 
Collectively, the UW-Police 
Department has over 120 
years of experience with offi- 
cers certified in many specific 
investigation and police pro- 
cedures,” said Walter. “It is 
not the same as on TY. This is 
not something that will get 
solved in 60 minutes with 
commercial breaks.”

The feminist approach towards abuse 


Your spouse gives you 
an allowance to live. You're 
unjustly kept from seeing 
your children. You endure 
forced abuse from your chil- 
dren. You're forced into sex- 
ual acts against your will. 
You suffer serious emotional 
abuse. You sustain bruises 
and broken bones. You don’t 
retaliate. Why? Your abuser 
holds a level of control over 
you that leaves you with no 
option but obedience. 

Domestic violence doesn’t 
begin and end with physical 
abuse. In between those obvi- 
ous lines of black and white 
there are many shades of gray, 
each one just as dangerous 
and just as harmful. 


As a society, we barely 
stand up to physical abuse, 
yet the true definition of 
domestic violence includes 
behavior that has long been an 
accepted part of domestic life. 

Why are these forms of 
domestic abuse, which are just 
as prevalent and just as dam- 
aging, ignored? Simple. 
Physical abuse is the easiest to 
define and identify, for the 
victim and for those outside 
the relationship. What hap- 
pens when the abuse falls into 
areas that don’t leave visible 
scars? How can you deter- 
mine the difference between 
an overbearing spouse and an 
abusive one? 

“Domestic abuse is any- 
thing that makes a person feel 
less than they are,” states Katie 
Ryan, Founder of The 
Women’s Empowerment 
Festival. The Bridge to Hope 
defines domestic violence as 
“a pattern of behavior that one 
intimate partner or spouse 
exerts over another as a means 


of control. Domestic violence 
may include physical vio- 
lence, coercion, threats, intimi- 
dation, isolation and emotion- 
al, sexual or economic abuse.” 

Our society is recovering 
from the brainwashed idea of 
accepting males as the domi- 
nant member of the family; 
this is how tradition raised 
us. Past tense everyone. The 
difference between dominant 
and abusive may not be crys- 
tal clear, but there is a differ- 
ence that needs to be identi- 
fied in order for females to 
remove themselves from this 
cycle of violence. 

For those who believe that 
the definition of domestic vio- 
lence is merely the feminist 
perspective, a way to encour- 
age women to pursue feminist 
ideals, you're both sadly mis- 
taken and completely igno- 
rant. I am not ignoring the 
presence of domestic abuse 
against males. I am very 
aware that there are males 
who are trapped in their own 


abusive relationships. The fact 
is that abuse plays many dif- 
ferent roles against females. 

Even in the young eyes of 
a 22-year-old college student, I 
have witnessed forms of 
domestic abuse in relation- 
ships. A male has no right to 
dictate when and where you 
can go, what you can wear, 
how much you can spend, or 
whom you can associate with. 
It is no longer, and never 
should have been the female's 
job to appease the male. If a 
female adheres to what is 
commanded of them for fear 
of other repercussions, this is 
domestic abuse. 

Our society needs to stop 
playing a passive role and step 
up to let women know they 
have the right to leave, and 
they will be supported. Our 
society also needs to enforce to 
males that they can no longer 
hide behind the shield of tra- 
ditional roles to defend their 
behavior. It isn’t accepted and 
it will not go unchallenged. 


The unseen part of domestic violence 


When individuals are 
approached with the topic of 
domestic abuse, it seems that 
far too many envision a cold- 
blooded man mercilessly 
beating his wife into submis- 
sion. Admittedly, such a 
vision used to be lodged into 
my head, as well. 

However, a few years 
back, I heard of a family 
acquaintance who had lost 
his job due to his coming to 
work several times with a 
black eye. 

“Too many bar fights?” I 
asked. “No,” was the reply, 
“his wife had a short temper 
and would come swinging at 
him for no reason.” 

While stunned at the 
reply, I never forgot the sce- 
nario. This brings us to the 
present day. The question at 
hand is the following: In the 
overwhelming majority of 
domestic violence cases, are 
women the victims, or are 
they also aggressors in a fair 
share of cases? One posed 
with such a question would 
probably wish to investigate. 

According to Brinkerhoff 


& Lupri, Canadian Journal of 
Sociology, (1989), the rate of 
severe husband-to-wife vio- 
lence in Canada was 48 out 
of every 1,000, while severe 
wife-to-husband violence 
was 100 out of every 1,000. 

Figuring a typo, I re-read 
the statistics, only to read in 
the following paragraph that 
women tend to act violently 
toward their male counter- 
parts more often than the 
other way around. 

Intrigued, I continued to 
investigate. I wondered if, 
perhaps, the statistics in 
America could possibly 
show that, contrary to popu- 
lar belief, men are not the 
aggressors in 90% of spousal 
violence cases. 

The following was dis- 
covered. In America, in 1992, 
a study by Murray A. Straus 
and Glenda Kaufman Kantor 
of the University of New 
Hampshire’s Family 
Research Laboratory found 
that, per 1,000 couples, 92 
reported minor assaults such 
as pushing, grabbing and 
slapping, by the husband. 

However, the study 
reported a rate of 94 minor 
assaults by the wife. 
Moreover, 19 couples report- 
ed severe assaults such as 
kicking, biting, punching or 
using a gun or knife, by the 
husband. Yet 44 couples 
reported severe assault by 


the wife! This means that 
women are perpetrators of 
the crime at more than twice 
the rate of their male coun- 
terparts. 

Many may dismiss the 
information as nothing more 
than utter drivel. However, 
similar research was con- 
ducted by Richard Gelles of 
the University of Rhode 
Island. His research data 
MATCHED with that of 
Straus and Kaufman-Kantor. 
Gelles went on to state that 
women's’ violence cannot be 
attributed to only self- 
defense in such a large per- 
centage of cases. 

Domestic violence, is 
more often than not, a 
learned behavior, like any 
form of abuse. Child abuse 
victims are more likely to 
abuse both their spouse or 
partner and their own chil- 
dren. To victims of abuse, 
violence is a way of express- 
ing anger and becomes a nor- 
malized means to interact 
with his partner. Such a state- 
ment is not to undermine the 
number of cases in which 
violence is a direct reaction 
to threats or aggression. 

However, one may won- 
der what kind of statistics are 
unveiled as one looks into 
child abuse. Therefore, I 
decided to hunt down some 
information published by 
The Third National 


Incidence Study of Child 
Abuse and Neglect (NIS-3) 
from the US Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(a copy can be obtained by 
calling 1-800-FYI-3366). 

Let us see what details 
NIS-3 provided us with. 55% 
of child murders are commit- 
ted by women, and 64% of 
their victims are male chil- 
dren. When women murder 
adults, the majority of their 
victims are men. 
Furthermore, women com- 
mit 52% of spousal homo- 
cides and are CONVICTED 
of 41% of spousal murders. 

Lastly, a whopping 82% 
of the general population 
had it's first experience of 
violence at the hands of 
women. 

Perhaps even more inter- 
esting is that children are 
three times more likely to be 
fatally abused in single- 
mother households than in 
single-father households. 
The odds worsen in house- 
holds where the mother 
cohabits with a man other 
than the biological father. 

Furthermore, children 
raised in single mother 
households are eight times 
more likely to become killers 
than children raised with 
their biological father. 

Perhaps it is fair to say 
that the perception of domes- 
tic violence held by many is 


incredibly inaccurate? How 
could such a misconception 
exist? 

Some will claim that the 
status quo exists due to the 
liberal media’s unrealistic 
slant on reality, while others 
may claim that divorce attor- 
neys and gender activists 
encourage false accusations, 
due to legal and financial 
benefits, and child custody 
rewards. 

However, such claims 
are, unfortunately, hear-say, 
and would require more 
research. However, I did 
come across one recent study 
done of emergency room 
patients, which shows that 
only 1% of men who were 
injured by women reported 
the incident to police, 

Is it accurate? Perhaps, 
perhaps not. However, judg- 
ing by the story about my 
folks’ casual acquaintance 
who kept receiving a black 
eye, I would wager that such 
a statistic may not be too far 
off. 

In closing, let us not for- 
get that, while domestic vio- 
lence has absolutely no place 
in our homes, it is NOT AT 
ALL male dominated. To 
those who refuse to believe 
what you have read, I can 
only urge you to order the 
statistics sheets, and see for 
yourselves. You will be as 
astonished as I was. 


Middle East misrepresented 
To The Editor: 


In the Oct. 11, 2001 edi- 
tion of The Stoutonia, Becky 
Hartung states, “The US 
troops were stationed at 
Mecca and Medina, two of 
the holiest Muslim cities for 
seven years.” Having worked 
in Saudi Arabia on three dif- 
ferent occasions in the 1980s, 
Idisagree with that statement 
because although Makkah 
and Medinah are holy cities, 
non-Muslims are not allowed 
there.

Wall is a big hit at new Athletic Complex 


Students should take 
advantage of the new com- 
plex which includes a 
weightlifting center and a 
pair of rock climbing walls. 

These facilities were 
added onto the Johnson field 
house, and the surrounding 
area. Don and Nona 
Williams Stadium is also part 
of the new complex. The 
overall cost for the new com- 
plex was $8.9 million. 

Located at the south end 
of the field house is the new 
indoor rock climbing center. 
With two 30 foot high walls 
the center is quite a sight to 
see. The blue floor is similar 
to a gymnastics floor, and it 
is fairly bouncy. 

Not that anyone ever 


falls and needs to bounce 
thanks to the belayers, the 
spotters of rock climbing. 

Bruce Saxon is in charge 
of Stout Adventures, which 
incorporates much more 
then just the rock climbing 
walls. “Getting involved is a 
great way to meet people,” 
Saxon said of the center. 

Saxon has been climb- 
ing for 10 years, and the 
highest he has _ ever 
climbed is 680 feet, or 
roughly 23 of the walls 
here at UW-Stout. 


One of his student 


workers is Zana Baumer, a 
senior Dietetics major here 
at UW-Stout. 

“Climbing is a good 
thing to do with a friend,”

Climbing the wall 
requires two people; one to 
do the climbing, and the 
other to act as a belayer. 

Another good thing to 
go climbing with is a pair 
of climbing shoes which 
bare a striking resem- 
blance to aqua socks. The 
shoes have a smooth, hard 
rubber bottom that allow 
the user to grip the surface 
of the rock better. 

“One of the walls here at 
Stout is a mold of an actual 
wall here in Wisconsin,” 
Saxon said. 

The climbing wall is 
open from 4:00 p.m. until 
10:00 p.m. Sunday through 
Thursday, and then 12:00 


pm. until 4:00 p.m. on 
Friday. 

To buy a pass for climb- 
ing all semester the cost is 
$30 dollars. A all-year pass 
is $50 dollars. One session, 
which comes with a crash 
course in climbing, costs $5 
dollars.

We have all asked the 
question at least once, “why 
are students required to live 
two years in the dorms?” 

Two University of 
Wisconsin-Stout — students 
went after the answer to this 
question last year. Valori and 
Heather, both sophomores at 
UW-Stout, tell what they 
both were willing to do, to 
prove that you should not 
have to be a junior tobe able 
to live off campus. 

Around this time in any 
school year, most students 
are looking for places to live. 
Some are also looking for 
ways to get around the UW- 
system’s policy that requires 
all freshman and sopho- 
mores to live on campus for 
the first two years of their 
college careers. 

Valori and Heather tried 
the standard ways that most 
students do when first 
attempting to get off campus. 
They both wrote letters to 


the school explaining rea- 
sons why they felt they 
should be granted permis- 
sion to live off campus. 

After being denied, they 
had to think creatively about 
what would be their next 
plan of action. While deam- 
ing up other reasons that 
students were granted per- 
mission to live off campus, 
the idea of marriage popped 
into their minds. 

Heather and Valori con- 
sidered the idea of getting 
married as a lesbian couple, 
only for the purpose of 
being granted permission to 
live off campus and only as a 
last resort. This would be to 
show how unfair they 
thought the housing rule is. 

While considering their 
options, the idea of joining 
the National Guard had also 
come to mind as something 
that they considered. In the 
end, the Nationa! Guard 
won out, but that still didn’t 
persuade Martin Fritz, who 
is in charge of granting stu- 
dents permission for off- 
campus living. 

In order for the policy to 
allow them or any students 
off campus, they must have 
veteran status in the 
National Guard. 

After going through a 
lot of work, Heather and 

Valori’s Sargent wrote 
letters to Fritz stating

Posters can be found across campus 
advertising the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout bands and challenging whoever 
reads them to “get into the spotlight.” 

But being a member of the band is 
more than just being on stage. 

Concert Band, a one-credit course 
offered by the music department, meets 
for an hour and twenty minutes, two times 
per week. 

“Band is a nice release from the rigors 
of the classroom,” said band director 
Stephanie Graber. 

Members of Concert Band are then eli- 
gible to audition for Jazz Band, another 
one-credit course, or volunteer for Pep 
Band.

Graber described her 
band students as “the best cross-section of 
what Stout is all about - service, excellence 
and leadership.”

Campus cracks down

Due to a significant crack- 
down by Sony Corporation, 
the sharing of mp3s on the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
campus is about to become 
drastically lessened. 

Since Congress enacted 
the Digital Millennium 
Copyright Act in 1998, UW- 
Stout has received one or 
two notices each year saying 
that an individual on cam- 
pus has committed an act of 
copyright infringement. Last 
week alone, there were more 
than a dozen. 

Companies like Sony 
are acting to protect their 
copyrighted songs. By 
monitoring sites like 
Aimster, Sony is able to 
detect individuals sharing 
and downloading mp3s. 


Consequently, they can 
identify the individual and 
notify the service provider. 

Songs by Incubus and 
Michael Jackson seem to be 
getting students into the 
most trouble. 

“Sony sent me a letter 
today about a student trying 
to download ‘Wish You 
Were Here’ by Incubus,” 
said Doug Wahl, Associate 


Director of 
Telecommunications and 
Networking. “Usually, big 


bands like this have their 
songs protected by copy- 
right. Only little bands 
leave songs out there; 
they’re just hoping to get 
their music heard.” 

In response to the com- 
plaints, the UW-Stout has had 
to temporarily shut off 
Internet access to these indi- 
viduals. After the first warn- 
ing, students were asked to 


delete all illegal materials 
from their computer. If 
caught a second time, the stu- 
dents will be completely 
banned from the Net and will 
be subject to disciplinary 
action, which may range from 
a verbal warning to being dis- 
missed from campus. 

“If we don’t do this, 
then companies can come 
against us,” said John Enger, 
Director of University 
Relations. “We have no 
duty to monitor Internet 
traffic here, but if we’re noti- 
fied of illegal behavior, we 
have to take the disciplinary 
steps to insure that the 
school is not sued.” 

As an internet service 
provider, the school is 
required to take such steps. 
The same standards would 
apply to a plain citizen

Squirrel 
shocks 
campus 


Squirrel trips 
transformer, causes 
power outage on 
half of campus

As rumors flew around 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout campus as to what 
had caused half the build- 
ings to loose power on the 
morning of Monday, Nov. 5, 
one far fetched idea turned 
out to be correct. 

A squirrel got into the 
Excel Power substation that 
supplies electric power to the 
UW-Stout. While apparently 
trying to jump across two 
phases of the high voltage 
generator, the squirrel touch 
both of them at the same time. 
The two phases were tripped 
and the squirrel was killed. 

This was the time that 
many students, faculty and 
administrators found them- 
selves in complete darkness. 
Power went out at about 9:30 
a.m. on Nov. 5 and was 
restored at 10:15 a.m. 

UW-Stout is run off of 
two transformers. It is now 
being run off of one, which is 
located in the heating plant 
until the second can be fixed. 

“We had the capability of 
tieing both of the lines that 
come into Stout, we brought 
in our tie breaker to [restore 
power,” said Ted Hendzel, 
Director of the Physical Plant. 

The buildings affected 
by the outage were Jarvis 
Hall, both the science and 
technology wings, Applied 
Arts, Micheels Hall, the heat- 
ing plant, Fryklund Hall, 
Harvey Hall, Bowman Hall 
and the Communications 
Technologies building. 

Since classrooms were 


completely dark, it was 
impossible for many profes- 
sors to hold class. 

“The classroom is dark,” ~ 
professor William Johnson 
said to his Operations 
Management class in Jarvis 
Hall on Monday. “There's 
no way we can use it. With 
this power outage, I'm going 
to have to call it off.” 

Students didn’t seem to 
mind having some of their 
classes canceled for the day. 

“We still had to [come 
down] class,” said Matt 
Bagnell, a junior in General 
Business Administration. 
“But it was very nice not to 
have class.” 

Along with a power out- 
age, the fire alarms also went 
off in Applied Arts. Most 
people still had no idea of 
what had happened. 

“The power went out 
and then the fire alarms went 


off,” commented Dave 
Marquardt, a custodian in 
Applied Arts. 


Smoke could be smelled 
in the building, which is 
most likely why the alarms 
went off. Rumors circulated 
that there was a fire and that 
is what caused the power to 
go off in the first place. 
However, the smokey smell 
was very likely due to the 
heating, ventilation and air 
conditioning motor running 
on a single phase of the 
transformer versus three. 

“For a short period of 
time, our motors were run- 
ning on a single phase,” 
said Hendzel. “The motors 
were running very hot and 
may have caused the 
smoke smell.” 

There were no damage 
reports filed for the Applied 
Arts building due to smoke. 

For the time being UW-

Stout will be making full use of 
the remaining transformer to 
provide power. Excel Energy 
has made repairs and will be 
footing the cost of the outage. 
“We can run on one feed- 
er and that’s what we're 
doing,” said Hendzel. 
Hendzel also commented 
that Excel Energy most likely 
had the transformer fixed 
Monday afternoon, but that 
UW-Stout will not go back to 
full campus power until the 
morning of Friday Nov. 9. 
“There will be another 
shut down when the repairs 
are complete to allow the 
buildings to be switched back 
to the normal feeder,” said 
Robert Dodge in an e-mail 
sent out to all faculty and staff 
Monday morning. “We will 
plan to do this late evening or 
early morning in an attempt 
to keep daily operations as 
efficient as possible.”

around her. When throw- 
ing parties, she made every 
effort to accommodate the 
comforts of her guests, 
while trying not to put too 
much stress on servants.

From 1870 
to 2001, the only edition of 
the Dunn County News 
missing in the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout Archives is 
the one with her obituary. 
Interestingly, the newspaper 
was owned by the Knapp, 
Stout Co., Company, of 
which Mr. Tainter was a 
one-third owner.

using a provider such as 
America Online. 

“We're not here to scare 
students, we just want them 
to be aware of the federal law, 
and to know that it isn’t the 
university doing this,” Enger 
said. “Students need to real- 
ize that under the law, they 
can be sued for up to $100,000 
per illegally obtained item on 
their computer. Companies 
can renew the law suits so 
that 10 years from now, when 
you have a job and own a 
house, they collect.” 

[Bob], a sophomore, said, 
“1 have over 2,000 songs on 
my computer. Don’t print 
my name or anything, it'll 
make it that much easier for 
them to find me. I was sued 
by Napster, but I never filled 
out the stupid form. In theo- 
ty, I’ve probably got 40 years 
in prison coming.” 

“Tt seems like [Sony] is 
hard core invading people's 
Privacy,” [Bob] said.

Software Alliance (BSA) has 
been doing just this. In what 
is known as the “Truce 
Campaign, the BSA sent 
millions of letters to business 
across the nation this sum- 
mer on behalf of companies 
such as Microsoft Corp., 
Adobe Systems Inc. and 
Apple Computer Inc. The 


letter stated that businesses 
had one month to make sure 
all of their software was 
licensed properly, or else 
they could be investigated by 
the BSA and sued. 

Although the BSA will 
not be able to actually check 
most of these businesses, they 
have walked into some and 
preformed software audits. 

According to ‘eWeek’ 
magazine, the extra licenses 
filed for by businesses have 
boosted Microsoft's revenues 
from 300% to 2,000% since 
the Truce Campaign started. 
Accordingly, Microsoft has 
been encouraging other com- 
panies to do so also. 

The BSA claims that last 
year, “$2.94 billion was lost 
to piracy in North America 
alone.” Although UW-Stout 
has yet to experience any 
complaints regarding pirat 
ed software, such a possibil- 
ity looms in the future. 

“The software copyright 
issue will be here pretty 
soon,” Wahl said. “It’s only a 
matter of time.”

Upon leaving the termi- 
nal we were scanned and 
frisked by airport security, 
although I could not help but 
notice that the security who 
were most likely trained to 
look for suspicious people 
and material, were just going 
through the motions. We 
were also randomly selected 
to have all of our bags hand 
searched. All of the contents 
in my bags were emptied 
and every pocket was 
searched. 

What are they trained to 
look for? Is it guns, knives, 
drugs or bombs? I found that 
a difficult question to 
answer myself, 


I do feel this is a good 
step to take for the general 
safety for all employees and 
flyers, but how is this going 
to stop terrorists?

So here I am once again. 
Preparing for the inevitable. 
Standing at a crossroad that 
could change my college 
career forever. As worried as I 
probably should be, I am not. 

Every chance I get I will 
share the struggles I have 
overcome in my lifetime. 
People always say 
“Everything happens for a 
reason.” I think that is so far 
from the truth, Everything 
doesn’t happen for a reason. 
We  perservere through 
everything for a reason. We 


win the battles in our lives for 
a reason. To share and to 
grow close. 

In one short week I will 
be standing in front of what I 
assume will be a fair crowd; 
some friends, some strangers, 
but I hope to leave them all 
with thoughts they had not 
considered prior to that time. 

I told myself I wouldn’t 
directly plug this event of 
mine, but the name is “Hope 
and Hopelessness.”

The University of 
Wisconsin-Stout has imple- 
mented a new registration 
process, and with registra- 
tion already in progress, 
many students do not know 
of the changes. In past years 
UW-Stout has been convert- 
ing the manual registration 
process into an innovative 
computerized process that is 
transmitted via the Internet. 

Students at UW-Stout 
have always been given new 
opportunities to advance 
their education with the new 
technologies added every 
year. With the student web 
server already successfully 
running and a laptop cam- 
pus just around the corner, 
online registration is just 
another step forward. 

By-utilizing the conven- 
ience of computers, the uni- 
versity intends to make a 
more versatile way for stu- 
dents to find the classes to 
fulfill their program require- 
ments. This new process still 
requires students to carefully 
plan and map out the classes 
they need to graduate. 

Many students do not 
realize the steps needed 
before clicking the send but- 
ton to register their classes. 

Any student inquiring 
about the changes or won- 
dering how to register, can 
go to the Registration and 
Records office, talk to their 
advisor or go the UW-Stout 
web page to find the 
timetable and get informa- 
tion on registration. 

It is suggested that stu- 
dents meet with their 
appointed advisor to go over 
their degree audits and dis- 
cuss possible minors or con-

centrations. Advisors have 
each student's transcripts on 
file, and the classes that still 
need to be taken. 

Students can also go 
online to view their degree 
audits; this added conven- 
ience compares a student's 
academic record with the 
requirements for their 
degree program. 

Class selections can also 
be found online. This gives 
descriptions, course restric- 
tions and states if the class is 
still open for enrollment. 
This feature lets students 
view newly-added courses 
on campus, and allows pro- 
fessors to update the 
descriptions of thier courses. 

The paperback version 
of the class timetable is print- 
ed every two years. 

“1 like online registration 
for two reasons: you can 
always get up-to-date infor- 
mation, and they can stop 
printing all of those 
timetable books,” said Erik 
Landru, a Telecommuni- 
cations Systems major. For 
Landru, the changes made to 
registration are new. 

Last year’s web-based 
registration was not without 
its problems; many students 
became frustrated when the 
server would back up, and 
waited as their computers 
slowly registered their class- 
es. At times, students would 
get booted off of the server 
due to the large numbers 
registering at the same time. 

Students were given a 
scheduled date to register, 
based on how many credits 
they had accumulated. In 
order to increase chances of 
getting into a class, many 
students waited up until 
midnight of their assigned 
date to get the best chance at 
their choice classes. This 
rush often caused the server 
to back up, and made this 
new and more convenient 
process, become time con- 
suming and difficult. 

“If you put all of your 
classes in at one time, you 
could get kicked off,” said 
Hilary Weness, an Interior 
Design major in his junior

In the Blue Devil's 
Homecoming victory, 
Zmyewski was an instru- 
mental part to the team’s 
comeback. He kicked his 
first collegiate field goal and 
what would amount to be 
the game-winning field goal 
in the fourth quarter. 

“When I first kicked the 
ball I had my head down so I 
didn’t see it til it was half 
way there,” saidZmyewski, 
“then I heard the crowd and 


I knew it was good.” The 
kick was 46-yards. 
Later in game, when 


Zmyewski was called upon 
to attempt the game-winning 
kick, he thought he missed it. 
“1 thought a River Falls play- 
er got his hand on it,” said 
Zmyewski. “I didn’t think it

Zmyewski knows that 
without the help of the hold- 
er and snapper, along with 
the offensive line, none of 
his success would be possi- 
ble.

In the Zmyewski’s front 
yard is a 50 by 30-yard 
football field with a 10-ft 
goal post.

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While playing for the 
Rushford-Peterson team in 
high school, Zmyewski real- 
ized that if he worked hard 
enough there would be a long 
future as a kicker for him. 

“People think it is easy to 
Kick a ball, but it is the abil- 
ity to kick the ball where 
you want to time after time 
which makes it tough,” 
said Zmyewski, “that’s 
why there isn’t many kick- 
ers out there.”

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Administration 
evaluates Apple 
Computer’s 
proposal to bring 
Apples to campus 
in 2002

Changes will be made 
at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout in the fall 
2002 semester when the lap- 
top program takes effect. 
All incoming freshmen will 
be required to have a lap- 
top. Earlier this fall, UW- 
Stout signed a contract with 
the Compaq Corporation 
and Vanguard Computers 
to be able to sell and lease 
laptops to incoming fresh- 
men. However, there is 
now a bid and response 
from Apple Computers on 
the laptop initiative for the 
fall of 2002. 

A meeting to discuss 
the possibility of also hav- 
ing Apple laptops was held 
on Friday, Oct. 26. A main 
concern for many people is 
whether Apple and 
Compaq will both be com- 
patible and have the same 


capabilities. Also, will 
teaching in a classroom 
with both kinds of comput- 
ers work well together? 
These are just some of the 
questions that students, fac- 
ulty and staff may be con- 
cerned about. 

Currently, UW-Stout is 
in the process of evaluating 
a proposal by Apple 
Computers. 

“Information has been 
collected from both vendors 
and now we're working with 
Apple to come up with a 
contract comparable to 
Compaq’s,” said John Enger 
of University Relations. 

The option of leasing 
Apple laptops to incoming 
freshmen in fall 2002 instead 
of just Compaq is a huge 
decision UW-Stout has to 
make, so very careful 
thought and planning is 
going into it before anything 
is made final with Apple. 

“Tt has been decided 
that freshmen will all pay 
the same tuition next year 
and the laptop will be 
included in the tuition,” 
said Vic Mencoff, Laptop 
Initiative Coordinator. 

Whatever the outcome of 
the decision, students will be 
affected. Many majors such 
as Graphic Communications, 
Graphic Design and other art- 


related majors 
mainly use Apple 
Computers, so if 
new freshmen com- 
ing into the program 
only had the option 
of having a PC lap- 
top, problems 
could occur. 
Students would 
have a difficult time 
becoming, familiar with 
the operating systems 
and may be ill-prepared for 
the field of work they enter 
upon graduation. 
Some people wonder 
why it is even necessary 
to become a laptop cam- 
pus. Discussions start- 
ed in 1998, and 
budget forms 
conduct- 
ed during 
1998 and 1999 supported the 
movement of the campus in 
this direction. During the 
past two years, teams of fac- 
ulty and administrators 
have visited other campuses 
in Michigan and Minnesota 
that have successfully 
become laptop campuses. 
During the past few 
years pilot programs con- 
ducted with two majors, with 
the ultimate goal being that 
all incoming freshmen will be 
required to have a laptop by 
the fall of 2002. UW-Stout 
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has always been strong in 
paving the way to the use of 
more technology. By becom- 
ing a laptop campus students 
will not only have advan- 
tages such as word process- 
ing, presentation software 
and e-mail applications, but 
also they will be able to work 
with instructors and class- 
mates, conduct research via 
the internet, work in online 
discussion groups and sub- 
mit class assignments over 
the Internet. 

Right now more than 50 
universities across the 
United States require lap- 
tops for new students 
enrolled in their programs. 
Positive impacts have been 
a result of this change. 
According to the UW-Stout 
laptop web site at 


http:/ / ww.uwstout.edu/ 
laptop, at Wake Forest 
University in Winston- 
Salem, N.C. there is 
an increased fresh- 
men to sophomore 
retention of 89-94 
percent, suppos- 
edly in connection.

Property of Bolo 
restaurant bought

One of Menomonie’s historical restau- 
rants will be leaving it’s current location at 
207 Pine Avenue West and may be leaving the 
Menomonie community for good. The Bolo 
was recently bought out by Marketplace, a 
local grocer. 

The property of the Bolo Inn of 
Menomonie was bought in 1955, and the Bolo 
that stands today was built in 1967. Since 
then, the Bolo has provided much for the stu- 
dents of the University of Wisconsin-Stout. 

“1 am disappointed that the Bolo is clos- 
ing. It was the only nice alternative to eat at 
when parents would come to town,” said 
Sara Shultz, a junior in business. 

Mary Bower, a waitress at the Bolo, 
recalls the variety of people who came to the 
Bolo, and she remembers meeting all the par- 


ents of UW-Stout students. 

The restaurant was also great for cele- 
brating special occasions. 

“Along with...cheesecake, they would 
sing for you on your birthday,”said Shultz. 

As for the mood of the restaurant, Shultz 
says, “The atmosphere is definitely interest- 
ing, with a dog hunting theme, red plush car- 
pet, mirrors everywhere and that big picture 
of some famous hunting dog.” 

That famous hunting dog, according to 
co-owner Dick Neubauer, was a black 
labrador retriever named Claymore Bolo and 
was owned by the original founder of the 
Bolo Inn, Bill Braker. Today, there stands a 
tombstone by the bar entrance that marks the 
grave of the namesake of the Bolo. 

The Bolo Inn’s buyer is Marketplace 
Foods. But, Neubauer says not to be sad yet. 

“There might be a new Bolo built on the 
corner of the property, and it would be under 
new owners,” said Neubauer. 

The exact date of closing is not final yet, 
but the Bolo Inn will still be around until the 
middle of summer. Many will miss all that 
the Bolo Inn had to offer this community. 

“The Bolo is my home away from home,” 
said Bower. 

Shultz said, “The place was old-fash- 
ioned, and I think we will be losing a piece of 
Menomonie history.”

High school 
students spend a 
day on campus, 
get a feel for the 
ways of college

Last weekend, students 
in grades eight through 10 
were at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout for a day of 
college-level courses. The 
workshop held last weekend 
is just one of many accelerat- 
ed-learning programs 
offered throughout the state 
by the Wisconsin Center for 
Academically Talented 
Youth (WCATY). 

According to a news 
release, these workshops offer 
these students courses such as 
computer-aided manufactur- 
ing, theater and college plan- 


It seems that the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout is always on the cut- 
ting edge of technology — 
going laptop, trying for the 
Baldrige, etc. 
until the early 1960s there 
was another item to this 
list... babies. 

Yup, you read correct- 
ly, babies. 

As the first of its kind, 
the Stout Homemaker 
School was established in 
1907 in hopes of taking 
young women and prepar- 
ing them to be mistresses of 
their homes. According to 
the UW-Stout archives, the 
young ladies were trained 
to take care of all aspects of 
the house, take care of med- 
ical emergencies and host 
formal parties. 

For six weeks during 
one semester of their junior 
or senior year, the girls 
lived in the ‘Home 
Management House’ on the 
corner of 6th Street and 9th 
Avenue in Menomonie. 
Tasks such as housekeep- 
ing, laundry, marketing, 
cooking, hosting and tak- 
ing care of the baby were 
rotated among the group. 
After six weeks elapsed, 
the next group of girls 
moved in. 

According to UW- 
Stout archives, the baby 
came special delivery cour- 
tesy of the Wisconsin State 


Well, up- 


ning. Such non-traditional 
courses as these allow stu- 
dents to explore their interests 
more than they would be able 
to in high school. These accel- 
erated courses were taught by 
UW-Stout faculty and were 
held in college classrooms to 
better introduce the high 
school students to the UW- 
Stout campus and the college- 
learning environment. 

“These explorations pro- 
grams introduce students to 
college campuses and 
research sites, as well as pro- 
fessionals and field experts, 
with the purpose of expand- 
ing students’ educational 
and career goals. In addition, 
students have a lot of fun 
and meet other students 
from around the state,” said 
Susan Corwith, WCATY 
Director of Programs in a 
news release. 

WCATY was established 
in 1991 as a private, non-prof- 
it organization. Based out of 
Madison, it is the only 


Welfare Department. To 
ensure the child wouldn’t 
have memories of staying 
with the girls, it was to be 
no older than 17 months 
upon the end of its year at 
the university.

Kudos to these Stout 
Homemaker School  stu- 
dents of the past and those of 
you now who manage to 
raise a child, run a house and 
still find time to go to school.

The WCATY mission 
states, “WCATY’s goal is to 
ensure that all of these chil- 
dren have the opportunity to 
fully develop their talents for 
the benefit of themselves, 
their community and our 
society as a whole.”

The truth is that the lives of 
the 251 passengers and 9 
crew members claimed by 
the crash of Flight 587 are 
attributed to a mechanical or 
piloting failure. 

What is the role of the 
media and journalism in the 
war on terrorism? To keep 
the public informed. Where 
can we draw a line between 
informing the public and 


spreading terrorism? So far, 
it seems as though no line 
has been or will be drawn. 
The fact of the matter is that 
we are succumbing to terror- 
ism, even as we put our 
every effort into fighting it. 

The paranoia this coun- 
try is experiencing is the 
exact behavior that shows we 
are losing the battle. We are 
saturated with terrorist cov- 
erage 24/7 and it is dictating 
our lives. It’s no surprise that 
we automatically attribute 
the plane crash to terrorism. 
We're fighting a two-sided 
battle. We aren’t losing the 
physical war in Afghanistan, 
but the war on terrorism in 
the American society. 

The al Qaeda network 
has gained control over our 
country, mental more than 
physical control, almost a 
brainwash over us. How 


many times a day do you 
think of terrorism? How 
many of your behaviors or 
thoughts are now uncon- 
sciously controlled by that 
fear? It is a hard question to 
ask yourself. Hard because 
you may not want to know 
the answer. 

Our nation is living in 
terror; the voice of the media 
is its number one opponent. 
So what do we need to know 
and what is information 
adding fuel to the fire?

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Many people sat in front 
of their TV in horror as they 
watched firemen hose down 
the burning rubble from the 
crash of American Airlines 
Flight 587 that crashed into 
Queens New York early 
Monday morning. The first 
thought that crossed my 
mind was America is under 
attack again, but I was con- 
fused as to why terrorists 
would crash a plane into a 
residential neighborhood. 
Then I thought there was a 
possible retaliation and the 


terrorists were over-taken 
similar to what happened to 
the plane that crashed into 
Pennsylvania. Various sce- 
narios flashed through my 
mind, but none of them 
included a possible engine 
failure or any other fluke 
accident. Nothing is con- 
firmed at this time, but it is 
speculated that there was 
mechanical failure. 

Has the Sept. 11 events 
made Americans overly 
paranoid? Will every crime 
be traced back to terrorism? 
In 1996 TWA flight 800 
crashed and it was not a 
question of terrorism, but it 
was the safety standards that 
were over-looked. 

Americans are in a very 
vulnerable position, and are 
fighting to find some sense of 
security.

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Fear can only be short-term for US 


and our safety is uncertain. 
There are many questions 
that lay void of answers. It is

We know that terrorists 
were responsible for the 
Sept. 11 tragedies. However, 
we do not know that terror- 
ists were responsible for the 
anthrax, and we do not know 
that terrorists are responsible 
for flight 587. 

After Sept. 11 we are 
quick to label terrorism as 
the root of all of our prob- 
lems as a nation, and we will 
continue for years to come. It 
is easy to put the blame on 


someone else to avoid facing 
the underlying problem, 
whatever that may be. 

Osama and his band of 
Talibans answer the who 
question, and we can only 
speculate the how, when and 
where. We have increased 
security in airports and are 
beginning to protect our- 
selves against bio-terrorism. 
All three New York area air- 
ports were closed after flight 
587 crashed into the Queens 
neighborhood, and the 
empire state building was 
evacuated. Our national 
defense is trying to cover as 
much ground as possible to 
avoid mass destruction that 
we experienced in 
September. The question of 
why can never be fully 
answered. 

Afghan men and women 


have a belief and value sys- 
tem contrary to even the 
diverse American way of life. 
Many people know very lit- 
tle about the Muslim reli- 
gion, so stereotypes are 
made, and hatred begins to 
grow. This hatred grows, and 
people become so focused on. 
revenge and retaliation that 
resolution and peace slips 
farther away. 

Our nation has every 
right to be paranoid and 
overly cautious, because it 
helps people build up confi- 
dence in the American safety. 
We cannot, however, go 
through life looking over our 
shoulder; terrorism will 
never completely end, but if 
we let them impact our way 
of life, their purposes will be 
served.

Student rooms get the ‘once-over’ by dorm staff while 


students are away from school for Thanksgiving

Thanksgiving break is 
quickly approaching and 
students are getting ready to 
head home. 

There will be two days of 
classes before the five-day 
weekend; students must be 
out of the dorms by 11:00 
p.m. Tuesday. 

Many students wonder 
why they are being kicked 
out, and the simple answer 
is, the dorm staff wants to go 
home, too. Your resident 
advisor, hall director and 
night staff do have homes 
and families who they want 
to spend time with, and 
without these people there is 
no one to run the dorms. 
Before the staff can go home, 
each room must be opened 


During spot-checks of dorms over Thanksgiving, 


and checked, so all resident 
halls are closed down with 
the exception of North Hall. 
“We make sure every- 
body is gone and then we 
make sure lights are off, win- 
dows are closed and locked 
and the blinds are shut,” says 
Mathew ‘Bubba’ Steffes, an 
R.A. in Hansen Hall. “We 
also check to see if the fire 
alarm works [and] look for 
anything not authorized in 
the dorms like candles or 
illegal substances.” All 
rooms are entered by two 
RAs and then checked off. 
Rooms are not searched, 
but if anything that is not 
supposed to be in dorm- 
rooms is found lying out, a 
citation will be written up. 
This includes candles, toaster 
ovens or illegal substances. 
“If we find anything sit- 
ting out that is illegal, it will 
be documented and then your 


certain illegal substances tend to turn up. If students 
do not want to receive a letter from their hall direc 
tor, they should remove all traces of violations.

If anything illegal is 
found, students will be 
asked to meet with their hall 
director or most likely they 
will be asked that the item in 
question be brought home or 
be put in storage.

Open-heart surgery uses 
two to three units of blood, 
and a single liver transplant 
requires 15 units of blood. 

People with hemophilia 
in need of plasma therapy 
require 60,000 units of plas- 
ma. Blood and plasma are in 
very high demand, and peo- 
ple of all blood types are 
urged to donate. 

At the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout the 
American Red Cross set up 
stations in the Great Hall 
Nov. 7 and 8 for students to 
donate blood. Organized by 
Gamma Sigma Sigma, the 
drive was a huge success, 
with 222 students in total 
eventually donating. 

“Tt felt strange having a 
needle sucking my blood 
out,” said Kelly Davis. 

After donating, students 
were given snacks and juice 
donated by McDonalds, the 
Market Place, Wal-Mart and 
Alpha Phi Omega.

Before students can give 
blood, they must fill out a 
blood donor record and 
answer some very personal 
questions regarding disease, 
drug use, travels and sexual 
practices. Some main con- 
cerns include Hepatitis, 
Malaria, CJD (Creutzfeldt- 
Jakob Disease, linked with 
mad cow disease), HIV and 
other infections. 

Donors continue to a 
registered nurse who will 
check the donor’s vital signs 
and administer a finger 
prick, which is tested for an 
iron deficiency. 

If all of the requirements 
are met, the donors can move 
onto a collection technician. 
Here they will draw a pint of 
blood into a sterile bag. It 
takes approximately 6-12 
minutes for the blood to be 
taken, then bags are labeled 
and stored for testing. 

Blood donors must be 
relatively healthy, be at least 
17 years old and weigh at 
least 110 pounds. This 
means that they are not ill at 
the time of donation and a 
normal blood pressure. 
Donors must not have had 
any tattoos or body piercing 
in the last 12 months. 

Plasma donation is also a 
way that people can con- 
tribute to the well-being of 
others. Plasma is the liquid 
portion of blood and is need-

ed for patients suffering 
from hemophilia, immune 
deficiencies, traumatic 
shock, severe burns or other 
life threatening diseases. 
Blood is extracted from 
the arm (similar to a blood 
donation) but is then filtered 
through a cell separating 
machine. Then the other 
blood components, red 
blood cells and platelets, are 
returned to your body. 
Plasma donation is also 
a way that people can con- 
tribute to the well-being of 
others. Plasma donors are 
paid anywhere from $20-$50 
per donation and can donate 
up to two times every week.

18 years old, 110 pounds and 
be relatively healthy. A drug 
test is also administered 
before plasma can be given. 

Blood and plasma dona- 
tions are a way to help acci- 
dent victims or people with 
disease live to see another 
day.

This past weekend, 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout’s Tulgeywood Players 
performed “The Night 
Thoreau Spent in Jail.” 
Written by playwrights 
Jerome Lawrence and Robert 
E. Lee, the play first debuted 
in 1970 on an Ohio stage, far 
from the world-renowned 
theater epicenter of 
Manhattan, reaffirming the 
beliefs of the show’s main 
character, transcendentalist 
Henry David Thoreau. 

UW-Stout’s production 
was directed by Dr. James 
Miller and performed in 
the Harvey Hall Theatre. 
Nearly all seats were filled 
Monday night as the cast 
of 17 acted on the simple 
set, designed by technical 
director Paul Calenberg. 
Five levels of platforms, 


three benches, a few scrag- 
gly, barren trees, and the 
mind’s imagination were 
the only tools used to cre- 
ate the scenes. Lighting 
was used to differentiate 
day and night as well as 
draw attention to charac- 
ters, and a fog machine 
added drama during a 
scene in the second act.

While in his cell, 
Thoreau had the freedom to 
define who he was, based 
on his life experiences, 
which are played out for the 
audience to also discover 
who he was and what he 
believed in. 

Although UW-Stout 
does not offer a major in 
theatre, University Theatre 
productions are as impres- 
sive as those schools with 
more resources. Working 
with the small stage Harvey 
Hall provides seemed not to 
be an issue for this show.

Thoreau was a critic of tech- 
nology, questioning its ben- 
efits. Therefore, simple sets 
and costumes were only 
appropriate because of his 
beliefs and the fact that his 
night of incarceration was in 
1846 — decades before the- 
atres had the abilities they 
have today. 

Of the 17 cast members, 
many were veterans to the 
UW-Stout stage. For a few 
characters, playing the part 
meant assuming an accent 
not often heard in northwest- 
ern Wisconsin. Arthur 
Kneeland, who played Sam 
Staples, constable of Concord; 
Roland Krager, playing 
Thoreau’s cell-mate Bailey, 
and Steve Floyd, who played 
a fugitive slave named 
Williams, all delivered lines 
as though they were truly the

characters they portrayed. 

Yes, acting is all about 
playing a part and delivering 
a line, but the effectiveness of 
a production lies in the ability 
of the actors and actresses to 
make the audience believe, 
for example, that Kneeland 
wasn’t Kneeland, but rather 
Sam Staples. 

All the cast members 
performed their roles with 
talent and grace uncommon 
to many amateur produc- 
tions I have seen. Graphic 
Design major Kara 
Mulrooney effectively por- 
trayed the demure Ellen 
Sewell, who was eager to 
discover transcendentalism 
and for whom both Thoreau 
brothers cared deeply. 

That brother, John, 
played by Tulgeywood vet- 
eran Daniel Zambrowski, 


was a character important 
in Henry’s life. 
Zambrowski played that 
supporting role as only an 
older brother could. 

While all people have 
friends who believe in 
them, there will always be 
those who do not under- 
stand. Thoreau’s own 
mother, played by Laura 
Oliver, was one who 
wished her sons had been 
more mainstream in their 
ideas, but nonetheless 
loved them for the differ- 
ent thinkers they were. 

Thoreau’s ideas were too 
revolutionary for the citizens 
of Concord in 1846. Matthew 
Watters played Deacon Ball, 
a firm believer in the old tra- 
ditions and enforced the rule 
of corporal punishment in 
public schools, ultimately 


causing Thoreau to resign his 
teaching position after only 
two weeks. 

Henry David Thoreau 
seems to belong to more than 
just the age he lived in (1817- 
1862). His constant question- 
ing of everything the 
American society was is not 
so different from today. The 
timing of this production 
was very apropos to the way 
many college students are 
thinking about our nation 
and world today. Miller, 
with his cast and crew, pre- 
sented this timeless story in 
an exceptional way.

It was the moment he 
has been waiting for whole 
his life, but he probably 
wishes it was under better 
circumstances.

Hazuga will get more time 
on defense if injuries contin- 
ue to force defensive lineman 
Willie Howard to sit out. 

Hazuga said he had been 
looking forward to this all 
season and he plans to make 
the most of this opportunity. 
Viking defensive line coach 
Brian Baker said Hazuga will 
get plenty of looks at defen- 
sive end. Baker was also a 
little worried because 
Hazuga is such a “jacked- 
up” type of player that he 
can get so excited out there 
that he falls apart. 

Hazuga didn’t fall apart, 
he showed in a limited 
amount of time that a high- 
energy player like himself 
can be a good player. 

After transferring from 
St. Cloud State, Hazuga 
played one year at UW-Stout, 
where he helped the team to 
its best season in team histo- 
ry.

Now it is up to UW-Stout to consider the 
possibility of rejoining the organization. 

So why did UW-Stout decide to leave 
United Council in the first place? Last year, 
according to former United Council 
Academic Affairs Director and UW-Stout 
student Henry Tyler, United Council lacked 
integrity and frequently lied to student gov- 
ernments about its accomplishments and 
victories as a lobbying agency. 

“As students we are very cautious 
when we spend money; we don’t want to 
pay for an organization that is not serving 
students as they should,” stressed members 
of the SSA Executive Board. 

Ultimately the students will determine if 
UW-Stout ever rejoins United Council. This 
is a process done in the form of a referendum 
in which students vote yes or no on whether 
to rejoin the organization. 

However, before the students can cast 
their votes, SSA must approve a referendum 
vote. If a referendum vote is passed, then 
SSA Vice-President Mike Bombaci would

Man dies in freeway accident

A flatbed semi struck the 
first cement pier of the 
Wilson Street overpass while 
heading west on Interstate 
94. The truck, carrying a load 
of rough-cut poplar boards, 
struck and knocked down 
the first pillar of the over- 
pass, located between the 
Menomonie exits on Nov. 15. 

According to the accident 


report, two people were in the 
truck when it hit the pillar. 
The driver was killed and the 
passenger was transported by 
ambulance from the scene. 
The truck received “very 
severe” damage in all areas, 
according to the accident 
report. In the pictorial repre- 
sentation of the accident in 
the report, lumber was spread 
across all four lanes of traffic. 
The cab was split in two; the 
right side of the cab was near 
the pillars of the overpass 


while the left side was in the 
left lane of the east-bound’ 
traffic lanes. The engine was 
found several feet ahead of 
the main wreckage, as were 
the driver and passenger. 

According to the report, 
the accident happened on 
flat, straight, dry road inl 
weather. The possible oc 
tributing circumstances 
stated in the report w 
exceeding the speed 
inattentive driving and f 
ure to have control.

Dear Editor- 

Tam a Domestic Violence 
Advocate at The Bridge to 
Hope here in Menomonie. To 
me, domestic violence is a 
very important issue. I don’t 
care who the victim or the 
aggressor is, I just want to 
help bring an end to domestic 
violence in general. It is not 
that I do not acknowledge 
that there are male victims, 
but released on October 1, 
2001, the Bureau of Justice 
Statistics state that “Intimate 
partner violence is primarily 
a crime against women: 
During 1999 females experi- 
enced 671,110 (85%) such vio- 
lent victimizations: males, 
120,100 (15%).” The most 
recent statistics from The 
Wisconsin Department of 
Justice found that “.,.females 
are most often the victims of 
reported domestic abuse by a 
male intimate partner.” There 
were 1,032 reported domestic 
incidents with a male offend- 
er and a male victim. There 
were 13,011 incidents with a 
male offender and a female 
victim, and there were 739 
incidents between two inti- 
mate females. 

I believe it needs to be 
known that domestic vio- 
lence has always been a dra- 
matically under reported 
crime. I have come across 
many women who did not 
report after experiencing a 
violent act from their inti-

mate partner and I’m sure 
there are many males who do 
not report either. 

Domestic Violence isn’t 
always about the physical 
altercations. An abuser uses 
many means as a way to have 
power and control in a rela- 
tionship. Physical violence is 
only a small part of the crime. 
Many of the women who 
come into my office tell me 
that the physical violence 
isn’t the worst part. The abus- 
er will continually call the 
victim horrible names and 
belittle everything that they 
do. Can you imagine some- 
one telling you that you are 
worthless and stupid every 
day of the week? I don’t care 
if you are male or female that 
would hurt your feelings and 
be very hard on your self 
esteem.

‘Tis the season that 
many students are plagued 
with the body-aching pains 
of the flu that swells like an 
angry wave inside and 
threatens to burst open the 
walls of its victim. The high- 
ly-communicable flu bug 
spreads like wild fire and 
sends many people to the 
doctor for relief. 

It is not easy for many 
students to get to a clinic 
outside of Menomonie, so 
coping with fever and body 
congestion seems to be the 
only alternative. 

An option that is often 
overlooked is the Student 
Health Services. It is provid- 
ed by the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout for each 
student. It is located on the 
North side of campus, across 
from Wigen Hall. 

The health fee each stu- 
dent paid in their tuition 
funds most office visits and 
lab costs. The physician can 
refer patients to other hospi- 
tals and prescribe some med- 
ication, but there are extra 
fees that need to be paid for 
by the student. 

If the physician feels the 
health center is not properly 
equipped to handle patients 
needs, a referral can be made 
to a surrounding clinic or 
hospital. This includes the 
Red Cedar Clinic, the White 
Oak Clinic of Menomonie, 
the Mideltort Clinic and the 
Marshfield Clinic in Eau 
Claire. The patient may be 
referred to the Mayo Clinic 


The health center is equipped to handle a variety of

ter. The medical staff is available to answer questions and treat health problems. 


in Rochester in the most 
extreme conditions. 

“Tf we feel [the Student 
Health Services] are not able 
to help, we can advise and 
direct their care.” Says Janice 
Lawrence-Ramaeker, the 
director of Student Heath 
Services at UW-Stout. 

The Health Center has a 
practicing staff of six, which 
includes one physician, three 
advanced practice registered 
nurses, one women’s health 
nurse practitioner and one 
medical technician. 

This clinic does not sim- 
ply hand out Ibuprofen and 
Sudafed; one of the patient's 
rights and responsibilities is 
to participate in choosing a 
form of treatment. 

Freshman Neil Swetz 
recently saw the physician 
for flu-like symptoms. 

“They gave me guide- 
lines to help me get over the 
flu and the best medication 
to take,” said Swetz

medical problems and dispense the proper care. 


Services is a well-equipped 
outpatient facility that is 
fully capable of diagnosing 
and treating many different 
medical problems, as well as 
providing medication, pre- 
ventative health screenings, 
physical examinations and 
counseling if needed. 

The physician is a board- 
certified family practitioner 
skilled at diagnosing ail- 
ments and prescribing med- 
ication as needed. Their 
pharmaceutical supply is not 
vast, but they do carry differ- 
ent antibiotics and the basic 
medication. They are also 
able to do research for the 
patient if they do not have 
the medication in stock. 

Preventative health care 
is provided for both men and 
women. They now offer tes- 
ticular exams for men and 
they provide pap smears, 
pregnancy testing, breast 
exams, post-abortion exams, 
and sexual assault follow up 
exams for women. 

Screening and treatment 
for many sexually transmit- 
ted diseases are offered for 
patients as well as contracep- 
tives. Condoms, 
diaphragms, Depo-Provera 
and birth control pills are 
provided at the clinic, for a 
small fee. Education is 
always available during any 
medical exam. 

Physical examinations 
that are mandatory for stu- 
dents before participating in 
any athletic activity, student 


teaching or to fulfill a pre- 
employment requirement 
are provided for at the 
Health Center. 

“We provide confiden- 
tiality and comprehensive 
care not only for physical 
health, but social health 
also,” says Lawrence- 
Ramaeker. Another right and 
responsibility of the patient 
is to receive accurate infor- 
mation about their health 
related concerns. 

“They told me different 
preventative measures to 
take so I don’t get sick in the 
future”, says Swetz, “[the 
nurse] recommended vacci- 
nations like the flu shot and 
the meningitis shot.” 

“Students should give us 
a call, in question, if you 
need assistance in the long 
run it could save you a lot of 
money,”said Lawrence- 
Ramaeker. She advises that 
if you have any concerns or 
questions about your health, 
the health center is for you. 

Triage nurses are avail- 
able to take calls regarding 
health advice and can help 
direct student's care. They 
also offer counseling for any 
patients seeking professional 
advice or answers. 

Patients are seen by 
appointment except for 
emergencies. They are open 
Monday through Friday 
from. 8:00a.m.-4:30p.m. 
Students can call 232-1314 to 
make appointments or just 
ask questions.

New theater magic

Growing up here in 
Menomoine, I’ve always 
wondered when there would 
be a new movie theater com- 
plex built here. I can remem- 
ber taking those half-hour 
drives to London Square 
Cinema and Oakwood Mall 
in Eau Claire with my youth 
group back in high school 
just to go see a movie in a 
quality theater that had nice 
comfy seats, cup holders and 
the best sound. 

Say no more! 

Menomonie now has its 
very own new state-of-the- 
art movie theater. 
CineMagic Stadium 7, locat- 
ed on Hwy 25 North, just 
across from Wal-Mart. 

The stadium houses 
seven screens, with one 
large screen, two that are 
smaller than the largest one, 
two more that are half the 
size of the largest screen, 
and two more that are the 
smallest screens. 

“You'll enjoy hearing 
state of the art cinema sound, 
that projects from THX certi- 
fied speakers,” said Josh 
Taarud, general manager of 
CineMagic Stadium 7. “All of 
our speakers and everything 
are THX certified. 

In order to get the actu- 
al certification, you have to 
pay $6,000 a year just for 
them to come in here and 
look at it. You still have to 
do all the same work (the 
way the theater is built), but 
they have to come in and 
look at it (speakers and 
acoustics of the theatre) and 
certify it.” 

Cinemagic supports 
the digital surround sound 
format known as Digital 
Theater Systems (DTS), 
which was _ introduced 


with Steven Spielberg’s 
1993. blockbuster hit 
“Jurassic Park.” 

“The theater has DTS 
six units, which is all digi- 
tal,” said Taarud, “The 
sound (of the movie) is read 
off of a disc.” 

The theater however 
does not support Dolby 
Digital sound. 

“As far as Dolby goes, 
the DTS 6 Units are equiva- 
lent to Dolby, the only dif- 
ference is that the Dolby 
reads the sound right off the 
film and the DTS reads it 
(the sound) off of a disc,” 
said Taarud. “It’s pretty 
equivalent in sound. 
Everybody seems to think 
that it sounds pretty much 
the same. A lot of the newer 
theaters are going with the 
DTS it seems like.” 

Aside from awesome 
digital sound, you also get 
stadium seating, lots of leg 
room and a cup holder arm- 
rest as well. 

“If you want to build a 
new theater and want to 
compete in the markets 
you have to build the 
newest in the theater busi- 
ness,” said Taarud. 

Cinemagic Theaters is a 
small chain of theaters here 
in the Midwest that is grow- 
ing very fast. Other theaters 
from this chain can be found 
in Austin, and Hutchinson, 
MN, and Okoboji, IA. 
Cinematic Theaters is cur- 
rently in the process of build- 
ing a 12 screen theater in 
Rochester, MN.

“This award is among 
the highest levels of recogni- 
tion any university in the 
country can achieve,” said 
Chancellor Charles 
Sorensen. “This is a mar- 
velous tribute to our univer- 


no choice of which type of 
computer they get.

‘According to the 
Baldrige education fact 
sheet, UW-Stout aims at 
educating students for 
careers in industry, which 
has led to UW-Stout having 
a graduate placement rate at 
or above 98 percent since 
1996. Also, employers have 
consistently rated 99 to 100 
percent of UW-Stout gradu- 
ates as “prepared for work.” 
' “It’s a question of being 
excellent and pursuing excel- 
lence,” said Sorensen. 
Another one of UW- 
Stout's highlights is its strong 
focus on technology. 
According to the Baldrige 
committee, UW-Stout rein- 
forces its traditional teaching 
with heavy emphasis on tech- 
nology, which is displayed in 
its operation of “extensive 
technology laboratories and

sion had to be made between 
the Apple iBook and the 
PowerBook G4, also known 
as the Titanium. 

The Titanium is the 
highest end notebook com- 
puter Apple offers. It comes 
with a G4 processor, verses 
the G3 processor of the 
iBook, and a 15.2-inch screen 
verses the 12.1-inch screen of 
the iBook.

“We tried to the best of 
our ability to negotiate the 
Titanium,” said Sedlak. 
However, “there is no way 
to bring the Titanium model 
into this without being total- 
ly unfair to PC students” 
since the Titanium would 
have cost $2,220 per unit, 
roughly $450 more per unit 
than the Compaq and the 
iBook, also $1753, and the 
additional cost would have 
been spread across all stu- 
dents in the laptop initiative. 

Both this year and last 
year students in the laptop 
Program were given a 
choice of average to higher 
quality machines. Students 
could choose between the 
iBook, the standard and the 
step up and more expensive 
PowerBook. This choice is 
important to many students.

“I chose the PowerBook 
because given my options, I 
thought that the PowerBook 
would give me better capabil- 
ities in the long run, like better 
presentation ability and 
expandability,” said Zarling. 

How many people really 
opt for the more expensive 
computer anyway? 

“A lot of kids in my 
class have them [the 
PowerBook] about an equal 


amount of each,” said 
Kendra Mueller, a freshman 
in the GCM laptop program. 

The screen size of the lap- 
tops was an issue of much 
concern to the administration 
and faculty in the second 
open forum which addressed 
the issue of including Apple 
in the laptop campus. 
According to Mincoff, when 
the students were asked what 
they preferred, some said 
they would like a larger 
screen in exchange for a faster 
processor. Of course, there 
were other students who 
were abhorred at this idea. 

One of the reasons the 
screen size was such a high 
priority was that a small 
screen can be harder on the 
eyes over a period of time. 

“When it comes down 
to it, if you had bad eye 
sight, would you rather 
read an ABC book or ‘War 
and Peace’?” asked Scott 
Cornell, a junior in Multi 
Media Design. 

Due to Apple refusing to 
budge from its final offer of 
the Titanium for $2,220, UW- 
Stout will not have the 
option of a larger screen size. 

Many students do not 
understand why students 
who wish to have a higher 
end machine cannot simply 
be charged accordingly in 
their tuition. 

“I think they should give 
a choice between the iBook 
and the Titanium, then they 
should do the same on the 
PC side,” said Zarling. 

The main reason the 
Titanium is no longer being 
considered for the laptop pro- 
gram is because it would 
greatly complicate the con- 
tracts. Since students are not 
buying the computers as they 
did in the past, but are instead 
leasing them, there must be a 
degree of standardization, 
according to Mincoff. 

“Customization will kill 
us,” said Rome Cagle, presi- 
dent of Stout Student 
Association at an open forum 
in response to questions 
about the limitations on the 
customization of laptops. 

Another main issue of 
debate relating to choices 
and the laptop contracts is 
that as of now, undecided 
students are assigned to get 
only PC laptops. 

“I have one concern,” 
said Ondrus, “and that is that 
undecided students are not 
being given a choice. 
Students who are undecided 
are a little unsure of them- 
selves. If they can use a com- 
puter system that they are

He was a Technology 
Education major, and almost 
ready to graduate. In antici- 
pation, Sani Danyaro Tela 
purchased a plane ticket 
home to Nigeria. A couple 
weeks later, he indeed 
returned to his homeland. . . 
his distorted body rested 
silently in a casket. 

Like many University 
of Wisconsin-Stout  stu- 
dents, Tela, 28, loved hit- 
ting the bars. He drank 
beer like a fish and got 
wasted. According to his 
friends, this caused him to 
become a little excited at 
times, but never caused 
him to be violent. 

In an article of the UW- 
Stout Archives, Carol 
Scholfield, owner of The 
Pub said, “He was the type 
of guy who took everything 
as a joke.” 

On June 18, 1982, Tela 
and his girlfriend were 
drinking at The Den. Tela 
was the only African- 
American amongst approx- 
imately 60 white cus- 
tomers. According to the 
Archives, owner Thomas 


to the floor, he was punched 
and kicked multiple times. 
Michael D. Neubauer, 27, 
even put his cigarette out in 
Tela’s nose. 

Another witness told of 
how Tela was escorted out of 
the bar. The gentleman who 
volunteered to walk him out 
left saying, “Don’t any of 
you. . . follow me.” Out in 
the back alley, he knocked 
Tela unconscious, and placed 
him beside the dumpster. 
Upon returning to the bar he 
announced, “He’s okay. Tjust 
laid him down.” 

Driving a Pontiac 
Grand Prix, Neubauer ran 
over Tela’s unconscious 
body. Tela died three hours 
later. Immediately after, 
Neubauer fled to Texas. 

As officials searched for 
Neubauer for the next four 
years, Menomonie drew 
state and national attention. 
The NAACP was outraged; 
UW-Stout wouldn’t even 
admit to having a racial 
problem. 

In 1986, Neubauer was 
found and brought back to 
Wis. for trial. In an open-

One down and more to go, so who’s next? 


(U-WIRE) STILLWATER, 
Okla. -- As the cleanup con- 
tinues in Afghanistan, one 
question lingers over the 
Middle East: who's next? 

For some conservative 
politicians in Washington the 
question is easy to answer, 
we will bomb Iraq next. 

Many people believe that 
to end the war on terrorism 
in Afghanistan would only 
put a dent in terrorist organi- 
zations that exist throughout 
the Middle East, and to truly 
defeat terrorism we must 
attack other countries that 
harbor terrorists. 

Attacking Iraq, however, 
would threaten the solidarity 
the world feels in backing the 
United States’ search for jus- 
tice after Sept. 11. Already, 
many Middle Eastern coun- 
tries, including Jordan and 
the Arab League, have voiced 
their concern that an attack 
on Baghdad would disrupt 
the political climate in the 


region and cause the United 
States to lose allies. 

Before we kill more inno- 
cent people and infuriate 
Arabs to the extent that they 
may join the terrorists we are 
trying to pacify, we must ask 
ourselves, “what are we try- 
ing to accomplish?” 

First, we want to bring 
those who are responsible for 
the Sept. 11 attack to justice, 
and second, we need to pre- 
vent similar attacks from 
occurring in the future. 

We are well on accom- 
plishing our first objective. 
The al Qaeda terrorist organ- 
ization is on the brink of dis- 
integrating, and Osama bin 
Laden is on the run and will 
soon be captured or killed. A 
new government will take 
over in Afghanistan, remov- 
ing the Taliban and the fun- 
damentalist threat it posed. 
Now, we have to worry our 
second objective. 

To change anti-American 


sentiments in the Middle East 
seems like an almost impossi- 
ble task, but to truly protect 
ourselves that is exactly what 
we must do, If we attack a 
country that has already been 
decimated by harsh sanctions 
we will only be hindering our 
own efforts. 

Not that Iraq has been 
completely forthcoming. 
Iraq should let U.N. inspec- 
tors back into the country, if 
nothing else but to defend 
their claims that they are not 
building up a chemical arse- 
nal. Through diplomacy I 
still believe we can reach an 
agreement where Iraq 
allows inspectors in return 
for an ease in sanctions. If 
we could accomplish this, 
not only would not only be 
able to determine if Iraq is a 
true threat, but will earn 
points with Middle 
Easterners who see the sanc- 
tions as abusive. 

Our heavy-handed for- 


eign policy in the Middle 
East has already created a sit- 
uation where people are will- 
ing to give there lives in order 
to hurt the United States. By 
bombing Iraq we will be 
telling the people of the 
Middle East that nothing has 
changed and the fundamen- 
talist propaganda that the 
United States wants to con- 
trol the world and are willing 
to kill people to do it will 
seem more true than ever. 

Many people will also 
feel that President Bush is 
only finishing what his father 
started, and it will be easy to 
accuse the United States of 
attacking Iraq not because we 
hate terrorism, but because 
we hate that country. We 
must not become the bully of 
the middle east by picking on 
country we have already 
beaten up before without 
clear reason. 

Should we attack Iraq it 
will become very difficult to 


determine the scope of the 
war. Already, people are say- 
ing that we are at war with 
the entire Middle East and 
that this is nothing more than 
a modern day crusade. 

Furthermore, attacks on 
Iraq will be seen as a continu- 
ation of an ongoing war that 
began years before the terror- 
ist attacks on New York and 
we will run the risk of loosing 
international support.

This common scenario 
happens to many college 
students who attend parties; 
a friend who has had too 
much to drink cannot func- 
tion without assistance. 

A common misconcep- 
tion is that this person will 
sleep it off and that they will 
be fine in the morning; this 
could be a deadly mistake. 

Blood alcohol concentra- 
tion may be continuing to 
rise even though they are no 
longer drinking. The heart 
will continue to pump the 
alcohol-tainted blood 
throughout the body. 

Many times a mistake is 
made when people roll their 
unconscious friend onto 
their side with a bucket by 
their mouth to catch the 
vomit. Alcohol overdose 
(AOD) is a rare but serious 
problem among college stu- 
dents who  continually- 
choose to binge drink. 

“T have seen friends that 
have had way too much to 
drink,” say Brian Duren a 
freshman business major. 
“Most of them choose to 
sleep it off, so I don’t worry 
unless they stop breathing.” 

There have been many 

cases where University 
police have intervened and 
saved a life from alcohol poi- 
soning. There have been no 
recorded AOD deaths at the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout in the past years, but 
that does not mean it cannot 
happen. Remove Intoxicated 
Drivers (RID) began work- 
ing on the problem of AOD 
in 1992 and have estimat- 
ed 4,000 AOD deaths a 
year. 
Alcohol affects peo- 
ple in different ways 
depending on _ their 
weight, height, gender, 
alcohol experience, what 
they have eaten and gen- 
eral body chemistry. 

If you have seen the 
Same symptoms in a 
friend who woke up 
with nothing but a hang- 
over, do not assume that 
your friend will react the 
same everytime he or she 
drinks; this could be a 
deadly mistake. 

Many students are so 
worried about getting 
into trouble by the cops, 
that they will compro- 
mise the safety of a 


friend and not get help to 
avoid a citation. 

“If I think that there is a 
problem, I would first go to 
my RA and let them make 
the decision to call the cops.” 
says Duren. 

Often, if someone is 
taken in for detox, the 
Campus police will not issue 
a citation unless there are 
extenuating circumstances. 
Lisa Walter and _ the 
University Police want stu- 
dents to know that the safety 
of the students always comes 
before any serious discipli- 
nary action. 

“We want to get the mes- 
sage out that if you have a 
friend that you are worried 
about, it is okay to just call 
us,” says Lisa Walter. “An 
alcohol ticket is secondary to 
the life of a student.” 

The police will make the 
decision if a student needs 
medical attention, if they do, 
an ambulance will be called 
and the student may be 
taken to the Behavioral

Health and _ Psychiatric 
Center at Sacred Heart 
Hospital in Eau Claire for 
detox. Detox is a medical 
treatment, available as pub- 
lic record, but will not show 
on your criminal record. 


“[Detox] is not an 
enforcement tool, but a wel- 
fare custody.” Walters 
emphasizes. 


If you suspect that some- 
one has ingested a fatal dose 
of alcohol, you first need to 
call 911. You must stay with 
the victim, to make sure the 
victim does not go into 


shock or choke. 
If the victim has to 
Throw up, keep them 


upright, if that is not possi- 
ble, roll the victim on their 
side to prevent them from 
choking on their tongue or 
their own vomit. 

When help arrives, make 
sure to tell the medical tech- 
nicians the symptoms, and if 
you know, how much alco- 
hol they have consumed. 
These steps could help save 
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Beware of alcohol poisoning 


your friends life. 

If a person consumes too 
much alcohol, the toxins that 
are introduced into the blood 
can shut down vital organs, 
like the heart and lungs 
bringing death to the uncon- 
scious victim. 

A hangover or a citation 
may not stop a person from 
drinking again the next 
week, but where will the line 
be drawn? Does someone 
have to die for students to 
realize how dangerous binge 
drinking can be? 

Alcohol plays a major 
role in most college students 
lives, and this trend will con- 
tinue for years to come, but a 
certain amount of responsibil- 
ity and common sense needs 
to be taken with each drink. 

Watch what and how 
much you drink, and look 
out for your friends. Use 
good judgement and do not 
be afraid to call the police if 
there is something wrong. 

You cannot be penalized 
for saving a life.

The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation’s new K-9 
Anthrax squad was decom- 
missioned after only one day 
of action. The program was 
Scrapped after a large num- 
ber of the K-9 units died. 

“We were used to using 
dogs to sniff for drugs and 
bombs, so we figured this 
would work too,” said FBI 
spokesman Andrew Black. 
“What we didn’t count on 
was the dogs contracting res- 
piratory Anthrax.” 

The reaction to the disas- 
ter at the FBI was similar 
throughout many branches 
of the federal government. 

“7 though the idea was 
great,” said Norman Meneta, 
Director of Homeland 
Security. “I thought we had a

real winner, based on the 
success of the worldwide K- 
9 units.” 

A veterinarian _per- 
formed autopsies on the 
dogs, reinforcing the theory 
that the animals did indeed- 
inhale the deadly virus while 
sniffing through the U.S, 
mail in Florida and the 


Senate Building. 

“These dogs are little 
heroes,” said Menta. “They 
sacrificed their lives so we 
could live in a world free 
from bio-terrorism.” 

Though the K-9 units 
were folded seamlessly into 
the FBI, there were some ini- 
tial concerns from certain 


members of the task force. 

“1 kind of wondered if 
the dogs sniffing so hard 
around the anthrax was a 
good idea,” said K-9 Special 
Agent Michael McKinley. “I 
thought I had read that the 
deadly anthrax was contract- 
ed by breathing it in, but I 
figured that the ‘Powers- 
that-be’ knew what they 
were doing.” 

The FBI lost an estimat- 
ed 27 K-9 units after one day 
of deployment. The largest 
single loss occurred when 
the K-9 units were dis- 
patched to sniff-out a New 
Jersey mailroom. 

“In hindsight, we proba- 
bly should have guessed that 
dogs, who breathe rather 


heavily, would be highly sus- 
ceptible to anthrax,” said 
[Jones]. “But you know what 
they say about hindsight.” 

People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals 
(PETA) has criticized the U.S. 
government for what they 
termed a “gross oversight” 
of animal care. 

“This is no more disgust- 
ing than the use of canaries 
to determine the safety in 
mines or monkeys in crash 
tests,” said PETA spokesper- 
son Sally Jacobi. PETA has 
vowed to sue the FBI. 

The FBI has also decided 
to scrap its Monkey Bomb 
Squad, a unit that would 
have used monkeys to dis- 
arm terrorist bombs.

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Where have all the hon- 
est songwriters gone? Days 
have long past since Johnny 
Cash, Joni Mitchell and the 
aging Bob Dylan were on the 
forefront of a revolution of 
singer-songwriters that were 
affecting people's lives with 
song, John Mayer is one of 
those honest artists who is 
hoping that it will soon be 
his day. 

The epiphany of his 
musical career seems to have 
come at age 13, when a 
neighbor handed him a 
mixed tape of blues guitarist, 
Stevie Ray Vaughan. From 
that time, playing music has 
been his life. In his major 
label debut he blends his 
love of pop music with a def- 
inite tip of the cap to the gui- 
tar players of days past. 

A look into “Room for 
Squares”(a title which is lift- 
ed from Hank Mobley’s 1963 
album, “No Room for 
Squares”) reveals passion- 
ate, honest songwriting 
without abandoning amaz- 
ing six-stringed arrange- 
ments. This honesty comes 
through right away as he 
trucks straight into the 
Opening track, “No Such 
Thing,” with “Welcome to 
the real world/ she said to 
me/condescendingly.” His 
warm vocals light up the 
room and give the song a 
sincerity that is commonly 
missing from much pop 
music today. 

The track “Why 
Georgia” blends the raspy 
vocals, which have often 
been compared to Dave 
Matthews, with a great 
guitar riff that bounces 
along the lines of the 
aforementioned, then 
ascends into a introspec- 
tive chorus where he asks 
“Am I living it right?” 

His gift for playing the 
guitar comes through most 
evidently in “Neon.” The 
main groove, rooted deep in 
a jazzy rhythm, accents a 
tale of love and a woman 
who has indulged herself on 
one too many of life’s pleas- 
ures as he states “From 
mixed drinks to techno 
beats it’s always/ Heavy 
into everything.” 

After “Neon,” many of 
the tracks seem to fall from 
the upbeat rhythmic playing 
into more ethereal tunes that 
are mellow and easy to listen 
to. “Back to You” is driven 
by a great drumbeat and the 
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Return of honest singer-songwriter 


almost cliché pop music gui- 
tar solo. 

“83” breaks into modern 
pop sounds near the end with 
a funky breakdown where 
Mayer asks “Whatever hap- 
pened to my lunchbox?” The 
final track, “St. Patrick’s Day,” 
is a whimsical story of a cou- 
ple that has a gentle rocking 
melody that seems perfect for 
the season we are entering. 

Based on the exceptional 
talents that seem to be crawl- 
ing out of the ashes of pro- 
ducer-driven pop music, 
John Mayer is one of the sav- 
iors, I was merely informed 
of his presence about a week 
ago, but I can honestly say 
that if there is an album for 
most people to covet, it 
would be this one.

Other factors include what 
the standard college football 
polls say about the team; 
whether or not a team beats a 
team ranked in the top 15 in 


SPORTS 
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the B.C.S. and, of course, the 
overall win-loss record. 

So what does this mean 
to college football? 

What we now have is a 
perversion of what sports- 
manship should be. The 
B.C.S. encourages the wrong 
spirit and goes against what 
competition is all about. It 
also is a system that deter- 
mines how good a team is 
based on math. 

The B.C.S. completely 
leaves out factors like seri- 
ous injury or other one- 
time factors. 

So what if a team that is 
number one is caught in a 
dogfight with an unranked 
team? This says to me, 
assuming that they pull out 
a win, that they are a 
strong enough team to pull 
together when times get 
tough and that ultimately 
get the job done. 

What this says to the 
current ranking system is 
that the team is not good 
enough because it didn’t 
drive this obviously under- 
rated team into the ground. 
Teams have actually been 
known to fall in the rankings 
if they don’t win by a big 
enough margin. 

The B.C:S. also prevents 
the proverbial “Cinderella” 
team from overcoming 
adversity early in the season 
to take the championship in 
January. Take Illinois, a team 
that has won seven games in

a row in one of the toughest 
conferences in the country.

At 12-0, it only rates a 
paltry 12 in the B.C.S. stand- 
ings (the team is, as of press 
time, considering suing the 
B.CS. on antitrust violations, 
according to ESPN.) 

Let me get this straight, 
there is a team out there who 
hasn't lost to anyone and yet 
somehow there are 11 teams 
better than they are? At least 
the coach’s poll, the stand- 
ings according to how foot- 
ball coaches see it, have them 
at number seven. 

Yes, I'll agree that it is 
hard to say a team like BYU 
is as good as Miami or

In what came as a shock to most 
organizations on campus, budget 
proposals for the 2002-2003 school 
year were cut by 8.4 percent. 

The cut comes after years of 
steady increases in organization 
funding for those requesting funds 
from the Stout Student Association. 
The money generated from segre- 
gated fees, charged to every 
enrolled student based on credit 
load, is distributed through SSA. 

For the past three years, SSA 
has had a surplus of funds generat- 
ed from earlier years of receiving 
more in segregated fees than was 
being requested by organizations. 
As these funds began to accumulate, 
the University of Wisconsin-System 
intervened and presented an ultima- 
tum to the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout to either spend the excessive 
funds or they would be absorbed by 
the UW-System. 

“We had a pool of money,” said

After a week of half-hour budget 
hearings, the financial affairs commit-

erated to cover the requests of the 
SSA-funded organizations on campus. 

“I didn’t know it was coming,” 
said Hay regarding the cuts. 

To counteract this possibility of 
going into the red, Hay and the 
financial affairs committee projected 
a five-year plan to balance the budg- 
et. This plan included an overall 
14%percent cut in organization fund- 
ing in order to break even with the 
projected revenue generated by seg-

be required next year. 

Although this was obvi- 
ously going to have an 
impact on the organizations, 
positive or negative, Hay 
remains optimistic. 

“We're here to empower 
students,” Hay said. “Money 
isn’t everything to this. 
Organizations are resource- 
ful and creative. I don’t think 
organizations are going to 
die from this.” 

They may not die entire- 
ly, but some organizations 
are concerned that this may 
hold them back from their 


full potential. 
“This is truly going to 
hurt Stout,” said Ryan 


Lundberg, president of the 
Al Fresco club and SSA off- 
campus representative. “We 
are one of the oldest organi- 
zations on campus and one 
of the most open to anyone 
who wants to join. It upsets 
me because I’ve seen five 
years of rising funds and 
now it is being cutback.” 

After several years of 
increased spending this was 
an attitude that Hay and the 
financial affairs committee 
had expected. 


“Most students have 


grown accustomed to the 
raises,” Hay said. 

Most organizations 
appeared concerned about 
the cuts, but were under- 
standing of the situation 
according to Hay.

The next step in the 
budget process occurred on 
the Dec. 11 SSA meeting 
which saw the passing of 
the newly allocated budgets 
by the senate. If organiza- 
tions are still in conflict with 
their budget, their course of 
action as outlined by the 
Standing Procedures of the 
Financial Affairs Committee 
require an appeal to be pre- 


sented to the SSA Financial 
Affairs Committee. 

If the appeal is rejected 
by the financial affairs com- 
mittee, organizations can 
then present their case to a the 
SSA senate. The only organi- 
zation currently pursuing an 
appeal to their budget alloca- 
tion is The Stoutonia. 

In order to counteract 
this problem in. the future 
years, the university admin- 
istration has asked SSA to 
“formulate a plan to more 
closely align expenditures 
to revenue.” 

Several things may help. 
At the Dec. 11 meeting of the 
SSA, a 3.75% increase in segre- 
gated fees was passed which 
will help slowly, but Hay 
admitted this would not solve 
the problem. An increase in 
students and overall credits 
taken would also drive up 
segregated fee revenue. 

“Hopefully we won't 
have to take any more 
decreases in the years to 
come,” said Hay.

doctors and patients of 
abortion clinics across the 
country were being 
attacked; the clinic she 
worked for received federal 
protection around the clock, 
She designed ways to make 
the building safer, such as 
using bulletproof glass in 
certain locations. 

In 1999, the American 
Association of University 
Women (AAUW) conducted 
a survey on all University of 
Wisconsin-System campus- 
es and created suggestions 
for the improvement of

trolled the greatest number 
of students. When she gave 
an order, it was not disputed. 

On the bus ride home, 
the 60 students were not 
given adequate time to rest 
and eat. They stopped in 
Hayward and had a total of 
20 minutes to order food. 
Imagine the chaos. 

After the incident, an 
editorial appeared in The 
Stoutonia blaming the chap- 
erones and Kugel for curtail- 
ing the students’ rights. 
Outraged by the editorial, 
she threatened to quit if The 
Stoutonia didn’t apologize. 

Burton Nelson, the 
president of the Stout, had 
to leave his bride just after 
their marriage to deal with 
crisis. His honeymoon in 
California was canceled. 

Upon retuning to cam- 
pus, he immediately met 
with The Stoutonia staff and 
had them write an apology. 
But it wasn’t sufficient for 
Kugel; she turned in her 
resignation and left. Five 
fellow female teachers fol- 
lowed in her footsteps, 
decreasing the female fac- 
ulty by one-third. 

We'll never know exact 
ly why she left; her resigna- 
tion was stolen from the 
Madison archives and 
destroyed. Regardless, it 
was the beginning of a femi- 
nist movement on campus.

women’s issues. This sum- 
mer, UW-Stout hired 
Laurila to the part-time 
position of Coordinator for 
Women’s Issues, and is in 
charge of implementing the 
AAUW’s suggestions. 

“Her position represents 
progress,” Louise Root- 
Robbins, the UW-System 
Coordinator for the Status of 
Women, said. “That’s fan- 
tastic - it’s a giant step from 
where we were.”

Following the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Superior, the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout is the sec- 
ond campus in the UW- 
System to create such a posi- 
tion. The UW-System 
schools Green Bay and 
Milwaukee also have applied 
the position. The other UW- 
Systém schools use commit- 
tees to deal with the 
AAUW’s recommendations. 

In addition to her design 
work, Laurila has participat- 
ed in the International 


Federation of University 
Women, worked through the 
United Nations to deal with 
various societies’ viewpoints 
on women and written 
about women’s issues. 

“She's a very well-quali- 
fied, dedicated person,” said 
Chancellor Charles Sorensen. 

One area of concern for 
Laurila is the number of 
females in majors that are 
generally male-dominated, 
such as construction, 
applied math, packaging 
and technological education. 

“We have a very low 
number of female students in 
these areas, and have a hard 
time finding female teach- 
ers,” said Assistant Vice 
Chancellor Julie Furst-Bowe. 

Laura Goettl, a sopho- 
more majoring in Business 
with a concentration in 
Construction was originally 
a Construction major. 

“All the girls I started 
out with switched majors or 
schools,” she said. “It’s a lot 
cheaper to attend a two year 
tech school and learn the 


same thing.” 
Students such as Tanya 
Stephens, a junior in 


Applied Math, are seeing an 


increasing number of 
female classmates. 
“Right now,  there’s 


about five girls in my class,” 
Stephens said. “Many stu- 
dents feel it’s a male-domi- 
nated area, but the number 
of girls is growing.” 

In order to help boost 
the number of girls enrolling 
in these programs, Laurila

Industrial 
Practicum class 
donates money in 
commemoration 
of Sept. 11

Last Wednesday, the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout’s Industrial Practicum 
class gave a check for $1,000 
to the United Way. The 
money will be sent to help 
victims of the tragedy in 
New York. 

The money was raised 
by a class project in which 
students started and operat- 
ed their own business. 
When the class began, stu- 
dents were divided into 
groups to brainstorm a 
product and develop a pro- 


posal. The groups then 
came back together to vote 
on a product. 

The class decided on 


personalized picture 
plaques which students and 
faculty could have 


engraved with a personal 
message. The class then 
broke up into groups 
including marketing, pro- 
duction, quality and human 
resources to start the com- 
pany. Each group carried 
out the normal responsibili- 
ties that would be expected 
in an actual company. 

To give the class funds 
to start their project, the stu- 
dents bought stock in their 
company. When profits 
were received, the money 
would be split up according 
to how much stock the stu- 
dent bought in the begin- 
ning. After the events of 
Sept. 11, the class-elected 
CEO proposed that the 
group donate some of the 
profits to the victims. Before 


the class knew how much 
money was going to be 
taken in, they decided to 
donate half of their profits 
to the United Way. 

“The class was challeng- 
ing and frustrating at times 
but in the end it all worked 
out, and the money will 
benefit a good cause,” said 
Katie Behnke, a senior in 
Apparel Design. 

The project was suc- 
cessful. Students and facul- 
ty liked the idea, the prod- 
uct and the cause. 

“Tt turned out really 
cute and I would definitely 
buy more if I had the oppor- 
tunity,” said Jen Dittrich, a 
sophomore studying 
Human Development. 

The plaques were sold 
in the Memorial Student 
Center in October and 
November. Each plaque cost 
$15 with a free personalized 
engraving. By the end of the 
project, the class made 
$2,000 in profit. 


school, I was the sports edi- 
tor for the school newspaper 
because girls —_ weren’t 
allowed to play,” Laurila 
said.

First, 
the process was run profes- 
sionally and fairly. Second, 
the committee put in some 
long hours and I believe 
they examined all the 
options. Third, the commit- 
tee was in a difficult situa- 
tion and had to make some 
tough decisions. 

Although the 8.4% redue- 
tion will cause each of these 
organizations some difficulty 
I believe all of them will per- 
severe and move forward. I 
think Dave Hay and his com- 
mittee (Rachael Rubin, Brad 
Weiss, Andrea Koeppel, Matt 
Koeppel, and Chris LaConte) 


should be commended for a 
job well done. 

On another note, I just 
wanted say that I was a bit 
disappointed by the Editorial 
Staff article regarding the 
Baldrige Award. I do think it 
is your job to question the fac- 
ulty, staff, and administration 
that are here to help you 
learn. I even think it is your 
job to take a cheap shot once 
and while to keep people 
honest and no their toes.

A Blue Devil living his dream

Since the age of seven, 
Tony Beckham, University 
of Wisconsin-Stout senior 
defensive back, had a 
dream. It started when he 
played his first organized 
football for a Pop Warner 
team in Ocala, Florida. Even 
back then, the Marion 
County Raiders knew he 
was something special. 

Now, Beckham, who is 
coming off an outstanding 
senior season, is one step 
closer to living his dream. 

Beckham showed signs 
that he could play with the 
pros in high school, as his 
team took on the cross-town 
rival Vanguard High School. 
Beckham covered Kenny 
Clark, a good receiver who is 
currently on the Minnesota 
Vikings’ practice squad, all 
game long. Vanguard also 
had a big time quarterback 
who gave Beckham one of 
his most memorable high 
school football moments. 

“T picked him [Daunte 
Culpepper, current 
Vikings’ quarterback] off 
and ran it back for 35 
yards,” said Beckham, 

Beckham, who initially 
wanted to attend the 
University of Florida, 
decided to attend UW- 
Stout, where he became a 
leader and role model for 
other players. Beckham 
will graduate this semester 
with a degree in 
Psychology and with a 3.3 
grade point average. 

“In a world filled with 
stereotyping of athletes and 
minority students, Tony is a 
true story of a person given a 
chance to prove himself even 
though the odds were 
against him,” said Head 
Coach Ed Meierkort. 

Beckham used his oppor- 
tunity at UW-Stout not only to 
get his degree, but also to 
become the most dominant 
defensive back in school his- 
tory. Beckham’s speed and 
coverage skills are far above 
those of anyone ever to have 
attended UW-Stout. 

“Beckham has tremen- 
dous speed and he does 
things on the field that most 
other players can’t do, he just 
does those types of things 
with ease,” said Eric Moe, 
junior defensive back. 

Beckham has given the 


Blue Devil fans and the team 
many memorable moments 
over his career. One moment 
that comes to mind of mostis the 
2000 conference championship 
game against the University of 
Wisconsin-Oshkosh. 

“Tony returned a kickoff 
85 yards for a touchdown. 
He made a couple of cuts up 
the middle, then broke to the 
far sideline and beat any 
tacklers to the end zone by 
more than 20 yards,” said 
Layne Pitt, the UW-Stout 
Sports Information Director. 

Even people who see 
Beckham everyday were 
impressed with the kickoff 
return. “I think that play 
will define Tony’s career,” 
said Meierkort. 

Beckham’s athletic plays 
have caught the attention of 
the National Football League, 
as scouts from every team 
have made inquiries about 
him. Beckham has been invit- 
ed to attend three post-season 
all-star games. The first is the 
Aztec Bowl, which Beckham 
will not attend because it falls 
on the same day he is sched- 
uled to receive his degree. 
The second is the Rotary 
Gridiron Classic, which is the 
official all-star game of the 
NEL, will be held on Jan. 26 in 
Orlando, Fla. 

The third game and the 
most prestigious is the 
Annual Blue Grey All-Star 
Football Classic which is 
held on Christmas day in 
Montgomery, Ala. The Blue 
Grey game is made up of 
mostly Division I players 
from teams that do not 
receive bowl bids and is 
nationally televised on ABC. 

“This means a lot to me,” 
said Beckham. “It’s very rare 
that a player for Division III 
gets a chance to go against 
the best in the country and I 
am just so excited to show 
everyone who is watching 
that I belong.” 

Beckham is the only 
player in school history and 
only the second in league 
history to play in the Blue 
Grey game.

Alcohol abuse at college 
level has been increasing 
over the years, and only 
recently has America begun 
to fight this through preven- 
tative and enforcement 
measures. The problematic 


Success will be a two-front 
program.

of binge drinking with college 


issue of binge drinking has 
been largely ignored and a 
blind eye has been turned to 


the negative long-term 
effects of alcohol consump- 
tion. Alcohol has been 


embedded as a rite of pas- 
sage in the modern 
American college system. 
The Harvard School of 
Public Health College 
Alcohol Study (CAS) defines 
binge drinking as male stu- 
dents who have had five or 
more and female students 
who have had four or more 
drinks in a row at least once 


in a two-week period (the 
5/4 measure). The CAS 
began its research in 1993 
with a survey that was dis- 
tributed to college students 
to track the harmful effects 
of binge drinking. These sur- 
veys not only recognized the 
effects of binge drinking on 
the students consuming the 
alcohol, but also the second- 
hand effects on the non- 
drinking students. CAS 
research was the first major 
attempt to dissect this 
mounting problem and has 
put this issue on the nation’s 


agenda. Campuses across the 
United States have begun to 
address binge drinking 
through education. 

The percentage of fre- 
quent binge drinkers has 
risen in the past years with 
20% of students in 1993 to 
23% of students in 1999. The 
study also found that fre- 
quent binge drinkers are five 
times more likely than non- 
binge drinkers to experience 
a range of problems such as: 
educational, psychological, 
anti-social behavior, high 
risk sex and driving under 


are assigned on a first-come, 
first-served basis. 

“1 am just glad that I was 
fortunate enough to be one 
of the first people to choose a 
floor with enough rooms ina 
row so my friends could all 
stay together,”said Allyson 
Richards, a former HKMC 
resident.

Upper Class/Non- 
Traditional Students 

This year, the non-tradi- 
tional and upper-class stu- 
dents of Antrim-Froggatt 
were stunned to find 48% of 
their hall was composed of 
freshmen. During room sign 
up last spring, several poten- 
tial AF residents were 
denied residence to the hall 
because they didn’t meet the 
definition of a non-tradition- 
al/upper-class student. 

The lack of students 
meeting the conditions 
required to live in the build- 
ing and an overabundance 
of incoming freshmen both 
contributed to the large 
freshman population in the 
building. This unexpected 
situation, coupled with the 
anxiety caused by the large 
number of small fires, false 
fire alarms and bomb threats 
has been the cause of tension 
between some members of 
the two groups. 

Due to this problem, 
Scott Griesbach, director of 
Residence Life, and Anne 
Ramage, assistant director, 
came to the AF Hall Council 
on Nov. 26 to explain the sit- 
uation. They asked for sug-

gestions concerning the 
future of the non-tradition- 
al/upperclass program. 

“We want to be sure we 
are giving you the living 
environment you thought 
you were getting when you 
signed up to live here,” 
Griesbach told residents, 
“and right now, we're not.” 

At that meeting and at a 
hall council meeting on Dec. 
3, AF residents voiced their 
opinions about the situation 
as well as helping to develop 
a new proposal for housing 
and residence life to consider 
in regards to the future of 
their hall. 

Many options were dis- 
cussed including moving the 
program to North Hall, 
going from non-traditional 
hall to non-traditional floors 
and a recommendation 
process for students not 
meeting the program criteria 
to be let in. 

The final proposal was 


presented to Inter Residence 
Hall Council this past 
Monday and was unani- 
mously supported. It has 
been sent to residence life for 
final consideration. 

“Some of the points [of 
the proposal] were good,” 
said Griesbach, “others just 
may not be feasible.” 

According to Griesbach, 
the sophomore _ referral 
process seems to be cloudy 
and may cause too much 
extra work for hall directors, 

Residence Life cannot 
guarantee there will be no 
freshmen in AF and they 
can’t guarantee all residents 
will be notified of the final 
demographics of the dorm, 
as the final composition of 
the dorm may be hard to 
determine until late in the 
room assignment process. 

Residence life is expect- 
ed to make a decision on 
how to pursue filling room 
availability in AF soon.

cy is needed to receive finan- 
cial assistance from any fed- 
eral program. 

Many students are 
unaware of the very specific 
rules that the University has 
set for the alcohol consump- 
tion on campus. Alcohol is 
not allowed anywhere on the 
University campus, with the 
exception of students 21 or 
older. Only persons of legal 
age may consume alcohol in 
the residence halls unless it is 
an alcohol-free floor, they are 
also restricted to their dorm 
room if they choose to drink. 

UW-Stout has set up a 
harsh disciplinary sanction 
for anyone caught breaking 
the code of conduct. There is 
no warning given, but 


instead a citation is issued 

upon the first offense. 
“Many other campuses 

issue warnings for the first 


offense,” said John Enger, 
director of University 
Relations. “Thus, we have a 
much higher rate of citations 
than many other schools.” 
Wisconsin alcohol fines 
can threaten to bankrupt stu- 
dents if they are not respon- 
sible when choosing to drink. 
In 2000 there were 169 liquor 
law arrests and 15 liquor law 
violations referred for disci- 
plinary action that were 
issued on all on-campus 
properties. The police are 
aware of the people drunk- 
enly stumbling down the 
streets on Thursday nights, 
but they cannot stop every- 
one who is breaking the 
Wisconsin alcohol laws. 
Officers on duty will stop the 
people who are causing trou- 
ble, or anyone that is draw- 
ing attention to themselves. 
“I’ve been to a lot of par-

ties, and I always see at least 
one cop on my walk home,” 
said an anonymous UW- 
Stout student. “I am not real- 
ly worried about getting 
caught because I am careful.” 

An alcohol citation will 
not only be recorded on your 
permanent record, but it may 
also may negatively affect 
your academic reputation. A 
student may be removed 
from their residence hall 
after only two alcohol cita- 
tions, and may face suspen- 
sion or expulsion. Financial 
aid or grants may be sus- 
pended, and any work-study 
can be terminated. 

“I believe that we are 
sending a strong message 
that irresponsible use of alco- 
hol will not be tolerated at 
this institution,” said Enger. 

The university is trying 
to bring awareness of this 
issue to the campus and 
community. For more than a 
year, the university has been 
running a program called the 
Chancellor’s Coalition on 
Problem Drinking; it is a 
group of students, faculty 
and key administrative per- 
sonal that deal with aware- 
ness, education and counsel- 
ing for problem drinkers. 
They have sponsored recent 
ads in The Stoutonia, and 
have organized alcohol-free 
events on campus. 

Lisa Walter believes that 
it is not only the campus 
police that need to deal with 
the drinking problem on 
campus, but also the commu- 


nity that needs to get 
involved in the effort to stop 
the alcohol problems. 


“Tt is not just an enforce- 
ment issue, but a communi- 
ty-wide issue, where the 
community, the university 
and the police need to come 
together,” says Walter. 

Alcohol is the readily 
available drug of choice for 
many college students. With 
multiple liquor stores and 
bars within walking dis- 
tance, students can easily 
obtain this inexpensive com- 
modity. Many bars try to dis- 
courage underage drinking 
by calling the police for any 
under the age of 21. 

An expensive $399 fine is 
issued to anyone caught ona 
licensed premise and an 
additional $213 fine is issued 
if they are caught drinking. 
This drives students to house 
parties for their alcoholic 
needs, making it harder for 
police to track and control 
underage drinking. 

“] drink because I find it 
to be relaxing and fun,” says 
another UW-Stout students. 
“No rules that are given will 
stop me. It is my decision, 
and I am ready to accept the 
consequences.” 

Drinking has been a col- 
lege tradition for years and 
will continue to be for future 
generations, despite actions 
taken against it. 

Ultimately it is the stu- 
dent’s choice to drink 
responsibly or not; they can 
either learn from another’s 
mistakes or to learn from 
their own. University, com- 
munity or police interven- 
tion may impact the percent 
of students participating, but 
will never stop it.

Tan in Menomonie, there is 
an 80-90 percent increase of 
tanning bed use during the 


winter at his salon. Roxy 
Gilbertson, manager of 
Tropical Tanique in 


Menomonie estimated a 70 
percent increase at her 
salon during the winter. 

“In winter, the beds are 
continuously busy,” 
Gilbertson said. “However, 
it dies down incredibly dur- 
ing the summer.” 

Barb Schultz of 
Appearances said the use of 
her tanning beds at least 
doubles - during winter 
months. She estimated that 
her beds are used 85-90 per- 
cent of the time between the 
months of January and April. 

“During the winter 
months, we are booked 
almost all the time, and 
we have seven beds,” 


Schultz said. 

Excessive tanning bed 
use during the winter 
months generally earns 
enough income for the slow 
summer months for most 
tanning salons. Staying 
open late and price deals 
help salons with yearly 
income issues. 

Many salons consider 
providing price deals and a 
little pricier packages dur- 
ing the holiday season 
because the business picks 
up so dramatically. 

“We offer two dollar 
tans during the summer 
which does alright; it keeps 
people coming in,” 
Gilbertson said. “In the win- 
ter, we raise prices a little 
because people want to 
come in and will tan.”

“T am not big on spe- 
cials because I don’t believe 
one person deserves 20 per- 
cent less than the next per- 
son who walks in the door,” 
Jensen said. “We stick to 
our prices.” 

Who is paying these 
prices to tan during the 
winter months? 

Jensen recently com- 
piled his records to find 
out that 88 percent of his 
Total Tan customers are 
UW-Stout students, while 
Gilbertson said a variety 
of people use her Tropical 
Tanique beds. According 
to Schultz, about 60 per- 
cent of the Appearances’ 
tanning customers are UW- 
Stout students. 

“Besides Stout students, 
we have a lot of business 
people who want to get a 
base tan before going on 
trips,” Gilbertson said. 
“We also see elderly people 
come in; it’s amazing. They 
just come in to relax.”

Kendall Curnow’s 
night of partying ended 
with a trip to Abbott 
Northwestern Hospital in 
the Twin Cities after a 
falling out between him 
and several other 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout students. 

Although details of the 
actual dispute are conflict- 
ing, allegedly the problems 
started as three friends, 
Nicholas Stokes, 24, Bruce 
Murray, 24, and Curnow, 
23, were returning home 
from an evening of drink- 
ing in downtown 
Menomonie. As they were 
walking, they cut through 
the Phi Sigma Phi fraterni- 
ty house’s parking lot. 

While taking this 
shortcut, Stokes reportedly 
began yelling derogatory 
phrases at the Phi Sigma

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Phi fraternity house which 
were perceived as a possi- 
ble threats by some of the 
members that were in the 
house at the time. 

In interviews conduct- 


ed by the Menomonie 
Police, Jason Briggs, 24, and 
Barry Hewitt, 22, Todd 
Wilkie, 22 stated they were 
concerned that Stokes, 
Murray and Curnow were 
vandalizing the vehicles in 
the Phi Sigma Phi parking 
lot and went outside to con- 
front the individuals. 

At this point there were 
basically two groups of peo- 
ple: Stokes, Murray and 
Curnow who were walking 
through the Phi Sig’s park- 
ing lot and Briggs, Hewitt 
and Wilkie who were going 
to confront Stokes, Murray 
and Curnow. From this point 
on, there are two rather dif- 
ferent perspectives of what 
took place. 

According to a state- 


ment given to the 
Menomonie Police by 
Curnow, an_ unidentified 


man came from the Phi 
Sigma Phi house initiated 
the altercation by taking a 
swing at Stokes. Curnow 
then said that four to six 
other people started jump- 
ing them.

Psychology professor of 33 years dies over break 


Paul Fenton dedicated his life to the students of UW- 
Stout. He will be missed by his co-workers and friends.

An early leader in the 
psychology department, he 
ran the self-paced lab for stu- 
dents in psychology courses. 

He wrote department 
bylaws 20 years ago that still 
remain unchanged because of 
their clarity and functionality. 

He was a great father 
and friend. 


His name is Paul Fenton 
and will be remembered 
always for his contributions 
to the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout. 

Paul Fenton, a professor 
of psychology of 33 years at 
UW-Stout, died on Jan. 13 at 
the age of 58. He will be 
missed by his co-workers, 
friends and family. 

“Dad really left a finger 
print on this campus,” said 
his son Mark Fenton, also a 
professor at UW-Stout. “My 
dad was not just a teacher, 
but education was his life.” 

Paul Fenton served as the 
psychology program director 
from 1973 to 1984. He also 
served on the UW-Stout 
Curriculum and Instruction 
Committee for 30 years and 


was chair of the committee 
for 10 of those years. 

“He tirelessly gave his 
time to help people all over 
campus develop curricu- 
lum,” said colleague and 
friend Tom Franklin. 

During his time at UW- 
Stout, Paul Fenton ran a self- 
paced lab, which offered 
psychology students the 
opportunity to learn in an 
alternative setting to the tra- 
ditional classroom. Fenton 
realized that students learn 
differently and used this lab 
as a way to accommodate a 
greater number of students. 

“[Paul] took care of stu- 
dents,” said Franklin. He 
was the most student-ori- 
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Investigations are still open 
for the total of four bomb threats, 
six fires and seven false alarms in 
Antrim Froggatt Hall last semes- 
ter.

Students will 
be able to buy their leased com- 
puters at fair market value after 
the two-year lease runs out. 

UW-Stout made a final 
agreement with Apple 
Computers Wednesday, Jan 30. 
The legal departments for UW- 
Stout and Apple worked out 
the final details and approved 
the contract. 

Changes can still be made 
after the singing of the contract. 
Any further

result in a 
more robust 
machine for UW-

Tt was at this point that 
Briggs pulled out a Ruger 
9mm semiautomatic hand- 
gun and started using it as a 
“brass knuckle” to beat 
Curnow and Stokes off of 
Wilkie. After what Briggs 
says were three hits to 
Curnow’s head, Curnow 
released Wilkie. At the same 
time, Hewitt pulled Stokes 
off of Wilkie as well. 

From here Stokes, 
Curnow and Murray went 
to their house to call the 
police and get Curnow med- 
ical attention. 

As the Menomonie 
Police began to investigate, 
they retrieved the bloodied 


firearm that was used from a 
clothes hamper Hewitt’s 
room with no magazine, but 
it did have a live round in 
the chamber. 

Police also retrieved a 
three foot long two by four

Citations were also issued to 
Curnow, Murray and Stokes 
for disorderly conduct. 

Citations will possibly 
also be issued to Wilkie and 
Hewitt also but no charges 
had been filed at the time of 
this publication. All parties 
involved declined comment 
at this time.

Paul Fenton wrote the 
bylaws of the psychology 
department 20 years ago. 
They were so meticulously 
thought out that they have 
remained virtually 
unchanged ever since their 
original writing. 

Paul Fenton also was 
very active in faculty senate 
and involved in shared gov- 
ernance, according to 
Psychology Department 
Chair and friend Jim Byrd. 

Within the psychology 
department “people 
referred to Paul as a father 
figure," said Byrd. "They 
appreciated his calm and 
reasoned approach to any 
issue. He could cool down 
any heated discussion when 
he would speak.” 

Franklin recalls Paul 
Fenton bringing a green cof- 
fee thermos to work everyday. 

“Paul’s thermos is a 
symbol of the man. A work- 
ing man. One of the first to 
come to work, one of the 
last out the door each day,” 
said Franklin in his eulogy 
to Paul Fenton at the Jan. 16 
funeral. Paul would bring 
coffee in his thermos so 
strong that no one else in 
the department would 
touch it. 

The thermos will be put 
on display in the department 


at a memorial to Paul Fenton 
and as a reminder of his 
expectations of the psycholo- 
gy department. 

Paul Fenton was not 
only an inspiration to his col- 
leges in the psychology 
department, but also an 
inspiration to his son, Mark. 

“IT am an_ educator 
because of my father,” said 
Mark Fenton. “He became 
my mentor and my best friend 
in the last four years.” 

Paul Fenton also gen- 
uinely cared about his 
friends and family. 

“The Sunday before Dad 
passed away he came over to 
my house to watch a football 
game with me,” remembers 
Mark Fenton. “My dad 
hated football. But he came 
over to see me.” 

Paul Fenton leaves UW- 
Stout a legacy in the work he 
did creating the psychology 
program. The curriculum he

of being a tragedy. 

It is one thing when peo- 
ple go and get drunk and 
have a scuffle. That is fine. If 
you want to go and get drunk 
and further make an ass of 
yourself by getting in a fist- 
fight, fine. I don’t condone it, 
but I would much rather see 
that than what occurred on 
Friday night. 

I want to make another 
point perfectly clear so I 
don’t get a bunch of mis- 
guided letters to the editor 
also: I don’t care that the 
greeks were involved. I 
wouldn't care if it was SSA, 
DECA or even my own staff 
from the Stoutonia. The only 
thing that matters is that a 
semi-automatic pistol was 
brought into a fight and 
could have easily killed 
someone. That is totally 
unacceptable for anyone. 

I am not a big gun per- 
son to begin with, but I’m not 


going to say we should out- 
law all guns within a five- 
mile radius of campus. The 
guns are not the problem. 

The real problem occurs 
when someone possesses a 
gun and doesn’t know what 
the heck he or she is doing. 
You can try and tell me that 
what happened was in self- 
defense, but I just don’t buy 
it.

Some of the more 
famous examples: “... more 
and more of our imports are 
coming from overseas,” and, 
“As governor of Texas, I have 
set high standards for our 
public schools, and I have 
met those standards.” 

Bush has made enough 
of these to fill a whole book. 

No, really, there actually 
is a whole book plus a few 
dozen Web sites devoted to 
this guy’s verbal blunders. 

But I hardly expect the 
historians to spend much 
time evaluating Bush's spo- 
radic spoonerisms. 

Rather, I fear they may 
be casting their intellectual 
eyes at a Bushism of another 
sort the sort that brought us 
McCarthyism. 

To refresh your memory: 
Joseph McCarthy was the 


HEAD 
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senator from Wisconsin 
who, having been named 
chairman of the 
Government Committee on 
Operations of the Senate, 
used his power to investi- 
gate the possibility of com- 
munist subversion in the 
United States government. 


For three years, 
McCarthy orchestrated a 
great national witchhunt 


never producing any evi- 
dence that amounted to a hill 
of Red beans but squashing 
plenty of basic American 
rights along the way. 

The senator who was 
finally censured for his 
actions on Dec. 2, 1954 used 
scare tactics, blanket accusa- 
tions and pure political power 
to broaden the national con- 
sensus against communism. 

During Tuesday night's 
address, Bush told the nation 
that “the civilized world faces 
unprecedented dangers.” 

In doing so, he created 
the “Freedom Corps,” which 
will be administered 
through the Office of 
Homeland Security, that 
calls for Americans to look 


out for terrorism in this 
country. Consider it a 
“neighborhood watch” pro- 
gram. And, like the times of 
McCarthy, Americans 
should be suspicious of 
other Americans. 

But McCarthy’s rightful- 


role in the history books is 


that of scoundrel — not 
superhero. 
And the Bush 


Phenomenon may be foot- 
noted in the same manner.

The truth is that STD’s 
are a natural physical conse- 
quence that can occur to the 
body when the genitalia are 
exposed to certain strands of 
bacteria or viruses. 

The 1999 profile for 
Dunn County, documented 
chlamydia as the number 
one reported STD in the 
county, followed by herpes 
and gonorrhea. All three of 
these can occur for extended 
lengths of time without any 
symptoms according to the

An independent study 
conducted by the Stoutonia 
on a UW-Stout dorm bath- 
room, found the areas tested 
with the most bacteria 
growth were the toilet seat, 
the shower floor, and the 
floor around the sink. 

Sinks hold a surprising 
amount of bacteria growth. 
Bacteria thrive best in moist 
places, and what better than 
a porcelain castle that wash- 
es billions of different 
microorganisms off fecal- 
contaminated hands. 

The floor possesses a 
multitude of different 
microorganisms. The shower 
floor holds even more bacte- 
ria, because the moist surface 
feed the bacteria that wash 
from the people showering. 

Bacteria can be very eas- 
ily picked up and spread to 
different environments. 
Public restrooms are a prime 
environment for dangerous 
pathogens to grow and infect 


its patrons. Most are the 
fecal-type microbes that 
derive from human waste. 

Without proper disinfec- 
tion, a bathroom can be a 
health hazard harboring 
such pathogens as. Echerichia 
Coli (E. Coli), Tinea, 
Salmonella, Cryptosporidium, 
Staphlococcus, Yersinia, or 
many others. 

Bacteria and humans can 
peacefully coexist and infec- 
tions can be prevented, if 
precautions are taken and 
proper hygiene is practiced.

There ‘have been many cases 
where university police have inter- 
vened and saved a life from alcohol 
poisoning. 

Alcohol affects people in differ- 
ent ways depending on their 
weight, height, gender, alcohol 
experience, what they have eaten, 
and general body chemistry. 

A common misconception is 
that a person that has had too much 
to drink, will just sleep it off and 
they will be fine in the morning; this 
could be a deadly mistake. 

Alcohol overdose (AOD) is a 
rare, but serious problem among 
college students who choose to 
binge drink. 

If you suspect that someone has 
ingested a fatal dose of alcohol, you 
first need to call 911. Stay with the 
victim to make sure they do not go

into shock or choke. If the victim 
has to throw up, keep them upright, 
or roll them on their side to prevent 
them from choking on their tongue 
or their own vomit. 

When help arrives, make sure to 
tell the medical technicians the 
symptoms, and how much alcohol 
they have consumed. These steps 
could help save your friends life. 

If a person consumes too much 
alcohol, the toxins that are intro- 
duced into the bloodstream can shut 
down vital organs, like the heart and 
lungs bringing death to the uncon- 
scious victim. 

Alcohol plays a major role in 
most college students’ lives, but a 
certain amount of responsibility and 
common sense needs to be taken 
with every drink. 

Watch what you drink and look 
out for your friends. Use good 
judgement, and do not be afraid to 
call the police if you feel there is 
something wrong.

Have the special effects por- 
trayed within these movies 
detached people from reality? 

By watching students during 
the horrific terrorist attacks on the 
World Trade Center and the 
Pentagon, a variety of reactions 
were observed.

As I frantically dig 
through my CD collection 
trying to find something 
that compares to the sound 
of Tin Porter besides Live, I 
slowly lose the battle. My 
ears must be failing me. 
The Minneapolis-based, 
independent, melodic, dis- 
sonant pop trio consists of 
Patrick Tierney(guitarist), 
Brent Giebink(bass) and 
Chris Tierney (drums). 

Their release, “Shiver,” 
has moments that show the 
promise of a band on the 
verge. A broad overview of 
the album finds me looking 
for something to break up 
the monotony upon first 
listen, but then the music 
begins to slowly reveal 
itself. The first track that 
struck me was “False,” as it 
lured me in with a disso- 
nant melodic riffs that 
reminded me of Tool if you 
dropped “heavy” from 
their vocabulary. 
“Shiver"(pt two), displays 
the bands ability to move 
the music from very subtle 
to intense. 

The CD as a whole is 
not really overdone with 
post-production and real- 
ly allows the music and 
especially Tierney’s voice 
to shine through on most 
tracks. The opening meas- 
ures of “The Dream” fea- 
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tures a slow organ pro- 
gression against the boun- 
cy ukulele which is used 
on about half of the songs 
on “Shiver.” 

I found “Lucinda” to be 
the track that after listening 
to the rest of the album 
would seem to be out of 
place. Regardless it is one 
of the most beautiful tracks 
on their first release. 
Applause would be appro- 
priate for an effort that has 
heart and potential. 

Even though the album 
clocks in at under an hour, 
at points it drags and does 
not encourage the listener 
to stay with it. Tin Porter is 
a band on the rise and that 
is the right path. You can 
check out and download 
their music at mp3.com. 
They will also be playing a 
show on February 8th at 
Huff’s after “Tri Sushi 
Burgers.” The show begins 
at 9 p.m.

Election 2002 


Gubernatorial 
candidates visit 
campus, address 
major issues 
regarding state of 
Wisconsin

“Change” is a key word in this 
year’s gubernatorial election. 

For the second week in a row, 
charge was addressed by Wisconsin 
candidates in the Great Hall at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout. 

Gearing up for the election this 
November, candidates traveled to 
western Wisconsin, to discuss their 
accomplishments and individual 
platforms with constituents . 

“It was good to hear the differ- 
ent perspectives out there,” said 
Chris Bendel, a Math and Computer 
Sciences professor. “At least there 
are some people saying they want 
to make changes.” 

Many students may not notice 
that change. 

During the speeches, candidates 
involved the audience by including a 
question and answer session. 

“Tt isn’t enough just to inform,” 
Tim Solfest, the Stout Student 
Association's Legislative Affairs 
Director, said. “It’s more important 
to allow people to question those 
making the decisions.” 

Solfest has been planning the 
forum since school started last fall. 
He had the Great Hall set up for 
hundreds, but less than 25 came. 

“Although it was clear that the 


campus is apathetic at large, I am 
very proud of the students who 
came and chose to be a part of the 
future,” he said. 

Maggie Allmann, a_ senior 
majoring in Psychology, also felt 
that students missed their chance to 
become involved, 

“Too many people complain 
they don’t have a say, yet they aren’t 
willing to go listen,” she said. 

Whether students are interested 
in that change or not, it’s on the way. 
Budget 

One area in need of change is the 
state budget. The current budget has 
created a deficit, Much of the multi- 
billion-dollar settlement from the 
tobacco companies has disappeared. 
Prisons 

Stemming from the budget is a 
cry for change in the state’s prison 
system. Other programs’ funding is 
cut, but the prisons’ budget contin- 
ues to grow. It costs $22,000 per year 
to house one inmate. Wisconsin 
houses approximately 21,000 
inmates, while states with similar 
populations, such as Minnesota, 
average 6,000. 

The difference can be accounted 
for by examining the sentences for 
various crimes. Currently, it is com- 
mon for alcohol and drug abusers to 
carry out the same sentence as con- 
victed murderers. The candidates 
have created alternate plans to keep 
nonviolent offenders out of jail. 
Education 

Education is another issue that 
the budget may change. College 
tuition will increase next year. In 
addition, the governor has the power 
to negotiate raises in reciprocity. 

Teachers have not received pay 
increases comparable to other 
states. Analysts fear they will create 
‘brain freeze’ by moving to a better

job market, leaving less qualified 
instructors in the school system. 
Another key issue under educa- 
tion is School Choice, a program that 
provides funding so children from 
low income families can afford to 
attend private school. The program 
has been widely used in Milwaukee 
County due to the poor quality of the 
public schools. While those in favor 
of the program point out that the par- 
ticipating students had higher suc- 
cess rates, opponents believe the

money should be invested in improv- 
ing the public school system.

Renovations in the works for North Campus residence halls 


Plans for the remodel 
not finalized, but well 
underway

Over the next 20 years, North 
Campus will be almost completely 
renovated, with new apartment or 
suite-style housing complexes as 
well as new dining areas, plazas 


and public spaces planned. 

“We wanted to listen to students 
and learn how to better accommo- 
date their needs,” said Scott 
Griesbach, Director of Housing and 
Residence Life, heading the commit- 
tee for development of the plan. 

The committee went to the state 
to hire HSR Associates, a consulting 
firm out of LaCrosse for developing 
a plan that would provide accom- 
modations for roughly 300 new stu- 
dents in the next four years, with 
greatly expanded capacity neces- 
sary in the long term. 


HSR gave the committee three 
different plans: one was chosen for 
consideration and feedback last 
year, with a final report published 
by HSR in February of last year. 
However, this plan is no where near 
final. The plans prepared by HSR 
are “simply concepts” said 
Griesbach, without any set blue- 
prints and are “still being tweaked.” 

The projected $37.9 million 
price tag for the whole of the project 
will be funded with student fees 
from housing rather than tuition. 
These fees pay for state-issued 


bonds which directly pay for the 
project as “we don't have several 
million dollars lying around” to 
start the project said Griesbach. 

In the plan, the university would 
eventually acquire large sections of 
property extending west from Wigen 
Hall to the Swiss Miss plant. Though 
its possible acquisition of these prop- 
erties “could impact the schedule of 
the plan,” said Dennis Shaw, 
Assistant to the Executive Director of 
Student Life Services and chair of the

Suspended sculpture garden

The hard, geometric, 
technological edges of 
Millennium Hall were soft- 
ened last Monday with a 
work of art created by an 
Ohio artist. 


“Arial Garden  X: 
Message” was put up for 
show last week in 


Millennium Hall thanks to 
the Percentage for Art pro- 
gram. Dimensional Artist 
Carol Adams was chosen by 
the Percentage for Art pro- 
gram to create a work of art 
for Millennium Hall. 

“I think art has all this 
power to show people 
places they’ve never been,” 
said Adams. 

The Percentage for Art 


Program is a law in different 
states and cities that requires 
one percent of the budget for 
public buildings over $4 bil- 
lion to be allocated for art. 
The program was developed 
in the 1980s in order to help 
beautify public areas. The 
one percent of the budget 
goes to either commission- 
ing a work of art or purchas- 
ing an already existing work 
of art. 

“Arial Garden X: 
Message” was a commis- 
sioned work. Adams 
researched the Millennium 
Hall and designed the work 
to compliment the hard stiff 
features of the building. 

“{The piece] is based on 
the sine wave because it is 
seen as a signal that commu- 
nicates,” said Adams. “My 
art is about mixing technolo- 
gy and organic type shapes.” 

This piece uses several 
media. Hanging between 
the second and third floors 
of Millennium Hall, the 
three curved frames are 
formed of copper tubing 
with nylon stretched on the 
inside. Adams used acrylic

paint and holographic mate- 
rial on the nylon. The forms 
are accented in the afternoon 
through evening and even 
over night by colored lights. 

“She uses so many 
media,” said Sali Mounce, 
Design Committee member. 
“She uses so much technolo- 
gy yet it’s such soft sculp- 
ture; it really compliments 
the area.” 

There are several tracks 
of pin lights that shine on the 
sculpture starting at 3 p.m. 
everyday. The lights have 
different color gels over 
bulbs and fade in and out to 
create ever changing colors 
and shadows on the interior 
walls of the building. 

When the campus walk- 
way lights go on at night, 
large mounted lights also go 
on in Millennium Hall. The 
lights are synchronized with 
the campus lighting system. 
Three large colored panels 
move up and down on the 
large lights changing the 
color of the entire building 
at night. 


“The idea behind this 
thing is to color the building,” 
said Corby Grub, Technical 
Advisor for the project. 

Fixtures were unavail- 
able commercially that 
would suit the needs of 
Adams and her team. To 
work around this problem, 
the fixtures had to be custom 
designed. The colored pan- 
els move independently up 
and down on a track each 
taking their turn to cover the 
light, thus changing the 
color of the room. The pan- 
els move up and down via a 
system of motors and levers. 

The entire piece has a 
very elaborate control sys- 
tem, according to Grubb. 
The pin spots are on eight 
different dimming circuits. 
There is also a program that 
tuns the lights of the piece. 
The program starts up 
everyday and any changes 
that are made one day are 
cleared the next. 

The lighting is a very crit- 
ical part of “Arial Garden X: 
Message.” The intricate 


workings of the lighting sys- 
tem create a very different 
work of art than that which is 
viewed during the day with- 
out the lights. 

“It changes the entire 
look and it’s wonderful,” 
said Mounce. “The reflec- 
tion on the interior of the 
windows is very cool.” 

“Arial Garden X: 
Message” is one of 20 to 25 
pieces made of the same 
materials that are hanging in 
offices and homes through- 
out the country.

committee on the renovation, 
currently the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout owns the 
property needed to begin the 
renovation project. 

Local neighbors attend- 
ing feedback sessions last 
year remarked that it was 
“terrible what's happened 
to the old houses” as 
they've become student 
housing, showing local sup- 
port for the plan is appar- 
ently not lacking. 

The plan itself entails the 
construction of a large new 


six-story residence hall in 
either apartment or suite- 
style arrangements (all single 
rooms) west of Hovlid Hall 
over the next four years. 

This specific part of the 
plan is currently seeking 
approval to begin construc 
tion. Over the long term, Jeter 
Tainter Callahan Halls will be 
demolished to make room for 
new facilities that may 
include health services, a visi- 
tor's center or other undeter- 
mined facilities. 

In the short term there 


will also be repairs or small 
changes to the current halls. 
The plan should eventually 
include a sand volleyball area, 
a paved basketball court, as 
well as open public spaces 
around North Campus. 

“We didn't want to create 
a traditional old dorm com- 
plex,” said Griesbach. If 
everything goes as planned, 
all of North Campus will be 
unlike any current area on 
campus. Shaw said, “we are 
excited about the plan and are 
moving forward.”

Many students know 
how to use Microsoft Word 
to do the most basic of docu- 
ments, but many do not 
know how to use some of the 
tools Word provides to 
enhance any report. Other 
Microsoft Office Suite pro- 
grams such as Outlook, 
Excel, Power Point, Access, 
and Front Page, may seem 


foreign even to the advanced 
Word user. 

University of Wisconsin 
Stout’s Information and 
Operating Systems (IOP) is 
offering free sessions that 
will teach students how to 
use these Microsoft pro- 
grams for beginners to even 
the most advanced users. 

Class sessions started 
Feb 12, and go until April 30. 
These classes are given for 
students and faculty using 
PC and Macintosh comput- 
ers. Programs are broken up 
into 45-minute sessions to 
take students and faculty 
through different aspects of 
each program. 

IOP offers 31 different 
courses, in 66 sessions over 
the 11-week period. UW- 
Stout employees Joe Carollo

Can’t” (Ventura at a press 
conference), and “Retaliate 
in ‘98” (Ventura and his 
opponent debating). 

“The score will have a 
very heavy rock sound 
because that is the governor’s 
favorite kind of music and the 
sound he wanted,” Dolginoff 
told Playbill magazine, an offi- 
cial theater source. 

Cossette’s Broadway

Musicals written about 
government figures is not a 
new concept. “Fiorello!” was 
a 1959 show about New York 
City mayor Fiorello H. La 
Guardia.

Ata special hearing conducted 
by the Stout Student Association 
Tuesday night, an appeal to sanc- 
tions placed against the Sigma Tau 
Gamma fraternity was heard. After 
several hours of deliberations their 
appeal was denied by a unani- 
mous decision. 

Sanctions now placed on the 
fraternity include the removal of 
all university recognition of the 
Sigma Tau Gamma fraternity until 
May 17, 2004. 

The sanctions against Sigma Tau 
Gamma stem from a list of criteria 
presented by the Organizational 
Affairs Committee of the SSA. The 
criteria was a list of complaints 
stretching back to July 1992 up to the 
most recent events of October 2001. 

Sanctions were originally placed 
against the Sigma Tau Gamma fra- 
ternity on Dec. 17, 2001 after a Code 
of Conduct hearing, which took 


place on Dec. 12, 2001. The result of 
those earlier hearings were sanctions 
similar to those placed against them 
on Tuesday. However, only the new 
sanctions have an extended proba- 
tionary period of three years instead 
of the original two years. 

“They knew going into this 
appeal that their situation might 
actually worsen,” said SSA chair 
Michael LaConte. LaConte presided 
over the special hearing conducted 
on Tuesday. 

These sanctions were set in 
motion not by the SSA, but rather 
by a complaint filed to the SSA by 
Interim Director of the Memorial 
Student Center, Bill Siedlecki. The 
complaint came in the form of a 
memo sent to the SSA asking them 
to look into the overall activity of 
the Sigma Tau Gamma fraternity in 
relation to the Student 
Organizational Code of Conduct. 

“The student government has a 
process,” said Siedlecki. "Something 
just needs to start that process, such 
as a complaint.” 

The violations to the Student 
Organizations Code of Conduct 
committed by Sigma Tau Gamma 
included an alcohol related incident 
of battery in Sept. 2001 and Dec. 
2001, and a total of five alcohol 
related incidents that were deemed

budget deficit. 


To solve the budget 
problem, current Wisconsin 
governor Scott McCallum 
presented a budget propos- 
al to the Wisconsin State 
Senate that would reduce 
the deficit to $268.4 million 
for this year. 

McCallum’s Budget 
Reform Act, as it is called, 
strives to cut the current 
budget over a three-year 
period. It uses targeted 
reductions and protective 
measures to lower state gov- 
ernment spending. 

The bill’s highlights 
include reductions for high- 
er education and _ the 
Department of Corrections, 
a property tax increase limit, 
an increase in funds for 
state-sponsored financial aid 
and a $1 billion cut in local 
government aid over the 
three-year period. 

If passed, McCallum’s 
bill would cut aid to the 
University of Wisconsin 
System 1.1 percent this year 
and 4.1 percent next year. In 
dollars, that amounts to a 
loss of $10.1 million to the 
UW-System this year and 
$40.1 million dollars the 
next. It also provides for an 
increase in undergraduate 
tuition up to 10 percent for 
the 2002-2003 school year. 

The Wisconsin Higher 
Education Aids Board 
(HEAB) is slated for a $1.2 
million increase. This is good 
news for the over 5,500 stu- 


dents at University of 
Wisconsin-Stout who receive 
financial aid each year. 
According to Beth Resech, 
director of the financial aid 
office, HEAB currently offers 
the Wisconsin _ Higher 
Education Grant to 1,240 UW- 
Stout students. With an 
increase in state funding, this 
number could rise next year. 

An area of the bill that 
has caused quite a stir in the 
state concerns the cut to local 
governments. 

Currently, the state sup- 
plies local governments with 
approximately $2.8 billion 
annually. The proposed cut 
would phase out discre- 
tionary state aid, which pro- 
vides local governments 
statewide with $1 billion 
each year. 

According to Lowell 
Prange, City Administrator, 
that means a $3.8 million 
cut for the City of 
Menomonie’s budget over 
the next three years. 
Currently, the city operates 
ona $10 million budget. For 
each of the first two years, 
the budget would receive a 
$600,000 cut, with the 
remaining $1.8 million to be 
cut in year three. This 38 
percent cut will affect most 
of the services offered by 
the city. 

McCallum also propos- 
es to limit property tax 
increases to the rate of infla- 
tion. This will force local 
governments to look else- 
where to make up for the 
lost state revenue.

create alphabet books for 
young children. The books, 
made from used magazines, 
will be delivered to doctors’ 
offices at a later date. 

The conference con- 
firmed APO's dedication to 
service in four areas, “serv- 
ice to the fraternity, and to 
the local, regional and 
national communities,” 
said Grendreau. 

The organization has 
chapters throughout the 
United States and in the 
Philippines, with two chap- 
ters in Wisconsin, UW-Stout 
and University of Wisconsin- 
Eau-Claire.

Campus representatives to accept Baldrige Award in D.C. 


Total of 50 to

When the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout won the 
Malcolm Baldrige Award in 
December 2001, the actual 
award reception was proba- 
bly the farthest thing from the 
minds of the administration. 

After over two long 
years of trying to meet the 
criteria of the coveted 
Baldrige Award, a collective 
sigh of relief was breathed 


by all involved. 

Now, three months 
later, the fruits of the labor 
are ready to be reaped. In 
order to receive the award, 
a delegation of 50 represen- 
tatives from UW-Stout will 
be going to Washington, 
D.C. to accept the award at 
a Mar. 7 conference. At the 
ceremony, the President of 
the United States of 
America traditionally pres- 
ents the award. 

In order to cover the cost 
of the trip, the Malcolm 
Baldrige National Quality 
Program has issued a grant. 
The grant, according to Vice 
Chancellor Julie Furst-Bowe, 
is for up to $100,000 to cover 
the cost of the trip for those 
directly related to the univer- 
sity, including students, fac- 


ulty and administration.

conference will be returned 
to the Baldrige National 
Quality Program. 

“Each person going has 
up to $1,000 to cover expens- 


es under this grant,” said 
Furst-Bowe, “Anything over 
that, they are on their own.” 

Of the 50 invites that the 
Baldrige National Quality 
Program has issued to UW- 
Stout, eight students will be 
representing the university. 
Those eight students are the 
executive board of the Stout 
Student Association. Other 
people going include previ- 
ous chancellor Dr, Robert 
Swanson, university pho- 
tographer Marty Springer, 
and Don and Nona Williams 
for whom the new stadium 
is named. 

Chancellor Charles 
Sorensen has also received 
more recognition since win- 
ning the award. Sorensen has 
been invited to speak at sev- 
eral conferences and by uni- 


versities, including Florida 
State University that is now 
striving for this award. 

“It’s a real honor to be 
recognized,” said Chancellor 
Sorensen, “We have been 
working at this since [1987] 
and for that effort to be 
noticed is a good feeling.” 

In early April there will 
be a separate quality confer- 
ence aimed at showcasing 
the success stories of that 
year’s winners. The confer- 
ence normally costs partici- 
pants a registration fee of 
$995 per person, but those 
representing a winning 
school are waived this fee. 

The final list of repre- 
sentatives going to 
Washington to accept the 
award is not yet final. 


An influential speaker, 
Julia Butterfly Hill touched 
students Tuesday night. 
University of 
‘isconsin-Stout organiza- 
tion Greensense, that is 
devoted to ecological 
improvement, brought Hill 
to campus. 

Hill centered her dis- 
cussion on the fact that 
individuals can make a dif- 
erence. “Everything has an 
impact, even if we do noth- 
ing,” said Hill. 

With no previous expe- 
ience in “tree sitting,” Hill 
elt compelled to offer her- 
self in saving the redwood 
trees in California when 
offered the opportunity. 
Living on a platform four 
feet by six feet in a tree, she 
lobbied from six to eight 
thours a day over the tele- 
phone to save her tree. 

She faced many hard- 
ships imposed by the timber 
company. She faced the com- 
pany attempting to make her 
leave, from blocking her 
supplies to blowing an air 
horn for 24 hours a day.

acceptable by the estab- 
lished code of conduct. In all 
there were eight specific 
events which were consid- 
ered by the SSA during the 
sanctions process. 

The process of the 
Student Organizations Code 
of Conduct is structured and 
outlined by the SSA and is 
available for anyone at the 
SSA office in the Memorial 
Student Center. The docu- 
ment itself is signed each 
year by the president of any 
organization that is recog- 
nized by SSA. 

John Enger, Public 
Relations Director of UW- 
Stout agreed that the process 
was correct. 

“The student govern- 
ment followed the 
process,”said Enger. "The 
university will not tolerate 
this kind of activity and has 
been against it for quite 
some time.”

“I got exactly what I 
was asking for; I got the 
hardships to make me 
stronger,”said Hill. 

Hill metaphorically 
relayed what she learned, 
through a tree itself.

Opening for Hill, Will 
Fantel said that the bill to 
change this threat has been 
passed by the State Senate, 
but needs to be supported 
so it can make it through the 
State Assembly.

unfamiliar with just what 
happened last Tuesday 
night, let me summarize: At 
an appeal hearing conducted 
by the Stout Student 
Association, the Sigma Tau 
Gamma fraternity made an 
attempt to have the sanctions 
placed on them last 
December lifted. However, 
instead of current sanctions 
being lifted, more were 
added as an additional year 
of probation was tacked on. 
(If you want to read more 
about this, please see the 
front-page story.) 

The real question now 
becomes “what's next?” Or 
perhaps the more appropri- 
ate question is “who's next?” 

I think it is quite clear 


that if the right steps were 
taken, yet another fraternity 
could be on the chopping 
block next week. Sigma Tau 
Gamma was not the excep- 
tion to the rule, rather they 
were just the first fraternity 
to be truly held accountable 
for their actions. 

Despite what most in the 
Greek community think, the 
rest of campus isn’t against 
you. This campus does not 
wish to see the Greek system 
erased from the community. 
What I think we all want is 
not a termination, just a 
reform and proof that a new 
stand against underage 
drinking, violence and any- 
thing else that helps to per- 
petuate the negative view of 


Greeks is being taken. 

I hope that the Greek 
community does not look at 
the actions taken against the 
Sigma Tau Gamma fraternity 
as a threat, since that was not 
the purpose of these sanc- 
tions.

door. I heard the toilet flush 
and someone stumbled out. 
I ran into my friend, half- 
dressed, ashen-faced, with 
glazed over eyes filled with 


tears. Assuming she had 
drank too much that night, I 


laid her down and gave her 
water and a trash can. 
Throughout the course of the 
night I heard her in and out 
of the bathroom, continually 
vomiting. It wasn’t until a 
month later that I found out 
she had tried to commit sui- 
cide and failed. 

Does it matter who she 
is, how old she was or if you 
knew her? No. What mat- 
ters is that her situation is not 
an isolated incident. 

Sometimes you overhear 
a person’s conversation and 
you can let anything they say 


just roll off your back, and 
other times it gets under 
your skin. When I overhear 
professors, faculty members, 
parents and even other stu- 
dents say that “college kids 
have it so easy,” and that 
“these are the best years of 
their lives,” I want to give 
them a look inside the lives 
of students who are the 
opposite of stereotypical col- 
lege students. 

For many college stu- 
dents life is not a walk in the 
park, a blur of partying and 
school and wasted 


Saturdays. Those times are 
far expired. 

So many college students 
today are overwhelmed by 
the pressures of maintaining 
that perfect GPA, working 
too many hours and trying to 
survive the transition from 
being a shallow high school 
kid to a _ well-rounded, 
knowledgeable adult. For 
some, this fast paced life 
style is what they thrive on. 
But for others, the ever- 
growing pressures to be the 
“model” college student, to 
never break the norm, is a 


recipe for disaster. 

Research done by the 
U.S. Center for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) illustrates that 10 per- 
cent of college aged students, 
18-23, are overcome with 
severe depression and have 
contemplated suicide. 
Suicide has become the third 
largest cause of death for this 
age group. There is a com- 
mon myth that young people 
who claim to be depressed 
are weak and simply need to

which is consistent with the 
safe use of the crosswalk by 
pedestrians, who is crossing 
the highway within a marked 
or unmarked crosswalk.

This presents a 
serious risk to anyone who 
believes that half a mile of 
travel is not worth getting 
into a car for. As well as

Depression is a serious 
disease, a chemical imbal- 
ance in the brain that can 
only be helped with medical 
and psychological attention. 
Many times an unhealthy 
addiction to alcohol or other 
drugs lends itself to depres- 
sion, or vice versa. 

Take this into considera- 
tion: According to the U.S. 
Department of Health and 


Human Services, suicide 
takes the lives of more than 
30,000 Americans every year. 
More teenagers and young 
adults die from suicide than 
from cancer, heart disease, 
AIDS, stroke, pneumonia, 
influenza and chronic lung 
disease, combined. 

If you have read this arti- 
cle up to this point, congratu- 
lations.

word suicide. Push away 
that apprehension if you ever 
see that you have a friend, a 
classmate, a person in need.

The actual experience of 
a depressive episode differs 
from a temporary sadness. 

“Depression will be a 
more prolonged and intense 
experience.” States Robin 
Abraham, Psy.D., counselor 
at the UW-Stout counseling 
center. 
Usually depres- 
sion is brought 
on by a sig- 
nificant loss 
in a per- 
son’s life. 
Research 
has been 


conducted to find the source 
of depression, but so far it 
cannot be linked to a defi- 
nite cause. 

“There is no one source 
or cause that we can link to 
depression,” said Abraham. 
“Some mental health experts 
believe the cause to be a 
combination of biological, 
psychological and social fac- 
tors. But sometimes we can 
pinpoint it to a certain 
event.” 

For a UW-Stout student, 
that certain event may be the 
physical loss of a loved one, 
the break-up of a relation- 
ship or the stress of the tran- 
sition to college. 

In the case of a break-up, 
the length of the relationship 
does not determine the sig- 
nificance of the loss. 

“The extent of impor- 
tance you placed on the rela- 
tionship does,” said 
Abraham. 

So even a seemingly 
harmless short-term love 
affair may leave one or more 
parties seriously emotional- 


ly wounded. 

Besides emotional stress, 

suffering from 
ion here at UW-Stout 
are likely to have negative 
consequences as a result of 
depression. Academic per- 
formances and student activ- 
ities are put off due to the 
lack of motivation associated 
with depression. 

Intramural sports and 
hanging out with friends may 
no longer seem appealing. 
However, some people may 
be lead to self-medicate them- 
selves with alcohol and drugs 
in order to cushion the blow. 

“J realize my depression 
when it’s 5 a.m. and I'm piss 
drunk,” said Layton Hanson, 
20-year-old non-student. 
“But that’s just how I deal 
with it.” 

Obviously, severe 
depression can take a more 
serious toll than skipped 
classes. Depression is a lead- 
ing indicator of suicide. The 
feeling of hopelessness asso- 
ciated with depression may 
become so overwhelming 
suicide seems like the easi- 
est solution. 

However, here at UW- 
Stout, the counseling center 
and observant friends are 
important resources for help- 
ing students overcome 
depressive episodes. 


If your roommate has 
been unable to get off the 
couch for more than two 
weeks and displays a general 
sense of sadness, and it is not 
a result of over drinking the 
previous night, supportive 
friends can help. 

Talking about it is a start. 
If you believe someone you 
know is at risk of committing 
suicide, merely bringing up 
the topic can make a huge 
difference. It does not neces- 
sarily plant the idea into 
someone mind. 

The UW-Stout counseling 
center is a great free resource 
for students to take advantage 
of. The staff is comprised of 
friendly licensed counselors 
and graduate school coun- 
selor trainees. 

“Students can expect an 
atmosphere of support and 
understanding.” says 
Abraham, one of the avail- 
able counselors. “They can 
feel reassured they will be 
listened to without judge- 
ment.” 

Can talking it out to a 
trained stranger really help? 

Talk therapy has been 
medically proven to improve 
mental conditions. The coun- 
selors at UW-Stout pride 
themselves on the fact that 
all problems will be listened 
to without judgement.

The first thing that stu- 
dents should know about the 
business of renting houses is 
obvious, but many students 
do not realize it. Landlords 
own property for one reason: 
to make money. 

Other benefits include 
the tax advantages of 
interest and depreciation 
deductions. The whole sys- 
tem begins when the land- 
lord purchases the property. 
The value of student rental 
property is directly related 
to the amount of the lease, 
not the quality of the house. 

This is logical, the 
house’s purpose is to make 
the landlord money not for 
the landlord to live there. 

The rent that is collected 
must pay for the mortgage, 
insurance, taxes, and mainte- 
nance, What is left each 
month after paying the bills 
is profit. 

This profit is not as 
much as many may think; it

When given 
the choice landlords may 
choose a tube of caulk to seal 
up a window rather than 
purchase a new $200 win- 
dow to replace the old one.

lords will increase rent and 
increase their profits. The 
house will be held until the: 
tax benefits decrease, where- 
upon the house will be sold. 

This is the point where 
the landlord makes the most 
money. For each $100 
increase in rent the house 
can be sold for $12,000 more. 

For example in 1998 a 
house was bought for 
$100,000. The landlord then 
increased the rent by $100 a 
month when the contracts 
are renewed. Then in 1999 
the house is sold for 
$112,000. That is a 12% 
return on the landlord's orig- 
inal investment. 

It is actually a near infi- 
nite return on investment 
because the landlord has 
used none of his own money 
in the process. 

At no point does the 
quality of life of the tenant 
enter into the equation. The 
landlord's position on this is 
buyer beware. If you do not 
like the house do not enter 
into the contract. 

Students also have a 
nasty habit of throwing par- 
ties and end up damaging 
the house. This gives the 
landlord a cause to keep the 
security deposit, which 
translates to instant profit 
for the landlord. They will 
put a few patches on the wall 
and move the next group of 
tenants through. 

There is a shortage of 
housing in Menomonie, so 
there is no problem for a 
landlord to find a tenant, 
and many times with 
increased rates. For the stu- 
dents familiar with econom- 
ics, demand is greater then 
supply. Prices are inflated 
and quality suffers.

Credit blips stay on a 
report for up to seven years 
and the credit bureau does 
not operate on a very forgiv- 
ing system. When puling up 
a credit report, bankers usu- 
ally look at not only credit 
history, but also employ- 
ment, residence,collections, 
bankruptcy, income to debt 
ratio and late payments. 

The most helpful tip to 
maintain good credit is to 
pay bills on time. The credit 
bureau documents every late 
payment with their scoring 
system using 30-day incre- 
ments. Each late payment 
results in a negative score 
against the user. It does not 
matter if it is a $10 payment 
or a $300 payment; it all 


looks equally bad on paper. 

Although credit cards 
may severely damage a cred- 
it report if used improperly, 
not having any credit can 
also be detrimental. No cred- 
it equals bad credit. The first 
thing bankers’ look at is cred- 
it history. 

If a person has never 
used a credit card or had a 
loan, the bank will probably 
ask for a co-signer. 

So, are credit cards good 
or bad? Even though plastic 
had been known to cause 
financial troubles, it is almost 
a necessity to when it comes 
to establishing credit. 

“T always tell the stu- 
dents that they need only 
one credit card, not 10,” 
said Personal Banker, 
Kathy Mork. 

Often times, credit prob- 
lems do not disappear easily, 
but getting a loan is not 


That little plastic card can pay off 


impossible. If consumers 
can show improvement, 
then their little mistakes will 
not be marked for the full 
seven years and the bank 
may be accommodating. 
According to Mork, a 
good way to rebuild or build 
credit history is to charge 
items that could be paid for 
in cash and then immediate- 
ly go home and mail in the 
payment. That way, positive 
marks are being added to the 
report and credit usage is 
being established, but the 
debt had not increased. 
"Everybody thinks credit 
cards are evil,”says Amy 
Hickcox a junior at UW- 
Stout,“but if you use them 
responsibly then they can 
help you in the long run."

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Walking in the parking 
lot of the Johnson Fieldhouse 
on Saturday, deep-pounding 
drums and _ high-pitched 
voices could be heard for 
hundreds of feet. What was 
this music for? 

An authentic Native 
American Pow-wow cele- 
brating unity was being 
held inside. 

The Pow-wow Saturday 
gave spectators and partici- 


pants a chance to learn and 
experience Native American 
culture firsthand. 

“Tt gave a lot of insight 
into Native American tradi- 
tional gatherings,” said Katie 
Dix, a sophomore 
Hospitality and Tourism 
major at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout. 

This Pow-wow was the 
first to be held at UW-Stout 
since 1994 and was organ- 
ized by the Students 
Participating in 
Representing Indian Tribes 
at Stout (SPIRITS). 


“We had a very good 
turnout,” said Christy 
Jackson, president of SPIR- 
ITS and a junior Service 
Management major. “We 
sold somewhere around 750 
buttons.” 

The Pow-wow began at 
1:30 p.m. with the first 
Grand Entrance of the day. 
The Grand Entrance, as it is 
sometimes called, is an 


important and honored part 
of the Pow-wow tradition. It 
is the first dance of the day 
and the spectators can see 
the dancers dressed up in

their traditional regalia. 

“The Grand Entrance is 
important because that is the 
opening ceremony of the 
days events, the flag, elders, 
veterans, tribes and so forth 
are honored, also, that is 
when all the introductions of 
the drums, and dignitaries 
are made,” said Doris 
Strehlau, co-advisor to the 
SPIRITS group. 

After several hours of 
music and dancing, the Pow- 
wow paused for a traditional 
feast. The feast featured sev- 
eral customary Native 
American courses. 

“T made a pig of myself 
at the feast - venison with 
mushroom sauce, hominy, 
fried bread-I ate way past 
full because it tasted so 
good,” said Monte Gomke, 
Hall Director for Wigen Hall. 

The Pow-wow wasn’t 
finished yet. A second 
Grand Entrance after the 
feast provided a second 
chance for spectators to wit- 
ness all the dancers. The 
second ‘run’ of the Pow- 
wow was designed to 
accommodate those who 
couldn’t attend the first 
Grand Entrance. 

This Pow-wow was a 
great chance for people to 
experience Native American 
culture, and organizers are 
already looking forward to 


next year. 
Jackson said, “The Pow- 
wow was a_ success, 


although next year I think it 
will go a little more smooth- 
ly because we will have one 
under our belt.”

Stout graduate killed in accident 


Funeral services to 
be held Sunday 
for former UW- 
Stout student

The inseparable team that 
typically greets the many 
guests who come through the 
Memorial Student Center was 
given some sad news on 
Tuesday afternoon as a former 
employee, University _ of 
Wisconsin-Stout graduate and 
friend to many was killed in a 
car accident. 

A Dec. 2001 graduate from 
UW-Stout, Kimberly Severson 
was killed Tuesday in a colli- 
sion on County Highway D in 
the town of Montrose, WI. 

According to the Capitol 
Times, Severson reportedly lost 
control of her 1993 Honda 
Accord and crossed into 
oncoming traffic where her 
vehicle was met by a 2001 


GMC truck owned by Ace 
Plumbing of Brooklyn, WI. 

After a first responder 
from the Oregon, WI Police 
Department contacted the 
scene and _ subsequently 
placed a call to the Dane 
County 911 dispatch, an 
Emergency Medical 
Technician from the Fitch- 
Rona Emergency Medical 
Service district arrived on 
scene at 7:32 a.m. 

From there, Severson was 
transported to University 
Hospital where she was later 
pronounced dead as a result of 
internal injuries suffered dur- 
ing the crash. 

From conversations with 
close friends of Severson, she 
was described as someone 
who was never without a 
smile and genuinely cared 
about those around her. Her 
love for dance and fashion 
was evident in the major from 
which she _ graduated, 
Apparel Design. 

Severson’s former pro- 
gram director at UW-Stout, Dr. 
Rita Christoffersen, also 
described Severson as a very 
outgoing person. 


Effective in three 
weeks 


“She had shown a lot of 
promise,” said Christoffersen. 
“She worked very well with 
others and showed a lot of 
leadership.” 

Christoffersen explained 
how Severson had been a 
teacher’s assistant for an 
Apparel Construction class 
under Professor Gindy 
Neidermyer. Severson was 
also involved in the Apparel 
Design Manufacturing 
Association (ADMA), three 
years of activity on the UW- 
Stout women’s soccer team 
and her hours at the 
Memorial Student Center 
information desk. 

Severson was a student 
that truly everyone enjoyed 
being around, according to 
Christoffersen. 

The memorial services for 
Severson will be held begin- 
ning on Saturday with the vis- 
itation from 4:00 p.m. until 8:00 
p-m. at the Becker-Beal Funeral 
Home in Belleville, WI. 
Funeral services are scheduled 
for Sunday at 1:00 p.m. at the 
First United Church of Christ 
in Belleville, WI with a recep- 
tion to follow. 


Students will no

ommendations to Diane Moen, 
Vice Chancellor of 
Administrative and Student 
Life Services. These recom- 
mendations suggested that the 
UW-Stout campus not become 
tobacco-free at this time. 

A recommendation was 
also made to implement desig- 
nated smoking areas around 
the UW-Stout campus. 

This recommendation will 
soon becoming a reality for 
UW-Stout’s campus. 

Signs will be added around 
campus to identify where 
smoking is and is not allowed. 

“The signs are on order and 
should be here next week,” said 
Don Moats the Buildings and 
Grounds Superintendent. 
“They will be installed in the 
next couple of weeks.” 

Considering the idea of a 
tobacco-free campus, the smok- 
ing policies of many other 
University of Wisconsin system 
schools as well as University of 


bans coming to campus 


Minnesota schools were 
reviewed and analyzed for 
effectiveness. Also, documents 
on secondhand smoke from the 
American Lung Association 
were considered. 

The Building Supervisors 
worked with people from each 
building and picked one 
entrance where smoking would 
be allowed, based on it being 
away from fresh air intakes for 
the building to prevent cigarette 
smoke from entering the build- 
ing and the amount of traffic at 
that entrance. 

The signs will be seven 
inches high and 11 inches long, 
brown with white letters say- 
ing “Designated Smoking Area 
Please Use Ashtrays.” They 
will be attached to the building 
at the entrance that is designat- 
ed to permit smoking. 

This new policy does not 
have official enforcement, and 
will be enforced only by volun- 
tary compliance.

Steve Baraibar was a 
seven-year-old active child 
living in Brooklyn Park, MN, 
until he began to get ill and 
bruised easily. His family 
brought him to see a doctor in 
response to these strange lit- 
tle occurrences, but what was 
discovered made an impres- 
sion on him and his family 
forever. 

Baraibar was diagnosed 
with Acute Lymphositic 
Leukemia when in third grade. 

“I remember feeling 
scared and confused by hear- 
ing the word cancer at the age 
of seven,” said Baraibar. 

Today, Baraibar has been 
off treatment for 11 years, and 
is attending the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout, a senior, 
majoring in Adult Education. 

Baraibar has been a sur- 
vivor through much in his life. 
He was born three months 
prematurely, had a defective 
heart valve that required 
open-heart surgery, cancer 
and a fall in 1995 that lead toa 
fractured skull. 

After being diagnosed, 
Baraibar could tell that his 
family was scared of cancer

and its association with 
death. Members of his family 
showed emotions in their 
own way. 

“I was shocked and wor- 
ried about him,” said his 
mother, Mary Anne Baraibar, 
“He had already been through 
a lot as a young child, having 
had heart surgery.”

Baraibar spent much time 
receiving treatment at the 
Minneapolis Children’s 
Medical Center. While 
Baraibar was in the hospital, 
he learned about his disease 
and what was going to hap- 
pen to help him fight and beat 
the cancer. 

“I felt better when the 
Child Life specialist explained 
what cancer was, and used a 
puppet to help me understand 
the treatment procedures,” 
said Baraibar. 

Baraibar went through 
much while in treatment, 
which included chemotherapy, 
many surgeries, spinal taps, 
bone marrow removal and tak- 
ing medication. This treatment 


of chemotherapy resulted in 
Baraibar losing his hair. 

Baraibar missed out on 
school and school activities. 
When he returned to school 
from the hospital, many of his 
classmates were afraid of him. 
To educate his classmates, he 
spoke to his fourth-grade class 
about his illness, and helped 
them gain a better understand- 
ing of cancer. 

On Dec. 2, 1991, Baraibar 
had received his last treatment 
of chemotherapy and had sur- 
gery to remove the porticath 
that was used to administer 
chemotherapy. He had 
received treatment for cancer 
for three years. 

“He has had residual 
problems, though, from 
chemotherapy, but has accom- 
modated for them,” said his 
mother Mary Anne. 

Baraibar is scarred with 
intravenous dots, spinal tap and 
bone marrow marks, and scars 
from his porticaths on both 
shoulders, which were used to 
administer chemotherapy. 

The ramifications of this 
disease will influence all of 
Baraibar’s life. He made many 
friends and had lost many 
close friends while in the 
Children’s Hospital. 

“But he was a tough kid, 
and came out fantastic,” said 
his mother. “He was one of the 
lucky ones to make it through.” 

He went to a camp for 
children who have cancer in 
Clearwater, MN called Camp

Living the hunger experienced by thousands

Last Friday, eight students 
went without food for 30 
hours. This was their way of 
showing solidarity and raising 
money for victims of famine 
around the world for a group 
called World Vision. 

Arica Olson, sophomore in 
Graphic Communications 
Management, led the students 
in their fast. 

World Vision, a Christian 
humanitarian group, organizes 
the 30 Hour Famine. The 
famine is participated in by 
more than one million 
teenagers in 21 countries 
around the world. 

The World Vision was 
founded in the 1950s to help 
orphans from the Korean War 


and now undertakes all man- 
ners of humanitarian projects. 
These projects range from 
immediate disaster relief to 
long-term development proj- 
ects. Last year, more than 
600,000 participants in the 
United States raised over $8.3 
million for the program.

Olson described the event 
as “an experience to help you 
understand what these people 
go through on a day to day 


basis.” The eight participants 
in the fast raised $87 from their 
collection efforts at Wigen 
Hall. Olson, who started her 
participation in the event in 
high school, collected $125 last 
year with the event. 

Olson said she chose to 
participate in this event partly 
because of its affiliation with a 
Christian group but not with 
any particular denomination. 
Also, the organization does not 
emphasize its religious nature, 
focusing on what can be done 
to help rather than who is help- 
ing and what their beliefs are. 

“You don’t realize how 
much you eat everyday until you 
go without eating,” said Olson. 

The seven students and 
Olson finished the 30 hours of 
fasting while two other partici- 
pants tried to fast the 30 hours 
but gave up, illustrating how 
difficult the fast can be. For mar- 


keting major Megan Greenland, 
who finished the 30 hours, the 
fast “let you actually feel what 
famine is like,” adding that the 
experience of hunger pains 
makes a person directly aware 
of the plight of the hungry. 

Greenland recommended 
participating, either as a leader 
or participant in the fast saying 
“{the 30 Hour Famine] gave 
me the opportunity to help in 
some small way.” 

Materials for leading a 30 
Hour Famine are available 
from www.30hour famine.org 
and include everything needed 
to start the program locally. 
The web site even offers online 
management of donations for 
event leaders. 

With 29,000 children dying 
of starvation every day, accord- 
ing to World Vision, Olson said 
the famine helped “realize how 
lucky we really are.”

“Through all of this, 
Baraibar has gained a good 
sense of humor, and he and I 
have gotten a lot closer and 
have formed a good rela- 
tionship,” said his mother. 

Currently, Baraibar is 
working on a_ novel 
divulging into his experi- 
ences with cancer as a 
child. He hopes to portray 
his story in a way that will 
allow the reader to see the 
experience of cancer 
through the eyes of a 
seven-year-old child. 

“We are really proud of 
him,” said his mother. “He 
is willing to give back to 
others, and has learned to 
appreciate life.” 

Through all of these 
experiences, Steve knows he 
has much to teach others. 

“I am really lucky to 
still be alive,” said Baraibar, 
“1 live everyday as it was 
my last.”

Sterner tells his

A night of tragedy that 
could have been avoided was 
the theme of speaker Mark 
Sterner on Tuesday night in the 
Great Hall. 

A room with standing- 
room-only listened to Mark's 
story of partying, drinking- 
while-driving and the conse- 
quences that followed. 

As a former student at 
Johnson and Wales University 
in Rhode Island, Sterner sets 
the stage for his talk by show- 
ing that in the realm of public 
opinion, he was an average 
college student. He was in the 
Tau Kappa Epsilon Fraternity 
and made the typical trip to 
Florida for Spring Break with 
his friends. 

Unfortunately, that is 
where Sterner’s life took a twist 
to the horrific. As he recounted 
the events leading up to the 
fatal crash that left three of his 
close friends dead, the audience 
fell silent with remorse and 
complete shock. The drastic 
change in Sterner’s life was 
apparent, and the audience was 
hearing the message. 

“They paid with their 
lives,” said Sterner in regards 
to the choice made by his 
friends of riding with a drunk 
driver. Sterner went on to

explain the complete and utter 
guilt he feels on a regular basis 
since he survived the crash 
that killed his friends. 

This is not to say Sterner 
walked away with a “normal” 
life. Sterner explained how he 
spent two years in prison with 
convicts guilty of murder, rape 
and sex offenses as a result of 
his conviction of three counts of 
felony manslaughter. Now in 
his 30s, Sterner is on probation 
until 2008 and has been talking 
to college campuses for the past 
several years reaching an esti- 


mated 750,000 college students. 

“T believe it was a very 
moving experience,” said Jenny 
Pierquet a freshman Graphics 
Communications Management 
major. “Everyone who saw it 
should have been touched by it 
and hopefully learn something 
from it.” 

The presentation, mandato- 
ty to all Greek organizations, 
was an eye-opener to many on 
the campus as proof that mak- 
ing the wrong decisions can be a 
lifelong experience. 

“Mark Sterner made the 


effects of drinking and driving 
more real,” said Jennifer 
Sonnentag a sophomore in 
Hospitality and Tourism. 

As Sterner closed, he 
made a rather convincing chal- 
lenge not to take what he 
shared lightly. 

“A lot of the times the reac- 
tion people have is ‘yeah, that’s 
sad, but it won’t happen to 
me/” said Sterner. “Maybe 
you're right. Maybe you're 


‘smarter. Maybe you're cooler. 


Maybe you're luckier. Then 
again, maybe you're not.”

I had been swerving over 
the center line, and had 
weaved between lanes. I was 
driving at a level that I predict- 
ed to be barely over .10. In 
actuality, I was well over .16. 
When I made the decision to 
slide behind the wheel, I felt I 
was not endangering myself or 
anyone else on the road. 


I failed the Field Sobriety 
tests. I failed the breath-alyzer 
test. I was handcuffed and put 
in the back of a police car. It 
was at this moment that I real- 
ized how lucky I was. 

Many people drive all of 
their lives when they have had 
“a little too much.” You even 
hear stories of parents who 
drive with their children in the 
car. Like many of my college 
friends, I have been pushing 
my luck for years. 

I sat in handcuffs in the 
back of a squad car as the offi- 
cer searched and towed my 
car. I have never felt so 
degraded and humiliated, as I 
did at that point. 

I spent the next hour and a 
half being shuttled from the 
Maplewood Police Department 
to the St. Paul Police 
Department to the Ramsey 
County Correctional Facility 
where I was to spend the next 5 
hours. 1 was fingerprinted, 
took a mug shot, and put in a 
5" by 7" cell with a cement 
bench. It was at this point that 
1 was told that I would need 
$500 bail to get out. Like many 
of you, I don’t have $500 in 


cash. At 7:00 on Thanksgiving 
morning, I woke up my mom 
with “the phone call.” 

My fear in calling my mom 
wasn’t that she would yell at 
me: I knew I dissapointed her. 
My hands shook when I picked 
up the phone, and I broke down 
when I heard my moms voice. 

My experience didn’t end 
there. I lost my license for two 
weeks, and drove only to work 
for another eight. I paid over 
$300 to reinstate my license. 

Admitting guilt to the 
charge of a DWLis.no small job, 
I had the hallowing experience 
of standing in front of a judge, 
lawyers and my peers and 
admitting that I endangerd the 
lives of countless people I don't 
even know with my actions. 

For the next two years I 
will drive under a probation- 
ary license: I cannot have a 
drink and drive. Period, 
Furthermore, I have spent the 
last 4 months working con- 
stantly to pay off the over 
$1,500 pushing my luck has 
cost me. A small price to pay if 
you ask me. A small price tov 
pay to learn a hard lesson, 
easy way. 4

Unkept housing regulations from the city

Last week’s article on stu- 
dent housing went over the 
landlord’s economic issues 
concerning student rental 
property. To summarize, the 
landlord bases all decisions on 
whether or not there is a mone- 
tary return. This week we will 
discuss how the City of 
Menomonie regulations and 


agencies effect the landlord’s 
maintenance decisions. 

The City of Menomonie is 
responsible for the public’s 
best interest. Citizens accom- 
plish this by electing members 
with similar agendas as their 
own. Regulations have been 
set up by previous city councils 
that are aimed at protecting the 
citizens of Menomonie. 

According to a Menomonie 
building inspector, a licensed 
contractor must do any major 
maintenance to rental property. 
This is to insure that the work 
done is quality and meets cur- 
rent codes. The city also 
requires that all rental property 
be inspected annually by the 
fire inspector. 


These regulations have 
three effects: quality work is 
done by a licensed contractor, 
the work is done illegally by 
the landlord or the work is not 
done. In the first case the 
repair is very expensive, a 
licensed Menomonie plumber 
averages $55 per hour for just 
labor. If the landlord chooses 
the second option the work can 
be done cheaper, but the land- 
lord risks repercussions from 
the city. In many cases the 
landlord chooses the most eco- 
nomical one: do nothing. 

Interestingly enough, the 
city accepts old work that does 
not meet current codes. If it is 
replaced it must meet new 
codes. For example the wiring 


in a house that was installed in 
the 1940s with ceramic and 
cloth insulators is acceptable. 
The only way the city can force 
it to meet current regulations is 
if the landlord chooses to do 
any maintenance. Once again 
it is in the landlord’s interest to 
do nothing. 

The city is here to help 
though. The Menomonie hous- 
ing rehab office has a program 
that loans money interest free 
for the maintenance for low 
income (student) housing. 
Like all government money, it 
comes with strings attached. 
The loan must be paid back 
before the house is sold; this 
may take ten years. All work 
must be done by licensed con- 


tractors. All upgrades must 
meet current codes. Finally 
the landlord cannot raise the 
rent more than the mandated 
amount. This loan may not be 
a good option for many land- 
lord's financial plans. 

Hopefully the last two 
articles have given you some 
insight on the housing situa- 
tion. There is no simple fix; all 
you can do is protect yourself. 
To find the good housing start 
early and do not fall in love 
with a place. Shop smart and 
BUYER BEWARE.

A 41-year-old man in 
Cleveland was able to see his 
daughter get married because 
of the bone marrow donation 
of one Menomonie resident. 

An eight-year-old 
Menomonie girl died of 
leukemia several years ago 
after no bone marrow matches 
were found. 

Stories like these will 
become more common if more 
people donate bone marrow. 
Cancer victims all over the 
world are looking for this gift. 

University of Wisconsin- 
Stout students gave that gift at 
the Bone Marrow Donation 
Drive in Crystal Ballroom A on 
Monday, Feb. 25. 30 healthy 
volunteering students, faculty, 
staff and community members 
put themselves on the registry 
of the National Marrow 
Donation Program (NMDP) to 
provide marrow for patients 
with leukemia and other life- 
threatening blood diseases. 

“Tt seemed to me that this 
was a contribution we could 
make to the general good of 
the community,” said Mary 
Riordan, Director of 
Multicultural Student Services 
and Diversity. 

Riordan decided to run the

drive after she read about the 
shortage of donors of different 
ethnicities. Riordan contacted 
the American Red Cross and a 
phlebotomist from Red Cedar 
Clinic to answer questions and 
draw the samples at the drive. 

“] just want to help,” said 
Tamara Edwards, _ phle- 
botomist from Red Cedar 
Clinic. “I am a donor from 
head to toe.” 

The donating process was 
simple for volunteers on 
Monday. Every volunteer filled 
out an information sheet and 
discussed their medical back- 
ground with Russ Rooney, the 
American Red Cross Bone 
Marrow Consultant. 

After a person was 


declared healthy enough to 
donate, two teaspoons of blood 
were taken. That was it: the 
volunteer was now on the reg- 
istry that could save another 
person’s life. 

“I consider myself lucky to 
be healthy and I want to give 
that back,” said bone marrow 
donor Jessica Kowel, a sopho- 
more Hotel, Restaurant and 
Tourism major. 

The information from the 
test goes to the national bone 
marrow donor registry, a huge 
data bank that matches a 
potential donor to a recipient. 
Numerous factors are consid- 
ered while trying to find a 
match. A match can occur 
within family or with a com- 


plete stranger. Only 25% of the 
recipients find a match in their 
family while 75% of the donors 
are strangers. 

If a recipient matches the 
donor, a more involved proce- 
dure is conducted. A portion 
of marrow is removed from the 
donor’s pelvic area with a nee- 
dle and syringe. Contrary to 
what many believe, the proce- 
dure is painless with the help 
of anesthesia. 

By giving up a small por- 
tion of their day, a healthy per- 
son could make a difference in 
the life of a complete stranger or 
of someone they love. 

Riordan said, “It’s an 
incredible gift to help someone 
and takes no time at all.”

“We understand that they 
have a right to say what they 
want,” said Malone.

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Another war movie deployed in the U.S.

Of the top ten box office 
hits last weekend, two car- 
ried warnings specifically for 
war violence. 

“Hart’s War,” a drama 
starring Bruce Willis as the 
lead officer of a German POW 
camp in 1944 World War II 
Belgium has grossed $13.9 
million after being released 
for two weeks. 

Arnold Schwarzenegger's 
return to the screen was 
delayed after the September 
terrorist attacks, because of the 
terrorist story line. That film, 
“Collateral Damage,” was 
released three weeks ago and 
has made $34.5 million to date. 

Another film that ranked 
just shy of the top ten was 
“Black Hawk Down,” 
released nationwide in mid- 
January. The film, starring 
Josh Hartnett, is about U.S. 
Special Forces sent to Somalia 
in 1993 and their ensuing 
attack. It has grossed nearly 
$102 million in its nine weeks 
at the box office.

The television images 
of Sept. 11 seemed to many 
like something they had seen 
before. But this time, the 
flames were not computer- 
generated and the conse- 
quences were real.

“My daughter's death will 
not be in vain. The young peo- 
ple of this country will not allow 
that to happen.” 

This is an excerpt from 
Darrell Scott’s testimony to the 
Subcommittee on Crime of the 
House Judiciary Committee in 
Washington D.C., given slightly 
more than a month after his 
daughter, Rachel Joy Scott, was 
killed at Columbine High 
School. Scott spoke at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
on Wednesday evening.

The construction work the 
students will be doing on the 
houses depends on the cur- 
rent stage of construction of 
the houses.

“No matter which ven- 
dor, eight to 12 percent of the 
units will be defective,” said 
Laptop Initiative Coordinator 
for the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout, Vic Mincoff. 
“There is no such thing as 
any piece of hardware being 
100 percent fool proof.” 

This comment comes 
after 60 professors in various 
departments on campus test- 
ed the Compaq laptops that 
will be distributed to next 
year’s freshman. 

“We are going to be 
equipping the incoming 
freshmen with cutting-edge 
technology,” Bill Weaver, Vice 
President of Sales for 
Compaq Computer 
Corporation said at the sign- 
ing of the contract with last 


tries to an average of $46,600 in 
the United States” according to 
the organization’s website 
www.habitat.org. 

Donating labor, interest 
free loans and requiring 
“Sweat Equity” rather than 
simply giving away new 
houses has allowed Habitat 
for Humanity, a nonprofit 
Christian ecumenical organi- 
zation to construct 100,000 
houses in 83 countries in the 
last 26 years. They plan to 
build another 100,000 in the 
next five years. 

“I wish I had more oppor- 
tunities to go” said Checkalski, 
who graduates in December. 

Vice President Checkalski 
serves as liaison between the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
and Spring Hill Habitat chap- 
ters.

September. “We don't antici- 
pate any problems.”

of UW-Stout, two of the 
Compaq computers were 
installed. 


“These computers keep 


losing their internet,” said 
speech professor Paul 
Stauffacher. “After about a 


half hour the Ethernet card 
heats up and loses the connec- 
tion. Compaq said they were 
aware of the problem.” 

“It's a good idea to get 
over this speed bump before 
the incoming freshmen get 
these computers,” continued 
Stauffacher. “I hope thou- 
sands of students aren't given 
them, and then not be able to 
have the Internet.” 

The Ask 5000 technicians 
were also asked for assistance 
in this problem. The problem 
only occurred with a portion 
of the computers. 

“It seems pretty random, 
and we don’t exactly know 
why it happens,” said Chris 
Frank of Ask 5000. “Compaq 
knows it is happening, but 
doesn’t know what to do. It’s 
a bad deal.” 

Mincoff says that this 
problem is fixable. 

“It's minimal. It 
human error,” he said, 


was 


The problem originates 
from Compaq, in which the 
wrong daughterboards were 
ordered and installed. 

“These units are not 
defective, only improperly 
seated. After being fixed, it 
will be transparent to the 
user,” said Mincoff. 

Next year’s incoming stu- 
dents to UW-Stout’s campus 
will be required to use laptops. 

Over the next seven years, 
UW-Stout is paying Compaq 
$25 million to sell and lease 
laptops to the incoming fresh- 
man students beginning in 
the fall 2002 semester.

Friday night, 194 people

The Relay for Life opened 
with a speech from cancer sur- 
vivor Steve Baraibar. Baraibar 
is a senior majoring in Adult 
Education at UW-Stout. He 
was diagnosed when he was in 
the third grade with Acute 
Lymphositic Leukemia. He 
told his story of coping with a 


disease he did not understand, 
explaining to classmates what 
cancer was and of being the 
only kid in the entire school 
who was allowed to wear a hat 
because of the chemotherapy. 

The relay began with a 
ceremonious first lap, led by 
cancer survivors. 

At 10 p.m. the Luminaria 
Ceremony began. This was a 
touching tribute to people like 
Maria Batt’s mother, who died 
of breast cancer last year. This 
was one of the most memorable 
parts of the evening. 

Maria Batt, a freshman in 
Early Childhood Education 
and the top individual fund- 
raiser, said the Luminaria 
Ceremony was her favorite 
part of the evening. 

“I had one of my friends 
walk next to me,” said Batt 
who raised $520 for the relay. 
“I was crying. My mom 
passed away last year. [She] 
was diagnosed with breast 
cancer when I was eight.” 

This ceremony showed the 
great number of people who are 
touched by cancer in their life- 
time. Of 194 people attending 
the relay, only one did not 
know anyone who had cancer. 

At 2 am. Kyle Reilly, a 
UW-Stout student, shared his 
story of surviving cancer. 
Reilly was diagnosed with 
skin cancer as a teen. He had 
melanoma, which is a cancer- 
ous mole. He has been in 
remission for several years,

Last Friday, students in 
the Relay for Life volunteered 
time and money for a noble 
cause: cancer. I give my 
regards to those who helped 
make the evening a success; 
your efforts are commendable. 

However, the evening 
could have been more success- 
ful if participation criteria had 
not been enforced. Each team 
had to raise a $150 entrance fee 
and each member had to raise 
an additional $100. If these cri- 
teria were not met, one could 
not participate. 

As the event drew closer, 
many on my team realized 
that raising $100 would not 
be possible. I and another 
team member call one of the 
campus co-chairs. We were 
specifically told that if we 
couldn't raise the amount, we 
couldn’t participate. 

Here’s the kicker: come 
Friday night, the organizers 
stopped enforcing the rules 
and welcomed those who 
hadn't raised the full amount. 
I'm glad that they didn’t turn 
these people away, but what 
about those of us who didn’t 
come because we were told 
we couldn't? 


Priorities here? 


Tknow of at least 25 people 
from three organizations who 
were unable to participate 
because they could or would 
not raise the necessary fees. 
We probably could have 
massed another $1,000 for the 
cause. It’s a far cry from $2,500, 
but it’s still $1,000. How can an 
organization turn away people 
who just want to give what 
they can? Charity is charity. 

Granted, some fundraisers 
do require a minimum partici- 
pation fee, but these groups 
don’t frequent the college 
scene often. At a college level, 
one would think that the 
American Cancer Society 
could be astute enough to see 
that not all of us have an extra 
$100 lying around or the 
resources to raise this amount. 

The campus co-chairs told 
me that if I could not raise at 
least $100, I should give what I 
had to another participant. 
This seemed abhorable to me.

As American citizens, we 
have a civic duty to support the 
organizations that improve our 
quality of life. At some point, I 
will not have extra time, so I 
will give money. Right now, 
time is not a big issue for me, so 


it seems like a copout to just 
hand over a check. 


If I asked my family for 
money each time I did an 
ity for charity or fundraised 
a club, they’d dread my phone | 
calls. I’m involved and I pay | 
my own way. I don’t want spe- 
cial T-shirts or mugs; I just 
want to help. 

According to the campus 
co-chairs, the entrance fee was 
instituted to insure that the 
teams didn’t back out. Basic 
costs such as the free T-shirt 
and food had to be covered, 
They didn’t discuss any of the 
other costs, but stressed that 
they don’t control the amount 
we are required to fundraise; 
the ACS determines this. 

Three things come to 
mind at this point. First, 
fundraising-T-shirts are gen- 
erally ugly; I have never 
worn any of mine. Second, I 
stopped needing incentives 
for doing good things when I 
started third grade. Lastly, I 
would much rather bring my 
own food- I know what I 
like, and I don’t expect any- 
one else to feed me. 

I understand why they 
have strict rules, but I think a 
compromise would make the 
situation better for all. Charge 
the team fee, but when the 
teams show up, refund the 
money. Second, if the ACS 
insists on offering gifts, the 
scale should be changed. 

If they insist we raise a cer- 
tain amount, they should 
lower it to somewhere around 
$30. Then, if participants do 
happen to reach the $100 mark, 
give them the shirt if they 
want it.

Hidden risks of abuse and addiction

On any college campus, 
alcohol and drug abuse is a 


common problem, even a 
prevalent problem. In many sit- 
uations, alcohol and other drug 
abuse leads to addiction. One 
addiction that is generally over- 
looked or viewed lightly is that 
to non-prescription drugs. 

Over-the-counter (OTC) 
drugs are so easily accessible 
that the abuser may not even 
realize they are abusing them. 
OTC drugs are abused when 
overused or taken for reasons 
they are not designed for. 


According to the Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health 
Services Administration’s 
(SAMHSA) survey on drug 
abuse, more than 20 million 
people over the age of 12 
reported having used one or 
more OTC drugs for non-med- 
ical purposes. 

OTC drugs are medica- 
tions you can buy without a 
prescription. Some OTC drugs 
that are severely abused on col- 
lege campuses include diet 


pills, cough and cold medica- 
tions, aspirin and ibuprofen. 

Two anonymous second 
year Stout students admit to 
abusing OTC drugs. 

One student said, “I’m not 
old enough to buy alcohol so if 
I want a different sort of high a 
bottle of Robitussin will do.” 
Other students agreed that they 
too had overused cough and 
cold medications for a feeling 
of excitability. The results of 
such use is not uncommon. 


One third year student says 
she became so dependent on 
diet pills that she spent most of 
her money trying different 
brands. “None of the pills real- 
ly seemed to be working, but in 
my mind I ‘felt’ better and thin- 
ner for taking them.” Diet pills 
may make you feel energetic 
and thin, but it’s mainly psy- 
chological. 

Taking diet pills or other

stimulants can actually lead to 


Anorexia Nervosa or other dis- 
eases, if they are misused. 

So how do you know if you 
are addicted? If you've devel- 
oped a habit and are dependent 
on pills for a feeling of mental 
or physical relaxation, you may 
be abusing OTC’s. Some peo- 
ple addicted to OTCs also 
develop an addiction to other 
habits such as smoking and 
drinking. “Mixing drugs with 
alcohol helps to improve your 
buzz,” according to another sec- 
ond year student. 

Another red flags to watch 
for, either amongst your friends 
or in your own behavior is a 
dependency that finds you 
going out of your way to not 
run out. Feeling a sense of

panic or extreme apprehension 
at the thought of being without 
a certain drug, or not being able 
to attain a drug is a common 
symptom of addiction. 

If someone you know fits 
the description of an OTC 
drug abuser they may need 
the help of you or someone 
else. Overusing these drugs is 
both dangerous and deadly. 
Abuse can lead to mental con- 
fusion, anxiety, nausea, dizzi- 
ness, and even heart complica- 
tions. Additionally, addiction 
generally leads to academica 
and social complications and 
may result in depression. 

Be aware of those around 
you and what sypmtoms they 
may have. It may save their 
life from a common problem.

gun under his chin, “ said Sgt. 
Lewis Alcorn of the Omaha 
police department. Alcorn 
was the first officer to 
respond to the situation. “I 
couldn’t tell if he was just 
being brave or if he was actu- 
ally kind of full of himself.” 

Jones had first chosen 
Wilson to talk to the police 
negotiators, who were amazed 
at how calm Wilson was. 

“It was like he was talking 
to us from half-time at the 
Superbowl,” said Lt. Aaron 
Martin, of the Omaha hostage 
negotiatoin team. “I half 
expected him to say ‘I’m going 
to Disneyland’.” 

Wilson was then used to 
provide the police with Jones‘ 
demands, all the while being 
amazingly upbeat.

“Yeah, it was pretty hairy 
there for a second, but I was 
just so happy to have been 
chosen first for something in 
my life,” said Wilson after his 
release. “It was kind of gross 
having all that brain matter on 
my shoulder, but hey, I was 
picked first!”

Unfortuantely 
for Wilson, everyone else is 
getting a medal that day. 


‘UW: Stout is home to 
over seven professional bacc- 


ceaulerate education pro- 
grams, and five graduate 
level education programs. 
Each and every student of 
these programs is required to 
spend one semester student 
teaching. For one semester 
this student is not on campus 
but in the field in a public 
school. During this time, the 
student is not taking advan- 
tage of the dining or media 
services students are privy to 
who live on campus. We 
don’t have the advantage of 
the computer labs, the mil- 
lion dollar rec complex, or 
any of the services that segre- 
gated student fees support. 

I am not raising the issue 
of what our tuition pays for, I 
am, however, raising the issue 
that I, along with every other 
education major on campus, 
am required to pay a full 
semesters tuition, 16 credits, to 
the university while am earn- 
ing my field experience. This 
is in comparison to other pro- 
grams who are required to 
pay two credits to fulfill their 
internship requirments. 

Additionally, the student 
teaching portion of the edu- 
cation degree is un-paid. 
With education budgets as 
tight and controversial as 
they currently are, we educ- 
tion majors can hardly hold 
our breath for this to change. 

So my question is, what is 
this money contributing to? 
Am I paying the school that I 
am teaching at for use of thier 
fine services? Nope. Am I 
paying a UW-Stout teacher to 
observe my student teaching 
and give me. feedback? 
Possibly, but in many situ- 
taions, this is not the case. In 
many majors there are too 
many student teachers for the 
Stout faculty to cover, so other 
educators are recruited to 
observe the student teachers. 
This is not an insult to the edu- 
cation program, but a state- 
ment of fact. 

Tam simply looking for an 
answer that I have been in 
search of for some time. Why 
are student teachers required 
to pay a full semesters tuition 
when they are not on campus, 
and in many situations, not 
even within an hour of cam- 
pus, for the entire semester? 

The only relevant answer 
that I have been given is that 
students still have access to 
their post.uwstout.edu e- 
mail accounts. If you ask me, 
that’s an awefully high price 
to pay for e-mail.

Last year’s drag show 
drew about 350 attendees, 
Dowd said, compared to the 
500 expect people for Sunday’s 
Dragapalooza.

the best in the league ever since 
I've been here and I'm just glad 
I could be part of it.” 

The Lady Blue Devils 
made school history by becom- 
ing the first-ever undisputed 


conference champions in any 
UW-Stout women’s sport. This 
was the second women’s bas- 
ketball championship ever at 
UW-Stout. 

Zelinger and the Blue 
Devils’ success was recently 
recognized by the Wisconsin 
Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference as five members, 
including Zelinger, were 
named to the WIAC All- 
Conference Team. 

Junior guard Tanya 
Halbach joined Zelinger on the 
first team and sophomore 
Laura Verdegan, along with 
Zelinger, was named to the all- 
defensive team. 

Verdegan also made the 
honorable mention team along 
with senior guard Stacie 
Anderson and one of the only 
three freshmen _ picked, 
guard /forward Lindsay 
Erichsen. 

Another honor was 
bestowed upon the Lady Blue 
Devils, as coach Mark Thomas 
was named 2001-02 WIAC 
Coach of the Year.

Psychic run down in Menomonie 


Miss Leo hit by 
sewage truck at 
intersection; 
she didn’t see 
it coming

Last Wednesday, while 
crossing at the corner of 
Broadway and Main Street, 
world-renowned psychic, Miss 
Leo, was hit and killed by an 
oncoming sweage tanker truck.

“I have been predicting 
all along that something like 
this would eventually hap- 
pen,” said Christenson. “I 
said it before and I'll say it 
again, that the drivers in 
Menomonie are horrible!” 

It is also alleged by critics 
of Leo that she did not, in fact, 
have any psychic powers, and 
therefore her business was a 
fraud. However, any further 
investigation into this matter 
is being delayed, out of 
respect for Leo’s family. 

The loss of Leo will 
deeply affect the national psy- 
chic community, which con- 
sists of a little more than 30 
psychics nationwide, as well 
as her devotees.

ment, and everyone wants to 
be pleased.” 

“Well, pleasing everyone 
didn't work,” continues the 
release, “and pleasing most 
people only got us in trouble, 
so we've gone to the other end 
of the spectrum. Instead of 
pleasing everyone, UNIX 
pleases no one. It is not used 
as a primary working envi- 
ronment in any major. No one 
can claim that they’re being 
singled out by being forced to 
work ona machine they won't 
be using in their major 
because everyone’s using a 
machine that isn’t useful for 
their major.” 

The Committee was also 
relieved that not as many peo- 
ple on campus have a working 
knowledge of UNIX, much less 
call themselves experts in it, so 
there are fewer people who can 
complain about it. 

A small number of stu- 
dents were given UNIX to 
work with for a week. They 
were under close supervision 
and not allowed to use any 
other computer. Their reac- 
tions were reported to the 
Laptop Committee. 

The report concluded that

the students’ time spent doing 
classwork increased by 25 per- 
cent, IQ points went up by at 
least five points per person, 
and only two percent of those 
studied went out partying dur- 
ing the test week.

was spent on classwork was 
because students had to learn 
how to enter typed commands 
to get anything done because 
UNIX does not use a visual 


interface as Apple and 
Windows machines do. 
The IQ increase was

In a public forum held 
Monday, March 25, Chancellor 
Sorensen announced 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout's new approach on crack- 
ing down on drug and alcohol 
abuse on campus. The 
Chancellor’s Drug and Alcohol 
Coalition has added a new 
focus to their fight against use 
and abuse: cigarettes. 

In a first attempt to curb 
nicotine addiction in students 
and faculty, the university cre- 
ated designated smoking areas 
and banned smoking outside 
of most building entrances. 
This was just passed by the 
University board and was 
planned to take effect in the 
upcoming months. 

The Coalition then decided 
that they need a tougher 
approach to stop cigarette 
smoking on campus. UW- 
Stout has opted to become the 
first university to ban smoking 
entirely on and around the 
campus area. 

“We chose to become the 
pioneering campus, and take 
the first step toward ending the 
use of harmful tobacco prod- 
ucts,” says Chancellor 
Sorenson. “We hope that this 
will bring national focus to our 
personal fight against the terri- 
ble addictive qualities of nico- 
tine, and the life threatening 
repercussions of smoking.”

UW-Stout 
will be working side by side 
with Target Market to get stu- 
dents to put out their cigarette

“Prohibition did not work 
back then,” says outraged 
sophomore David Gomula, a 
Multi-media Design major and 
smoker, “and this new idea 
that banning smoking on cam- 
pus will stop us from smoking, 
will not work now.”

Budget uncertain- 
ties cause of 
admission freeze 
for UW-system

The ground won't be the 
only.thing thawing this spring. 
On Friday, March 22, the 
Executive Committee of the 
University of Wisconsin- 
System Board of Regents lifted 
the March 8 freeze on under- 
graduate admissions; and 
thousands of students can 
breathe a huge sigh of relief. 
The freeze had prevented 
all incoming freshmen and 
transfer students from entering 
the UW school system. Those 
who had been granted accept- 
ance letters were not affected. 
“We are aware of the 
inconvenience and anxiety 
that this freeze is causing 
prospective students and their 
families,” Katharine C. Lyall, 
head of the University of 
Wisconsin-System said in a 
March 13 press release. “We 
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dmission freeze lifted 


are determined to find a way 
to admit as many students as 
the state will support.” 

When the ban was instat- 
ed, 6,515 undergraduate and 
5,017 graduate applications 
were put on hold across the 
state. Compared to last year, 
admissions are up 6 percent, 
with a 10 percent increase in 
applicants. With the ban’s lift, 
the Executive Committee 
instructed campuses to enroll 
up to their instruction capacity, 
but not to exceed it.

According to a press 
release, as of March 14, UW- 
Stout had received 3,212 appli- 
cations, admitted 2,068 and 
had 546 in progress. Last fall, 


there were 2,331 admits. 

The freeze was a result of 
funding uncertainties due to 
budget cuts. In addition, Lyall 
ordered an immediate hiring 
freeze on all UW campuses, an 
action that has yet to be 
revoked. 

Governor Scott McCallum 
proposed to cut the UW system 
by $51 million, a plan that 
Board of Regents’ President, Jay 
Smith, agreed was acceptable. 

“The governor has been 
consistently committed to his 
$51 million budget cut propos- 
al, which we have agreed we 
would manage without enroll- 
ment cuts to meet our share of 
the state’s budget shortfall,” 
Smith said in a press release. 

After the Joint Finance 
Committee (JFC) added an 
additional $21.8 million in cuts, 
the Board of Regents took 
action. Ironically, the Board 
that worried about funding is 
the same board that granted 
more than $300,000 in executive 
raises last fall. Lyall received a 
$91,000 bonus; UW-Stout 
Chancellor, Charles Sorensen 
also received a pay raise. 

In response to the Board's 
drastic action, the Republican

There are fresh opportuni- 
ties to study abroad now avail- 
able to University of 
Wisconsin-Stout students. For 
the fall of 2002 students will be 
able to study abroad in France 
as the first group to experience 
this occasion from UW-Stout. 

“Students need a reservoir 
of experiences to chose from,” 
said the Director of 
International Program, Dr. Abel 
Adekola about studying abroad. 

“Everyone should study 
abroad at least once. You learn 
so much about yourself and 
what you can do. I did things I 
never thought I would do,” 
said Chris Dahlquist, an 
Interior Design Junior who 
studied abroad in Scotland in 


the Fall of 2001. 
The study abroad in France 
program is similar to the 


Wisconsin in Scotland pro- 
gram, in which a group of 
University of Wisconsin stu- 
dents reside in one living quar- 
ters and study together. 

The difference between the 
France and Scotland programs, 
though, is there will be stu- 
dents from all over the United 
States as well as from 
European colleges included in 
this community. 

This program, new to UW- 
Stout, originated with the 
University of Southern 
Mississippi, but now includes 
students from campuses all 
over America as well as 
Europe, creating a new body of 
students from these many cam- 
puses called the Eur-Am 
Center Consortium University. 
University of Wisconsin-River 


Falls and University of 
Wisconsin-Superior also partic- 
ipate in the program. 

Ninety students will live in 
an abbey located in the town of 
Pontlevoy, France. The abbey 
has an intriguing varying his- 
tory, and has stood since the 
11th century.

controlled State Assembly- 
passed an additional $28.5 mil- 
lion in cuts.

Waiting in long security 
lines at the airport won't be the 
only annoyance for traveling 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
students and employees. 

Due to University of 
Wisconsin-System imposed 
budget restraints, _ travel 
authorizations are going 
under increased scrutiny and 
for some employees, travel has 
been canceled. 

UW-Stout student groups 
and athletic teams will not be 
impacted, other tan having to 
go through extra paper work. 

The restrictions therefore 
affect mainly faculty and staff. 
Examples of what would now 
be considered “extraordinary” 
travel which may not be 
approved include “confer- 
ences or meetings where 
employees aren't presenting or 
hosting, student recruiting 
related travel, professional 
development travel.” 

The regular travel authori- 
zation process _— remains 
unchanged; however the 
extraordinary travel authoriza- 
tion process is now approved 
or denied by a designated 
administration staff person for 
each department. Their deci- 
sions are final on a travel 
request and they “may not del- 
egate approval authority to 
others in their organization.” 

The restrictions are 
already being felt on campus 
as meetings or conferences 
statewide have been canceled 
due to the Department of 


Administration’s (and thus 
governor Scott McCallum’s) 
mandates. The Office of 
Professional and Instructional 
Development, a UW-System 
organization which focuses 
on “teaching improvement” 
according to its web site, has 
cancelled three spring confer- 
ences for staff. 

The original March 5 e- 
mail, quoting a memo from the 
University of Wisconsin sys- 
tem’s Department of 
Administration says that on 
request from state governor 
Scott McCallum “additional 
scrutiny is needed to deter- 
mine when discretionary 


expenditures, such as travel 
can be reduced or eliminated.” 

The e-mail also required 
“all travel scheduled for the

Regents will be able to resolve 
the cuts, but does not expect a 
resolution for a few weeks. 

The governor has not 
agreed to sign a bill with the 
JFC’s or the Assembly's cuts. 

“Tt will undoubtly under- 
go many changes by the time 
it reaches my desk,” 
McCallum said. “Since I don’t 
know what the final proposal 
will be, I cannot say that I 
would sign it.” 

The Democrats in the

Senate have been very critical 
of the budget and the admis- 
sions freeze. However, they do 
not offer their own plan to fix 
the budget. 

“They have a lot of criti- 
cisms, but they don’t offer other 
solutions; one of the co-chairs 
didn’t want to do anything until 
April,” said Shelia Harsdorf, a 
Wisconsin State Senator. 

The Governor has pledged 
not to cut funding for the dis- 
abled or K-12 education, and 


not to raise taxes. He will not 
eliminate the reciprocity 
agreement between Minnesota 
and Wisconsin. But then what 
should he cut? 

“Everyone has to give a 
little, so higher education will 
have to take a cut,” Susan 
Dalton, a junior and the Vice 
President of the Stout College 
Republicans said. 

McCallum added, “Hard 
times call for desperate meas- 
ures; it'll help, not hurt.”

As someone who con- 
tracted asthma about two 
years ago (and has been hos- 
pitalized for it for days at’a 
time), I want to point out that 
smokers greatly limit the free- 
doms of others. Because of 
this disease, I can no longer 
partake in some of my 
favorite activities. Live music, 
dancing, or visiting a pub 
with friends-are freedoms I 
can no longer enjoy. Even 
when I walk by a smoker-I 
must hold my breath. You 
might consider me unique, or 
over-sensitive, but according 
to the American Lung 
Association “24.7 million 
Americans haye been diag- 
nosed with asthma by a health 
professional.” It is, in fact, the 
leading cause of hospitaliza- 
tion among children, And 
there are other diseases that 
are exacerbated by second- 
hand smoke as well. 54 per- 
cent of adults have rhinitis, 
for example.

Imagine yourself in a 
shower at 3:00am on Monday 
morning. It feels like someone 
just ripped out your heart, 
threw it on the ground and 
stomped on your head. You 
cannot breath or move, 
you only wish you would 
wake up. 


This is how I felt when I 
lost my cousin Dusty in a fatal 
car accident. Dusty had been 
drinking and driving and 
ended up driving off the side of 
the road, killing his best friend 
and himself and injuring his 
girlfriend in the backseat. 

I have had someone who 
was very close die from drink- 
ing and driving, so Mark 
Sterner’s speech and film of his 
buddies was just too real. 
Mark began his presentation 
by asking a bunch of questions, 
one of which was, “How many 
of you drove drunk before?” 
Over 2/3 of the hands in the 
Great Hall went up! If that 
many drunken drivers are on 
the road shouldn't we as a 
community try to find alterna- 
tives for students? 

How many college towns 
have a taxi service or a safe 


ride? I can think of one that 
doesn’t: Menomonie. I would 
think after seeing all the hands 
go up in the auditorium some- 
one would push for a safer way 
to get home. 

So far the push is to have a 
sober driver. Sometimes it 
works to have a sober ride, but 
what happens when it doesn’t? 
Does everyone get together 
and decide who is the least 
drunk to drive like in Mark 
Sterner’s story? 

Just four weeks ago two of 
my friends and 1 decided to 
go toa party with friends from 
work. When we asked for the 
number to a taxi service, and 
we were shocked to find out 
there was none. We decided to 
leave anyway, we were staying 
in a hotel not more than a cou- 
ple of miles down the road, and 
my “least drunk” friend was 


going to drive. 

Before I could even warn 
my friend, red and blue lights 
were flashing right behind us. 
The reason we were being 
pulled over was for stopping 
at a yellow light and then con- 
tinuing. My friend got an 
operating while intoxicated 
(OWI) ticket. 

Seriously, have you seen 
the Dunn County Jail? Why 
wouldn't the county use the 
money for recreational build- 
ing, or alternative safe rides, or 
to prevent students and other 
community members from 
drinking and driving? 

The 2000 annual 
Menomonie Police Report 
shows that 320 arrests were 
made in that year for OWI; 
that is just the city of 
Menomonie! That is almost 
one a day for an entire year. 


The first offense OWI costs 
about $760 and you lose your 
license for six months only to 
pay another $50 reinstatement 
fee. Offenders paid $243,200 in 
fines in the year 2000, and that 
is only if they were their first 
offenses. Now that is a nice 
chunk of change. Shouldn’t 
that money be spent providing 
people a safe way to get home 
after a night of drinking 

In the end, getting behind 
the wheel after you have been 
drinking is ultimately up to 
you.

Due to proposed budget 
cuts from the state level, the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
campus is anticipating the final 
budget decisions. 

Because of base budget 
cuts already made, each UW- 
Stout department has been 
forced to re-evaluate course

sections, and in some instances 
reduce the number offered. 

“We will watch closely the 
registration process and if a 
required course fills quickly, 
we may have to make arrange- 
ments to offer more sections of 
that course,” said Sedlack. 

The Democratic Caucus 
voted to cut the UW-System’s 
budget by, $20 million over two 
years. The Senate and State 
Assembly must meet in a joint 
committee to finalize the plan. 
This is not expected to happen 
until late May or possibly June. 

“We will be able make def- 
inite decisions when the budg- 
et is definite in probably early 
June,” said Sedlack. 

In Student Services, these 
cuts are already making their 
mark. Advisement services 
have been cut and fewer tutors 
will be available to students. 

There has been a cut in 
counseling office support as 
well as cuts in support for 
undecided students. In 
Admissions, five tour guides 
will be lost, who would service 
prospective students. 

In Registration and 
Records, no longer will stu- 
dent grade mailers be distrib- 
uted; students can view 
grades on the web. 

“Sending electronically 
was the direction that we were 
already headed, the budget 
cuts have just sped that process 
up,” said Vice Chancellor 
Dianne Moen. 

The cuts will limit the 
Library Learning Center. The

cuts, services and supplies have 
been restricted as well as travel 
and faculty development,” said 
Berkemer. “The last case sce- 
nario would include difficulty 
offering some courses in the fall, 
or the cutting of the number of 
offered sections. When courses 
aren't offered we may have 
some unhappy students.” 

In the UW-System, the cut 
proposed by state government 
is proportionally spread among 
all University of Wisconsin- 
System universities. Budget 


reductions, lapses and cuts are 
not new to the UW-System or 
UW-Stout. Since 1989 the UW 
System has experienced 33 
forced lapses or reductions, 
totaling $99 million. 

“We are getting good at 
cuts,” said Moen. 

UW-Stout has created a 
principle system to follow 
when cuts must be made. 

“This system allows us the 
ability to continue to support 
current interests, such as the 
laptop initiative,” said Moen. 


Ethics forum reminder of everyday ethical issues 


School and work 
place ethics 
discussed at Ethics 
Forum Monday

When your boss’ tells you 
to do something that you 
believe to be immoral or 
wrong, what do you do? 

An ethical forum sponsored 
by the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout Center for Ethics exam- 
ined issues that effect students 
and society at large. 

“Different students face 
different issues,” said Tim 
Shiell director of the Center for 
Ethics, These issues include 
“their family and friends, sex 
and marriage and commercial- 


ized society.” 

Sophomore and 
Hotel/Tourism Management 
major, Jeremy Dowd stated that 
he believes there is a lack of 
honesty in the world today. He 
used the Enron collapse as an 
example to explain his point. 

The collapse of Enron 
seemed to be on everyone’s 
mind at the forum. _ Patty 
Bigboy, panel member of the 
forum stated that she believed 
honesty is a very important 
ethical issue today. 

“1 think the Enron collapse 
was an example of how people 
are deceived by people they 
trust. It is a prime example of 
what is wrong with our society 
today,” said Bigboy. 

Commercial society is 
another significant issue when 
it comes to ethics. 

“1 think too many people 
lie and get away with it,” said 
Dowd. “They make things up 
as they go along.” 


Dowd also stated that he 

believed integrity was a very 
important ethical issue in the 
business world today. 
- Though ethical dilemmas 
vary by profession, “everyone 
will face some general issues,” 
said Shiell. 

“For example,” continued 
Shiell, “ [students need to con- 
sider] ‘will I speak out for my 
own values when the company 
asks me to do something I 
think is wrong or will I keep 
quiet and go along with it to 
keep my job or get in good 
with the boss?” 

Alcohol and drugs, cheat- 
ing and schoolwork are other 
issues that student face on a 
regular basis, said Shiell. 

“The golden rule, correctly 
understood, always applies to 
every situation,” Shiell stated as 
a way to determine if a choice is 
ethical. “Peoples’ rights should 
always be considered when 
your actions affect them.”

1, Stolen parts 

On March 26, a student report- 
ed that a rear drive shaft and 
cab visor for her 1989 Ford 
Bronco was stolen from the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
parking lot 5, between March 
11 and March 15.

3. Bookstore dispute 

On the afternoon of March 26, 
police were dispatched to the 
University Bookstore to resolve 
a heated argument between the 
bookstore manager and a stu- 
dent. The argument was over 
an alleged insufficient funds 
check written by the student, 
on which the manager request- 
ed payment, and a refund the 
student wanted on a defective 
computer device. The police 
officer told both parties that 
this was a civil matter and 
needed to be handled through 
the DA’s office. Both parties 


were calmed down and said 
that in the future there would 
be no trouble in attempting to 
solve civil matters. 


4. Stolen plates and permit 

A student reported to police 
that sometime between March 
15 and 18, someone stole the 
registration plate off of her 
vehicle while it was parked in 
UW-Stout lot 4. She has since 
sold the car and obtained dif- 
ferent plates for it. Along with 
the stolen plates, she also 
reported that her UW-Stout 
parking permit was missing. 
She notified the parking 
department and was issued a 
new permit. 


5. Stolen CD player 

A student reported on March 
27 that her driver's side win- 
dow had been smashed out in 
her car while it was parked in 
UW-Stout lot 5. A Sony CD 
player, value of $100, was miss- 
ing from the vehicle. Pry 
marks on the door post 
revealed that the suspect(s) 


tried to gain entry though the 
door. There are no suspects at 
this time.

A student reported on March 
29 that someone had entered 
his dorm room in Tustison Hall 
and stole his X-box, two con- 
trollers and two games, a total 
value of $390. The room was 
left open and unattended for 
two hours on the night of 
March 28.

No 
one was given permission to 
take the items and there are no 
suspects at this time.

The stu- 
dent returned the laptop after 
being contacted by police. The 
student also paid a $90 over- 
due fine.

Only 5% of sexual 
assaulters/rapists will ever 
serve a day of jail time. If you 
are asking yourself how this is 
possible, then read on. 

72% of rapes/sexual 
assaults are not reported to the 
police. If reported, there is a 
51% chance that an arrest will 
be made. 

Ifan arrest is made, there is 
an 80% chance of prosecution. 
If prosecuted, there is a 58% 
chance of a felony conviction. 
If convicted, there is a 69% 
chance the convict will spend 
time in jail. 

Therefore, of the reported, 
cases, there is a 16% chance 
that the rapist/assaulter will 
go to prison. 

Factoring in unreported 
cases, about 5%—one out of 
twenty—of rapists and 
assaulters will ever spend a 
day in jail. 19 out of 20 walk 
free...with a possibility of rap- 
ing or assaulting again. 

These statistics may be far 
removed from many students 
on this campus. However, for 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
student Christina Hayden, 
they represent the path her life 
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has taken ever since the early 
morning of,Jan. 26, 2002. 

In Hayden's statement 
given on Feb. 1, 2002 to

Roeder, the statement made by 
Hayden describes Roeder’s 
reaction as him saying, “no one 
had sex with me [Hayden], that 
I was really drunk, and no one 
did anything to me.” 

When VanSickle 
approached Roeder, his room- 


mate, the next day with ques- 
tions about the events of last 
night, Roeder “laughed it off 
like nothing had happened.” 

Hayden then spoke with 
VanSickle, who stated that he 
had seen Roeder rubbing 
Hayden's lower abdomen and 
vaginal area, spreading lotion 
on her and penetrating her 
with his fingers. He saw 
Hayden push Roeder away 
several times, and Roeder pull 
her back into a position where 
he could continue. 

VanSickle then saw Roeder 
on top of Hayden, straddling 
her, making thrusting motions. 
According to VanSickle, 
Hayden's face was completely 
covered with a blanket during 
this time. VanSickle did not 
know if the contact was con- 
sensual, which is the reason for 
him not intervening. 

Later, per VanSickle’s 
statement, Roeder admitted 
that he and Hayden had 
“fooled around.” : 

According to VanSickle’s 
statement, when asked about 
whether or not they had sex, 
Roeder said no, but there was 
penetration with his fingers. 
When asked if Hayden had 
given him permission to do 
this, Roeder said no.

between VanSickle, Roeder and 
Jeff | Sawyer, Hayden's 
boyfriend, Roeder _ stated, 
“Christina was awake, I saw 
her eyes were open, and that 
she was moaning.” 

VanSickle explained in an 
interview that “Andy knows 
and has admitted that what he 
did was wrong, It never should 
have happened. I have lost a 
lot of respect for him” 

Roeder believes what he 
did with Hayden did not con- 
stitute rape because she never 
asked him to stop. 

When asked if he felt the 
sexual contact was consensual, 
he explained,“I don’t know; 
she never said no, but she 
never said yes.” 

Hayden came forward 
with her alleged assault to her 
friends, many of whom were 
mutual friends of Roeder. It 
was at this time that she was 
made aware of a_ similar 
instance between Roeder and 
an anonymous female. 

“She said that she would 
be willing to testify against 
Roeder in court,” said Hayden, 
“but she had not came forward 
before. She did not have the 
support that I have had.” 


Hayden made the decision 
to press charges against 
Roeder. During an interview, 
she described this as “...a very 
difficult decision, as I still saw 
him as someone who was a 
friend, and I cared about what 
happened to his future. I had to 
emotionally disconnect myself 
from him, and see him as the 
man who raped me.” 

Hayden contacted the 
Menomonie Police Department 
on Feb. 1, 2002, and filed a 
report with Officer Biondich. 
Statements were taken from 
Hayden and VanSickle regard- 
ing the events of the night and, 
along with Sawyer, the events 
that had occurred since that 
night. Roeder gave his state- 
ment at a separate time. 

The officer then forwarded 
the report and statements to 
the District Attorney for a rec- 
ommendation of charges. 

The DA, James Peterson, 
then had the responsibility of 
deciding whether or not the 
case was worth pursuing. He 
informed Hayden that she had 
established grounds to press a 
Third Degree Sexual Assault 
Charge, which is a class D 
felony, against Roeder. Mr. 


Peterson was unwilling to 
comment on the case, due to 
client confidentiality. 

The path the case would 
then take would bring Hayden 
and Roeder to a preliminary 
hearing, upon where if Roeder 
pled guilty, the judge would 
impose a sentence; if he pled 
not guilty, the case would go to 
a jury trial. The jury’s decision 
would have to be unanimous, 
and that it would come down 
to her word against Roeder’s 
as to whether the sexual con- 
tact was consensual. According 
to Peterson, the jury may be 
reluctant to put a young col- 
lege boy, dressed up in a suit, 
in jail and ruin his life. He 
explained that it would be a 
difficult case to win. 

Hayden made the decision 
to move on with her life and 
not pursue a jury trial. She had 
been advised that the trial 
would be very emotional and 
she would not be able to men- 
tally move away from the 
assault until it was over. 

When asked why she did- 
n’t pursue the charges, she 
explained,“I needed to deal 
with my emotions and start 
my healing process. I did not

want my college memories to 
be about this event, and all the 
effort that went into pursuing 
charges.” 

She is currently seeking 
counseling from the University 
Counseling Center. She no 
longer speaks to Roeder, and 
has seen him only once since 
the event. 

Hayden’‘s advice to other 
students is to, “be sure you are 
in a safe environment at all 
times, especially when alcohol 
is a factor.” For those who 
have been assaulted or raped, 
Hayden stated, “do not be 
afraid to come forward because 
it is not your fault. You did 
nothing wrong. Being drunk 
and the presence of alcohol 
does not make any unwanted 
sexual contact acceptable. It 
must be consensual.” 

When Roeder was asked 
why he ever did anything sex- 
ual with Hayden, he stated that 
he “knows it was a big mistake, 
one of the biggest mistakes he 
had ever made.” He went on 
to say that, “I realized what I 
had done was wrong the 
minute it stopped. I really 
messed up a good thing, and I 
live with it every day.”

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Newly discovered 
diary reveals 
Kubrick’s movies 
were just a bunch 
of stupid crap

Tt was revealed this week- 
end that the entire works of 
director Stanley Kubrick were 
nothing more than a series of 
jokes; they were not revolu- 
tionary, just stupid. 

The new evidence comes 
in the form of a recently dis- 
covered diary that the late 
director had kept throughout 
his film-making career. 

Excerpts from the diary, 
known as the “Kubrick 
Papers,” include 
his true feelings on 
his movies such as 
“2001: A Space 
Odyssey”, “A 
Clockwork 
Kubrick (efentam and 
“Byes Wide Shut”. 

“I was just seeing how far I 
could go and who would 
believe me,” said Kubrick in 
passages from the diary. “All I 
wanted to do was make these 
really messed-up movies and 
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see who would actually watch 
them. It kills me that people 
think 2001 was anything more 
than a bunch of stupid mon- 
keys and space ships.” 

The discovery of the 
“Kubrick Papers” was a blow 
to many directors and movie 
analysts who had previously 
put so much stock into the 
films of Kubrick. 

“I'm totally blown away,” 
said Steven Spielberg, who 
partially’ collaborated with 
Kubrick on “A.I: Artificial 
Intelligence,” until Kubrick's 
death. “No wonder ‘A.I.” 
sucked so bad, I was doing 
what I thought Stanley would 
have done.” 

Other passages from the 
diary prove that, while 
Kubrick was a technical genius 
when it came to making 
movies, he never really liked 
his his work. 

“T watched ‘[A] Clockwork 
[Orange]’ the other day and 
just started laughing my ass 
off,” wrote Kubrick in the 
diary. “I mean, who the hell 
actually enjoyed this movie?” 

Critics of Kubrick ‘were 
happy to hear about his true 
feelings toward his movies. 
Many had felt that they had 
been missing something that 
other movie analysts weren't. 

“I never understood 
Kubrick, but I always just

acted like I did so people 
wouldn’t make fun of me,” 
said Jerry Bruckhiemer. 

Other excerpts from the 
diary go on to show that the 
point of some of his movies 
was just to confuse and annoy 
the audience. 

“J thought this whole joke 
of mine was blown with ‘Eyes 
[Wide Shut],’ wrote Kubrick. “I 
was sure people would know 
that was just in there to annoy 
the piss out of them.” 

Many in the movie indus- 
try are now left with a sense of 
longing for the days when they 
thought Kubrick was a genius 
and an artist. 

“I was his friend, and I 
thought he was breaking 
boundaries all over the place,” 
said Francis Ford Coppala. 
“Now I learn that he was 
pulling our leg the whole time. 

The “Kubrick Papers” has 
been the biggest hoax to hit 
the movie industry since the 
Alan Smithee fiasco.

Despite the events that have 
happened on this campus, this is 
perhaps the most important 
thing we have ever printed. 
With the recent cuts proposed 
by the Wisconsin state Governor 
McCallum and additional cuts 
by the Joint Finance Committee 
and the State Assembly have 
placed the UW-System in a 


rather difficult situation. 


While the actual impact that will 
be felt here at UW-Stout is still 
unclear, the Chancellor of the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Madison recently released a 
press release that outlines the 
cuts they will be making. 


Some of the highlights include: 


* Approximately 100 faculty 
positions that are scheduled to 
be hired in 2002-03 would be 
eliminated. 


¢ Elimination of between 250- 
300 academic staff, classified 
staff and graduate assistant 


positions, resulting in some 
number of layoffs. 


* Because of fewer faculty and 
instructional staff, students will 
experience larger discussion and 
lab sections in nearly all fresh- 
men and sophomore courses. 
Students will have a more diffi- 
cult time getting the classes they 


need and accordingly will lil 
take longer to graduate. 


In addition to this, the Boar 
Regents of the UW-System 
released this information: 


* Enrolling more students # 
we have staff to teach and se 
them does students no fay 


ause the quality of their edu- 
itional experience will suffer. 


UW degrees are awarded to 
000 people each year. 


Study abroad grant appropria- 
is would be eliminated.

To Michelle Erdmann, the 
lady at the front of the room 
was just a sweet, grandmoth- 
erly woman with a kind 
smile.

-an experienced and award- 
winning science fiction author. 

“She looks like just a 
sweet lady,” said Erdmann, a 
sophomore fashion design 
major at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout, “but what 
she wrote is out there.” 

Arnason visited UW-Stout 
on Wednesday to read some 
passages from her work. 

She says that, for her, writ- 
ing has intellectual value.

said Arnason, “write for the 
psychological gains.” 

Arnason received the 
James Tiptree award in 1991 
for her book “A Woman of the 
Iron People.” The Tiptree 
award is presented to sci- 
ence-fiction and fantasy 
authors who challenges or 
expands traditional gender 
roles in literature. 

Experts agree _ that 
Arnason’s work deals with 
gender-bending, the challeng- 
ing of traditional roles of men 
and women. 

“Although she wants first 
and foremost to tell a good 
story,” said Dr. Michael Levy, 
a professor of science fiction 
and fantasy at UW-Stout, “she 
often has a political or social 
point to make.” 

Arnason, too, says that her 
writing is often socially moti- 
vated, especially in regard to 
women’s roles, 

“I write a lot about male 
and female social roles,” said 
Arnason, think 
they’re important.” 

Arnason read from her 
short story, “The 
Grammarian’s Five 
Daughters,” a fairy tale that 
puts the power of words and 
language in the hands of 
women. The UW-Stout 
Literature Committee, who 
sponsored the reading, found 
the tale particularly relevant. 

“It's very exciting to read 
work that extends the power 
of words to women within a 
context of fantasy and 
magic,” said Dr. Jonna 
Gjevre, a professor of litera- 
ture at UW-Stout. “Her work

A recent University of 
Wisconsin-Stout graduate might 
be able to design a new car or 
build a new house, but will they 
have any idea how to insure 
their car or pay for their house?

Cap and Compass semi- 
nars aim to present an hour 
long “interactive, fun experi- 
ence,” said Ferguson. Seminar 
titles range from “The Least 
You Need To Know About 


Taxes” to “Love Your Money” 
on managing credit cards. 
The company also publish- 


. es the book “Life After School 


Explained.” (available from 
their web site capandcom- 
pass.com), a compilation of the 
five seminars they have given 
at 25 colleges throughout the 
country. 

One firsthand way to gain 
practical knowledge in the so- 
called real world is a semester 
or summer co-op or internship. 

“The biggest preparation is 
a co-op,” said LaMont Meinen, 
director of placement and co- 
op services at UW- Stout. 

“Outside college, no one

Co-op is an abbreviation 
for Cooperative Education, “a 
nationwide college and univer- 
sity program that integrates 
career-related work experience 
with academic course work,” 
according to the Placement and 
Co-op Services web site 
(www.uwstout.edu / place). 

Co-ops, generally synony- 
mous with internship, let stu- 
dents earn credits while receiv- 
ing a salary for actual work 
experience at a firm related to 
their major.

Campus apathy has 
become a household term at 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout. While this can be hard to 
prove, it was solidified at the 
Stout Student Association elec- 
tions last Tuesday. 

On a campus of roughly 
7,300 students, only 478 turned 
out to vote, resulting in a 6.5 
percent voter turnout. As low as 
these numbers may seem, they 
are still up by 54 voters com- 
pared to last year. 

“T’ve been told by many 
people that 10 percent is good 
for most campus elections,” 
said Mike LaConte, who over- 
saw the SSA elections. 

SSA President Rome 
Cagle was re-elected to his 
second term, as was Director 
of Financial Affairs, David 
Hay. Jen Duffy won for 
Director of Academic Affairs. 
None of the above faced 
opposition. 

“T was kind of surprised 
that no one stepped forward,” 
said Cagle. 


In his next term, Cagle first 
plans to first tackle the current 
executive board structure of 
SSA and reevaluate the job 
duties of each position. He may 
possibly eliminate the Director 
of Landlord Tenant and City 
Affairs position, which has 
remained vacant since Katie 
Ryan stepped down for person- 
al reasons earlier this semester. 

In a bit of a controversy, 
current SSA Vice-President, 
Mike Bombaci, started a write- 
in campaign for president 
which included announcing 
his campaign at this week’s 
Inter-Fraternal Council meet- 
ing. Despite efforts, he only 
received 35 votes. 

In what may be the closest 
election race in years, incum- 
bent Tim Solfest defeated Kim 
Monaghan by a narrow margin 
of 40 votes for the Director of 
Legislative Affairs position. 

Monaghan, only a fresh-

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man, is still debating if she will 
remain active in SSA following 
this narrow loss. However, if she 
does return to SSA, she plans to 
run for an executive board posi- 
tion once again next spring. 

The results were an admit- 
ted surprise to Solfest. 

“Elections often come 
down to a popularity contest, 
but by talking to students, I 
think I had more of a connec- 
tion,” said Solfest. 

With this victory behind 
him, Solfest plans to get stu- 
dents more involved and 
informed about the issues fac- 
ing SSA on a weekly basis. He 
also plans to continue to work 
at getting more student issues 
represented at Menomonie 
City Council sessions. 

In the Director of Diversity 
race, Trista Glover received 81 
more votes than competitor 
Julie Derks. Glover and Derks 
were both vocally supportive 
of each other in the debates 
held April 2. 

“J plan to work on commu- 
nication between all the multi- 
cultural groups,” said Glover. 

For the future of the SSA 
elections, LaConte is at a loss as 
to how a greater voter turnout 
can be achieved. 

“That's really the magic 
question,” said LaConte, 
“How do we get more stu- 
dents involved?”

I ended up with 
Pelvic Inflammatory Disorder 
(PID). PID is curable, but its 
effects can be irreversible, 
Because of this encounter, I 
may never be able to have the 
family I always dreamed of, 

Did I tell anyone what hap- 
pened? Did I try to put this guy 
away for what he did to me? 
No. I covered the bruises. 1 
made up a story about why I 
was sick. I was ashamed to be 
the victim for a second time, 
How could I let this happen? 
What was wrong with me? It 
took me over a year and a half 
to stop being the victim. I still 
have nightmares, flashbacks, 
panic attacks, and bouts with 
depression. I still try to hide it 
from people. No matter how 
much I hear that I have nothing 
to be ashamed of, I am still 
ashamed. I am ashamed 
because I did nothing to stop it 
from happening again. I didn’t 
have the courage to stand up 
and say THIS IS WHAT HE 
DID TO ME AND PUT HIM 
AWAY BEFORE HE HURTS 
SOMEONE ELSE! 

That is the mistake I have 
to live with for the rest of my 
life. Hopefully, my mistake 
hasn’t caused someone else to 
live the same kind of hell I do. 
I pray that I was his only vic- 
tim. That is why I give a lot of 
credit to Ms. Hayden for being 
brave enough to bringing this 
issue to light and to Ms. Plant 
for having the courage to help 
her. This is something that our 
society can not tolerate any- 
more. No one deserves to be 
haunted by this type of hell for 
the rest of their lives.

In 
exchange for these fees, you 
get discounted prices at the 
cafeterias and 10 percent off at 
ala carte locations. 
Furthermore, the pamphlet 
explains that an average stu- 
dent spends $146.00 on cafete- 
tia meals and $128.00 on ala 
carte locations.

Her audience at Tuesday 
night's slide presentation was 
primarily University of 
Wisconsin-Stout students and 
faculty studying or teaching 
art, and Oleszko had some 
advice for art students trying 
to find their niche. 


From 1965 to 1970, 
Oleszko attended the 
University of Michigan, 


where she studied ceramics. 
Within her first semester, she 
began wearing her sculp- 
tures. She became a pedestri- 
an sculpture. 

When she first began 
developing her art, there 
wasn’t even a word for it. 
Upon graduation, Oleszko 
moved to New York City 
where she created her first

finds laughs by performing 


characters in 1971. She has 
since been commissioned by 
various magazines, corpora- 
tions and private citizens to 
perform her art. 

The location of New York 
City is such that she was able 
to continue her education of 
the world. Oleszko knew that 
she could always make a liv- 
ing as a waitress. But natural- 
ly, she was a different waitress 
every night, due to her art. 

“As an artist, it’s impor- 
tant to find ways to apply 
your art,” she said. 
“Wherever I wanted to create 
something, I did.” 

Oleszko described herself 
as big (she is six feet tall and 
slender) and loud, yet shy. 
Her costumes are therefore 
liberating and at the same 
time protective. 

“T don’t know what the 
response to a piece is going to 
be,” she admitted. 

She recently was a recipi- 
ent of the prestigious Rome 
Prize, which enabled her to 
spend a year in Italy. Of all 
her costumes worn during her 
“Roamin’ Holiday,” only one 
didn’t cause her to be 
removed by authorities. She 
was even apprehended, strip

searched and put in the 
Vatican jail for five hours for 
“impersonating the pope with 
an acqua pistole.” 

The name of this costume, 
which was boldly displayed on 
her miter, was “Nincompope.” 

Her first hero was Danny 
Kaye, a great American 
entertainer, remembered for 
his broad range of talent 
encompassing song, dance, 
verse, impersonation and 
even improvisation. 

Oleszko taught herself 
about theatrics and theater 
technology, but stressed that 
it was not so much tech- 
nique but approach, because 
“art is something you live 
every day.” 

Associate art professor 
Kate Maury saw one of 
Oleszko’s performances 
while at a conference in Las 
Vegas a few years ago. She 
felt that Oleszko’s art form 
was something UW-Stout 
students needed to be 
exposed to, as her work 
addresses different social 
and political issues that 
may not be explored in 
classrooms on campus.

Numerous courses for the 
fall semester have been can- 
celled due to recent budget cuts. 

“This will not interfere 
with students ability to gradu- 
ate,” said Bob Sedlack of the 
Provost's Office. 

The courses not being 
offered for currently register- 
ing students are electives only, 
“There is no set list of these 
courses at the present, but our 
priority is to make sure to 
offer all required courses,” 
said Sedlack. 

These elective course can- 


cellations have been strategi- 
cally chosen, so as to not affect 
any students to be graduating 
in the next year. 

“We checked for this very 
carefully by checking degree 
audits. We found a way to not 
interfere with graduation by 
offering the course or wavering 
it,” said Sedlack. 

Students are already being 
effected by the cuts. 

“My advisor told me that 
due to budget cuts some class- 
es would be disappearing.” 
said Troy Bennett, a sopho- 
more in Telecommunication 
Systems, whose Scalable 
Internetworking class section 
was cancelled. 

“I was told I would have 
to sign up with one of the 


other sections, which of 
course did not fit directly into 
my schedule,” continued 


Bennett. “I had to redo part of 
my schedule in order to fit [it] 
in, otherwise I would have to

Nationally recognized activist speaks at UW- Stout 


Winona LaDuke 
shares strong 
viewpoints on 
American society

“If I tell my kids not to steal, 
Ishould tell my government not 
to steal,” said Winona LaDuke, 
the two-time Green party vice- 
presidential candidate, during a 


speech at the Memorial Student 
‘Center on Sunday. 
LaDuke, a Native 


American of the White Earth 
Band Of Chippewa of 
Minnesota and a Harvard edu- 
cated economist, spoke on 
tecovering indigenous peo- 
ples’ land among other topics 
of pollution, global inequity of 
wealth and foreign policy. 
LaDuke viewed social prob- 
Tems through her role as a moth- 
er of seven, using simples les-

sons parents teach their children. 
“Her analogy between how 
you raise your kids and how the 
world should work was very 
good,” said Yvonne Nelson, 
advisor of Greensense at the 
University of Wisconsin Stout. 
One of the issues LaDuke 


spoke on was illegally 
obtained tribal land. 
“Public land holdings 


should be returned to indige- 
nous peoples,” said LaDuke, 


referring to her reservation in 
Northwestern Minnesota 
where 90 percent of the 
837,000 acres ostensibly part 
of the reservation are actually 
owned by corporate and gov- 
ernment interests. 

“We had the misfortune of 
living next to one Frederick 
Warehauser,” said LaDuke, 
explaining how the 19th centu- 
ry timber mill owner success- 
fully lobbied for a railroad run- 
ning through White Earth 
reservation lands which were 
then illegally taken (as ruled so 
since by various courts) by the 
federal government. The rail- 
toad secured Warehauser’s for- 
tune and established the corpo- 
ration that still controls much 
of northern Minnesotan and 
Wisconsin lumber land, 
explained LaDuke. 

The White Earth Land 
Recovery Project, founded in 
1989 by LaDuke, seeks to have 
these lands, which have already 
been ruled illegally taken, to be 
returned to the tribe. 

“T am against terrorism of

any sort, and if you say you're 
against terrorism you should- 
n't fund it,” said LaDuke, refer- 
ting to United States military 
aid to countries like Columbia 
where there are “widespread 
human rights violations” said 


LaDuke, adding that over 
30,000 people have been killed 
or have disappeared since 1997 
due to the activities of various 
paramilitary groups.

E-Scholar aims to 
provide crucial 
links to everything 
a UW-Stout 
student needs

Do you ever wish you had 
your own University of 
Wisconsin-Stout web page 
with all the personalized infor- 
mation you need? What about 
having the software you need 
to finish course work without 
having to go to a lab? 

Two new projects on cam- 
pus entitled E-Scholar and 
CourseWare plan to do just 
these things. e-Scholar is a por- 
tal web site with personalized 
information including class 
schedule, baseline balance, 
news, weather and other info 
for all students. CourseWare, a 
client and server based system 
accessible through e-Scholar 
will allow students to down- 
load and run full versions of 
computer software needed for 
courses they are taking. 

“We're very excited about 
it,” said Jeff Ohvall, manager of 
the e-Scholar project at the 
Office of Information and 


Operating Systems. Ohvall 
leads the two teams working 
on the project, technical and 
implementation. Ohvall 
explained how the technical 
team is responsible for devel- 
oping the actual hardware and 
software needed to run the 
project whereas the implemen- 
tation team consists of repre- 
sentatives from all aspects of 
campus life that determine the 
content the project will deliver. 

A current design mockup 
of the e-Scholar portal can be 
seen under the “Current 
Prototype” link at the main 
E-Scholar site (http:// 
www.uwstout.edu/escholar/). 

The portal presents a 
range of information in modu- 
lar blocks termed “widgets.” 
These widgets are then catego- 
rized under several file-folder 
like tabs. For phase 1 of the 
project’s development the 
widgets will be _ static. 
Widgets are planned to even-

tually be fully editable, along 
with the entire portal. 

At the left hand side of the 
portal page the e-Scholar team 
has created a cascading menu 
giving easy access to the many 
areas of UW-Stout’s web site, 
which e-Scholar is not replac- 
ing. 

“It's very easy to give a 
group a web presence on the 
site,” said Ohvall, referring to 


the cascading menu that can 
be edited easily. Ohvall said 
campus groups will also be 
able to design their own 
widget although it would take 
more work. 

“(The E-Scholar system] 
will be available anywhere,” 
said Nolan Northup, a pro- 
grammer working on the proj- 
ect with the Office of 
Information and . Operating 


Systems, Since the system is 
web-based it can be accessed 
from any internet connection, 
not just through UW-Stout com- 
puters, explained Northup. 
CourseWare, _ accessible 
through e-Scholar, will allow 
software such as CAD or 
Adobe Photoshop to be down- 
loaded by students and used

1. Stolen electronic organizer 
On April 8, a faculty member 
reported his missing electron- 
ic organizer to police.

2. Mysterious explosions 

A student witnessed a small 
explosion between CKTO and 
the Memorial Student Center 
at 2 am. on April 13. She 
reported that she saw a dark 
liquid spray towards her 
when the explosion occurred. 
She called police from CKTO 
and police came to survey the 
scene. The student saw four 
males hiding in the bushes 
next to the MSC, who she 
thought were involved in the 


explosion. When police 
arrived, the males had left. 
Upon further investigation, 
four water balloons were 
found in the bushes the stu- 
dent reported the males hid- 
ing in. The balloons, filled 
with liquid, were taken to the 
Menomonie Fire Department 
where they were popped. The 
balloons contained only water. 


3. Prank bike theft 

The Wigen Hall director 
reported to police on April 13, 
that his 21-speed, touring bike 
was stolen from the bike racks 


southeast of Bowman Hall. 
The bike was moved without 
the owner's permission. The 
owner later found the bike in 
the racks by Hovlid Hall and 
now has possession of it. He 
said he suspected that stu- 
dents were playing a prank on 
him by moving his bike. 


4. Abent rim 

A student reported on April 
15 that her bike was vandal- 
ized while parked in the bike 
rack on the west side of the 
Vocational Rehabilitation 
building.

The 
back wheel rim had been 
stomped on, severely bending 
it. The “U-lock” also had 
marks on it indicating that 
somieone had tried to remove 
it by prying. At this point 
both the lock and the bicycle 
are inoperable. 


Come bow! with 
the devils 


During World War II, mil- 
lions of Jews died from religious 
prosecution and acts of preju- 
dice. Ironically, now that the 
Jews have their own homeland, 
they are inflicting the same hor- 
rors on their neighbors, the 
Palestinians; and the rest of the 
world doesn’t hear about it. 
According to The Link, a 
booklet geared to helping 
Americans understand the cri- 
sis over seas, Israel has received 
over $90 billion in foreign aid 
from the United States since 
1948: more than any other coun- 
try has received. The United 
States has also funded Israel's 
loan debts. Unlike other foreign 
aid policies, Israel is given this 
money with no strings attached. 
In addition to funding, the 
United States has provided 
weapons for the Israeli govern- 
ment. Israel now has advanced 
nuclear weapons and refuses 
to sign the Non-Proliferation of 
Nuclear Weapons treaty. 
“We've given them over 
$20 billion just in military 
aid,”said Luke Swanepoel, a 
senior from the University of 
Wisconsin-Eau Claire majoring 
in history and political science. 
Swanepoel toured Israel in 


February 2000, and has since 
given presentations about the 
Holy Land’s political problems. 

“Everyone carries an M-16 
in Israel,” he said, “It’s nothing 
to see soldiers, tanks and 
explosions everywhere.” 

With its increased arsenal 
and funding, Israel has overex- 
tended its power and greatly 
mistreated the Palestinians. 

By administering what is 
know as ‘collective punish- 
ment,’ Israel has caused count- 
less deaths, increased poverty 
and displaced thousands of 
innocent Palestinians.

Quite often, an entire 
Palestinian community or 
extended family is collectively 
punished for one individual's 
actions.’ According to The Link, 
Israeli forces demolish or seal 
homes, enforce rigid curfews, 
destroy water systems, cut 
down olive and fruit trees and 
close schools, colleges, markets 
and gathering places. 

Homes are destroyed not 


only for the above reason, but 
also if one builds or expands a 
home without the proper 
building permit. 

Curfews are sometimes 
enforced for weeks at a time. 
Palestinians die in their homes 
from starvation or untreated 
medical illness, according to 
The Link. 

In the last two years, over 
34,600 olive and fruit trees 
have been destroyed. 

Additionally, Israeli 
Defense Forces and Border 
Police have constructed check- 
points to restrict travel. While 
Israelis are allowed to travel 
freely, Palestinians must have 
special permits and may be 
delayed for up to a week at a 
checkpoint. Palestinian 
women enroute to the hospital 
die in labor at these check- 
points. Farm produce often rot 
after sitting for so long. 

Israel also has unjust law 
enforcement policies. 
Palestinians are jailed without 
charge or trial. According to 
The Link, without ever know- 
ing what their alleged offense 
is, many Palestinians executed 
by a death squad or missile-fir- 
ing helicopter. Boys ages 14 
through 17 are also detained 
and confined with other adults 
and convicted felons. 

Despite the fact that many 
of the above offenses are 
against the Geneva 
Convention, Israel continues 
to carry on with collective

punishment, or “security 
measures” in Israeli vocabu- 
lary. Of course, the peace 
requirements were never 
meant to apply to them. 
While Palestinians throw 
rocks, the Israelis fire what the 
American media has defined as 
“rubber bullets.” The term 
makes the Israelis appéar more 
humane. According to The 
Link, the bullets are actually 


steel with a thin rubber coat- 
ing; such bullets are actually 
more dangerous than conven- 
tional bullets when lodged in 
the head or abdomen.

based on their needs for classes 
they are currently taking. 

“{Professors] think it will be 
a very useful tool,” said Ohvall 
of the CourseWare system. 

The system, which is a pro- 
prietary product purchased by 
UW-Stout, keeps track of how 
many licenses have been pur- 
chased by the school for each 
piece of software and then only 
allows that number of people 
to use the software at once. 

The system also confirms 
that the student is currently 
taking a class in which the 
requested program is needed 
before allowing its use. The 


entire system will run with 
128-bit secure encryption and 
an e-Scholar session will 
logout after ten minutes of 
idle time. 

The e-Scholar _ project 
began in January and will be 
teady before students arrive 
with their laptops in the fall, 
according to Ohvall. The proj- 
ect arose out of the laptop cam- 
pus initiative and is aimed at 
students receiving laptops this 
fall, but the system will be 
available to all students. 

Northup said, “The focal 
point is the student and the 
teacher, not the laptop.”

“Students don’t have that 
many options for parking on 
campus,” gripes undeclared 
freshman Katie Bintner. “Even 
if they do have a pass it is hard 
‘to find a good spot.” 

This is the concern of many 
students on campus, and has 
been the ongoing battle that 
the University Parking 
Services for many years. With 
approximately 8,000 students 
‘on campus there are only 2,500 
parking spaces in 24 lots for 
students to park their cars. 
There are approximately 3,000 
on-campus residents and only 
1,700 spaces for them to park. 
Commuters only received 
1,300-1,400 passes leaving at 
least half of the students who 
drive to school without a per- 
mit. This puts many students 
on a waiting list for a parking 
pass, and problem of where to

The Chancellor has set up 
parking rules and guidelines 
for University of Wisconsin- 
Stout. These regulations are 
posted on the UW-Stout park- 
ing website or at the Parking 
Services office. 

“With all the restrictions it 
is hard to know what is legal 
and what is not,” says Bintner. 

This is where Parking 
Services comes in; they are a 
self-funding extension of the 
University Police Department. 
In the year 2000 Parking 
Services collected $153,500 in 
parking fines alone. 


have several hotel packages 
from all over the Twin Cities 
including the Marriot, Hyatt, 
Radisson, Wyndham and 
many more. 

They have worked hard 
over the year to get donations. 
Their two large packages are 
for a five-night stay at the 
Wyndham Sugar Bay Club and 
Resort in the Virgin Islands, 
and a hotel package for Marco 
Island, Florida. 

They will also be auction- 
ing off Minnesota Twins tick- 
ets, golfing packages and State 
Fair tickets. 


“We want everybody to 
comply with parking regula- 


tions,” explains Keith 
McCarten, Sergeant in charge 
of Parking Services. 


Sgt. McCarten also stresses 
that they are not out to make a 
profit, and Parking Services 
utilizes all the revenue by pay- 
ing for maintenance, university 
department services, security 
and staff salaries. They receive 
their revenue from parking 
fines, meter revenue, permit 
sales and interest accumula- 
tion, Any profit they make 
goes toward the funding of 
additional lots like the one out- 


These, plus many more 
will be offered at the live auc- 
tion starting at 1:00p.m. 

“Usually people can get 
[the packages] for a lot less that 
the actual value,” says Stacey 
Samson a senior in Hospitality 
and Tourism Management is 
the auction coordinator of this 
year’s auction. 

For the quiet types, AHP is 
also having a silent auction 
where people can bid on gift 
certificates from various 
restaurants in and around 
town. These include 
Applebee’s, Prime Quarter 


side of Bowman Hall. The 
average cost of developing 
parking on newly acquired 
land is $3000 per space. 

McCarten feels that if they 
were not enforcing the parking 
regulations, there would be 
even more problems with 
parking on campus, including 
permit holders that would not 
be able to find a spot. In resi- 
dent lots there is only one per- 
mit sold for every space, but in 
commuter lots two permits are 
sold for every one parking 
space available. 

Parking Service employees 
learn the rules and then are

amongst many others. Silent 
auction items also include 
Budweiser gold rim glasses, 
clocks and signs.

Fines 
range from five to $25 dollars, 
and late fees can be added if 
those fines are not paid within 
10 days of the date cited. 

“T parked at a meter and 
was only supposed to be fined 
$5, but my ticket was marked 
$15 so, I had to pay that, it’s 
ridiculous,” exclaims Jacki 
Rust a freshman in Multi- 
media Design. 

Many students feel that 
there is a lack of communica- 
tion between the parking serv- 
ices and students especially 
when there are special circum- 
stances, like during breaks or 
football games. McCarten 
stresses that all information 
about such events and general 
information can be found on 
their website or is provided at 
the Parking Services office. 

“I don’t believe that it is 
my obligation to search on the 
website everytime we get a day 
off,” states an unhappy student 
in an appeal. 

Anybody that receives a 
ticket has the opportunity to 
appeal the decision. There are 
two stages of appeal, the first 
of which goes to Sgt. McCarten 
where he will make a decision

infection fighting agents. 
Yogurt helps to prevent and 
fight against yeast infec- 
tions. The active cultures in 
yogurt prevent diarrhea and 
give a person a stronger 
resistance to flu infections. 

Yogurt may also help to 
prevent cancer, primarily in the 
colon and breasts. It helps to 
prevent and combat digestive 
tract infections. The bacteria in 
yogurt can lower the choles- 
terol levels in the blood, reduc- 
ing the chance of stroke and 
heart attacks. 

There are also some unex- 
pected bonuses to yogurt. It is 
not very fattening; an average 
cup of yogurt contains 1/3 the 
fat of a piece of apple pie. If 
acne is a problem for you, try 
eating yogurt as it is proven to 
clear up your skin. Eating 
yogurt is also said to help those 
who suffer from bad breath. 

So now you're probably 
wondering what you can do to 
begin changing your life for the 


better? Well, you should start 
out gradual; slowly eating 
more yogurt each week. 

The reasons to eat yogurt 
are endless. It’s a tasty treat, 
beneficial to your health, and 
enjoyable all at the same 
time. So the next time you see 
that gorgeous model smiling 
her milk mustache, imagine 
all the benefits she would be 
getting if she had a yogurt 
mustache instead.

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eckham/ First Blue Devil to be drafted in 30 years 
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Wisconsin-Madison, which he 
outshined his Division I coun- 
terparts, Beckham had made a 
name for himself and his stock 
quickly rose up the draft board. 

“It's amazing the amount 
of publicity Tony has given the 
University and our football 
program,” said Blue Devil 
head coach Ed Meierkort.

“I think if Tony can handle 
the pressure of moving from 
Florida to Menomonie and 
being one of few minority stu- 
dents on campus,” said 
Meierkort, “he can handle 
what the NFL has to offer.” 

According to Meierkort, 
Beckham came to UW-Stout 
with very little support, braved 
the winter and the sterotyping 
of minority athletes, to gradu- 
ate with a 3.1 GPA and degree 
in Psychology. 

“The things that make 


Beckham stand out is he’s 
been through a lot. Most 
Division I players, while they 
may come from poor back- 
grounds, are coddled as ath- 
letes,” said Carpenter. 
“Beckham could have easliy 
been lost in that shuffle, his 
friends all left school, but he 
stuck it out. He worked to pay 
for his education, which is 
going to impress a lot of teams 
who are desperate to see how 
players handle adversity.” 

Now, Beckham has gone 
from possibly going undrafted 
to being a second round pick. 

Draft experts have 
Beckham going anywhere from 
the late second round to any- 
where in the fourth round. 

“The draft is a strange 
thing,” said Carpenter. “Teams 
might like his speed, but might 
think he hasn’t been tested 
enough to take a chance on him 
with such a high choice.” 

Whenever Beckham is 
drafted, he will be the first Blue 
Devil drafted since the 1970s. 
Dick Erickson (1967), Gary 
Inskeep (1970) and Reggie 
Holmes (1971) were all drafted 
but never actually played in 
the NFL. 

“I feel he will do very 
well,” said Meierkort, “because 
he truly loves to work hard to 
become the best football player 
he can be.” 

So on Saturday, when 
Beckman finally gets the call he 
has been waiting for, he can 
bask in the glory of all his 
hardwork and determination, 
Beckham will be a professional 
football player and there will 
no more waiting.

This Saturday, former 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
Blue Devil Tony Beckham will 
be sitting by the phone wait- 
ing. Waiting for the call does- 
n't bother Beckham, who has 
been waiting for this moment 
his whole life. Sooner than 
later, Beckham will get the call 
that will change his life. He 
will be a professional football 
player in the National 
Football League. 

As the NEL holds its annu- 
al college draft this weekend, 
Beckham has caught the atten- 
tion of the national media. 
Beckham has appeared in 
ESPN the Magazine, on 
NFL.com and in The Seattle 
Times, along with many more. 

“He [Beckham] struck me 
as somebody who is deter- 
mined to take advantage of 
every chance he has,” said Les 
Carpenter, columnist for The 
Seattle Times. “It’s tough to read 
to much about a person over 
the phone, but he was very. 
patient and engaging. He is 
going to make a good impres- 
sion no matter what.” 

Beckham's slow climb to 
national recognition started the 


the Blue Devils, but it wasn’t 
until his senior year that peo- 
ple saw his true potential. 

Beckham was first team 
All-America, team MVP and 
Wisconsin Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference Player of 
the Week. 

He played in the Blue-Grey 
game, the only Division III 
player to be invited and he 
became the first ever UW-Stout 
player to be invited. 

Beckham also played in the 
2002 Rotary Gridiron Classic. 
His performances in these 
games are what caught the 
aftention of the NFL scouts. 

“Tony has had scouts from 
just about every NFL team 
request something about him 
from the coaching staff,” said 
Lane Pitt, UW-Stout Sports 
Information Director.

It’s been a hard day; you 
decide to take a long, hot 
shower to relax. Surprise! 
There’s no hot water. In fact, 
hot water has been hard to 
come by for the past year. 

To some, this may seem 
preposterous, but to others, it’s 
a reality. The residents of Jeter, 
Tainter and Callahan Halls, 
otherwise known as JTC, have 
been battling cold showers 
since last spring. 

Hopefully, final measures 

~ taken last Thursday will elimi- 
nate the problem for good. 

“As far as I can tell, the 
problem is solved,” said Stacy 
Herbert, a sophomore and JTC 
hall president. “The pressure 
is lower though.” 

Tt seems as though water 
pressure is the key behind all 
the problems. 

Peaking at 90 pounds per 
square inch (psi), Menomonie 
has a relatively high water 
pressure; standard water pres- 
sure is between 60 and 70 psi. 

To prevent scalding, each

showerhead is equipped with a 
pressure-sensitive valve. Thus, 
when the pressure rose too 
high, the hot water was cut off. 

Over spring break, pres- 
sure regulators were installed 
in Tainter and Callahan. In 
these two halls, the cold-water 
pressure was reduced to 60 psi. 
The hot water pressure from 
the boiler was also set at 60 psi. 

Unfortunately, all three 
dorms are connected to the 
same boiler, so Jeter had a 
reduction in hot-water pres- 
sure, but its cold-water pres- 
sure remained the same. Thus, 
cold showers became even 
more plentiful in Jeter. 

Disgruntled Jeter residents 
either stood up to the cold or 
traveled down the hall to use 
other facilities. 

Even though these prob- 
lems are temporarily resolved, 
the situation will continue to 
be monitored. 

“We are continuing to 
monitor the situation to make 
sure it’s working out,”said 
Scott Griesbach of Housing 
and Resident Life. 

Griesbach went on to 
explain that the problems took

Laptops add value to education beyond cost

Dealing with the problems 
and enjoying the benefits of a 
laptop campus is quickly 
becoming a reality as this year 
comes to an end. 

Many final preparations 
are being made and final plans 
being laid to ensure a smooth 
transition for the incoming 
freshmen as they arrive on 
campus in August. 

Freshmen are paying for 
the laptops on a per credit basis 
through tuition. The cost per 
credit is $36, which comes to an 
$500 per semester for the aver- 
age student.

leases are up, they are able to 
do so at fair market value. 
After one to two years, the 
value of the computer could 
range anywhere from $600 to 
$1,200 or higher, according to 
the prices of comparable sold 
items on eBay.com. 

So what is the benefit of 
spending upwards of $4,600 on 
a lease and purchase of a lap- 


top which is no more than two 
years old, verses buying one at 
the beginning and using it for 
four years? 

Part of the benefit is the 
value of education students 
will be attaining through the 
use of the laptop. 

“] think they’re going to 
come out with something far 
more valuable than [a laptop],” 
said Sedlak. “[The laptops] 
become an integral part of their 
education.” 

However, both Sedlak and 
Doug Wahl of 
Telecommunications and 
Networking agree that one of 
the most beneficial aspects of 
the lease arrangement is techni- 
cal support. 

“I expect the level of sup- 
port to get better each year,” 
said Sedlak. 

Part of making support 
available and reliable is mak- 
ing sure everyone has the 
same laptop. 

“Having the computers of 
the exact configuration will 
solve a lot of problems,” said

Wahl. “[ASK5000] will be 
making extensive use of the 
help desk and it will be online. 
You can access the help desk 
via the web.” 

In addition to the help 
desk, and online technical sup- 
port, ASK5000 will also be 
introducing a team of “First 
Responders.” 

The First responders will be 
a group of five technicians who 
will be on call during all busi- 
ness hours for professors in the

The Ergonomic Furniture 
Fair was held Tuesday in 
preparation for the upcoming 
laptop year.

of the Fair, the Safety and 
Workers Compensation 
Committee and the 
Purchasing Department, want 
students to look ahead, as 
well as create awareness of 
and preparation for the 
incoming laptop year. 

“Ergonomics is based on 
human capabilities and the effi- 
cient design of the workplace,” 
said Brian Finder, professor of 
Industrial Management. 

Making the work or study 
place in a manner that will 
allow the human body to be 
most comfortable allows effi- 
cient work. 

At the fair, 18 vendors that 
deal with furniture presented 
an array of ergonomic opportu- 
nities from comfortable chairs 
to paper holders. 

According to Finder, there 
are risk factors to take into 
consideration when creating 
the work space. These factors 
are: posture that appropriate 
for a specific body part, to be 
sure too much force is not 
being exerted on any one part 
for long periods of time, and 
to be aware of repetition that 
may cause damage to the 
body over time. 

“These factors are often 
called the holy three, and are a

major considerations to 
ensure designing is well 
done,” said Finder. 

As for students with lap- 
tops, Finder strongly advises 
they purchase a docking sta- 
tion, in which the laptop can 
be placed. This docking sta- 
tion would allow for an exter- 
nal monitor and keyboard. 

These external elements 
may save the user’s body 
much stress and strain. 

“The keyboard should be 
placed as close to the lap as 
possible, to allow for a 90- 
degree angle in the elbows,” 
said Finder.

The top of the computer 
monitor should be level with 
the user’s eyes. 

“The neck should not be 
put under undue strain to view 
a laptop screen. An external 
screen should have a down- 
ward tilt from 10 to 15 degrees 
only,” said Finder. 

“Laptops are great devices, 
but considerations should be 
made for additional equip- 
ment,” said Finder. 

Finder said, "The bottom 
line in the design of the work- 
station is to be made efficiently, 
with the least amount of stress 
as possible.

Krueger, the JTC hall director. 

“We had planned to fix 
Jeter the Friday after advise- 
ment day so that not as 
many [students] would be 
affected when the water was 
turned off,” she said. “It 
turned out to be more com- 
plicated, so we had to move 
it to Thursday.” 

Krueger explained that 
although the dining service 
was adversely affected; in the 
long run, it was beneficial to 
fix the problem now because 
the students could benefit 
sooner, Many other dorms 
have also experienced prob- 
lems similar to JTC.

Anne 
Marie Hoffman of Housing 
and Residence Life came to 
a meeting in JTC to hear 
students’ concerns, and 
hardly anyone attended. 
“People were very con- 
cerned about the water,” 
said Herbert, “But not a lot 
came to the meeting or even 
took the time to call mainte- 
nance.”

classroom. Any problem dur- 
ing class, dealing with software 
to network connections can be 
solved by the First Responders. 

ASK5000 has learned a lot 
from the laptop pilot programs 
of the last two years. 

“1 think it will be much 


better,” said Wahl. 
“Everything is geared up for 
the laptop.” 

Students will also be 


receiving extensive training 
when they pick up their lap- 
tops. They will first sign out 
their computer and take a pre- 
assessment of their computer 
skills. They will then be 
placed accordingly in one of 
three training courses, accord- 
ing to Sedlak. 

There will be two days of 


training. In this time, 40 
groups of 50 students will go 
through three and a half to 
four hours of extensive train- 
ing in how to connect to both 
the wireless and hardwire 
connections on campus, the 
new program e-Scholar and 
the software provided on the 
laptops, according to Vic 
Mincoff, head of the Laptop 
Initiative program. 

“T believe it’s [the training] 
necessary,” said Wahl. “We 
need to cover all the bases. We 
need to get everyone on the 
same level.” 

But will students be able to 
retain three and a half to four 
hours of straight training? 

“Some of your [the stu- 
dent’s] committee members 


on SSA have indicated that in 
most cases is may be 
overkill,” said Mincoff. “My 
thoughts are ‘better to have 
more than less,’ especially on 
the first go-around.”

Laptop Initiative 


Training courses will be 
available to students through- 
out the year so they will be able 
to pick up skills as they 
progress through the year. 

The training will include 
instruction on the use of soft- 
ware programs available on 
the laptops. Both the Compaq 
and Apple computers will 
come with applications such as 
the Microsoft Office suite, e- 
Scholar, Real Player, 
QuickTime, MSN Instant 
Messenger, among other pro- 
grams. The Apples will also 
come with Virtual PC. 

Most of the applications 
being provided to students on 
the laptops either come with 
the computer in any normal 
sale or are free downloads. 


“Some of the programs are 
free downloads,” said Mincoff. 
“However these are programs 
that faculty and students had 
requested because they felt 
that they added value.” 

The latest specifications 
for the laptops have come in 
for the Compaq. The Compaq 
will be the Evo N600c with a 
20 GB hard drive, 128 MB of 
memory, DVD-CDRW, and 
wireless ability. It will come 
with the Windows XP operat- 
ing system. 

Up-to-date specifications 
are not available for the Apple 
iBook. Mincoff speculates that 
the iBook will come with the 
new 14.1-inch monitor, Apple 
will release these. specifica- 
tions on April 30.

Teaching science necessity in 


“[Evolutionists] should 
call evolution their ‘faith’ or 
‘religion,’ and stop including it 
in books of science. Give up 
faith in the silly religion of evo- 
lutionism, and trust the God of 
the Bible to forgive you and to 
save you from the coming 
judgment on man’s sin.” 

These are the words of Dr. 
Kent Hovind as written on his 
web site www.drdino.com. 

Amass of people filling the 
Great Hall last Monday came 
from all over the area, some 
traveling hundreds of miles to 


hear Hovind speak about cre- 
ationism and evolution. 

“There is no scientific reason 
to reject the Bible,” said Hovind. 

He says he believes the 
Bible as literal fact cover to 
cover: and he is out to prove 
that the theory of evolution is a 
lie and is unfounded. His 
viewpoints are constricted to 
those that are only supported 
in scripture. 

Hovind has a Ph.D. in edu- 
cation, has been a high school 
science teacher for 15 years and 
has been presenting his lecture 
on creationism versus evolu- 
tion for 12 years. 

Hovind stated that he 
wants to get the lies out of text- 
books. Hovind used numerous 
cases and examples disproving 
parts of the theory of evolution, 
which I will not dispute. His 
information was gathered from 
various sources, including 
many well-known science jour- 


nals. I completely agree that it is 
wrong to present outdated or 
outright false information to 
children in school. 

However, he also contends 
“evolutionism is a religious 
world view not supported by 
science, scripture, popular 
opinion or common sense,” 
and that teaching it in public 
schools “is a clear violation of 
the First Amendment.” 

Teaching evolution is not 
in violation of the First 
Amendment! 

Using the evidence he 
gathered against evolution, 
Hovind contends that the theo- 
ty of evolution is a religious 
worldview. His rationale? 
Evolution cannot be proved; it 
involves “faith” in science, 
thus making it a religion. 

Evolution is definitely not 
religious. It is scientific theory. 


Scientific theory is based. 


on observable evidence that 


can be tested and measured. In 
light of new evidence, theories 
can be disproved or altered. A 
theory should never be viewed 
as absolute fact; it is an idea 
that is always receptive towar- 
ranted change. 

As for evolution, observ- 
able facts can be viewed in fos- 
sil records and natural selec- 
tion. These can be measured 
through scientific techniques.

(IRHC) is just such a position. 
Two weeks ago, the Vice- 
President of IRHC, Sarah Yurs, 
was charged with tardiness to 
meetings, more than one unex- 
cused absence from an 
assigned committee, inade- 
quate reporting regarding the 
budget and weekly duties, 
unfamiliarity of the ongoing 


playgrounds and ball fields as 
well as picnic areas. A few, 
such as Lakeside Park and 
Point Comfort have boat land- 
ing/launching facilities on 
Lake Menomin as well. 

Students are often seen 
playing volleyball and other 
activities at Fowler Park, as it 
is the closest recreation park 
to the campus—located about 
a block behind Appearance’s 
at Alma’s. 

Wilson Park can be easily 
identified with its huge white 
band shell, centered between 
7th and 8th Streets. This par- 
ticular facility holds the 
Ludington Guard Band on 
Tuesday nights each summer 
and also hosts various commu- 
nity social events including the 
Miss Menomonie Pageant. 

More and more attention 
has been put on Phalen Park 
the past year. What is all the 
fuss about? Students and com- 
munity members have been 


busy trying to collect dona- 
tions in order to construct a 
skate park at Phalen. It has 
fields for soccer and flag foot- 
ball, but no park in 
Menomonie offers equipment 
for skateboarding activities. 

The Greater Menomonie 
Area Chamber of Commerce 
has no word on a completion 
date for the skate park. The 
beginning stages of construc- 
tion depend on the availability 
of funds. In other words, if the 
committee does not receive 
enough donations, it is 
extremely likely the park will 
not be built. 

Windmill Sports, an indoor 
and outdoor recreation facili- 
ties, located off of Hwy. 25, and 
has driving ranges, mini golf, 
bumper cars, an arcade and 
other activities. 

Menomonie is also the 
home of the Red Cedar Trail. 
Upon the purchase of a trail 
pass, bikers, hikers, strollers

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and runners can enjoy the view 
of the flowing Red Cedar River 
as they get their exercise. If 
you have never ridden a bicy- 
cle built for two, this is the per- 
fect opportunity to learn! 
Roscoe's Red Cedar Outfitters, 
located at the beginning of the 
trail, rents out tandem bicycles 
in addition to inner-tubes, 
canoes and kayaks. 

If hiking is your passion, 
consider going to Hoffman 
Hills State Park, just east of 
Menomonie. This 705-acre 
recreational area has nine miles 
of hiking trails and a 60-foot 
observation tower at the top of 
the hill. 

Planning a day-trip out- 
ing? Pack your canoe or fish- 
ing pole and head out to Big 
Falls Park near Eau Claire. The 
scenery alone is worth the 
drive. In addition to the 
breath-taking gushing water- 
fall there are areas for picnick- 
ing and just taking it all in. 

Those of you interested in 
the gaining-more-popularity- 
every-day sport of Frisbee golf 
and seek a change of scenery 
from Wakanda Park should 
check out the nine holes at Mt. 
Simon Park in Eau Claire. It 
also has areas for volleyball 
and archery, along with grills 
for cooking and picnic tables. 

For a little bit of fun farther 
in the other direction, Willow 
River State Park, five miles 
northeast of Hudson is known 
for its waterfalls, and scenic 
overlooks. Carved out of the 
surrounding rock, it is also a 
great place for hiking, fishing, 
canoeing and rock climbing.

Wisconsin's Rustic Road 
[program was enacted in 1973 
in order to preserve lightly 
traveled, scenic roads through- 
out the state. 
“It’s one of the few places 
left that are kept beautiful,” 
said Bernadine Kadinger, a 61- 
year-old resident of 420th 
Street, one of the routes that 
makes up Rustic Road 89 near 


Riverside Park. 

Rustic Road 89 extends 
south of Menomonie and runs 
parallel to the Red Cedar Trail. It 
encompasses parts of Paradise 
Drive, 420th Street, Hofland 
Avenue and 3706th Avenue. 
About halfway down the road is 
the scientific study area Devil's 
Punch Bowl, a canyon left by the 
last glacier over 12,000 years ago 
that passed through the area. 

A couple of minutes drive 
north of the Devil’s Punch 
Bowl is another natural attrac- 
tion, Trip Falls, also called 
Paradise Valley. Hikers daring 
enough to walk down into the 
valley are treated with a pictur- 
esque waterfall surrounded by 
high cliffs and immense sand- 
stone formations. 

Kadinger owns 70 acres on 
and around Rustic Road 89, 
and her family has been in the

“This is going to be tough 
because even though I have 
only been here a short time, I 
have put a lot of time and effort 
into this program,” said 
Hucke. “It means that I will 
have uproot my family again 
and move on.” 

During the announcement, 
Chancellor Lydecker stated 
that her decision was a combi- 
nation of the committee's 
report and the university’s goal 
to expand its athletic opportu- 
nities proportionate to gender. 
She also stated that as the uni- 
versity will continue to provide 
opportunities for male stu- 
dents, it will provide expanded 
opportunities for female ath- 
letes. The university will add 
men’s track and women’s golf 
to the athletic program. 

“I feel that we [baseball 
program] were railroaded and 
that the Chancellor doesn’t 
realize how much this affects 
the university's baseball com- 
munity and its family mem- 
bers,” said Hucke. “There real- 
ly doesn’t seem to be any clear 
cut reasoning for this decision 
on behalf of the administra 
tion. My guess is it does have 
to do with gender equity that 
they are hiding behind.” 

This decision reaches far 
beyond just the athletic level, it 
will affect the whole campus 
ona personal level, as well.

Many of the athletes at 
UW-River Falls, who now are 
without a sport to compete in, 
will transfer to nearby col- 
leges or will quit competing 
all together. 

“ will possibly loose 10-20 
friends and teammates that 
will look to play baseball and 
get an education elsewhere,” 
said Becker. “This university is 
not only losing baseball play- 
ers, gymnasts or wrestlers, its 
losing great human beings. I 
will miss many of my friends 
and brothers.” 

Some of those athletes may 
choose to come the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout, but could 
they be victims of athletic pro- 
gram cuts here as well? UW- 
Stout Athletic Director Steve 


Terry said it could happen, but 
it’s unlikely. 

“We [UW-Stout] went 
through this same scenario in 
the late 80s and early 90s. It 
was a very difficult time,” said 
Terry. “We currently are close 
to the minimum level of sports 
sponsorship to retain member- 
ship in the WIAC and NCAA, 
so it would seem that we made 
some of these tough decisions 
early on.” 

The UW-Stout athletic 
program surveys the enter- 
ing freshmen class every year 
to find out what the trends 
are that the students want. 
The survey has a high return 
rate and has been very suc- 
cessful in giving the athletic 
program what type of sports 
module to offer. 


“The ‘Chancellor's 


Softball 


Intercollegiate Advisory 
Council’ is finalizing solid 
process to follow when looking 
at adding or dropping sports,” 
said Terry. “It will provide con- 
sistent structure to follow 
when dealing with this very 
visible and emotional issue.” 

As the UW-Stout athletic 
program seems to have a han- 
dle on the situation, the UW- 
River Falls’ decision is still 
broiled in controversy. 

“This decision at UW- 
River Falls means that you 
must make sure as students 
that your university doesn’t 
abuse its power as this univer- 
sity did,” said Becker.

Make sure 
that your voices are heard and 
such a disrespectful thing like 
this doesn’t happen to you.”

“In the fourth round with 
115th pick, the Tennessee 
Titans select cornerback Tony 
Beckham, University _ of 
Wisconsin-Stout,” said Gene 
Washington, NFL executive in 
charge of announcing the 
teams’ draft selections in 
rounds two through four. 

With those few words, for- 
mer UW-Stout Blue Devil Tony 
Beckham made school history. 
Not only was he the first Blue 
Devil drafted in over 30 years, 
but he was drafted higher than 
any other Blue Devil. 

Beckham was highly sought 
after by the Titans, who said he 
was high on its draft board and 
someone who team manage- 
ment targeted ever since the 
Indianapolis combines. 

“We [Titans] might have 
been able to get Tony at some 
point down the line just 
because of where he played 
and. the inexperience,” said 
Head coach Jeff Fisher, in an 
Titans Radio interview. “He's 
a little on the raw side if you 
will at the position, but he’s a 
great athlete. Here’s a’ guy 
with size and speed.” 

Beckham was drafted 
along with fellow Wisconsin 
cornerback Mike Echols, who 


was taken at pick 110. 

“We got the two corner- 
backs right off the bat,” said 
Titans’ General Manager 
Floyd Turner. “We got Mike 
Echols, then we turned right 
around and got the Beckham 
kid from Wisconsin-Stout, 
garden spot of fine corners.” 

Beckham said in a inter- 
view with the Tennessee 
Titans’ website that he and 
Echols were good friends, 
even before the draft.

Paper ‘report cards’ 
becoming thing of past 
at UW-Stout

Technology has become extremely 
useful and important in light of recent 
Iniversity of Wisconsin budget cuts. In 
sponse, University of Wisconsin- 
Stout's Records and Registration is 
implementing a cost efficient way to dis- 
bute student grades. The university 
will be phasing out the mailing of grades 
in favor of on-line disbursement. 
On Thursday this week, all stu- 
mts will receive a mass email that 
notify them of this process. The 
email will also include a link to a web 
site, which will allow them to request 
mailed grade report. 

“If students wish to receive a mailed 
grade report, they will need to complete 


E-mail report cards 


the web request form, fully and accu- 
rately by May 22,” said Jeff Kirschling, 
Registration and Records. 

After all grades are confirmed and 
posted to the system on May 27, students 
will receive another email notifying 
them that grades are available on the 
web at Access Stout. Also listed in the 
message will be GPA, academic standing, 
and, if requested, a confirmation that 
your grades will be mailed to you 
around May 31. 

Kirschling anticipates only minor 
problems with the new system—includ- 
ing students not checking their UW- 


Stout mail to begin with. 
“Tt is difficult to not use the Stout 
email account,” Kirschling said 


emphasizing the importance for stu- 
dents to periodically use their UW- 
Stout email account. 

“This is the direction we were 
already headed,” said Kirschling. “With 
how [quickly] technology advances, the 
campus is continually looking for ways

Resignation 
prompted by 
inconsistencies in 
Kolb’s resumé

Since being hired in 1999 by the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout, Dr. Karl 
Kolb has been considered by many to 
be a controversial professor. On April 8, 
2002, that controversial career came to a 
rather abrupt end. 

Kolb will be leaving after the cur- 
rent spring semester; his sudden resig- 
nation caught many students and facul- 
ty off guard. As Kolb puts it though, 
this was something that he has seen 
coming for a long time and just recent- 
ly took a stand on. 

“The reason I resigned was the 
finding over two years of a significant 
lack of due process and the lack of fol- 
lowing state, local and academic by- 
laws,” said Kolb. “An overall disregard 
for these laws has been common.” 

While Kolb refused to go into 
depth on the exact laws which have 
been violated, he did say that there is 
an overall lack of due process by the 
deans of the college he was teaching 
under, the College of Technology, 
Engineering and Management 
(CTEM). Kolb feels that the deans 
essentially put him in a position of 
“double jeopardy” since they have 
reviewed his credentials despite his 
receiving a passing grade by the 
review committee. 

According to Provost Dr. Bob 
Sedlak, this is not as uncommon as Dr. 
Kolb thinks. 

“Each college has a different sys- 
tem when it comes to evaluating 
employees,” said Sedlak. “That does 
not sound uncommon.” 

Whether this practice of reviewing 
credentials is common or not, Associate 
Dean Dr. Pete Heimdahl says that upon

the review, some inaccuracies were 
found in Kolb’s resumé. 

“We found six significant incon- 
sistencies,” said Heimdahl. “Dr. Kolb 
was presented with these and was 
given an opportunity to respond. We 
hoped he would; instead, he chose to 
immediately resign.” 

Kolb denies the alleged inaccura- 
cies in his resumé, but he acknowl- 
edges that he was questioned with in 
regards to his resumé. 

“1 was told that if 1 could not prove 
everything in my resumé in two weeks, 
I would be terminated on the spot,” 
said Kolb 

Kolb was quite upset with the 
checking of his resumé. 

“They have illegally procured 
these documents,” he said. 

In response to the situation, Kolb 
has hired an attorney, Larraine* 
McNamara-McGraw, to pursue possi- - 
ble legal actions against the university. 

Despite all the confusion related to 
this situation, many of Kolb’s students 
and colleagues remain loyal to him. 

“He is a great professor when he 
teaches his material,” said Jill Tetu, a 
senior Business major. “He knows the 
books he has put out very well.” 

“Dr. Kolb is extremely respected 
according to his students,” said Dr. Jerry 
Coomer, of the Industrial Management 
department. “He is certainly under an 
exceptional amount of scrutiny. There 
should have been a better way for all of 
us to get along though.”

The Wilson Ave. work, if 
approved at next week's city 
council meeting, may interrupt 
student parking on the east side 
of campus, explained Jones. 

Jones said that 24th Ave. 
south to the city limits will also 
be redone, as will Oak Park 
Circle, though these are not 
near campus and should not 
prove too disruptive to summer 
students. Also, Main Street 
from 10th to 17th streets will be 
getting new sidewalks. 

Jones also described a plan 
in progress for the installation 
of a ‘pedestrian corridor’ start- 
ing from where the Rec 
Complex attaches to the current 
two-lane bike and pedestrian 
walkway through campus to 
Bowman Hall. 

The corridor would be 
developed through an enhance- 
ment grant from the state, 
which is currently being 
applied for. If approved, the 15- 
20 foot wide corridor would be 
constructed sometime in 2004. 

Jones said that overall, 
Menomonie will be rather 
quiet due to the governor’s 
budget constraints limiting 
new construction. 


The Stout Technology Park 
will be welcoming a large, new 
tenant over the summer break. 

“The facility should be oper- 
ational in late fall,” said Robert 
Bossany, Executive Director of 
the Dunn County Economic 
Development Corporation 
(DCEDC) in Menomonie. 

The mission of the 
DCEDC is “to work in cooper- 
ation with business, industry, 
government and education to 
facilitate economic growth 
and economic _ stability,” 
according to their website. 

Bossany is referring to the 
opening of a new 650,000 
square foot ‘consolidation facil- 
ity’ run by a company called 
TNT Logistics, the third largest 
logistics company in the world. 

The new facility will include 
elements of manufacturing, 
assembling and warehousing. 
According to Bossany, it should 
employ around 350 workers in 
the Menomonie area. 

Bossany, who handles pri- 
marily industrial development, 
said there were many projects 
being proposed that would 
start construction this summer 
in Menomonie, but only a few 
have been actually confirmed.

"I even had four final 
exams in the same day,” said 
Trista Glover, a sophomore 
psychology major. “I was 
made aware of this policy after 
the fact. This situation is very 
stressful having adequate 
study time for each exam." 

For many students like 
Glover, finals create peak 
stress levels for the semester. 
Assignments wrap up, final 
projects are due and of course 
final exams must be taken. 
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Many are not aware that 
there is a policy at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
limiting the number of finals a 
student is required to take ina 
single day to two, a policy 
which may aid in relieving 
finals stress. 

This policy regarding eval- 
uation week was adopted in the 
1980s. That plan states that 
every semester class is sched- 
uled for a two-hour evaluation 
period during the designated 
week. The evaluation period 
for each class should occur at 
the time and date scheduled. 

“It is expected that a 
meaningful educational expe- 
rience will take place during 
the evaluation period,” says 
the Faculty Handbook. 

This plan also states that 
an “instructor is expected to 
accommodate students who 
have three or more scheduled 
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final exams in one day.” 

“Tam aware of this policy,” 
said Sharon Nero, a Social 
Science Professor. “Iam open 
to allowing my introduction 
students to choose which sec- 
tion of the three will work best 
with their schedule.” 

Jeffery Kirshchling of 
Registration and Records clari- 
fied the context of the rule. 

“It's fairly clear that faculty 
is ‘expected’ to accommodate 
students who have three or 
more exams in one scheduled 
final exam day,” Kershchling 
said. “Just note that it doesn't 
say ‘required.’” 

The Faculty, Academic Staff 
and Limited Appointment 
Handbook can be found from 
the UW-Stout Human Resources 
web page. Evaluation week 
information may be found in 
Chapter four, Instructional and 
Research Activities.

This change in distribu- 
tion of grade mailers will 
save an estimated $10,000 in 
one year alone, which could 
be utilized in other ways to 
benefit students. 

Registration and Records, 
is currently looking into other 
ways to save money. One 
option under consideration is 
printing fewer timetables and 
allowing the Internet to be the 
primary source for the most 
current registration informa- 
tion. This measure has 
worked for University of 
Wisconsin-River Falls. 
Kirschling assures that print- 
ed timetables will never be 
completely eliminated.

Some question what it 
would be like inside the “drug- 
gy’s” mind. 

Some fear it. 

Some accept it and letit be. 

Some decide they need to 
experience it, while others 
become it, the druggy. 

An. extensive’ interview 
was held with five students 
living in dorms on-campus to 
answer those concerns, These 
students, whose names are 
being, held confidential to pro- 
tect their, privacy, are regular 
drug users. 

A lot of people who use 
drugs do it explicitly for their 
entertainment, recreation and 
what they consider to be value. 
But there are a select few who

“1 take them to see alter- 
nate perspectives of our pres- 
ent reality t0 what really mat- 
ters” said Ted.* “On drugs, you 
don’t really see personal pos- 
sessions, such as money, but 
rather what really matters, 
such as connections. between 
people: I make my own deci- 
sions on life experiences rather 
than by a book.”

Many others in this select 
group do drugs to see things in 
a different light. They think 
that life is an experience, so 
they must experience it all, 

“To speak intelligibly on a 
subject, you have to have expe- 
rienced that in some way 
shape or form,” said Bill. “You 
can’t talk blindly on something 
you don’t know or under- 
stand. That's talking beliefs.” 

Most druggies know that 
what they are doing is harmful 
to their body. Most druggies 
justify the harmful effects of 
drugs by comparing them with 
everyday life. 

“In excess, anything (stich 
as food, carbon dioxide, .or 
even sunlight) can) be 
unhealthy,” said Bill.

Night Security members 
have had absolutely no train- 
ing or meetings dealing with 
storm warning issues. I talked 
to Martin Fritz, the student 
supervisor and program man- 
ager of Housing and Resident 
Life, and he said that night 
security was responsible for 
alerting the RA’s, SPM, and 
Hall Director, plus staying at 
the front desk in case anybody 
needed to get inside the build- 
ing fast. If a tornado hit, we 
were to go directly to the base- 
ment. 

As night security workers, 
we are not responsible to wak- 
ing anybody else up. To me, 
this seems to be a flaw, because 
what happens if a certain RA 
for a floor is not available or is 
gone? If somebody doesn’t 
wake up and there is no RA to 
wake them up, what will hap- 
pen to them? 

I think we should be more 
responsible, because at least 
half of AF did not wake up to 
the sirens.

The University of 
Wisconsin-Stout will be closing 
its doors at the end of this 
semester.

The closing will 
undoubtably come as a shock 
to the student body. Anyone 
who attempts to return in the 
fall will find the doors borded 
up and signs informing them 
of the closing. 

“What really burns me is 
that I only had one more 
semester left before I was 
going to graduate,” said sixth- 
year senior Mark Jackson. “If 
I'd have known this was 
goingdown, I wouldn’t have 
done so many _ nine-credit 
semesters.” 

The most directly-effected 
group, outside of the currently 
enrolled students, are the 
incoming freshmen. These 
would-be UW-Stout students 
will have to find somewhere 
else to use their laptops. 

“Twas all set to learn how 
to use my new computer,” said 
former incoming freshman 
Neil Adams. “Now I have to 
find another campus that is as 
technologically advanced as 
UW-Stout was.” 

School officials point out 
that students should have seen 
the closing coming. Recent 
activity and movements by the 
University Board of Regents 
should have alerted students 
to the impending action. 

“I mean, we stopped let- 
ting freshmen apply for a time 
there,” said Katherine Lyall, 
Head of the UW-System.

Beth Johnson likes to 
keep in shape by walking 
each afternoon. Her daily 
route takes her past several 
apartment buildings on the 
south end of Menomonie, 
Wisc. On Tuesday, May 7, 
2002, she had to take a 
detour because police block- 
ades were in her way. 

The apartment at 500 
12th Avenue West was the 
last known address of Luke 
John Helder, who is alleged 
to have planted several pipe 
bombs in rural mailboxes 
throughout the midwest. 


When Johnson, a sopho- 
more Hospitality and 
Tourism Management major 
at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout, met the 
roadblocks, she hadn’t yet 
heard the news. When she 
did, her thoughts went to 
her family. 

“It's going to upset my 
grandmother,” exclaimed 
Johnson, hoping that her 
grandmother wouldn’t 
worry about her. 

The mailbox bombings 
with which Helder is 
charged spanned six states 
and made national head- 
lines. Closer to home, how- 
ever, students and staff at 
UW-Stout are wondering 


how this could have hap- 
pened in their town. 

“This is a community of 
8,000 students,” said Frank 
Kennett, a history and 
geography professor at 
UW-Stout. “This is just one 
guy who went over the 
edge.” 

Helder’s classmates say 
that they had no clue that he 
was capable commiting of 
these acts. 

“He's somewhat of a 
sensitive person,” said 
Amanda Dolan, a freshman 
Psychology major at UW- 
Stout who was in a study 
group for a religion course

Luke Helder arrested after 
cross-country manhunt in 
recent pipe bombings

University of Wisconsin- 
Stout junior Luke J. Helder 
was named and as of 
Tuesday, May 7, 2002, appre- 
hended by the FBI as the 
prime suspect in the pipe 
bombings that have recently 
ripped through the Midwest. 

Students at UW-Stout 
described Helder as nice, with 
a good attitude and a pleasant 
demeanor. Helder didn’t 
stand out among his fellow 
students — he wasn’t even 
involved in campus activities. 
He was simply another 
Industrial Design major in a 
school of 8,000 students. 

“I liked him,” said 
Professor Nancy Blum- 
Cummings of the Art and 
Design Department. “I even 
thought he was sweet.” Blum- 
Cummings had Helder as a 
student in the fall in a design 
theory and methods class. 

Blum-Cummings 
described Helder as a mid- 
dle-of-the-road student. She 
said he “wasn’t the best, 
wasn’t the worst student.” 

Authorities were first 
alerted to Helder after his 
father, Cameron Helder of 


Pine Island, Minn, received 
a letter from Luke that led 
him to believe that Luke 
might be responsible for the 
recent bombings in the 
Midwest. Luke’s father then 
alerted authorities in 
Menomonie and asked if 
they could help in locating 
Luke. When the police were 
unable to get in contact with 


Luke, they alerted the 
Federal Bureau of 
Investigation’s office in 
Milwaukee, where they 


knew an agent was on duty. 

The next day, police and 
FBI agents cordoned off the 
area around the Galloway 
Creek Apartments, where 
Helder rented an apartment 
with one other student. The 
FBI then learned that Helder 
had not been in school for 
three weeks and had not 
been in the Menomonie area 
for one week. 

It is still unclear just 
what could have sent a stu- 
dent on a spree of destruc- 
tion. It seems that Helder 
was passionate about certain 
things, including religion 
and government. 

Still other people recall 


that Helder’s views on

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After Tuesday’s events, 
Menomonie, Wisc. was 
added to the elite list of 
homes of domestic terrorists 
in the United States. 

America’s eyes were 
opened to domestic terror- 
ism at the bombing of the 
Alfred P. Murrah Federal 
building in Oklahoma City, 
Okla. in 1995. Initially sus- 
pecting a foreign terrorist 
group, the United States 
was shocked to find out that 
an American, Timothy 
McVeigh, was responsible 
for the destruction and the 
deaths of 150 people. 

In 1998, when the noto- 
rious Unibomber, Ted 
Kaczynski, entered a plea of 
unconditional guilt for 
planting the bombs that 
killed three people and 
injured 23 more, Americans 
were once again forced to 
recognize internal terrorism 
as a real threat.

Recent violent acts have led to an increased awareness of domestic terror and the 
threat it poses to even the most innocent of targets. 


On Tuesday, the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout was bombarded with 
police and reporters want- 
ing to know a little more 
about accused mailbox 
bomber Luke Helder. 
Students were shocked to 
find out that one of their 
classmates was the infa- 
mous pipe bomber who had 
been planting bombs across 


the midwestern states the 
previous weekend. 

Less than eight months 
ago, the United States was 
devastated by the acts of 
foreign terrorists. The 
events of Sept. 11 took the 
focus off a domestic threat 
and centered it on the new 
international threats. Next 
came an attack from an 
unknown enemy that struck 


at the heart of our commu- 
nications system, the United 
States Postal Service, 
Although no suspects were 
apprehended in the anthrax 
scare, question of domestic 
versus international terror- 
ism were raised.

Many of his friends or 
acquaintances were shocked 
to learn it was indeed Helder 
who was wanted by the FBI, 
as groups of students gath- 
ered in front of televisions at 
the Memorial Student Center. 

“He seemed pretty 
quiet,” said Ryan Boser, a 
sophomore Industrial Design 
Major at UW-Stout. “He was 
an active guy, but he didn’t 


seem like he would do this 
sort of thing. They keep say- 
ing ‘armed and dangerous’, 
but I really don’t see that.” 

Blum-Cummings said 
that students in the 
Industrial Design major do 
learn about materials and 
designs that could potential- 
ly be used to create a bomb, 
although she had no knowl- 
edge about Helder doing so. 

The overall consensus of 
students on the campus was 
that this does not happen at a 
small school. As they all 
watched major media outlets 
broadcast-the school name in 
relation to this, Blum- 
Cummings described the 
feeling the best. 

She said, “Sometimes 
you just wonder ‘why?’”

An unknown pathogen 
caused approximately 70 
people to become ill after 
visiting the Subway at 319 
South Broadway in 
Menomonie last week. 

The victims, | who 
include some of the busi- 
ness’s employees, ate at the 
sandwich shop between 
April 28 and May 1, says 
Karen Levandowski, 
Director of the Dunn 
County Health Department. 

According to 
Levandowski, the Health 
Department worked with 
Stout Student Health, 
Myrtle Werth Hospital, the 
Red Cedar Clinic and the 
Wisconsin State Department 
of Public Health to deter- 
mine the exact cause of the 
outbreak. Testing was done 
for six different possible 
viruses, but all tests came 
back negative. As of May 9, 
researchers were no closer 
to finding the cause of the 
food poisoning than they 
were when it began. 

On Tuesday, April 30, 
the first five victims sought 
treatment for their symp- 
toms that included vomit- 
ing, fever, diarrhea, and 
abdominal cramping. 


Cathy _Huneke, a 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout senior, was working at 
the South Broadway Subway 
on the night the first cases 
were discovered. 

“Tt was a regular night 


until about 9:30,” said 
Huneke. “Then the lady from 
the hospital called.” 


A representative from the 
hospital had called to alert the 
store of a possible problem 
with their food, as all five of 
the people seeking treatment 
had visited the sub shop in 
the past couple of days. 

Huneke was the only 
employee in the store at the 
time.

The Subway re- 
opened the next day.

during the day, it was decided 
to close the store once again. It 
was not to re-opened until it 
had been cleared by the Dunn 
County Health Department. 
An environmental health 
specialist from the county 
Health Department was in 
charge of the clean-up. All 
food and paper products 
were removed, and then all 
surfaces were cleaned and 
sanitized. This included 
walls, chairs, tables, floors, 
bathrooms—any surface at all

in the store. Ice and soda 
machines were taken apart 
and sanitized as well. The 
shelving units in were 
replaced, in addition to all the 
food and paper products.

Subway opened back up for 


business on Saturday, May 3. 
Huneke, who has been 
employed by Subway for the 
past year, said that business 
has been slow. 

“We're being more cau- 
tious now,” says Huneke. 

No employees showing 


signs of illness were allowed 
to return to work when the 
business re-opened. 
According to Levandowski, 
members of the health 
department have eaten there 
since it re-opened without 
becoming sick.

back to the homeland, and 
even closer for the students 
of UW-Stout. 

Most terrorists, like 
McVeigh, tend to be right- 
wing with very radical 
views on individualism and 
self-reliance. 

“He doesn’t fit the 
mold; just a one-of-a-kind 
lost kid,” said Peder 
Hamm, a social science pro- 
fessor who has been follow- 
ing domestic terrorism since 
graduate school. “Most 
[terrorists] are right-wing, 
but he doesn’t seem to be 
any wing.” 

People questioned how a 


student known as friendly 
and quiet could now be con- 
nected with domestic terror- 
ism. The term “terrorist” 
becomes ambiguous for many 
students when trying to fit a 
fellow classmate in the same 
category as convicted crimi- 
nals McVeigh and Kaczynski. 
“High school students 
who shoot their classmates 
aren’t called terrorists, but 
they commit acts of 
terror’”said Keith King, a jun- 
ior in Hospitality Restaurant 
and Tourism Management. 
Although some stu- 
dents may not be able to 
place Helder’s personality 


in the terrorist category, 
they are able to recognize 
that terrorism can originate 
from even the most unex- 
pected places. 

“T don’t think that if 
they are a peer of mine, it 
doesn’t mean that they are 
less likely tobe a-suspect,” 
says Michael Ploetz, a junior 
majoring in Hospitality 
Restaurant and Tourism 
Management. “The whole 
idea of terrorism starts 
when your comfort level is 
unexpectedly changed.”

Some students expressed 
concern about the sheer 
number of bombs, 18 in all, 
found by authorities. 

“He must have had this 
planned for a while,” said 
Erin Kraut, a sophomore

Tuesday, professors’ mail- 
boxes were stuffed with pins 
commemorating the award.

Helder’s letters show a 
very critical view of the gov- 
ernment and a dislike of a 
society of conformity. 

“Conforming to the 
boundaries and restrictions 
imposed by the government 
only reduces the substance 
in your lives,” wrote Helder. 

Helder was searching for 
a way to get people to listen 
to him, and planting pipe 
bombs was an effective way 
ta.get his message across, 

#1 think it is good for 
to spree out about 
said Ploetz. 
“UW-Stout needs to facili- 
tate open discussions where 
students can express their 
feelings instead of reverting 
to violence.” 

“He saw the unfairness 
of life and this was his way 
to show the world of the 
unfairness,” said Hamm. 

As shown by the pipe 
bombing events, a terrorist 
can arise from even the most 
unexpected places. Even 
though Helder does not fit 
into the traditional “terror- 
ist mold,” Menomonie will 
still go down in the history 
books as the little college 
town that harbored a 
domestic terrorist.
